JANUARY. 

Venus  and  Jupiter  near  the  new  Moon  evening 
of  Jan.  22  and  23.

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CHANGES  IN  THE  NAMES  OF 
STREAMS  IN  AND  ABOUT  PHILA- 
DELPHIA. 

[The  following  is  believed  to  include  all  the  streams 
of  any  magnitude  within  the  boundaries  of  Philadelphia 
as  the  same  were  noticed  from  the  discoveries  by  the 
Dutch  and  Swedes  up  to  the  present  period.  Many  of 
these  streams  are  obliterated.  For  convenience'  sake 
the  descriptions  are  made  with  reference  to  localities 
which  now  exist.  The  sources  from  which  information 
is  obtained  are  to  be  found  in  patents,  deeds  and  old 
maps,  the  dates  of  the  latter  of  which  are  as  follows: 
Roggeveeu's,  1678;  Peter  Lindstrom's,  a  Swedish  engi- 
neer's map  of  die  Delaware  river.  1654-55.  The  original 
map  was  taken  to  Sweden.  A.  copy  was  procured  many 
years  ago  by  the  American  Philosophical  Society.  It  is 
peculiar  in  this,  that  many  of  the  names  are  in  the  Indian, 
Swedish  and  French  languages.  A  copy  of  this  map, 
differing  in  several  matters,  particularly  in  some  of  the 
names,  and  omitting  the  French  names  altogether,  is 
to  be  found  in  Nya  Swerije,  by  Thomas  Campanius 
Holm,  published  at  Stockholm  in  1702.  Another  copy 
of  Lindstrom's  map  is  in  the  History  0/  Ne-w  Sweden, 
by  Israel  Acrelius,  1759,  and  this  also  has  some  changes 
in  regard  to  names.  Other  maps  referred  to  are  those 
of  Thomas  Holmes  (Penn's  first  surveyor),  1685;  Scull 
&  Heap,  1750  ;  Reed,  1786 ;  John  Hill,  1796  ;  Varlo,  about 
1798;  Nicholas  Hill,  1808;  Mellish,  1816 ;  EUett,  1839; 
and  some  others  not  necessary  to  be  named.] 

Amesaka  run.     See  Darby  creek. 

Asoepecka  sea.  On  Lindstrom's  map,  in  the 
Delaware  river,  in  front  of  the  present  city,  be- 
tween a  point  which  might  have  commenced 
about  the  mouth  of  Gunner's  run  and  extended 
to  Frankford  creek,  a  shoal  or  bank  is  marked 
with  dots,  to  which  is  assigned  the  following 
names :  Foglesand,  Mer  Asoepecka,  Sable  des 
Oisseaux  ou  Alsoepecka.  Foglesand  in  Swedish 
means  "bird-bank."  Sable  des  Oisseaux  may  be 
interpreted  "blackbirds,"  so  that  the  bank  would 
be  "  blackbird  bank."  The  Delaware  in  front 
of  this  bank  is  wide;  hence  it  may  be  supposed 
the  title  Mer  Alsoepecka  ("Alsoepecka  sea") 
was  applied  to  that  portion  of  the  river  oppo- 
site the  bank.  M.  S.  Henry  thinks  that  Alsoepeck 
should  be  Assiscupeck  ("a  muddy  stream").  It 
may  be  mentioned  that  Ashopock  is  the  Indian 
word  for  "hemp." 

Beaver  creek,  flowing  through  the  Almshouse 
grounds,  and  emptying  into  the  Schuylkill  oppo- 
site Pine  st.  Called  Beaver  creek  and  Beaver 
run  in  a  patent  by  Penn  to  Varels  Landers  in 
1692. 

Blanson's  run.     See  Darby  creek. 

Boon  creek  or  Church  creek  runs  west  by 
south  from  the  junction  of  Kingsess  and  Min- 
quas  creek.  It  received  its  name  from  Andreas 
Boon,  one  of  the  original  Swedish  settlers.  It 
was  also  one  of  the  routes  to  the  church  at  Tini- 
cum ;  hence  its  name  of  Church  creek. 

Botanic  creek  flows  into  the  Schuylkill  on  the 
west  side,  opposite  the  upper  part  of  Point 
Breeze  and  below  Eastwick's,  formerly  Bar- 
tram's  Botanic  Garden,  from  the  proximity  to 
which  it  obtained  its  name. 

Bow  creek,  southern  boundary  of  Philadelphia 
city,  flows  from  Darby  creek,  along  the  north-east- 
ern side  of  Tinicum  Island,  and,  after  a  short  bend 
nearly  due  east,  enters  the  Delaware  opposite  Hog 
Island.  It  is  called  on  Lindstrom's  map  "  Booke, 
Eller  Kyke  Kylen,"  "  La  Riviere  de  Hetres  ou 
d'Eglise."  "Boke"  is  Swedish  for  beech  tree, 
and  "  Hetre"  is  French  for  the  same;  "  Eglise  " 
is  French  for  church,  and  "  Kyke  "  is  evidently 
an  abbreviation  or  misspelling  of  the  Swedish 
"Kyrke" — church;  so  that  the  stream  was 
sometimes  called  Beech  creek  and  Church  creek. 


It  obtained  the  latter  name  from  the  fact  that  it 
was  a  route  traveled  by  water  to  the  Swedish 
church  at  Tinicum.  Campanius  calls  this  creek 
"  Boke,"  from  which  the  corruption  to  Bow  is 
easily  traceable. 

Brier  creek  empties  into  the  Schuylkill  on  the 
west  side  in  Fairmount  Park  below  Sweet-Brier 
Mansion.  It  is  so  called  on  the  map  of  H.  P.  M. 
Birkenbine. 

Byberry  creek.     See  Poquessing  creek. 

Cobb's  creek.     See  Darby  creek. 

Cohocksink  creek  [obliterated]  is  called  in  va- 
rious patents  Cococksink,  Coxing,  Cogogsink, 
Coxon  and  Cohocksink  or  Mill  creek.  M.  S. 
Henry,  in  his  Dictionary  and  Gazetteer  of 
Words  and  Names  in  the  Delaware  Indian 
Language,  defines  the  name  to  be  Cuwehockin 
— "pine  lands."  The  name  Mill  creek  was 
given  to  it  from  the  fact  that  on  this  stream, 
between  the  present  Fifth  and  Sixth  streets,  was 
built  the  Governor's  (Penn's)  Mill,  and  after- 
ward the  Globe  Mills.  One  branch  of  the 
Cohocksink  commenced  near  the  Ford  road, 
west  of  the  Lamb  tavern,  and  there  was  a 
branch  which  rose  above  the  present  Glenwood 
Cemetery.  The  stream  flowed  generally  south- 
east, crossing  Broad  street  above  Turner's  lane, 
and  crossed  the  latter  about  the  line  of  Twelfth 
street.  It  continued  to  a  point  between  Fifth  and 
Sixth  streets,  where  it  widened  into  a  lake,  into 
which  also  flowed  a  stream  which  rose  in  the 
lands  of  the  Gratz  estate,  probably  above  Jeffer- 
son St.,  and  flowed  eastwardly.  The  latter  was 
called  Coozaliquenaque  in  the  patent  to  Daniel 
Pegg  in  1684.  From  the  pond  or  mill-dam,  flow- 
ing east  and  south,  the  Cohocksink  emptied  into 
the  Delaware  at  Brown  street. 

Church  creek.     See  Boon  creek. 

Church  creek.     See  Darby  creek. 

Cresheim  creek.     See  Wissahickon. 

Da7ti  creek  [obliterated]  ran  into  Hollander's 
creek  in  a  direction  south  by  west,  and  had  its 
source  near  the  Buck  road.  It  is  so  called  on 
Scull  &  Heap's  map. 

Darby  creek  empties  into  the  Delaware  river 
opposite  the  lower  end  of  Tinicum  island.  It  is 
the  lower  portion  of  a  stream  which  rises  in 
Haverford  township,  Delaware  county,  and 
flows  with  some  irregularities  and  curves  in  a 
southerly  direction  until  it  reaches  the  Blue  Bell 
Tavern,  on  the  Darby  road.  The  upper  portion 
of  this  stream  was  called  by  the  Swedes  Kara 
Kung  or  Kakaron,  Carkoens,  Carkons,  Carcoens, 
Carcoon  and  Chargoes — all  supposed  to  be  cor- 
ruptions of  Kara  Kung.  Mr.  Henry  thinks  that 
this  name  is  derived  from  a  mortar  or  mill  in 
which  the  Indians  pounded  their  corn,  and  that 
it  was  given  to  it  after  Governor  Printz  built  a 
mill  upon  this  stream,  which  was  probably  about 
1643.  On  Holmes'  map  this  creek  is  called  Mill 
creek.  The  name  was  shortly  afterward  changed 
to  Cobb's  creek,  after  William  Cobb,  an  English- 
man, who  became  owner  of  the  old  mill. — Port 
Reading-  creek  rises  near  Haverford  College,  in 
Delaware  county,  flows  through  Haverford  town- 
ship, and  empties  into  Cobb's  creek  between  Hav- 
erford road  and  Church  road. — Indian  run  is 
composed  of  two  branches,  one  of  which  rises  in 
Lower  Merion,  near  Ardmore  station,  and  the 
other  north  of  Elm  station,  on  the  Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad.  They  flow  south,  and  unite 
a  short  distance  before  reaching  Cobb's  creek, 
into  which    they    flow. — Blanson's  run  rises   in 
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Fixed  and  Movable  Feasts,  Fasts,  etc.,  1879.

FEBRUARY. 

Venus  and  Saturn  near  the  new  Moon  Feb.  22 
and  23. 


The  principal  determinations  of  the  position 
of  the  equinox  do  not  differ  from  the  mean  by  as 
much  as  one  half  of  a  tenth  of  a  second  of  arc. 

Among  the  numerous  asteroids,  two  have  been 
found,  No.  122  and  No.  167,  which  move  around 
the  sun  in  exactly  the  same  path,  one  being  1800 
behind  the  other. 

Mr.  Proctor,  the  distinguished  and  popular 
astronomer,  maintains,  in  opposition  to  views 
recently  published  by  Vogel,  that  the  larger 
planets    are    bodies    having    a  very    high    tem- 


No  man  knows  what  the  wife  of  his  bosom  is 
— no  man  knows  what  a  ministering  angel  she  is 
— until  he  has  gone  with  her  through  the  fiery 
trials  of  this  world. 

Beauty,  thou  art  twice  blessed  :  thou  blessest 
the  gazer  and  the  possessor.  A  sweet  disposi- 
tion, a  lovely  soul,  an  affectionate  nature,  will 
speak  in  the  eyes,  the  lips,  the  brow,  and  be- 
come the  cause  of  beauty. 

It  is  a  delightful  sensation  which  a  new  pas- 
sion begins  to  stir  up  within  us  when  the  old  one 
is  not  yet  entirely  departed.  Thus  at  sunset  we 
take  pleasure  in  seeing  the  moon  rise  on  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  heavens,  and  rejoice  in  the 
double  splendor  of  both  luminaries. 
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Darby  township,  and  empties  into  Cobb's  creek 
near  Paschallville. — Naylor's  run  rises  in  Mar- 
pie  township,  and  flows  south  and  east  into 
Cobb's  creek. — Hermsprota  creek  empties  into 
Darby  creek  near  the  intersection  of  Amesland 
road  and  a  road  leading  to  Hog  island,  a  short 
distance  above  Bow  creek. — Pusey '  s  run  empties 
into  Darby  creek  above  the  junction  with  Cobb's 
creek,  near  the  borough  of  Darby.  —  Amesaka 
run  (patent  to  Neals  John,  1684),  Ameasaka  (pa- 
tent to  Mounce  Jones,  1685),  rises  in  Philadelphia, 
and  runs  into  Cobb's  creek  near  Mount  Moriah 
Cemetery.  Below  the  Blue  Bell  Tavern  a  creek 
joins  with  Cobb's  creek,  which  was  called  the  Ny- 
ecks  (meaning  "  nasty,  muddy"),  the  Muckruton, 
and  Amesland  f  after  Amas-land,  "  the  land  of  the 
nurse"),  which  was  given  by  the  Swedes  to  the 
country  immediately  south  of  it.  Below  this  junc- 
tion the  creek  was  called  Darby  creek,  from  the 
town  or  village  of  Darby,  near  by.  It  was  also 
called  Church  creek,  because  at  one  time  it  was  a 
convenient  road  of  travel  to  Tinicum  church. — 
Muckinapattus  creek  rises  in  Darby  township, 
Delaware  county,  flows  south-west,  and  joins 
Darby  creek  west  of  the  junction  with  Bow 
creek.  Muckinapalis  means  "  land  that  is  lower 
than  the  surrounding  country." — Stone  creek 
rises  in  Springfield  township,  Delaware  county, 
and  flowing  nearly  south  enters  Darby  creek 
not  far  from  its  mouth. 

Dark  Woods  run  [obliterated]  had  its  source 
in  a  spring  which  rose  north  of  Cirard  College, 
and  flowed  through  the  western  portion  of  the 
college  grounds  until  it  emptied  in  a  large  pond 
called  Dark  Woods  pond,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Brown  street,  about  Twenty-sixth  or  Twenty- 
seventh.  The  stream  ran  south-west,  and  emptied 
into  the  Schuylkill  river  not  far  from  the  Lincoln 
monument  and  a  little  west  of  the  present  steam- 
boat-landing in  Fairmount  Park. 

Delaware  river  was  discovered  by  Henry 
Hudson,  an  Englishman  in  the  service  of  the 
Dutch  East  India  Company,  in  the  yacht  Halve- 
Maan  or  Half-Moon,  of  eighty  tons'  burden,  on 
the  28th  of  August,  1609.  Various  Indian  names 
have  been  assigned  to  this  stream.  Heylin,  in 
his  Microcosmos,  or  description  of  the  world, 
published  in  1622,  calls  the  river  Arasapha, 
which  seems  to  have  been  derived  from  Ara- 
saphe,  "  it  goes  fine,"  meaning  a  river  at  all 
times  navigable  and  useful.  Poutaxat  was  an- 
other Indian  name  sometimes  applied  to  the 
river,  but  supposed  to  be  more  applicable  to  the 
bay.  It  means  round  or  broad,  and  is  applied 
exclusively  to  bays.  Makerish-kisken  and  Maris- 
kitton  are  corruptions  o(  the  name  which  in  early 
deeds  is  written  Mochijirickhickon.  Mochijirick 
means  "large  and  great,"  and  hickon  "  ebb  and 
tide  ;"  so  that  this  name  meant  "  a  large  river  in 
which  there  were  ebbs  and  tides."  Another  name 
was  Lenape  Whittuck.  Lenape  means  "  Indian," 
and  hittuck  "a  tree."  Kit-hanne,  meaning  "  the 
largest  river,"  was  also  applied.  After  Hudson, 
the  first  explorer  was  Captain  Cornelius  Jacobsen 
Mey,  who,  in  1613,  entered  the  river  in  the  yacht 
Fortune,  called  the  eastern  cape  Mey  and  the 
western  Cornelis,  another  of  the  western  capes 
being  called  Hindlop  or  Hinlopen,  which  latter 
name  was  subsequently  transferred  to  Cape  Cor- 
nells. The  original  Cape  Hinlopen,  near  the 
present  town  of  Lewes,  lost  its  designation  as  a 
cape  altogether.  Mey,  on  his  return  to  Holland, 
left  behind  him  a  Captain  Hendrickson   in  the 


yacht  Onrust  (Restless),  who  explored  the  river, 
it  is  believed,  as  far  as  the  mouth  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill. On  his  return  to  Holland,  Hendrickson  ac- 
companied his  report  with  a  map,  on  which  the 
[  river  now  called  the  Delaware  was  designated  as 
the  riviere  Van  der  Vorst  Mauritius.  But  Mey 
had  already  chosen  as  a  name  the  Zuydt  or 
South  river,  in  contradistinction  from  the  Nord 
or  North  river.  The  Dutch  also  called  the 
stream  Nassau  river,  Prince  Hendrick's  river 
and  Prince  Charles'  river.  When  the  Swedes 
came  they  called  it  Swenska  riviere  or  Swedish 
river,  and  it  was  also  called  New  Swedeland 
stream,  or  the  river  of  New  Sweden.  The  Eng- 
lish gave  it  the  name  of  De  la  War,  which  has 
been  modernized  into  Delaware.  This  name  was 
given  because  they  supposed  that  Thomas,  Lord 
de  la  War,  who  touched  at  the  bay  in  his  voyage 
to  Virginia  in  1610,  was  the  discoverer  of  the 
river,  and  as  early  as  1612  Captain  Thomas  Ar- 
gall,  of  Virginia,  speaks  of  it  as  the  De  la  War 
river.  The  name  was  therefore  given  to  the 
river  before  that  which  was  assigned  to  it  by  the 
Dutch,  but  the  claim  that  Lord  de  la  War  was 
the  discoverer  was  untenable,  inasmuch  as  Hud- 
son had  entered  the  river  in  1609.  The  bay  of 
the  Delaware  was  called  by  the  Dutch  New  Port 
bay,  also  Godyn's  bay,  after  Samuel  Godyn,  a 
Dutchman,  who  made  a  purchase  of  land  in 
1629  from  the  Indians,  extending  from  Cape  Cor- 
nelis or  Hindlop  (Henlopeni  inland  thirty-two 
miles  and  two  miles  in  breadth. 

Dock  creek  [obliterated]  was  so  called  by  the 
early  settlers  because  it  was  the  place  at  which  a 
public  dock  was  situated.  It  was  composed  of 
two  branches,  one  of  which  commenced  between 
Fourth  and  Fifth  streets,  north  of  Market,  and 
ran  south  by  east,  crossing  Market  street  west  j 
of  Fourth,  and  Chestnut  street  about  the  line  ! 
of  the  present  Hudson  street,  and  by  the  latter 
south  in  rear  of  the  property  of  the  Board  of 
Brokers,  where  it  was  joined  by  a  branch  which 
began  west  of  Fifth  street,  below  Walnut,  and 
flowed  toward  the  north-east.  It  crossed  Walnut 
street  between  Fourth  and  Fifth,  near  the  build- 
ing of  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company,  and 
crossed  Fourth  street  opposite  Thomas'  auction 
store.  These  streams,  thus  united,  flowed  east- 
wardly,  bearing  to  the  south,  and  formed  the 
body  of  Dock  creek,  the  course  of  which  may  be 
traced  by  the  street  of  that  name.  Not  far  from 
the  Delaware  this  stream  received  the  water  of 
another  branch,  which  began  at  about  the  site  of 
St.  Peter's  church,  at  Third  and  Pine  streets, 
and  crossed  the  square  bounded  by  Second, 
Third,  Spruce  and  Pine  streets  until  it  struck 
the  head  of  the  present  Little  Dock  street,  along 
which  it  flowed  to  the  north-east  until  it  reached 
the  main  stream.  This  branch  was  called  Little 
Dock  creek.  The  Indian  name  of  Dock  creek 
was  Cooconocon. 

Dublin  creek.     See  Pennypack  creek. 

Eagle  creek.  From  the  junction  of  the  King- 
sess  and  Mingo  creeks  a  stream  runs  east  for  a 
short  distance,  and  empties  into  the  Schuylkill 
below  the  first  bend  in  the  river.  This  might 
seem  to  be  a  continuation  of  Kingsessing  creek, 
and  it  has  been  so  called  on  some  of  the  maps. 
On  Lindstrom's  map  it  is  called  Ornebo  Kyi, 
La  Riviere  de  Nid  des  Aigles  ("  the  river  of  the 
eagle's  nest,"  or  "  eagle's  nest  river").  From  this 
title  was  obtained  the  modern  name — Eagle  creek. 

Falls  creek  enters  the  Schuvlkill  near  the  Falls, 
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ECLIPSES   IN  1879. 

In  the  year  1879  there  will  be  three  Eclipses — 
two  of  the  Sun  and  one  of  the  Moon. 

First :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Jan.  22, 
1879,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  in  South  America  near  the  time  of 
sunrise,  thence  throughout  the  South  Atlantic, 
southern  half  of  Africa,  a  small  portion  of  South- 
western Asia  and  the  Indian  Ocean. 

Second  :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July 
19,  1879,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  in  the  South  Atlantic,  throughout 
Africa  except  the  extreme  south,  in  the  south- 
ern part  of  Europe,  in  South-western  Asia,  and 
throughout  the  Indian  Ocean. 

Third :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Dec. 
28,  1879,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  in  the  North  Pacific  Ocean, 
where  about  one-sixth  of  the  Moon's  surface 
will  be  darkened. 

(The  dates  of  the  Eclipses  are  changed  from 
astronomical  time  to  civil  or  Philadelphia  time.) 

MARCH. 

Venus  and  Mercury  near  the  new  moon  23d 
and  24th  of  March.

Husband  and  wife  have  so  many  interests  in 
common  that  when  they  have  jogged  through 
the  ups  and  downs  of  life  a  sufficient  time,  the 
troubles  which  at  first  galled  often  grow  easy 
and  familiar,  and  unless  the  temper,  or  rather 
the  disposition,  and  the  heart  of  either  be  in- 
sufferable, what  was  once  a  grievous  yoke  be- 
comes but  a  companionable  tie. 
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below  the  mouth  of  the  Wissahickon,  and  near  the 
Falls  tavern. 

Float  creek.     See  Holt  creek. 

Frankford  creek  is  formed  by  the  union  of 
three  streams.  One  of  these,  now  known  as  the 
Wingohocking,  is  so  called  in  a  patent  to  Griffith 
Jones,  1684.  It  is  called  Winconico  in  a  patent 
to  John  Goodson,  1701,  and  Wincokoe  in  a  pat- 
ent to  Griffith  Jones  of  the  same  year.  Wingo- 
hocking is  defined  by  Heckewelder  to  be  "  a  choice 
spot  of  land  for  cultivation,  a  favorite  place  for 
planting,  fine  land;"  whilst  Mr.  Henry  says  it 
means  "  lands  in  a  hollow  or  valley."  In  modern 
times  the  Wingohocking  has  been  called  Logan  s 
run,  from  the  fact  that  it  flowed  through  the 
grounds  of  the  seat  of  James  Logan  at  Stenton. 
The  Wingohocking  rises  near  Mount  Airy,  curves 
generally  to  the  south,  and  passing  through  Ger- 
mantown  runs  eastwardly  until  it  unites  with  Tac- 
ony  creek  near  Rowland's  saw-mill.  The  Tacony 
rises  in  Montgomery  county  near  Shoemakertown, 
runs  south-west  and  south,  crosses  the  line  of  the 
former  Bristol  township,  and  formed  the  bound- 
ary of  Bristol  and  Oxford  townships.  — Rock  run 
enters  into  the  Tacony  south-west  of  what  was 
formerly  Whitaker's  factory. — The  Little  Tacony 
rises  near  the  Township-line  road  between  Dub- 
lin and  Oxford,  runs  nearly  south  through  Oxford 
township  and  is  joined  by  one  or  two  brooks,  and 
empties  into  the  Frank  ord  creek  east  of  Frank- 
ford.  The  stream  is  now  called  Frankford  creek 
from  the  junction  of  the  Tacony  and  Wingohock- 
ing, and  enters  the  Delaware  near  the  U.  S. 
Arsenal.  Tacony  is  called  Toaconik  in  a  patent 
to  Robert  Adams,  1684;  Taoconinck  in  a  patent 
to  Griffith  Jones  in  the  same  year.  Little  Tacony 
is  also  called  Tackawanna.  Mr.  Henry  says  Tac- 
ony is  derived  from  Tekene  and  means  "  woods  " 
or  "an  uninhabited  place."  Into  Frankford 
creek  near  the  Delaware  empties  a  stream  called 
Freaheatah.  Frankford  creek  derives  its  name 
from  the  village  of  Frankford,  adjoining.  On 
Lindstrom's  map  it  is  called  Aleskins  Kylen, 
La  Riviere  des  Anguilles  Ecorchees  (meaning 
"  the  river  of  skinned  eels  "),  the  origin  of  which 
can  only  be  conjectured.  A  portion  of  the  creek 
east  of  the  junction  of  the  Little  Tacony  is  called 
Questioninck  in  a  patent  to  Eric  Cock  and 
others,  and  Quissinuaminck  in  a  patent  to 
Thomas  Fairman,  1688. 

Freaheatah.     See  Frankford  creek. 

Green  Tree  run  rises  in  the  upper  part  of  the 
late  Roxborough  township  and  runs  nearly 
parallel  with  Green  Tree  lane,  and  empties  into 
the  Schuylkill  near  the  intersection  of  that  lane 
and  the  Ridge  road. 

Gunner's  run.  One  branch,  called  Three- 
mile  run,  rose  near  Woodpecker  lane  and  Broad 
street,  and  flowed  east  by  south,  crossing  above 
Fairhill,  meeting  near  Germantown  road,  having 
a  branch  through  Harrowgate  Garden,  and  a 
branch  with  two  forks,  one  of  which  runs  above 
and  the  other  below  the  Norris  estate.  Pursuing 
its  way  south-westwardly  until  near  the  Dela- 
ware, it  makes  a  sudden  bend  south-east,  and 
enters  the  river  between  the  Dyottville  glass- 
works and  the  Kensington  water-works.  This 
stream  was  called  Tumanaramaming  in  a  patent 
to  Thomas  Fairman  in  1702,  Tumananarmings  on 
Reed's  map,  and  Gunner's  run  by  Scull  &  Heap. 
It  received  its  name  from  Gunner  Rambo,  a 
Swede,  who  lived  near  it. 

Hay  creek,    the   eastern   part   of  Hollander's 


creek,  extended  from  Holt  or  Hell  creek  into  the 
Delaware  at  some  distance  north  of  Greenwich 
Point. 

Hollander's  creek,  according  to  the  map  of 
Lindstrom,  made  a  clear  course  through  from 
the  Delaware  to  the  Schuylkill,  making  the 
lower  part  of  the  Neck  an  island,  which  was 
further  divided  by  other  streams,  so  that  there 
were  three  islands  at  the  lower  end  of  what  is 
now  considered  fast  land  in  Philadelphia,  in  ad- 
dition to  League  island.  The  westernmost  was 
called  Manasonk  or  Manayunk.  It  was  adjoined 
on  the  east  by  Drufwe  island,  Isle  des  Raisins  or 
Grape  island,  which  was  immediately  north  of 
League  island,  and  is  now  known  as  Greenwich 
island.  North  of  Drufwe  island  was  another, 
which  has  no  name.  Upon  Lindstrom's  map 
Hollander's  creek  is  called  Hollandare  Kylen, 
La  Riviere  des  Hollandois  or  Dutch  river.  But 
this  is  probably  an  error.  It  is  more  likely  that 
the  stream  was  named  after  Peter  Hollandaer,  a 
Swedish  governor,  who  succeeded  Peter  Minuit 
as  commandant  at  Fort  Christina  in  1639. 

Holt  creek  flowed  into  Hollander's  creek  west 
of  Dam  creek.  It  was  sometimes  called  Little 
Hollander's  creek,  also  Hell  creek.  It  formed  a 
curious  loop  in  the  upper  portion,  which  encir- 
cled a  piece  of  ground  that  might  be  called  an 
island.  The  lower  part  of  this  loop  was  called 
Float  creek. 

Inckkorn's  creek  runs  into  the  Schuylkill  river 
on  the  west  side,  near  the  bend,  north  of  Penrose 
Ferry.  The  original  name  was  Andreas  Inck- 
ooren's  Kyi,  from  the  residence  of  a  Swede  of 
that  name  near  it. 

Indian  run.     See  Darby  creek. 

Jonas'  creek  was  a  stream  with  two  branches 
nearly  opposite  each  other  in  the  shape  of  a 
cross.  The  branch  from  the  east,  in  a  patent  in 
1684,  is  called  Jonas'  creek ;  Jones'  creek  by 
Varlo.  The  main  stream  was  called  Spack 
creek  in  a  patent  to  L.  Cock  in  1685,  and  Sneak's 
creek  on  Heap's  map. 

Kingsess  or  Kingsessing  creek  intersects  Bow 
creek  about  halfway  between  Darby  creek  and 
the  Delaware.  It  flows  in  a  north-easterly  direc- 
tion, and  empties  into  the  Schuylkill  nearly 
opposite  Girard  Point.  This  Indian  word,  ac- 
cording to  Mr.  Henry,  is  derived  from  Chingess- 
ing  ("  the  place  where  there  is  a  meadow  ")  or 
Chincessing  ("  bog  meadow"). 

Land  creek  empties  into  the  Schuylkill  on  the 
west  side,  between  Penrose  Ferry  and  the  bend 
of  the  river.  It  bears  that  name  in  a  patent  to 
Benjamin  and  Enoch  Bonsall  in  1705. 

Little  creek  was  north  of  Rogue  creek,  ran  a 
short  course,  and  emptied  into  the  Schuylkill  on 
the  east  side  in  1750. 

Little  Tacony  creek.     See  Frankford  creek. 

Logan' s  run.     See  Frankford  creek. 

Malebore's  creek  emptied  into  Hollander's 
creek  east  of  Ship  brook,  and  no  doubt  received 
that  name  from  Malebore,  an  Indian  chief, 
whose  name  is  signed  to  some  of  the  early  deeds 
to  Penn.  One  branch  of  this  creek  rose  near 
Fifteenth  and  Sansom  streets,  and  ran  south- 
wardly to  a  point  south  of  Pine  street  and  east 
of  Broad,  where  it  was  joined  by  a  branch  from 
Spruce  street  between  Seventeenth  and  Eigh- 
teenth. Farther  down  were  branches  from 
Eighteenth  and  South  streets,  from  Spruce  and 
Twelfth  streets,  and  from  Eleventh  street  between 
Spruce  and  Pine.    The  united  streams  ran  south-

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ward  from  Passyunk  road  and  Eleventh  street, 
inclining  to  the  west,  and  bending  in  the  shape 
of  a  hook  into  the  marsh-land  below  Point 
Breeze  until  Hollander's  creek  was  reached. 
The  upper  part  of  this  stream  after  the  junction 
was  called  Shakhanoning  in  a  patent  to  Stille 
and  others,  1678  ;  Sheckhaming  in  a  patent,  1695  ; 
Shackhemensen  (Scull  &  Heap) ;  Chichansink 
(Mellish).  Schachachque  means  "  strait,"  and 
Schachachquehne  "  a  strait  in  a  river." 

Mats  Hay  creek  emptied  into  the  Schuylkill  on 
the  east  side,  above  its  mouth,  and  is  apparently 
the  same  stream  which  on  Lindstrom's  map 
seems  to  be  the  western  portion  of  Hollander's 
creek.  It  is  on  Holmes'  map,  but  disappears 
entirely  before  the  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury. 

Mill  creek  rises  in  Montgomery  county,  runs 
generally  in  a  south-easterly  direction,  and  emp- 
ties into  the  Schuylkill  just  below  the  Wood- 
lands. It  is  called  Nanganesey,  the  original 
Indian  name,  in  a  patent  to  Yocum ;  Qnarn 
creek  (Swedish) ;  Monson's  Great  Mill  Fall  (Up- 
land records) ;  Mill  creek  (Holmes' map);  Little 
Mill  creek  (Reed's  map). 

Mill  creek.     See  Cohocksink  creek. 

Mill  creek.     See  Darby  creek. 

Minnow  run  [obliterated)  was  composed  of 
two  branches,  which  united  in  the  North-west 
(now  Logan)  Square.  One  branch  rose  west  and 
south  of  Bush  Hill  and  east  of  Nineteenth  street, 
flowing  south  and  crossing  to  the  west  side  of 
Nineteenth,  and  entering  the  square  below  Vine 
street.  The  other  branch  rose  on  the  east  side 
of  Bush  Hill,  about  the  line  of  Fifteenth  street, 
and  coursed  along  the  east  side  of  that  street, 
and  turning  westwardly  entered  Logan  Square 
at  Eighteenth  street.  These  streams  then  flowed 
south,  and  were  joined  at  Nineteenth  and  Cherry 
streets  by  a  stream  from  Broad  and  Arch  streets, 
and  by  two  branches  from  Market  street,  one 
rising  near  Centre  Square  and  the  other  at  Six- 
teenth street.  The  united  streams  crossed 
Twentieth  street  at  Arch,  Filbert  street  between 
Twentieth  and  Twenty-first,  and  nearly  reached 
Market  street,  but  made  a  curve  west  of  Twenty- 
first  street,  and  emptied  into  the  Schuylkill  river 
at  Arch  street  in  a  bay  of  some  width.  Minnow 
run  was  vacated  by  Act  of  Assembly  some  years 
ago. 

Minquas  or  Mingo  creek  intersects  Kingsess 
creek  about  halfway  between  Bow  creek  and  the 
Schuylkill,  and  making  a  bend  around  the  north- 
ern part  of  Sayamensing  island,  now  obliterated 
and  subsequently  considered  a  part  of  Province, 
afterward  State,  island,  empties  into  the  Schuyl- 
kill nearly  south  of  the  intersection.  It  is  sup- 
posed to  derive  its  name  from  the  tribe  of  Indians 
called  the  Minquas,  and  was  upon  their  route  of 
travel  from  the  interior  of  Pennsylvania  to  the 
Delaware. 

Moyamensing  Kyi,  which  was  the  southern 
boundary  of  Swanson's  ground,  is  frequently 
spoken  of  in  old  deeds  and  patents,  but  not 
marked  on  old  maps.  It  is  believed  to  have  been 
a  stream  which  entered  the  Delaware  probably 
between  Reed  and  Dickinson  streets.  The  word 
Mayemensin  means  "a  place  of  meeting  or  com- 
ing together."  It  is  said  to  have  been  given  to 
the  ground  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city  in  con- 
sequence of  a  meeting  of  Indians  being  held 
there  in  1661,  to  propitiate  the  English  for  the 
murder  of  an  Englishman.

Mttlberry  creek  flowed  into  the  Minquas  or 
Mingo  near  the  Schuylkill. 

Paper-Mill  run.     See  Wissahickon. 

Pegg' s  run  [obliterated]  ran  a  course  which  is 
now  mainly  occupied  by  Willow  street.  One 
branch  commenced  at  Fairmount  avenue  west  of 
Fifteenth  street,  and  then  ran  south-east  nearly 
to  Vine ;  thence  north-east  above  Callowhil!  street 
and  east  of  Tenth,  where  it  was  joined  by  a  branch 
which  rose  west  of  Eleventh  street  between  Green 
street  and  Fairmount  avenue.  The  united  streams  . 
flowed  eastwardly  to  the  Delaware.  This  creek  j 
was  called  Cohoquinoque  in  a  patent  to  Jurian 
Hartsfelder  for  the  whole  of  the  Northern  Lib- 
erties in  1678.  It  was  called  Pegg's  run  after 
Daniel  Pegg,  an  Englishman,  who  was  the  pur- 
chaser of  Hartsfelder's  land.  On  Scull  &  Heap's 
map  it  is  called  Cohoquenoque ;  on  Hill's,  Co- 
hoquinoque. 

Pennypack  creek  rises  in  Montgomery  county, 
crosses  the  township  line  of  the  late  Dublin 
township,  and  enters  the  Delaware  near  the  town 
of  Holmesburg. — Dujffield'  s  run  and  Ashton  run, 
uniting  with  Wooden  Bridge  run,  enter  the  Pen- 
nypack near  Rowland's  paint-factory. — Sandy 
run  enters  into  it  north  of  the  Oxford  and  Dub- 
lin poor-house. —  Comly's  run  and  Welsh  run 
flow  into  Paul's  run,  which  joins  the  Pennypack 
below  Verreeville.  On  Lindstrom's  map  this 
creek  is  called  Pennishpaska,  La  Riviere  de 
Pennicpacka;  by  Campanius,  Pennishpacha  Kyi. 
In  early  Swedish  patents  it  is  called  Pemipacka. 
Holmes  calls  it  Dublin  creek,  whilst  in  later 
maps  it  is  called  Pennypack  and  Pennepack. 
Heckewelder  says  that  Pennypack  means  "  deep, 
dead  water;  water  without  much  current." 

Perch  creek  flows  into  the  Schuylkill  on  the 
west  side,  above  the  Botanic  Garden,  and  is  so 
called  on  Hill's  map. 

Pinneyes  creek  enters  the  Schuylkill  north 
of  the  Point  Breeze  gas-works,  and  was  of  con- 
siderable size.  Mr.  Henry  says  that  Piney  or 
Pinney  in  the  Delaware  language  means  "a  place 
to  sleep." 

Poquessing  creek  rises  in  Montgomery  county, 
crosses  the  north-west  line  of  the  late  township 
of  Byberry,  where  it  receives  a  branch  which 
flowed  mainly  through  Moreland.  It  there  bends 
northward  into  the  county  of  Bucks,  again 
southward,  when  it  touches  the  township  line, 
and  flows  south-east  and  south-west,  forming  the 
boundary-line  of  Byberry,  and  turning  to  the 
south-east  enters  the  Delaware. — Bloody  run 
empties  into  it  at  Carter's  mill,  Black  Lake  creek 
at  Mechanicsville,  and  Gilbert's  run  about  a 
mile  below. — Elwood's  run  and  Wilson's  run, 
which  rise  in  Byberry  township,  unite  to  form 
Byberry  creek,  which  enters  the  Poquessing 
near  the  Red  Lion  tavern. —  Colbert's  run  and 
Walton  s  run  unite  and  form  Walton' s  creek, 
which  flows  into  the  Byberry.  The  latter  meets 
the  Poquessing  within  a  mile  of  where  it 
enters  the  Delaware  river.  On  Lindstrom's 
map  this  stream  is  called  Pouquessinge,  La 
Riviere  de  Kakimon's.  Mr.  Henry  defines 
Kakamon's  to  be  a  name  for  the  pike,  so  that 
this  was  Pike  creek;  but  Lindstrom  also  has 
upon  his  map  Drake  Kylen,  La  Riviere  des 
Dragons,  or  Dragon  river.  Campanius  calls  it 
Drake  Kylen.  In  a  patent  to  Nicholas  Moore  it 
is  called  Poetquessingh,  and  on  Holmes'  map 
Potquessin.

PLANETS. 

Mercury  ($)  will  have  its  greatest  eastern 
elongation  and  may  be  looked  for  after  sunset 
about  March  29,  July  26  and  November  20,  and 
its  greatest  western  elongation  and  may  be 
looked  for  just  before  sunrise,  January  16,  May 
14  and  September  8. 

Venus  (  9  )  will  be  evening  star  until  September 
23,  and  then  morning  star  for  the  rest  of  the  year, 
being  most  brilliant  in  the  middle  of  August  as 
evening  star,  and  in  the  last  of  October  as  morn- 
ing star. 

Mars  (tf)  will  be  visible  in  the  morning  only 
during  the  first  part  of  the  year,  and  will  begin 
to  rise  about  sunset  in  November. 

Jupiter  (1|)  will  be  an  evening  star  until  Feb- 
ruary 7,  then  a  morning  star  for  two  or  three 
months.  It  will  rise  about  sunset  in  October, 
and  be  visible  in  the  evening  for  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

The  astronomer  Leverrier,  who  immortalized 
his  name  by  his  mathematical  labors,  which  led 
to  the  discovery  of  a  new  planet  and  concen- 
trated for  a  time  upon  himself  the  attention  of 
the  astronomical  world,  after  a  protracted  illness 
died  September  23,  1877. 


MAY. 
Venus  near  the  moon,  May  24. 

The  acid  poison  of  the  cobra  is  so  active  that 
one-fifth  of  a  grain  injected  into  a  man's  veins 
would  be  sufficient  to  cause  his  death. 

Captain  Donald  Mackenzie  is  still  agitating 
his  plan  of  turning  the  ocean  into  the  desert  of 
Sahara,  portions  of  which  are  two  hundred  feet 
below  the  sea-level. 

A  new  astronomical  periodical,  edited  by  one 
of  the  astronomers  of  the  Royal  Observatory, 
Greenwich,  made  its  first  appearance  April  20, 
1877.  Its  title  is  The  Observatory  :  A  Monthly 
Review  of  Astronomy.

When  one  eye  is  extinguished,  the  other  be- 
comes more  keen ;  when  one  hand  is  cut  off,  the 
other  becomes  more  powerful ;  so,  when  our  rea- 
son in  human  things  is  disturbed  or  destroyed, 
our  view  heavenward  becomes  more  acute  and 
perfect. 
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River's  creek  had  its  rise  upon  Manasonk 
island,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill,  and 
emptied  into  the  Delaware  west  of  Holland- 
er's creek.  It  is  so  marked  upon  Scull  &  Heap's 
map. 

Rogue  creek,  marked  on  Scull  &  Heap's  map, 
empties  into  the  Schuylkill  opposite  Province 
island. 

Rosamond 's  creek  flows  into  the  Delaware  just 
above  the  bend  of  the  Horseshoe.  It  rises  in 
Greenwich  island,  formerly  Drufwe  island,  and 
derived  its  name  from  Martin  Rosamond,  an 
Englishman,  who  resided  on  the  Delaware  in  the 
jurisdiction  of  New  Castle  court.  It  was  called 
by  the  Indians  Kikitchimius,  meaning  the  "  tree 
or  wood  duck,"  which  had  its  nest  in  trees. 

Schuylkill  river  is  supposed  to  have  been  dis- 
covered by  Captain  Hendrickson  in  the  year 
1615,  in  the  yacht  Onrust  (Restless).  He  be- 
longed to  Captain  Mey's  expedition,  and  was 
assigned  to  the  work  of  exploration  of  the 
streams  in  the  neighborhood  of"  the  coast.  On 
Hendrickson's  map  of  his  discoveries  Fort  von 
Nassonene  or  Fort  Nassau  is  marked,  which  must 
have  been  placed  there  after  Hendrickson's  time. 
There  is  an  island  opposite  the  fort,  but  nothing 
like  a  river  such  as  the  Schuylkill  is  shown.  It 
should  be  understood  that  Fort  Nassau  was  built 
by  the  Dutch,  on  the  east  side  of  the  river,  about 
1626.  It  is  supposed  to  have  been  situated  at 
or  near  the  present  Timber  creek,  and  therefore 
nearly  opposite  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill  river. 
Upon  the  map  of  Peter  Lindstrom  the  Schuylkill 
is  called  Menejackse  Kyi,  or  La  Riviere  de  Men- 
ejackse.  In  the  Lindstrom  map  published  by 
the  Pennsylvania  Historical  Society,  accompany- 
ing the  History  of  New  Sweden,  by  Israel  Acre- 
lius,  it  appears  as  Meneyackse  Kyi,  or  Schuyl- 
kill river.  In  the  Lindstrom  map  given  by 
Thomas  Campanius  Holm  this  river  is  set  down 
as  Skiar  eller  Linde  river.  The  word  "eller" 
means  "  or,"  and  this  designation  is  therefore 
Skiar  river,  or  Skiar  Kyi,  or  Linde  river.  Skiar 
seems  to  have  been  a  method  of  spelling  the 
word  which  Acrelius  renders  Skookyl.  In  the 
Swedish  language  skora  means  "  to  make  a  loud 
noise."  Mr.  M.  S.  Henry  says  that  one  of  the 
Indian  names  of  the  Schuylkill  was  Lenn  Bikbi, 
or  Lenni,  which  he  derives  from  Bikbi  ("a  tree 
whose  bark  peels  freely,"  which  is  the  case  with 
the  linden).  He  also  calls  it  Lenni  Bikunk  ("a 
high  place  where  houses  are  erected  covered 
with  linden  bark")  and  Konk  ("a  place  or  lo- 
cality"). Lenni  meant  not  only  a  "man"  or 
"  Indian,"  bui  also  "  common,  plain,  pure,  un- 
mixed," sometimes  "high."  This  would  seem 
to  show  the  origin  of  the  name  Linde  river,  as 
laid  down  on  the  Lindstrom  map.  The  river 
was  sometimes  called  Manayunk,  which  is  sup- 
posed to  have  been  derived  from  Manasonk,  the 
name  of  an  island  at  the  mouth  of  the  river. 
This  word  means  "  our  place  of  drinking." 
Heckewelder  gives  as  one  of  the  names  of  the 
river  Ganshewen  ("  it  roareth"),  or  Ganschowe- 
han,  and  Der  rauschende  Strohm  ("the  stream 
which  maketh  a  noise"),  which  is  similar  in 
meaning  to  the  Swedish  skora.  The  name 
Schuylkill  is  supposed  to  have  been  applied  by 
the  Dutch,  and  is  said  to  mean  Schuyl  ("  hid- 
den") and  kill  ("  river") — the  "hidden  river," 
because  at  its  mouth  the  river  is  not  plainly 
visible  to  persons  coming  up  the  Delaware. 
Upon  a  map  of  the  British  possessions  in  North 


America,  engraved  in  England  by  Herman  Moll 
in  1715,  and  upon  another  of  the  possessions  in 
New  France  in  1720,  the  Schuylkill  is  called 
Perquemuck  and  Perquemuk. 

Ship  brook  or  Ship  run  rises  in  the  First  ward, 
nearly  north  of  the  bend  at  the  south-western 
side  of  Hollander's  creek,  which  latter  runs  into 
the  Back  Channel  near  the  western  end  of  League 
island.  Ship's  run  is  marked  on  Scull  &  Heap's 
map. 

Sneak  creek.  See  Jonas'  creek. 
Tacony  creek.  See  Frankford  creek. 
Three  creek  rose  south  of  Hollander's  creek, 
and  flowing  nearly  north  entered  the  latter 
almost  opposite  the  mouth  of  Dam  creek.  It 
was  composed  of  three  small  creeks,  which 
joined. 

Tiney  creek,  which  flows  into  the  Schuylkill  a 
short  distance  above  the  mouth,  is  so  called  by 
Scull  &  Heap.  Hill  calls  it  Sepecken,  and  it  is 
so  named  on  other  maps  since  issued. 
Walton  s  creek.  See  Poquessing  creek. 
Wingohocking creek.  See  Frankford  creek. 
IVissahickon  creek  takes  its  rise  in  Mont- 
gomery county,  flows  generally  to  the  south, 
bearing  west,  and  enters  the  Schuylkill  above 
the  Falls. — Cresheim  creek,  which  rises  in  Mont- 
gomery county,  enters  the  Wissahickon  at  Live- 
zey's  mill.  It  received  its  name  from  Cresheim, 
in  Germany,  from  which  some  of  the  original 
settlers  of  Germantown  came. — Paper  Mill  run 
rises  near  Mount  Airy,  flows  to  the  south-west, 
and  empties  into  the  Wissahickon  near  the  inter- 
section of  Rittenhouse  lane.  There  was  once  a 
paper-mill  there.  Wissahickon  is  derived  from 
Wissa  mechan  ("  catfish  ").  On  Holmes'  map  it 
is  called  Whitpaine's  creek,  after  the  name  of 
one  of  the  original  settlers  with  Penn. 

IVissinoming  creek  rises  near  the  old  Wheat- 
Sheaf  tavern,  on  the  Bustleton  and  Wheat-Sheaf 
turnpike,  and  flows  south  by  east.  This  stream 
is  called  Sissimocksink  by  Mellish,  Wissinoming 
by  Ellet,  and  Little  Wahank  on  Lindsay  &  Blakis- 
ton's  map.  The  name  is  derived  from  Wissach- 
gamen  ("a  place  where  grapes  are  "). 

ANONYMOUS. 

The  following  streams,  which  formerly  existed 
or  now  exist  in  Philadelphia,  are  not  known  to 
have  had  names,  although  laid  down  on  nearly 
all  maps  :  A  run  which  extended  from  Eagle 
creek,  and  emptied  into  the  Delaware  opposite 
the  northern  portion  of  Hog  island  ;  another  run 
south-west  of  the  latter,  to  Hog  island;  a  stream 
which  flowed  into  the  Kingsessing  from  the  north, 
and  emptied  opposite  Minquas  island;  five  small 
runs  emptying  into  the  Schuylkill  on  the  west 
side  between  Inckhorne's  creek  and  Botanic 
creek  ;  a  run  which  flows  into  the  Schuylkill 
below  the  Baltimore  Railroad  bridge  and  north 
of  Perch  creek ;  a  small  creek  flowing  through 
Woodlands  Cemetery  between  Mill  creek  and 
Beaver  creek ;  four  runs  emptying  into  the 
Schuylkill  on  the  west  side  between  Market 
street  and  the  upper  ferry;  a  run  emptying  into 
the  Schuylkill  on  the  west  side  above  Fairmount 
bridge;  a  run  emptying  into  the  Schuylkill  on 
the  west  side,  which  courses  through  the  Zoo- 
logical Garden  ;  a  run  or  brook  which  flows 
through  Lansdowne  glen,  West  Park ;  a  run  or 
brook  through  Sweet-Brier  valley;  a  run  or 
brook  through  Belmont  glen,  emptying  into  the 
Schuylkill  near  the  Park  offices  ;  a  run  or  brook 
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THE    EPHEMERIS. 

The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water 
for  Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of 
interesting  astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year. 

Interesting  micrometrical  observations  of  the 
cluster  G.  C.  1712  have  been  made  at  the  Leip- 
sic  Observatory. 


JUNE. 

Venus  near  the  moon,  June  22. 

Remarkable  conjunction  of  Mars  and  Saturn, 
June  30.  The  planets  will  appear  to  touch  each 
other.

road,  emptying  into  the  Schuylkill;  a  run  or 
brook  near  Mount  Prospect,  West  Park,  and  a 
run  near  Roberts'  Hollow  ;  a  run  or  brook  [ob- 
literated] entering  the  Schuylkill  between  the 
Arsenal  and  Gray's  Ferry  road  ;  a  run  or  brook 
[obliterated]  which  rose  west  of  Gray's  Ferry 
road  below  South,  and  emptied  into  the  Schuyl- 
kill between  Lombard  and  South  streets  ;  a  run 
or  brook  [obliterated]  which  rose  below  South 
street  and  Twentieth  or  Twenty-first  street, 
ran  a  somewhat  curved  course,  and  entered 
the  Schuylkill  between  Pine  and  Spruce  streets  ; 
a  run  or  brook  [obliterated]  which  rose  near  Pine 
and  Twenty-first  streets  ;  a  creek  [obliterated], 
one  branch  of  which  commenced  on  the  south  side 
of  Fairmount  avenue  between  Nineteenth  and 
Twentieth  streets,  the  other  near  the  site  of  the 
Eastern  Penitentiary  ;  they  ran  southerly,  crossed 
Hamilton  street  west  of  Twenty-second,  Callow- 
hill  street  between  Twenty-second  and  Twenty- 
third,  and  turning  west,  south  of  the  latter  street, 
emptied  into  the  Schuylkill  not  far  from  the  true 
east  and  west  line  of  Callowhill  street ;  two  small 
runs  [obliterated]  entered  the  Schuylkill  on  ihe 
east  side  between  Twenty-fourth  and  Twenty- 
fifth  streets  ;  east  of  Fairmount  a  stream  arose 
which  is  now  obliterated,  wound  around  the 
northern  base,  and  emptied  into  the  Schuylkill 
at  the  foot  of  Fairmount  avenue ;  a  stream  [ob- 
literated] rose  about  Girard  avenue,  and  flowing 
nearly  south ,  along  the  line  of  Twenty-ninth  street, 
entered  Fairmount  Park,  ran  east  of  the  foot  of 
Lemon  Hill,  and  entered  the  Schuylkill  south  of 
the  Lincoln  Monument  and  very  near  the  mouth 
of  Dark  Woods  run  ;  a  creek  [obliterated]  en- 
tered the  Schuylkill  just  south  of  the  Spring 
Garden  water-works  and  north  of  Girard  avenue. 
There  were  three  small  runs  which  entered  the 
Schuylkill  between  Spring  Garden  water-works 
and  the  Reading  Railroad  bridge ;  two  streams 
entered  the  Schuylkill  in  the  East  Park,  one 
south  of  Ormiston,  and  the  other  between  South 
and  North  Laurel  Hill.  Seven  small  runs  enter 
the  Delaware  between  the  mouth  of  Gunner's 
run  and  Frankford  creek  ;  a  creek  which  rises  on 
York  road  east  by  south  of  the  Dublin  poor- 
house,  runs  south-east  until  it  is  near  the  Dela- 
ware, then  turns  and  runs  parallel  with  the  lat- 
ter, and  finally  enters  it  not  far  north  of  the  mouth 
of  the  Wissinoming. 


ELECTIONS    IN    1879. 

In  1879  general  elections  will  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  as  follows  : 

For  city  and  ward  officers,  on  Tuesday,  Febru- 
ary 18th.  To  be  elected:  Members  of  councils, 
assessors,  election  officers,  school  directors,  etc. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  January  18th. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  January  18th. 

For  county  and  State  officers,  on  Tuesday,  No- 
vember 4th.  To  be  elected :  City  Treasurer, 
Register  of  Wills,  Sheriff  and  State  Treasurer. 

Last  days  for  extra  assessment,  September  3d 
and  4th. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  October  4th. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  4th. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 
Voting  on  Age. — Every  male  citizen  between 
the  ages   of   twenty-one'  and    twenty-two   years 


may  vote  without  being  assessed.  He  must 
previously  have  resided  in  the  State  one  year, 
and  in  the  election  district  (or  division)  where 
he  offers  to  vote  for  at  least  two  months  before 
the  election.  If  his  name  is  not  on  the  registry 
of  voters,  he  must  make  affidavit,  if  a  native 
citizen,  as  to  his  birthplace  and  residence  in 
the  district  for  two  months,  and  in  the  State 
for  one  year,  except  in  case  he  had  been  a 
resident  and  removed  therefrom  and  again  re- 
turned, when  six  months'  residence  will  be  suf- 
ficient. If  he  is  not  native  born,  but  the  son 
of  a  citizen  naturalized  during  the  son's  minor- 
ity, he  must  also  produce  proof  of  his  father's 
naturalization,  of  which  the  naturalization  cer- 
tificate will  be  the  best  evidence. 

A  Natural-born  Citizen  over  twenty-two 
years  of  age  must  have  paid  within  two  years  a 
State  or  county  tax,  which  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed at  least  two  months  and  paid  one  month 
before  the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  one  year,  or  if,  having  previously  been 
a  qualified  elector  or  native-born  citizen  of  the 
State,  he  shall  have  removed  therefrom  and  re- 
turned, then  six  months  immediately  preceding 
the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in  the 
election  district  where  he  offers  to  vote  at  least 
two  months  immediately  preceding  the  election. 
If  his  name  is  not  upon  the  registry  list,  he 
must  produce  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the 
district  or  division  to  prove  hi*  residence  by 
affidavit,  and  himself  make  affidavit  to  the  facts 
upon  which  he  claims  a  right  to  vote,  also  that 
he  has  not  moved  into  the  district  for  the  pur- 
pose of  voting  therein.  Proof  of  payment  of 
taxes  must  be  made  by  producing  the  tax  re- 
ceipt, or  by  affidavit  that  it  has  been  lost,  de- 
stroyed or  was  never  received. 

A  Naturalized  Citizen  must  have  the  same 
qualifications  as  to  residence  in  the  State  and 
district,  assessment  and  payment  of  taxes,  as  a 
native-born  citizen.  He  must  have  been  natu- 
ralized one  month  before  the  election.  If  his 
name  is  not  on  the  registry  list,  he  must  prove 
his  residence  by  the  testimony  of  a  citizen  of 
the  district  or  division,  and  himself  state  by 
affidavit  when  and  where  and  by  what  court  he 
was  naturalized,  and  produce  his  naturalization 
certificate  for  examination.  On  challenge,  he 
may  be  also  required,  even  when  his  name  is 
upon  the  registry  list,  to  produce  a  naturalization 
certificate,  unless  he  has  been  for  five  years  con- 
secutively a  voter  in  the  district. 

Qualifications  of  Election  Officers. 

No  person  can  be  an  election  officer  who  holds, 
or  within  tzvo  months  has  held,  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment under  the  Federal  or  State  govern- 
ment, or  under  any  city  or  county,  or  any  mu- 
nicipal board,  commission  or  trust,  in  any  city, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen,  notaries 
public  and  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the 
State.

A  quotation  from  the  Talmud  seems  to  show 
that  the  use  of  the  lightning-rod  was  understood 
four  or  five  hundred  years  before  Christ. 

Considerable  advance  has  been  n.ade  in  our 
knowledge  of  solar  physics  by  Henry  Draper's 
discovery  of  oxygen  in  the  sun  by  means  of  the 
spectroscope,  this  substance  manifesting  itself 
by  bright  lines  in  the  sun-spectrum. 

It  has  been  shown  at  the  Dudley  Observatory 
that  the  whole  amount  of  ammonia  in  six  feet  fall 
of  snow  is  little  over  one  half  a  pound  to  the 
acre,  thus  proving  that  the  beneficial  effects  of 
snow  are  not  due  to  the  ammonia,  as  supposed  by 
some. 

Tyndall  has  successfully  repeated  his  experi- 
ments in  opposition  toBastian's  theory,  showing 
that  life  does  not  appear  in  animal  or  vegetable 
solutions  if  the  atmosphere  around  them  is  en- 
tirely deprived  of  germs.

Lord  Rosse  is  about  to  have  published  all  the 
observations  of  nebulae  made  at  his  observatory 
with  his  great  telescope  during  the  last  thirty 
years. 

On  the  nth  of  August,  1877,  Prof.  Asaph  Hall, 
U.  S.  N.,  discovered  at  the  United  States  Naval 
Observatory  an  outer  satellite  of  the  planet  Mars, 
and  also  an  inner  satellite  six  days  after,  on  the 
17th  of  August. 

Under  great  pressure  and  at  low  temperatures, 
physicists  have  at  last  succeeded  in  reducing  to 
a  fluid  state  all  known  gases.  Pressures  of  over 
three  hundred  atmospheres  are  used,  and  tem- 
peratures as  low  as  1400  below  zero. 

From  an  examination  of  the  amount  of  light

Jupiter  near  the  moon,  Oct.  24. 
Saturn  near  the  moon,  Oct.  27. 

The  bright  spot  on  Saturn  by  which  Prof. 
Hall  determined  its  time  of  rotation  was  seen 
also  by  Monckhosen  at  Gand. 

The  U.  S.  Naval  Observatory  by  means  of 
the  electric  telegraph  drops  a  time-ball  on  the 
main  building  of  the  Western  Union  Telegraph 
Company  in  New  York.  It  is  dropped  at  New 
York  mean  noon  precisely. 

The  results  of  mathematical  investigation  de- 
pend upon  the  accuracy  of  premises  as  well  as 
logical  results.  This  is  evidenced  by  some  recent 
discussions  relating  to  light.  Relying  upon  cer- 
tain premises,  mathematicians  undertook  to  de- 
clare that  light  is  too  coarse  to  render  visible 
objects  smaller  than  a  certain  size  fone  two 
hundred  thousandth  of  an  inch).  The  micro- 
scopist  thereupon  went  to  work  and  measured 
and  rendered  visible  objects  much  smaller  than 
thf  assigned  limit,  and  there  appeared  no  diffi- 
culty in  going  still  further  in  subdivision  and 
observation.

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It  is  found  that  oxygen  in  the  liquid  state  has 
the  same  density  as  water. 

The  number  of  asteroids  discovered  up  to 
April,  1878,  is  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven. 

The  presence  of  sugar  has  been  detected  in 
the  petals  of  various  flowers  in  considerable 
quantity,  varying  from  seven  to  one  per  cent. 

The  value  of  weather  signals  is  acknowledged 
by  increased  appropriations  and  increased  inter- 
est in  the  subject,  both  in  this  country  and  in 
Europe. 

The  satellites  of  Mars  discovered  by  Prof. 
Hall  are  named  Diemas,  for  the  outer  one,  and 
Phobus  for  the  inner,  being  each  about  six  miles 
in  diameter. 

Much  attention  is  given  by  astronomers  at 
the  present  time  to  double  and  variable  stars, 
both  on  account  of  increased  interest  in  every- 
thing that  relates  to  the  physical  nature  of  the 
heavenly  bodies,  and  on  account  of  the  want  of 
means  and  outfit  for  more  costly  observations. 


How  Interest  Eats.— One  of  the  causes  of 
bankruptcy  is  that  so  few  persons  properly  esti- 
mate the  difference  between  a  high  and  low  rate 
of  interest,  and  therefore  often  borrow  money  at 
a  ruinous  rate  that  no  legitimate  business  can 
stand.  Very  few  have  figured  on  the  difference 
between  six  and  eight  per  cent.  One  dollar 
loaned  for  one  hundred  years  at  six  per  cent., 
with  the  interest  collected  annually  and  added  to 
the  principal,  will  amount  to  $340.  At  eight  per 
cent,  it  amounts  to  $2203,  or  nearly  seven  times 
as  much.  At  three  per  cent.,  the  usual  rate  of 
interest  in  England,  it  amounts  to  $19. 25;  whereas 
at  ten  per  cent.,  which  has  been  a  very  common 
rate  in  the  United  States,  it  is  $13,809,  or  about 
seven  hundred  times  as  much.  At  twelve  per 
cent,  it  amounts  to  $84,075,  or  more  than  four 
thousand  times  as  much.  At  eighteen  per  cent, 
it  amounts  to  $15,145,007.  At  twenty-four  per 
cent,  (which  we  sometimes  hear  talked  of)  it 
reaches  the  enormous  sum  of  $2,551,799,404. 

One  hundred  dollars  borrowed  at  six  per  cent., 
with  the  interest  compounded  annually,  will 
amount  to  $1842  in  fifty  years,  while  the  same 
one  hundred  dollars  borrowed  at  eight  per  cent, 
will  amount  to  $4690  in  fifty  years.  One  thousand 
dollars  at  ten  per  cent.,  compounded,  will  run  up 
to  $117,390  in  fifty  years.

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USEFUL  RECIPES. 

Early  Rising. — There  is  no  time  spent  so 
stupidly  as  that  which  inconsiderate  people  pass 
in  a  morning  between  sleeping  and  waking.  He 
who  is  awake  may  be  at  work  or  play ;  he  who 
is  asleep  is  receiving  the  refreshment  necessary 
to  fit  him  for  action ;  but  the  hours  spent  in 
dozing  and  slumbering  are  wasted  without  pleas- 
ure or  profit.  The  sooner  you  leave  your  bed, 
the  seldomer  you  will  be  confined  to  it.  When 
old  people  have  been  examined  in  order  to  ascer- 
tain the  cause  of  their  longevity,  they  have  uni- 
formly agreed  in  one  thing  only — that  they  "  all 
went  to  bed  early  "  and  "  all  rose  early." 

Acidity  in  the  Stomach  arises  most  fre- 
quently, perhaps,  from  an  undue  or  improper 
fermentation  of  the  food,  and  is  productive  of 
flatulency,  purging  and  indigestion.  For  its  cure 
absorbent  medicines  are  often  used.  As  much 
calcined  magnesia  as  will  lie  upon  a  shilling  may 
be  given  two  or  three  times  a  day  to  a  child  suf- 
fering from  this  complaint.  From  five  to  twenty 
drops  of  spirits  of  hartshorn — according  to  age — 
on  a  piece  of  sugar  is  also  a  favorite  domestic 
remedy  for  it.  Persons  suffering  from  acidity 
in  the  stomach  should,  of  course,  avoid  pickles, 
stone-fruits,  all  acid  drinks,  and  fermentable  veg- 
etables, such  as  cabbage,  etc. 

Chapped  Hands  and  Cracked  Lips,  aris- 
ing from  exposure  to  sudden  changes  of  tem- 
perature, are  usually  treated  with  cold  cream, 
lard,  camphor  ointment  and  spermaceti  oint- 
ment. Glycerine  is  frequently  used  as  a  pre- 
ventive. 

To  Fold  a  Coat. — We  often  see  a  good  new 
coat  so  wrinkled  and  creased  by  careless  folding 
as  to  look  quite  shabby.  To  fold  a  coat  properly, 
and  so  avoid  this,  proceed  as  follows:  First, 
spread  it  on  the  table,  double  the  left  sleeve  from 
the  elbow  toward  the  collar ;  the  other  the  same 
way ;  then  the  left  lappel  over  the  sleeve  as  far 
as  the  back  seam,  and  the  other  in  the  same 
manner.  Next,  turn  up  the  left  skirt  so  that  the 
end  may  touch  the  collar ;  do  the  same  with  the 
right  skirt.  Give  it  a  light  brushing  all  over,  and 
then  turn  one-half  the  coat  exactly  even  over  the 
other  half.  Folded  in  this  manner,  the  coat  may 
be  put  into  a  trunk,  and  will  keep  smooth  during 
a  journey  of  any  length. 

To  Clean  Looking-Glasses. — First  wash  the 
glass  all  over  with  warm  soapsuds  and  a  sponge. 
When  dry,  rub  it  bright  with  a  leather  and  a 
little  prepared  chalk,  finely  powdered.  Finish 
with  a  silk  handkerchief.  This  is  also  an  excel- 
lent way  to  clean  the  inside  of  windows  ;  it  makes 
the  glass  beautifully  clear.  Another  very  good 
way  is  to  wash  the  glass  first  with  a  sponge  and 
cold  water,  and  afterward  with  a  soft  flannel 
dipped  in  spirits  of  wine,  which  will  effectually 
remove  fly-stains  and  all  smears.  Then,  having 
wiped  it  dry  with  a  soft  linen  cloth,  rub  over  it 
with  a  fine  piece  of  flannel  a  little  powder  blue, 
or  else  fine  whiting.  Let  it  rest  a  while,  then 
rub  it  off  with  a  soft  cloth. 

Corns.  —  To  cure  corns,  the  most  effective 
way  is  to  remove  the  cause  of  their  growth — 
namely,  undue  pressure.  The  little  elastic 
pads  perforated  in  the  centre,  sold  for  this 
purpose,  readily  adapt  themselves  to  the  toe 
and  foot,  and  are  worn  without  the  least 
inconvenience.  Cutting  corns  is  rather  dan- 
gerous. 


To  Cure  Warts. — Dissolve  as  much  common 
washing-soda  as  the  water  will  take  up,  wash  the 
warts  with  this  for  a  minute  or  two,  and  let  them 
dry  without  wiping.  This  repeated  is  said  to 
gradually  destroy  the  largest  wart. 

To  Whitewash. — Wash  with  a  whitewash- 
brush  and  water  to  remove  the  dirt ;  next  pre- 
pare a  wash  of  whitening,  having  the  necessary 
quantity  of  size,  and  a  little  blue,  such  as  wash- 
erwomen use.  Stir  up  all  together,  and  lay  on 
evenly  with  a  brush,  keeping  your  work  up  close 
to  prevent  blotching.  Lime  is  used  for  out-door 
work,  and  should  have  some  alum  mixed  with 
the  water  in  the  proportion  of  a  pound  of  alum 
to  twelve  gallons  of  water.  The  alum  should 
be  dissolved  in  warm  water  before  mixing. 
Plasterers  use  the  grounds  of  beer  in  common 
washes. 

Bleeding  from  the  Nose. — Any  determina- 
tion of  blood  to  the  head  easily  ruptures  the  net- 
work of  delicate  blood-vessels  spread  over  the 
internal  surface  of  the  nostrils,  covered  only  with 
a  thin  tegument.  Great  heat,  violent  exertion,  a 
blow,  and  postures  of  the  body  which  send  the 
blood  to  the  head,  are  all  likely  to  occasion 
bleeding  from  the  nose.  It  sometimes  comes  on 
without  any  previous  warning,  but  at  other  times 
its  coming  will  be  preceded  by  pains  in  the  head, 
accompanied  by  heaviness,  flushings  of  the  face, 
itching  in  the  nostrils,  together  with  costiveness 
or  shivering.  It  should  not  be  suddenly  stopped 
in  persons  who  are  healthy  and  strong;  but  where 
weakness  exists,  and  the  discharge  of  blood  is  at 
all  large,  it  will  be  as  well  to  get  into  cool  air,  in 
a  somewhat  erect  position,  with  the  head  reclin- 
ing a  little  back,  to  drink  freely  of  cold  water, 
and  apply  ice  as  nearly  as  possible  in  contact  with 
the  bleeding  surface. 

To  Clean  Brass. — Dissolve  in  a  pint  of  soft 
water  an  ounce  of  oxalic  acid  (which,  being  poi- 
sonous, should  be  well  taken  care  of  and  kept  in 
a  bottle  labeled  "Poison").  Always  shake  it 
well  before  using  it.  Rub  it  on  the  brass  with  a 
flannel,  and  then  take  another  piece  to  polish  it. 
Use  this  solution  twice  a  week,  and  next  day 
have  ready  some  pulverized  rotten-stone,  sifted 
through  a  muslin  bag  and  mixed  with  oil  of  tur- 
pentine, so  as  to  be  liquid.  Rub  this  on  with  a 
leather,  let  it  rest  ten  minutes,  and  then  wipe  it 
off  with  a  cloth.  Brass  cleaned  in  this  manner 
looks  particularly  well.  In  using  the  oxalic  acid 
great  care  must  be  taken  that  none  of  the  liquid 
gets  into  the  eyes  when  used  for  rubbing.  Should 
this  by  any  accident  happen,  immediately  get  a 
bowl  full  to  the  brim  of  cold  water,  and  hold  the 
eyes  open  in  it  till  the  pain  abates ;  or,  better 
still,  use  an  eye-glass,  such  as  is  sold  for 
bathing  weak  eyes  in.  Repeat  at  intervals 
during  the  day.  To  remove  the  stain  of  oxalic 
acid  from  a  dress,  rub  the  spot  with  a  sponge 
dipped  in  hartshorn  diluted  with  a  little  water. 
This  will  cause  it  almost  immediately  to  disap- 
pear. 

Common  Cement. — Mix  together  half  a  pint 
of  vinegar  and  half  a  pint  of  milk.  When  they 
have  formed  a  curd,  take  the  whey  only,  and 
mix  with  it  the  whites  of  five  eggs,  beating 
the  whole  thoroughly ;  then  sift  in  gradually 
sufficient  quick-lime  to  convert  the  whole  into 
a  thick  paste.  This  will  be  found  useful  for 
broken  china,  glass,  etc.  Rub  both  the  broken 
edges,  and  then  cover  the  crack  with  it,  allowing 
it  a  fortnight  to  dry. 
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COOKING  RECIPES. 

Bread. — No  mistress  of  a  house — we  might 
say  no  woman,  in  whatever  sphere — ought  to 
feel  herself  thoroughly  educated  who  cannot  at 
least  superintend  the  process  of  bread-making  in 
such  style  as  to  produce  the  resultant  of  a  fair 
and  flaky  loaf  with  which  to  grace  the  family 
board.  Good  yeast  is  essential  to  good  bread. 
The  hops  should  be  as  fresh  as  possible.  They 
should  be  kept  in  the  dark,  as  they  lose  their 
strength  in  the  light.  The  potatoes  should  not 
be  boiled  in  iron ;  it  colors  the  yeast.  When 
yeast  has  a  strong,  tart  smell  and  a  watery  ap- 
pearance on  the  surface,  with  sediment  at  the 
bottom,  it  is  too  old  to  use.  The  following  recipes 
have  been  approved  : 

Yeast. — Take  one  ounce  of  dried  hops  and 
two  quarts  of  water.  Boil  them  fifteen  minutes  ; 
add  one  quart  of  cold  water,  and  let  it  boil  for  a 
few  minutes;  strain,  and  add  half  a  pound  of 
flour — putting  the  latter  into  a  basin,  and  pouring 
on  the  water  slowly  to  prevent  its  getting  lumpy 
— a  quarter  of  a  pound  of  brown  sugar,  a  handful 
of  fine  salt.  Let  it  stand  three  days,  stirring  it 
occasionally.  When  it  ferments  well,  add  six 
potatoes,  which  have  been  boiled,  mashed  and 
run  through  a  colander,  making  them  as  smooth 
as  possible.  This  yeast  will  keep  a  long  while, 
and  has  the  advantage  of  not  taking  any  yeast  to 
start  it  with.  It  rises  so  quickly  that  a  less 
quantity  of  it  must  be  put  in  than  of  ordinary 
yeast. 

Another  Recipe. — Into  a  saucepan  put  three 
quarts  of  water,  a  very  large  handful  of  hops  tied 
into  a  bag,  and  when  it  boils  add  four  pared  po- 
tatoes. When  the  potatoes  are  done,  take  out  and 
mash  in  a  basin;  add  a  cupful  of  sugar,  one  of 
salt  and  three  spoonfuls  of  flour;  pour  the  hop- 
water  over  ;  mash  all  well  and  smoothly  together. 
If  it  seems  lumpy,  strain  through  a  colander;  put 
back  into  the  saucepan  to  boil,  and  as  soon  as  it 
boils  up  once  remove  from  the  fire.  When  cold, 
add  about  half  a  pint  of  lively  yeast  and  let  it 
rise.  If  the  yeast  is  not  very  lively,  it  will  take 
more.  When  risen,  put  a  little  ginger  and  a 
small  piece  of  alum  dissolved  in  water  to  it.  Put 
into  bottles,  and  cork. 

Home-made  Bread. — Sift  two  pounds  of  fine 
white  flour  into  a  deep  earthen  dish,  and  with  a 
wooden  spoon  hollow  out  the  middle,  leaving  a 
little  flour  at  the  bottom  of  the  hole.  Have  ready 
a  tablespoonful  of  strong  brewer's  yeast,  which 
has  stood  twenty-four  hours  in  a  cup  of  cold 
water  to  settle.  Mix  the  yeast  slowly  with  a 
pint  of  warm  milk  and  water,  half  of  each,  stir- 
ring gently  while  mixing.  Pour  the  mixture  into 
the  hole  in  the  flour,  and  stir  from  the  walls  of 
the  hole  until  a  thick  batter  is  formed.  Cover 
this  with  flour.  Cover  the  pan  with  a  thick 
towel,  and  stand  in  a  warm,  dry  place.  Take  up 
the  pan  in  an  hour,  if  the  flour  on  the  top  is  split 
open,  and  pour  in  half  a  pint  of  warm  milk  and 
water,  stirring  with  the  spoon  until  very  stiff. 
Cover  with  dry  flour,  and  knead,  drawing  the 
edges  toward  the  middle  to  mix  thoroughly,  till 
all  the  flour  is  kneaded  in.  Stand  again  to  rise 
until  the  dough  cracks  on  the  top.  Form  quickly 
into  loaves,  and  bake. 

Rice  Bread. — Boil  one  pound  of  whole  rice  in 

milk  enough  to  dissolve  all  the  grains,  adding  it 

boiling  as  it  is  absorbed.     Have  four  pounds  of 

:    sifted  flour  in  a  pan,  and  into  this  pour  the  rice 


and  milk,  adding  salt  and  a  wineglassful  (large) 
of  brewer's  yeast.  Knead,  and  set  to  rise  till 
light.     Form  in  loaves,  and  bake. 

Buckwheat  Griddle-Cakes. — Make  a  thin 
mush  of  corn-meal,  cooking  it  ten  minutes;  let 
it  become  perfectly  cool  before  putting  the  cakes 
to  rise.  In  mixing  the  cakes,  take  a  pint  of  the 
mush  to  a  quart  of  buckwheat-flour  ;  add  water 
and  yeast  as  in  ordinary  cakes  made  of  buck- 
wheat. Making  a  mush  of  the  corn-meal  pre- 
vents the  raw  taste  there  always  is  when  the 
meal  is  put  in  uncooked. 

Buckwheat  Cakes  No.  2. — Three  parts  by 
measure  of  buckwheat-flour  to  one  part  of  Gra- 
ham flour,  and  mix  with  buttermilk  instead  of 
water.  Keeping  buckwheat  batter  is  often  very 
troublesome,  especially  in  mild  weather.  It  can 
be  kept  perfectly  sweet  by  pouring  cold  water 
over  that  left  from  one  morning,  and  which  is 
intended  to  be  used  for  raising  the  next  morn- 
ing's cakes.  Fill  the  vessel  entirely  full  of  water, 
and  put  in  a  cool  place ;  when  ready  to  use,  pour 
off  the  water,  which  absorbs  the  acidity. 

Doughnuts. — Heat  one  quart  of  new  milk,  but 
do  not  let  it  boil ;  add  two  teacupfuls  of  lard  and 
three  cupfuls  the  same  size  of  sugar,  either  white 
or  a  light  brown ;  when  well  melted,  stir  in  one 
cupful  of  yeast  and  enough  flour  to  form  a  thick 
sponge.  Beat  long  and  well,  and  when  the  mass 
seems  light  and  full  of  bubbles,  stir  into  it  the 
well-beaten  yolk  and  white  of  one  egg.  When 
light,  work  well  and  let  it  rise  again  ;  then  roll 
and  cut  into  shape;  boil  in  hot  lard  until  brown. 

Ginger-Snaps. — Take  three  pounds  of  flour, 
one  of  butter,  one  pint  of  molasses,  one  table- 
spoonful  of  soda,  four  of  ginger;  about  three- 
quarters  of  a  pound  of  brown  sugar  added  makes 
them  more  crisp.  Roll  thin,  cut  out,  and  bake  in 
buttered  tins  in  a  quick  oven. 

Sponge-Cake. — Three  coffee-cupfuls  of  flour, 
the  same  quantity  of  white  sugar,  nine  eggs  and 
one  lemon.  Beat  the  yolks  and  sugar  lightly 
together;  add  the  juice  of  the  lemon  and"a  small 
portion  of  the  finely-grated  rind  ;  mix  thoroughly 
into  the  flour  half  a  teaspoonful  of  soda.  After 
it  is  well  stirred,  add  one  teaspoonful  of  cream 
of  tartar ;  mix  this  well  also.  To  the  yolks  and 
sugar  now  add  half  of  the  beaten  whites;  then 
all  the  flour  and  the  remainder  of  the  whites. 

Another  Recipe. — Ten  eggs,  one  pound  of  white 
sugar,  half  a  pound  of  sifted  flour,  one  lemon. 
Beat  the  whites  and  yolks  separately  ;  then  slowly 
add  the  sugar  to  the  yolks.  When  it  is  very  light 
pour  on  to  the  beaten  whites,  stirring  lightly  all 
the  time  ;  add  the  lemon,  and  next  the  flour,  one- 
quarter  of  which  should  be  corn-starch  or  rice- 
flour.  One-half  this  quantity  makes  a  good-sized 
cake. 

Baked  Custard. — Beat  the  yolks  of  four  fresh 
eggs  for  at  least  half  an  hour;  add  five  ounces 
of  pulverized  white  sugar;  then  stir  into  the 
sugar  and  eggs  one  quart  of  rich  new  milk,  cold. 
Add  a  teaspoonful  of  distilled  rose-water,  or  any 
flavoring  extract  you  fancy.  Fill  your  custard- 
cups,  and  set  them  in  a  stone  pan  half  filled  with 
water,  which  may  be  warm  at  first — not  hot. 
Put  the  pan  in  a  rather  cool  oven,  and  gradually 
increase  to  a  moderate  heat.  In  about  twenty 
minutes  dip  a  teaspoon  into  one  of  the  custards 
to  ascertain  if  it  is  firm.  Judgment  and  great 
care  are  needed  to  attain  skill  in  baking  custard  ; 
for  if  left  in  the  oven  a  minute  too  long,  or  if  the 
fire  is  too  hot,  the  milk  will  certainly  whey.

It  ap- 
peared about  2'  in  diameter. 

Brequet  has  invented  a  new  telephone,  in 
which  the  vibrations  of  mercury  are  used  to 
take  up  and  repeat  the  sound-waves,  instead 
of  the  common  metallic  diaphragms. 


ORIGIN  OF  TOWNSHIPS,  INCOR- 
PORATED DISTRICTS  AND  BOR- 
OUGHS IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY 
OF    PHILADELPHIA. 

Aramingo,  a  borough  created  out  of  the  town- 
ship of  the  Northern  Liberties,  incorporated 
April  ii,  1850.  It  was  shaped  something  like  a 
broad  V  reversed.  It  was  bounded  on  the  north- 
east by  a  portion  of  the  borough  of  Bridesburg 
and  the  Frankford  Creek,  which  divided  it  from 
a  portion  of  Oxford  township  and  Frankford  ;  on 
the  north-west  the  Unincorporated  Northern  Lib- 
erties and  the  District  of  the  Northern  Liberties 
were  boundaries,  the  latter  partly  on  the  south- 
west ;  and  Richmond  district  on  the  south-east 
and  south-west.  The  name  is,  an  abbreviation 
and  alteration  from  the  Indian  name  of  the 
stream  adjacent,  called,  by  the  Swedes  and 
English,  Gunner's  Run.  The  original  name 
was  Tumanaranaming,  the  meaning  of  which  is 
not  now  known.  By  cutting  off  a  portion  of  the 
head  and  tail  of  the  name,  and  omitting  two  let- 
ters in  the  centre  and  adding  an  o,  the  word 
"  Aramingo  "  was  fabricated. 

Belmont,  a  district  created  by  act  of  April  14, 
1853.  It  embraced  that  part  of  Blockley  town- 
ship which  lay  along  the  river  Schuylkill  from 
the  northern  boundary-line  of  West  Philadelphia 
to  the  northern  boundary-line  between  Phila- 
delphia and  Montgomery  counties,  and  had  also 
its  western  boundary  on  that  line.  This  district 
had  scarcely  time  to  be  organized  before  the  Act 
of  Consolidation  of  Feb.  2,  1854,  put  an  end 
to  its  franchises.  The  name  was  derived  from 
Belmont,  the  country-seat  of  the  Peters  family, 
which  is  now  a  portion  of  Fairmount  Park.  The 
mansion  was  erected  by  William  Peters  about 
1743,  and  the  name  was  descriptive  of  the  fine 
position  of  the  property,  and  suggestive  of  the 
beautiful  views  of  the  river  and  valley  of  the 
Schuylkill  visible  from  the  site.  The  property 
became  the  estate  of  Judge  Richard  Peters  of 
the  United  States  District  Court  in  1786,  and  he 
lived  there  until  his  death,  which  happened  Aug. 
22,  1828. 

Blockley,  a  township  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill  River,  north  of  Kingsessing  town- 
ship ;  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  river ;  ex- 
tending south  from  the  county-line,  opposite  to, 
but  a  little  below,  the  mouth  of  the  Wissahickon, 
down  to  the  Nanganesy  or  Mill  Creek,  below  the 
Woodlands  ;  thence  by  the  same  creek  up  to 
Chadd's  Ford  turnpike,  known  in  later  years  as  the 
Baltimore  pike  ;  along  the  same  to  Cobb's  Creek  ; 
thence  by  the  courses  of  the  same  to  the  county- 
line  adjoining  Lower  Merion  township,  Mont- 
gomery county,  and  along  the  same  to  the  river 
Delaware.  It  was  traversed  by  the  Darby  road, 
the  Chadd's  Ford  or  Baltimore  pike,  the  road  to 
West  Chester,  to  Haverford  and  to  Lancaster. 
Within  its  boundaries  were  the  villages  of  Hamil- 
ton, Mantua,  West  Philadelphia,  Hestonville  and 
Haddington.  The  greatest  length,  4  miles  ;  the 
greatest  breadth,  5  miles  ;  area,  7580  acres.  The 
date  of  the  formation  of  this  township  is  not 
known.  It  was  created  at  a  very  early  period 
after  the  establishment  of  the  provincial  govern- 
ment. The  name  is  supposed  to  have  been  de- 
rived from  Blockley,  a  parish  in  England  in  the 
county  of  Worcester. 

Bridesburg,  a  village  south  of  Frankford  Creek 
and  upon  a  tract  of  land  formerly  belonging  to 


Point-no-Point.  It  took  its  name  from  Joseph 
Kirkbride,  who  for  many  years  was  land-owner 
there  and  proprietor  of  a  ferry  over  Frankford 
Creek,  and  to  whom  the  Legislature  gave  a  right 
to  build  a  bridge  and  receive  toll  for  passage 
over  the  same  by  act  of  March  20,  1811.  On 
April  1,  1833,  the  county  of  Philadelphia  bought 
the  Kirkbride  bridge  and  two  and  a  half  acres 
of  land  annexed  for  $5500.  Kirkbridesburg  was 
considered  too  long  a  name  for  convenient  use, 
and  the  shorter  one  was  adopted.  Bridesburg 
was  incorporated  as  a  borough  on  April  1,  1848. 

Bristol,  a  township  at  the  north  end  of  the 
county,  at  the  intersection  of  the  angle  which 
runs  down  from  the  extreme  point  of  the  city 
boundary  and  Montgomery  county.  It  was  of 
irregular  form,  and  was  bounded  on  the  north- 
west by  a  portion  of  Springfield  township, 
Montgomery  county  ;  on  the  north-east  by  Chel- 
tenham, Montgomery  county.  It  extended  along 
the  latter  to  Oxford  township,  but  was  bounded 
mainly  on  the  east  by  Tacony  Creek,  on  the 
south  partly  by  the  Wingohocking  and  the  town- 
ship of  the  Northern  Liberties,  and  on  the  west 
and  south-west  by  Germantown  township.  The 
Old  York  road  ran  through  it  to  Branchtown  and 
Milestown,  and  thence  to  Bucks  county.  Greatest 
length,  53^  miles ;  greatest  breadth,  3  miles  ; 
area,  5650  acres.  The  time  of  its  formation  is 
unknown,  but  it  takes  date  at  an  early  period. 
The  name  is  derived  from  the  city  of  Bristol 
in  England. 

Byberiy,  a  township  in  the  extreme  north- 
eastern part  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia ; 
bounded  on  the  east  and  north-east  by  Poques- 
sing  Creek  and  Bucks  county ;  on  the  north- 
west by  Montgomery  county ;  and  on  the  west 
and  south-west  by  the  township  of  Moreland. 
Its  greatest  length  was  estimated  at  5  miles  ; 
its  greatest  breadth,  o.y2  miles;  area,  4700 
acres.  It  was  settled  by  a  few  Swedes  pre- 
vious to  the  year  1675,  and  in  that  year  by 
four  brothers — Nathaniel,  Thomas,  Daniel  and 
William  Walton— who  were  all  young  and  single 
men.  They  had  arrived  at  New  Castle  from 
England  early  in  that  year,  and,  having  pros- 
pected the  land  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Delaware,  chose  the  country  near  Poquessing 
Creek,  and  settled  there.  They  gave  to  it  the 
name  of  Byberry,  in  honor  of  their  native  town, 
near  Bristol  in  England.  They  were  joined,  after 
the  arrival  of  the  ship  Welcome  in  16S2,  by  Giles 
and  Joseph  Knight,  John  Carver,  John  Heart, 
Richard  Collet  and  their  families,  and  others. 
The  township  of  Byberry  was  established  at  a 
very  early  date  after  the  coming  of  Penn.  It 
contained  very  few  villages  at  the  time  of  con- 
solidation, and  was  the  most  rural  of  all  the 
townships  of  Philadelphia  county.  Byberry 
Cross-Roads,once  called  Plumbsock  and  Knights- 
ville,  were  the  principal  villages. 

Delazuare,  a  township  formed  out  of  a  portion 
of  Dublin  township  in  1853.  Its  inhabitants 
voted  at  one  general  election.  Its  officers  were 
superseded  in  the  next  year  by  consolidation. 

Dublin,  commonly  called  Lower  Dublin,  a 
township  in  the  upper  part  of  the  county,  adjoin- 
ing Moreland  and  Byberry  on  the  south,  extend- 
ing south-east  nearly  in  parallel  line  to  Poques- 
sing Creek  and  the  Delaware  River.  Bustleton, 
Fox  Chase  and  Holmesburg  were  in  this  town- 
ship. It  was  5  miles  at  the  greatest  length,  3 
miles  in  breadth;  area,  9500  acres.     This  town- 
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Fixed  and  Movable  Feasts,  Fasts,  etc.,  1880.

About  forty  observations  of  the  transit  of 
Mercury,  in  1879,  bj-  private  observers,  have  been 
received  at  the  Observatory  in  Washington. 

From  the  observations  and  calculations  of  va- 
rious astronomers,  the  existence  of  at  least  one 
planet  between  Mercury  and  the  sun  seems  quite 
probable. 

A  remarkable  hailstorm  passed  near  Toron- 
to, Canada,  in  August,  1S78.  Hailstones  weigh- 
ing as  much  as  one  and  a  half  pounds  were  found, 
while  those  weighing  one  half  pound  and  upward 
were  very  abundant. 

The  University  of  Wisconsin  has  a  new  re- 
fractor, by  Clark,  with  an  aperture  of  fifteen 
and  a  half  inches,  and  a  focal  length  of  twenty 
feet.  There  is  an  interval  of  about  two  inches 
between  the  two  lenses  of  the  object-glass.  The 
astronomer  in  charge  is  Prof.  J.  C.  Watson. 
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ship  was  frequently  called  Lower  Dublin  to  dis- 
tinguish it  from  another  Dublin  township,  for- 
merly in  Philadelphia  county,  but  now  in  Mont- 
gomery county,  and  there  called  Upper  Dublin. 
This  township  was  one  of  the  first  created  in 
Philadelphia  county,  but  the  date  is  not  known. 

Frankford,  situate  on  Tacony — since  called 
Frankford — Creek,  in  the  lower  part  of  the  town- 
ship of  Oxford.  It  must  have  been  founded  at 
a  very  early  date — almost  as  soon  as  the  village 
of  Germantown.  Its  name  is  mentioned  in  a  dis- 
cussion before  the  provincial  council  in  16S7,  be- 
tween Thomas  Fairman  and  Robert  Jeffs,  con- 
cerning a  piece  of  property.  The  name  of  the  vil- 
lage was  undoubtedly  derived  from  the  title  of 
the  Franckfort  Company,  which  took  up  ground 
there.  This  village  was  incorporated  into  a 
borough  by  act  of  March  2,  1800.  By  act  of 
April  4,  1S31,  the  boundaries  of  the  borough  were 
extended. 

German  township,  afterward  called  German- 
town  township,  was  laid  out  by  virtue  of  three 
warrants  :  eighth  month,  Oct.  12,  1683,  for  6000 
acres,  to  Francis  Daniel  Pastorius,  for  the  Ger- 
man and  Dutch  purchasers  ;  twelfth  month,  Feb. 
13,  1683-84,  to  Francis  Daniel  Pastorius  for  200 
acres  ;  second  month,  April  25,  1684,  to  Jurian 
Hartsfelder,  for  150  acres.  The  first  purchasers 
of  Frankford  in  Germany  were  Jacobus  van  der 
Walle,  Johan  Jacob  Schutz,  Johan  Wilhelm 
Uberfeld,  Daniel  Behagel,  George  Strauss,  Jan 
Leureiss,  Abram  Hasevoet.  Among  them  were 
divided  2675  acres.  The  same  quantity  was 
divided  among  the  first  purchasers  of  Crefelt  in 
Germany,  namely  :  Jacob  Telner,  Jan  Strepers, 
Dirk  Sipman,  Ganert  Reniks,  Lenard  Artes, 
Jacob  Isaacs.  The  township  was  divided  into 
settlements,  called  Germantown,  Cresheim,  Som- 
merhausen  and  Crefelt.  These  Germans  were  from 
the  palatinates  of  Cresheim  and  Crefelt,  many 
of  them  having  become  Friends  through  the 
preaching  of  William  Penn  in  Germany.  The 
greatest  length  of  the  German  township  was  5% 
miles  ;  the  greatest  breadth,  2  miles  ;  area,  7040 
acres.  This  township  was  bounded  on  the  north- 
west and  north-east  by  Springfield  township, 
Montgomery  county  ;  on  the  north-east  and  east 
partly  by  Bristol  township  ;  on  the  south-east 
by  Penn  township  and  Roxborough.  Within  the 
German  township  were  the  settlements  known  as 
Germantown,  Cresheim  (afterward  Mount  Airy), 
Sommerhausen  (called  at  a  later  period  Chestnut 
Hill)  and  Crefelt,  a  rural  section  north  of  Chest- 
nut Hill. 

Germantown,  a  settlement  in  the  German  town- 
ship, which  was  commenced  by  Pastorius,  Oct. 
21,  1685.  On  Aug.  12,  1689,  William  Penn  at 
London  signed  a  charter  constituting  some  of  the 
inhabitants  a  corporation  by  the  name  of  "  the 
bailiff,  burgesses  and  commonalty  of  German 
towne,  in  the  county  of  Philadelphia,  in  the 
province  of  Pennsylvania."  Francis  Daniel 
Pastorius  was  the  first  bailiff,  Jacob  Telner, 
Dirck  Isaacs  Opdegraaf,  Herman  Isaacs  Opde- 
graaf  and  Tennis  Coender  were  burgesses,  be- 
sides six  committee-men.  They  had  authority 
to  hold  "  the  general  court  of  the  corporation  of 
Germantown,"  to  make  laws  for  the  government 
of  the  settlement,  and  to  hold  a  court  of  record. 
This  court  went  into  operation  in  1690,  and  con- 
tinued its  sessions  for  sixteen  years.  The  seal  of 
the  court  bore  the  impression  of  a  trefoil,  with 
the    motto,    "Vinum,    linum    et    textrimim" 


(wine,  flax  and  cloth).  Sometimes,  to  distinguish 
Germantown  from  the  upper  portion  of  German 
township,  outside  of  the  borough,  the  township 
portion  was  called  Upper  Germantown. 

Kensington,  that  part  of  the  township  of  the 
Northern  Liberties  which  lay  between  Cohock- 
sink  Creek  and  Gunner's  Run,  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  road  to  Frankford,  and  between  that  road 
and  the  Delaware  River.  It  was  originally  known 
as  Shakamaxon,  an  Indian  village  which  is  called 
on  Lindstrom's  map  Kackamensi,  and  in  old 
deeds  Sachamexin.  It  was  a  tract  of  land  lying 
on  the  river  Delaware  above  Hartsfield,  subse- 
quently a  part  of  Northern  Liberties.  Shaka- 
maxon was  known  as  a  town  before  Nov.  12, 
1678,  when  Lawrence  Cock  made  a  grant  of  300 
acres  there.  In  the  deed  it  is  stated  that  the 
whole  tract  of  land  surveyed  at  Shakamaxon  was 
1800  acres,  of  which  Lawrence  Cock,  Moens 
Cock,  Gunner  Rambo  and  Michael  Neilson 
were  owners.  Henry  says  that  Shakamaxon 
means  "  a  place  of  eels."  It  began  to  grow  into 
a  settlement  soon  after  the  village  of  the  North- 
ern Liberties  felt  an  increase  of  population. 
Kensington  was  a  straggling,  scattered  region  of 
streets  running  parallel  with  the  Delaware  from 
south-west  to  north-east,  and  crossed  by  others 
from  south-east  to  north-west.  It  was  inhab- 
ited principally  by  fishermen  and  ship-carpen- 
ters. On  March  6,  1820,  the  Legislature  cre- 
ated a  new  corporation,  called  the  "  commis- 
sioners and  inhabitants  of  the  Kensington  dis- 
trict of  the  Northern  Liberties."  Their  jurisdic- 
tion extended  over  the  ground  which  commenced 
at  the  mouth  of  Cohocksink  Creek  and  the 
Northern  Liberties  line,  along  the  river  Dela- 
ware to  the  south  line  of  Gibson's  land,  and 
thence  along  that  line  to  Gunner's  Creek,  and 
across  to  the  south  line  of  the  land  of  the  Norris 
estate;  then  along  the  same,  crossing  Frankford 
road,  to  the  Germantown  road,  down  the  east- 
wardly  side  of  the  latter  to  the  middle  of  Sixth 
St.,  and  then  along  said  street  to  the  line  of  the 
Northern  Liberties,  which  touched  Sixth  st.  at 
Cohocksink  Creek,  and  then  along  that  creek  to 
the  place  of  beginning.  The  name  is  derived 
from  Kensington,  town  and  parish  of  Middlesex, 
England,  and  a  western  suburb  of  the  city  of 
London. 

Kingsessing,  a  township  in  the  extreme  south- 
western portion  of  the  city,  bounded  on  the  north 
by  Blockley ;  on  the  east  by  Mill  Creek  and 
Schuylkill  River;  on  the  south  by  Delaware 
River  and  Bow  Creek ;  and  on  the  west  by 
Darby  Creek  and  Cobb's  Creek  ;  shaped  irreg- 
ularly. It  embraced  the  site  of  the  old  village 
of  Kingsessing,  but  no  settlement  of  any  size  ex- 
cept Maylandville.  It  was  traversed  principally 
by  the  Darby  road  and  the  road  to  the  Lazaretto. 
Its  greatest  length,  5  miles  ;  greatest  breadth,  2% 
miles  ;  area,  6800  acres.  This  was  the  oldest 
settled  portion  of  the  county  of  Philadelphia. 
— Kingsessing,  or  Chinsessing,  was  the  name  of 
a  place  lying  on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill 
River,  below  the  western  abutment  of  Penrose 
Ferry  bridge,  and  not  far  distant  therefrom. 
Acrelius  says  Chinsessing  was  "a  place  on  the 
Schuylkill  where  five  families  of  freemen  dwelt 
together  in  houses  two  stories  high,  built  of 
white  nut  tree  (hickory),  which  was  at  that  time 
regarded  as  the  best  material  for  building  houses, 
but  in  later  times  was  altogether  disapproved  of 
for   such   purposes."       Kingsessing   became   the 
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ECLIPSES    IN   1880. 

In  the  year  1880  there  will  be  six  Eclipses — 
four  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon,  occurring 
in  Philadelphia  civil  time  as  follows  : 

First :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Jan.  11, 
1880,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible,  about  sunset,  over  the  western 
portion  of  North  America,  and  a  small  portion 
of  the  Sun  will  also  be  eclipsed  in  the  northern 
part  of  Australia  about  sunrise.  Visible  gener- 
ally in  the  North  Pacific  Ocean. 

Second  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  June 
22,  1880,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  in  Australia,  and  in  the  Pacific 
Ocean  generally. 

Third  :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July 
7,  1880,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  It  will  be 
visible  at  the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  over  about 
two-thirds  of  South  America,  and  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Ocean. 

Fourth  :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Dec. 
1,  1880,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  A  very  small 
portion  of  the  Sun's  surface  will  be  eclipsed  in 
the  extreme  South  Atlantic  ;  not  visible  on  either 
continent. 

Fifth  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Dec.  16, 


1880,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.     It  will  be  vis- 
ible in  Asia  and  in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 

Sixth:  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Dec.  31, 
18S0,  visible  about  sunrise  in  Philadelphia.  The 
Sun  will  rise  eclipsed,  presenting  a  phenomenon 
of  rare  interest.  About  three-fourths  of  the  Sun  j 
will  be  obscured,  and  it  will  rise  partly  eclipsed 
in  all  the  eastern  States  of  the  Union  and  in 
Canada.  It  will  also  be  visible  in  England, 
Western  Europe,  a  small  portion  of  Africa,  and 
generally  in  the  North  Atlantic.

A  new  small  observatory  has  been  built  by 
Mr.  George  A.  Seagrove  in  Providence,  R.  I. 
The  principal  instrument  is  a  refractor  of  eight 
inches'  aperture. 
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name  of  the  township  in  which  the  original 
Indian  and  Swedish  village  stood.  The  King- 
sessing  settlement  was  called  a  town  by  the 
Swedes,  and  was  the  first  village  entitled  to 
that  appellation  made  by  white  men  within  the 
territory  of  Philadelphia.  The  situation  was 
probably  near  the  present  enclosure  known  as 
Suffolk  Park.  The  township  of  Kingsessing  was 
created  at  a  very  early  date  after  the  settlement 
by  William  Penn.  According  to  Mr.  Henry, 
this  name  is  derived  from  the  Indian  Ching- 
sessing,  "  a  place  where  there  is  a  meadow,"  or 
Chin-sessing,  "  bog  meadow." 

Manayunk,  an  Indian  name  which  means,  ac- 
cording to  Henry,  "  our  place  of  drinking,"  and 
has  been  applied  to  the  Schuylkill  River,  was  a 
borough  situate  near  the  Schuylkill,  north  of 
the  Wissahickon.  The  original  name  was  Flat 
Rock,  from  a  peculiar  flat  rock  lying  on  the 
lower  side  of  the  bridge.,  which  was  subse- 
quently called  Flat  Rock  Bridge.  The  settle- 
ment had  its  origin  from  the  construction  of  the 
dam,  canal  and  locks  there  by  the  Schuylkill 
Navigation  Company.  These  works  were  fin- 
ished about  the  end  of  the  year  1818,  and,  the 
water-power  being  extensive,  the  Navigation 
Company  sought  for  lessees  of  the  power  for  use 
in  mills  and  factories.  Capt.  John  Towers  was 
the  first  lessee  of  the  water-power,  one  hundred 
inches,  April  10,  1819,  and  he  built  a  mill  at  Flat 
Rock.  About  the  same  time  Silas  Levering  built 
the  first  hotel  in  the  place.  In  1820,  Charles  V. 
Hagner  was  the  second  person  who  bought  a  water- 
right  and  erected  an  oil-mill.  After  thatpurchases 
of  water-power  and  the  erection  of  mills  and 
factories  increased  greatly,  and  the  place  became 
famous  as  a  manufacturing  village.  After  a  time 
the  inhabitants  became  dissatisfied  with  the  name 
Flat  Rock,  and  held  meetings  on  the  subject.  On 
such  an  occasion,  some  time  in  May  or  June, 
1824,  it  was  resolved  to  adopt  for  the  place  one 
of  the  names  of  the  river  Schuylkill,  and  from 
that  time  the  village  was  known  as  Manayunk. 
The  borough  of  Manayunk  was  incorporated 
June  11,  1840. 

Mor eland,  a  manor  of  9815  acres,  on  a  branch 
of  Poquessing  Creek,  granted  by  William  Penn, 
by  warrant  of  eleventh  month,  fifth  day,  1682-83, 
and  patent  of  August,  1684,  to  Nicholas  More.  It 
was  in  the  most  northern  portion  of  the  county 
of  Philadelphia,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the  Del- 
aware, and  lay  to  the  west  of  Byberry  township. 
It  extended  over  into  Bucks  county,  and  was 
divided  into  two  townships,  one  in  each  county, 
and  each  called  Moreland.  The  size  of  More- 
land  township  in  Philadelphia  county  was  5 
miles,  its  greatest  length  ;  2  miles  its  greatest 
width;  area,  3720  acres.  The  principal  village 
was  Smithfield  or  Pleasantville,  afterward  called 
Somerton,  which  was  partly  in  Moreland  and 
partly  in  Byberry. 

Moyamensing,  originally  a  tract  of  ground  on 
the  fast  land  of  the  Neck,  lying  between  Pas- 
syunk  and  Wicaco.  It  was  granted  by  the 
Dutch  governor  Alexander  d'Hinoyossa,  on 
fourth  month,  third  day,  1664,  to  Martin  Clen- 
smith,  William  Stille  and  Lawrence  Andries. 
The  title  was  confirmed  in  16S4  by  William  Penn 
to  Lassey  Andrews,  William  Stille,  Andrew 
Bankson  and  John  Matson.  Moyamensing 
township  included  this  ground  and  Wicaco,  ex- 
cept such  parts  of  the  latter  as  were  included  in 
Southwark.      It    extended   from   about    Schuyl- 


kill Sixth  (Seventeenth  st.)  and  South  st.  over  to 
the  Passyunk  road,  and  down  the  same  to  the 
Buck  road,  and  over  to  the  Delaware  below  the 
built  parts  of  Southwark.  In  1816  the  greatest 
length  of  Moyamensing  was  estimated  to  be  3 
miles  ;  the  greatest  breadth,  2  miles  ;  area,  2560 
acres.  By  act  of  March  24,  1812,  the  inhabitants 
of  Moyamensing  were  incorporated  by  the  style 
of  "  the  commissioners  and  inhabitants  of  the 
township  of  Moyamensing."  By  act  of  April 
4,  1831,  the  township  was  divided  into  Fast 
and  West  Moyamensing.  The  name  Moya- 
mensing is  said  by  Acrelius  to  signify  "  an 
unclean  place"  or  "dung-heap,"  which  was 
adopted  from  the  fact  that  at  one  time  great 
flocks  of  pigeons  had  their  roost  in  the  forest 
and  made  the  place  unclean  for  the  Indians, 
from  which  circumstance  it  received  its  name. 
The  township  was  one  of  the  earliest  created  after 
the  settlement  of  Pennsylvania. 

Northern  Liberties  township.  The  Liberties 
was  a  term  or  name  applied  by  William  Penn  to 
a  certain  tract  of  land  lying  north  and  west  of 
the  city.  It  contained  what  was  called  "  the  lib- 
erty land  or  free  lots,"  because  the  proprietaries 
gave  to  the  first  purchasers  of  ground  in  the  col- 
ony^ according  to  the  extent  of  their  purchase,  a 
portion  of  the  land  within  those  limits  free  of  price. 
The  original  idea  of  Penn  was  to  lay  out  a  great 
town  of  10,000  acres  ;  but  when  the  commission- 
ers came  to  survey  this  space  of  ground  it  was 
found  somewhat  difficult,  and  when  Penn  arrived 
in  1682  he  determined  to  divide  the  great  town 
into  two  parts,  one  to  be  called  the  city  and  the 
other  the  Liberties.  The  city  contained  about 
1820  acres.  The  Liberties  extended  north  of 
Vine  st.  to  the  mouth  of  Cohoquinoque  Creek  or 
Pegg's  Run,  and  up  the  same  so  as  to  go  round 
the  lands  of  Jurian  Hartsfelder,  which  had 
already  been  granted  away  before  Penn  came 
to  the  colony.  There  were  also  Swedish,  Dutch 
and  English  grants  of  land  made  before  Penn 
came  to  be  the  proprietary  that  had  to  be  re- 
spected, so  that  the  liberty  lands  were  very  irreg- 
ular in  their  boundaries,  and  ran  by  various 
courses  along  the  Cohocksink,  Wissanoming,  Ta- 
cony,  Wingohocking  and  other  streams,  and  Ger- 
mantown  and  Bristol  townships,  to  the  Schuylkill, 
and  over  the  same  and  out  to  Cobb's  Creek,  and 
down  the  same  and  along  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill  to  a  point  opposite  Vine  st.  at  the  north 
city  line,  and  along  the  same  to  the  place  of 
beginning.  This  survey  was  made  in  1682, 
and  the  Liberties  contained,  on  the  east  side 
of  the  Schuylkill,  9161  acres  3  q.  3  p.  ;  west 
side,  7074  acres  2  q.  17  p  ;  total,  16,236  acres  1  q. 
20  p.  These  liberty  lands  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Schuylkill  became  a  township  nearly  from  the 
time  of  survey,  and  were  called  the  Northern 
Liberties,  while  the  western  Liberties,  beyond  the 
Schuylkill,  became  a  portion  of  the  township  of 
Blockley.  The  territory  between  the  Delaware 
and  Schuylkill  was  subsequently  divided ;  the 
western  part  was  called  Perm  township,  and  the 
eastern  part  was  sometimes  called  the  Unincor- 
porated Northern  Liberties.  Whenever  so  spoken 
of,  the  reference  was  to  that  portion  of  the  town- 
ship which  had  not  been  taken  up  by  the  forma- 
tion of  districts,  and  by  the  time  of  consolidation 
the  area  of  the  township  was  very  small,  the  dis- 
tricts of  Northern  Liberties,  Spring  Garden,  Ken- 
sington, Penn,  Richmond,  and  the  township  of 
Penn  and  the  boroughs  of  Aramingo  and  Brides-

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burg,  having  been  carved  out  of  it.  In  1S54  the 
township  or  Unincorporated  Northern  Liberties 
was  the  space  of  land  north  of  Kensington,  west 
of  Richmond  and  Aramingo,  and  a  portion  of 
Frankford,  south  of  a  portion  of  Oxford  and 
Bristol  townships,  and  east  of  Penn  township. 
A  part  of  it  was  west  of  the  Frankford  road, 
and  all  of  it  was  east  of  the  Germantown  road. 

Northern  Liberties  district,  a  portion  of  the 
township  of  the  Northern  Liberties,  was  first  the 
object  of  particular  care  by  act  of  Assembly  of 
March  9,  1771,  which  provided  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  persons  to  regulate  streets,  direction  of 
buildings,  etc.  By  act  of  March  30,  1791,  the  in- 
habitants of  that  portion  of  the  Northern  Lib- 
erties between  Vine  st.  and  Pegg's  Run  and  the 
middle  of  Fourth  st.  and  the  Delaware  River 
were  empowered  to  elect  three  commissioners  to 
lay  taxes  for  the  purpose  of  lighting,  watching 
and  establishing  pumps  within  those  bounds.  On 
March  28,  1803,  the  legislature  passed  an  act  to 
incorporate  that  part  of  the  township  of  the 
Northern  Liberties  lying  between  the  west  side 
of  Sixth  st.  and  the  river  Delaware  and  between 
Vine  st.  and  Cohocksink  Creek.  In  1819  the 
boundary  was  changed  to  the  middle  of  Sixth  St., 
and  the  northern  boundary  was  fixed  at  the  mid- 
dle of  Cohocksink  Creek.  By  the  same  act  the 
corporation  was  created  by  the  name,  style  and 
title  of  "  the  Commissioners  and  Inhabitants  of 
the  incorporated  district  of  the  Northern  Lib- 
erties." Under  the  Consolidation  law  this  district 
ceased  to  exist  in  1854,  and  became  a  part  of 
Philadelphia.  The  Northern  Liberties  was  prin- 
cipally composed  of  a  tract  of  land  originally 
called  Hartsfield.  This  was  a  title  given  in  a 
patent  and  some  maps  to  the  ground  granted 
March  25,  1676,  to  Jurian  Hartsfelder.  It  in- 
cluded all  the  ground  bounded  by  the  Delaware 
between  Coakquenauque  (Pegg's  Run)  and  the 
Cohocksink  creeks,  and  extended  westward  about 
as  far  as  the  line  of  Ridge  road.  In  the  tract 
was  nearly  the  whole  of  the  ground  afterward  the 
Northern  Liberties,  and  a  portion  of  Spring  Gar- 
den and  Penn  districts.  Hartsfelder  sold  a  por- 
tion of  this  property  in  1679-80  to  Hannah  Salter, 
and  another  portion  to  Daniel  Pegg  in  1688-89, 
he  having  previously  bought  Hannah  Salter's 
interest.  William  Penn  patented  the  whole 
Hartsfield  tract  to  Daniel  Pegg  in  1689. 

Oxford,  a  township  running  from  the  county 
line  in  a  south-east  direction  to  the  Delaware 
River,  and  along  the  same  south-west  to  Frank- 
ford Creek,  and  up  the  same  north-westwardly  to 
Tacony  Creek,  which  it  followed  until  it  reached 
the  county-line  near  where  the  north-western 
boundaryjoined  it.  Frankford,  White  Hall,  Fox 
Chase,  Cedar  Grove  and  Volunteer  Town  were 
in  this  township,  and  it  also  took  in  the  former 
township  of  Tacony.  Greatest  length,  3  miles  ; 
greatest  breadth,  four  miles  ;  area,  7680  acres.  It 
was  one  of  the  earliest  townships  established.  The 
name  is  supposed  to  have  been  derived  from  the 
city  of  Oxford  in  England.  The  township  was 
surrounded  by  the  waters  of  the  Delaware  and 
Frankford  Creek  on  two  sides,  and  was  traversed 
by  the  Little  Tacony  and  Sissamocksink  (Wissa- 
noming)  or  Little  Wahank  creeks. 

Passyunk,  spelled  in  old  deeds,  maps  and 
records  Perslajongh,  Passayunk,  Passyonck,  Pas- 
sajon,  Passajungh,  Passuming,  on  Lindstrom's 
map  Paisajungh,  the  name  of  an  Indian  village, 
and  afterward  of    a  tract  of  land    computed    at 


1000  acres,  was  originally  given  by  Queen 
Christina,  August  20,  1653,  to  Lieut.  Swen 
Schute,  and  to  his  wife  and  to  his  heirs,  in  con- 
sideration of  good  and  important  services  ren- 
dered to  the  king  of  Sweden  by  the  said  gal- 
lant lieutenant.  On  Jan.  1,  1667-68,  Gov.  Rich- 
ard Nichols  of  New  York  granted  Passyunk  to 
Robert  Ashman,  John  Ashman,  Thomas  Jacob, 
Dunkin  Williams,  Francis  Walker,  Thomas 
Hewelin,  Frederick  Anderson,  Joshua  Jacob  and 
Thomas  Jacob,  at  a  quit-rent  of  ten  bushels  of 
wheat  per  year.  Passyunk  was  the  first  tract  of 
land  above  the  marsh-land  in  the  Neck,  which 
latter  has  since  become  fast  land.  It  fronted  on 
the  Schuylkill  River  from  about  Point  Breeze  up 
to  a  little  stream  called  Pinney's  Creek,  or  Piney 
Creek,  which  Mr.  Henry  says  means,  in  the  Del- 
aware language,  "  a  place  to  sleep."  From  about 
the  head  of  Pinney's  Creek  the  boundary  of 
Passyunk  tract  extended  in  a  straight  line  to- 
ward the  south-east,  to  a  point  which  formed  the 
boundary  of  Moyamensing,  thence  south  by  west 
to  the  limit  of  the  fast  land,  and  over  in  irregular 
shape  to  the  Schuylkill.  The  north-eastern 
boundary  was  about  on  the  parallel  of  Twelfth  st. 
Passyunk  occupied  something  more  than  a  full 
quarter  of  the  fast  land  south  of  the  city.  It  be- 
came a  township  at  a  very  early  period.  The 
limit  of  the  township  was  extended  from  the 
South  st.  city  line  along  the  Schuylkill  and  the 
Delaware  and  Back  Channel  to  a  point  beyond 
the  eastern  end  of  League  Island,  whence  it  ran 
north  by  west  and  struck  the  city  line  at  South 
st.  between  Schuylkill  Fifth  (Eighteenth)  and 
Sixth  (Seventeenth)  sts.  The  township  was  es- 
timated to  be  in  its  greatest  length  y>/±  miles  ; 
greatest  breadth,  3  miles  ;  area,  5110  acres.  Pas- 
syunk, according  to  Henry,  means  "  a  level 
place,"  "  a  place  below  the  hills."  There  were 
no  villages  in  this  township,  but  it  was  at  one 
time  a  favorite  place  for  country-seats.  It  was 
traversed  by  the  Federal  road,  afterward  called 
Federal  st.,  from  the  Delaware  to  Gray's  Ferry, 
by  a  portion  of  Moyamensing  road  across  to 
Greenwich  Island,  Passyunk  road,  Long  lane 
and  the  Irish  Tract  lane. 

Penn  district,  that  portion  of  the  township  of 
Penn  which  lay  north  of  the  north  boundary- 
line  of  Spring  Garden,  between  Delaware  Sixth 
St.  and  the  river  Schuylkill,  and  between  a  line 
parallel  with  Hickory  lane  (now  Fairmount  av.), 
west  of  Sixth  st.  as  far  as  Broad  St.,  and  then 
due  west  to  the  Schuylkill,  and  along  the  same 
to  a  line  parallel  with,  and  at  a  distance  of  one 
hundred  feet  north  of,  Susquehanna  av.,  and 
thence  to  the  middle  of  Sixth  st.  It  was  cre- 
ated a  district  by  act  of  Feb.  26,  1844,  as  "  the 
Commissioners  and  Inhabitants  of  the  district  of 
Penn." 

Penn  township  was  formed  from  the  western 
portion  of  the  township  of  the  Northern  Lib- 
erties by  order  of  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
in  the  year  1807.  It  was  north  of  Vine  St., 
bounded  on  the  east  by  Sixth  st.  to  the  inter- 
section of  the  road  to  Germantown  ;  thence  by 
the  same  north  by  west  to  the  foot  of  Logan's 
Hill  ;  south-west  to  the  Township-line  road  ; 
along  the  same  to  a  point  a  short  distance  above 
Manheim  lane  ;  then  over  in  a  south-west  direc- 
tion to  the  Schuylkill,  and  down  the  same  to 
Vine  st.  Its  greatest  length  was  4  miles ;  its 
greatest  width,  3  miles  ;  area,  7680  acres.  The 
districts  of  Spring  Garden  and  Penn  were  created 
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PLANETS. 

Mercury  (§)  will  be  visible  in  the  evening 
about  March  10,  July  6  and  November  4  ;  and 
visible  in  the  morning,  April  26,  August  22  and 
December  13. 

Venus  ($)  will  be  morning  star  until  July  13, 
and  evening  star  for  the  rest  of  the  year.  It 
does  not  attain  its  greatest  brilliancy  this  year. 

Mars  (tf )  will  be  visible  in  the  evening  until 
October  25,  and  in  the  morning  for  the  rest  of  the 
year. 

Jupiter  (%)  will  be  visible  in  the  evening  until 
March  15,  when  it  sets  about  the  time  of  sunset 
After  that  it  will  be  seen  in  the  morning  before 
sunrise  until  the  middle  of  July,  when  it  rises 
about  midnight.  In  October  it  will  begin  to  rise 
about  sunset,  and  after  that  will  be  visible  in  the 
evening. 

Saturn  (fj)  will  accompany  Jupiter  through 
the  year,  being  about  thirty  degrees  east  in 
January.  The  planets  will  gradually  approach 
each  other  until  their  conjunction  in  April,  1881. 


Other  observers  with  the  spectroscope  have 
not  yet  been  able  to  verify  Dr.  Draper's  dis- 
covery of  oxygen  in  the  sun.

(  $ )  Mercury  very  near  (Jj )  Saturn  on  the  6th. 

Prof.  E.  E.  Holden  has  given,  in  Harvard 
College  Library  Bulletin  No.  9,  a  list  of  books 
and  papers  on  the  transits  of  Mercury  by  about 
one  hundred  and  fifty  different  authors,  extend- 
ing from  1631  to  1868,  with  notes. 

Venus  and  Mercury,  when  seen  in  the  field 
of  the  telescope  together  by  Mr.  James  Na- 
smyth,  appeared  to  him,  the  former  like  bright 
silver,  and  the  latter  like  bright  zinc.  He  sup- 
poses this  difference  to  be  caused  by  some  un- 
known peculiarity  in  the  surface  of  Mercury.

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out  of  this  township,  and  it  included  portions  of 
Rising  Sun  and  Nicetown  and  Fort  St.  David's, 
afterward  called  Falls  Village.  It  was  traversed 
in  a  north-western  direction  by  the  Ridge  av. 
from  Ninth  and  Vine  sts.,  and  north-eastwardly 
from  the  Schuylkill,  between  Fairmount  and 
Lemon  Hill,  by  Turner's  lane,  which  ran  into 
the  Germantown  road,  and  by  Nicetown  lane, 
from  the  Ridge  road  below  the  Falls,  over  to 
Nicetown,  Germantown  and  beyond. 

Philadelphia  city.  In  "  certain  conditions  and 
concessions  agreed  upon  by  William  Penn,  Pro- 
prietary and  governor  of  the  province  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  those  who  are  the  adventurers  and 
purchasers  in  the  said  province,  the  nth  of  July, 
1681,"  it  was  agreed  that  "  so  soon  as  it  pleaseth 
God  that  the  above  persons  arrive  there  a  certain 
quantity  of  land  or  ground-plot  shall  be  laid  out 
for  a  large  town  or  city,  in  the  most  convenient 
place  upon  the  river  for  health  and  navigation." 
On  Sept.  30  of  the  same  year,  William  Crispin, 
William  Heage,  Nathaniel  Allen  and  John  Bezer 
were  appointed  commissioners  to  lay  out  "  a 
great  town  of  10,000  acres."  Crispin  died  dur- 
ing the  passage  ;  Heage,  Allen  and  Bezer  are 
supposed  to  have  arrived  in  the  latter  part  of  the 
year  1681.  From  such  evidence  as  is  now  ex- 
tant it  is  supposed  that  the  site  of  the  great  town 
was  determined  upon  by  them  as  early  as  the  be- 
ginning of  May,  1682.  Exactly  when  the  name 
Philadelphia  was  applied  to  this  great  town  can- 
not be  ascertained.  One  of  the  earliest  surveys 
on  record,  to  David  Hammond,  dated  the  10th  of 
the  fifth  month  (July),  1682,  speaks  of  the  lot 
being  situate  on  Pool  st.  (afterward  Walnut  st.) 
in  the  city  of  Philadelphia.  It  is  probable  that 
about  this  time  the  name  Philadelphia  began  to 
be  applied  to  the  great  town.  Penn  must  have 
determined  upon  that  name  almost  as  soon  as  he 
had  obtained  the  charter  for  the  province  and 
contemplated  the  settlement  of  a  large  town.  In 
his  letter  to  Thomas  Lloyd  and  others,  members 
of  the  Society  of  Friends,  written  aboard  the 
ketch  Endeavor,  on  which  he  had  embarked  to 
return  to  England,  in  Aug.,  1684,  he  wrote  : 
"  And  thou,  Philadelphia,  the  virgin  settlement 
of  this  province,  named  before  thou  wert  bom — 
what  love,  what  care,  what  service  and  what 
travail  hast  there  been  to  bring  thee  forth  and 
preserve  thee  from  such  as  would  abuse  and  de- 
file thee  !"  The  origin  of  this  name  is  conjec- 
tural. The  reason  of  Penn  for  adopting  it  is  not 
known.  It  is  supposed  that  he  selected  it  from 
that  of  a  city  in  Lydia,  Asia,  the  seat  of  one  of 
the  seven  early  Christian  churches.  (See  Rev. 
1  :  n  ;  3:7,  9-11.)  The  signification,  "  brotherly 
love,"  no  doubt  commended  the  name  to  his 
taste  and  judgment.  The  original  boundary  of 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  was  between  the  streets 
called  Valley  (now  Vine)  and  Cedar  (now  South) 
sts.  Between  those  boundaries  the  city  extend- 
ed from  the  Delaware  to  the  Schuylkill  rivers, 
and  from  a  map  (Thomas  Holme's)  published 
about  1685  in  London,  it  appears  that  the  city 
extended  three  blocks  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill,  to  a  distance  which  would  now  be 
about  three  squares  from  Market  street  bridge. 
For  some  reason  not  now  known,  this  design 
was  abandoned  at  an  early  date,  and  the  western 
limit  of  the  city  was  the  Schuylkill  River.  There 
are  grants  on  record  for  lots  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill  "  in  the  city  of  Philadelphia,"  one  of 
which  is  dated  as  late  as  1685.     In  Penn's  charter 


to  the  city  corporation,  Oct.  25,  i7oi,he  says  that 
the  city  shall  extend  the  limits  and  bounds  "  as  it 
is  layed  out  between  Delaware  and  Schuylkill." 
This  charter  was  in  operation  until  it  was  super- 
seded by  the  events  of  the  Revolution,  and  ceas- 
ed to  be  effective  after  July  4,  1776.  For  nearly 
thirteen  years  Philadelphia  was  governed  by 
wardens  and  commissioners.  A  new  charter  was 
granted  by  the  Legislature  March  n,  1789.  This 
was  greatly  extended  by  act  of  Feb.  2,  1854, 
commonly  called  the  Consolidation  law,  which 
extended  the  boundaries  of  the  city  over  the 
entire  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia  county  was  laid  out  by  William 
Penn,  it  is  supposed,  after  his  return  from  New 
York,  which  visit  probably  took  place  in  Novem- 
ber, 1682.  On  his  return,  it  is  said,  he  estab- 
lished the  counties  of  Chester,  Philadelphia  and 
Bucks.  Chester  was  south  and  west  of  Phila- 
delphia ;  Bucks  was  north  and  east.  The  county 
of  Philadelphia  was  without  boundaries,  except 
so  far  as  they  were  limited  in  the  royal  grant  of 
the  province  to  Penn  and  by  the  establishment 
of  Chester  and  Bucks  counties.  Philadelphia 
lay  between  those  counties,  and  extended  from 
the  Delaware  and  the  boundaries  of  Chester 
(now  Delaware)  county  and  the  southern  and 
western  boundary  of  Bucks  county  to  an  un- 
limited extent,  and  maybe  said  to  have  embraced 
all  the  rest  of  the  land  in  the  province  except  the 
counties  of  Bucks  and  Chester.  This  great  area 
was  diminished  by  the  establishment  of -Berks 
county;  March  11,  1752,  and  other  counties  north 
and  west  of  Bucks,  and  by  the  establishment  of 
Montgomery  county,  Sept.  10,  1784,  which  block- 
ed off  all  further  claim  north  of  it. 

Richi)io?id,  sometimes  called  Port  Richmond, 
originally  the  name  of  a  tract  of  land  in  the 
township  of  Northern  Liberties,  adjoining  the 
Delaware  north  of  Ball  Town  and  south  of  Point- 
no-Point.  The  name  was  derived  from  two 
country-seats  in  the  vicinity  —  the  Richmond 
property  of  the  Roberts  family,  lying  on  the 
Point  road  near  the  Delaware,  and  Richmond 
Lodge,  which  in  1808-09  belonged  to  the  Fox 
family.  It  was  incorporated  as  a  district  on  Feb. 
27,  1847,  under  the  title  of  "  the  Commissioners 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Richmond,  in 
the  county  of  Philadelphia."  It  extended  along 
the  Delaware  River  to  a  point  some  distance 
north-west  of  the  upper  end  of  Petty's  Island  ; 
then  north-west  nearly  to  the  point  where  Frank- 
ford  Creek  makes  its  most  southerly  bend  ;  thence 
south-west  to  Westmoreland  St.;  north-west 
along  the  same  to  Emerald  st.  ;  south-west  along 
the  latter  to  a  lane  running  from  Frankford  turn- 
pike to  Nicetown  lane  ;  along  Frankford  turnpike 
to  the  north  boundary  of  Kensington,  and  down 
the  same  to  Gunner's  Run,  and  along  that  stream 
to  the  Delaware  River.  The  area  was  1163 
acres. 

Southzvark — sometimes,  but  improperly,  called 
the  Southern  Liberties — was  the  oldest  district  in 
the  county  of  Philadelphia.  It  began  to  grow  much 
earlier  than  the  northern  portions  of  the  county  be- 
yond the  city  bounds.  In  this  increase  the  section 
was  very  much  aided  by  the  Swedish  settlements 
of  Wicaco  and  Moyamensing.  This  region  was 
the  first  which  required  the  attention  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.  By  agreement  the  inhabitants 
had  continued  some  of  the  principal  streets  of  the 
city  running  north  and  south  through  their  ter- 
ritory.    In  regard  to  the  cross  streets  there  was 
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THE   EPHEMERIS. 

The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon,  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  in- 
teresting astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year. 

Mr.  Henry  Bessemer  has  given  in  Nature, 
Jan.  24,  1878,  a  plan  for  figuring  and  mounting 
large  glass  reflectors  for  the  telescope.

Mr.  J.  Norman  Lockyer  is  believed  to  have 
demonstrated,  by  means  of  the  spectroscope, 
that  calcium  and  some  other  substances  hith- 
erto regarded  as  simple  are  really  compound. 

Vol.  IV.  of  the  Moscozu  Observatory  contains 
a  series  of  meridian  observations  of  Mars  in  op- 
position, which,  combined  with  observations  in 
the  southern  hemisphere  equally  good,  will  give 
the  solar  parallax  with  very  small  probable  error. 


How  much  easier  do  we  find  it  to  commend  a 
good  action  than  to  imitate  it  ! 

A  calumnious  abuse,  too  often  repeated,  be- 
comes so  familiar  to  the  ear  as  to  lose  its  effect. 

Absence  extinguishes  small  passions  and  in- 
creases great  ones,  as  the  wind  will  blow  out  a 
candle  and  blow  in  a  fire. 

If  a  man  does  not  make  new  acquaintances  as 
he  advances  through  life,  he  will  soon  find  him- 
self left  alone.  A  man  should  keep  his  friend- 
ship in  constant  repair. 
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not  always  as  much  unanimity,  and  for  the  want 
of  such  regulations  the  inhabitants  applied  to  the 
Assembly  by  petition.  On  May  14,  1762,  an  act 
was  passed  to  create  a  municipality  in  the  south- 
ern suburbs  to  be  called  the  district  of  South- 
wark.  The  bounds  commenced  on  Cedar  st.  at 
the  Delaware,  and  proceeded  thence  west  to 
Passyunk  road  ;  along  the  latter  to  Moyamen- 
sing  road  ;  thence  by  Keeler's  lane  to  Greenwich 
road ;  thence  to  the  river  Delaware,  and  along 
the  several  courses  of  the  same  to  the  place  of 
beginning.  The  officers  of  the  corporation  were 
three  assessors  and  three  supervisors,  who  jointly 
had  a  right  to  lay  taxes  for  repairing  and  cleaning 
streets,  and  three  surveyors  and  regulators  to 
regulate  the  courses  of  streets,  etc.  and  lay  down 
gutters  and  conduits.  The  events  of  the  Revo- 
lution were  held  to  supersede  this  charter  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  city  charter  was  supposed  to 
be  nullified.  On  Sept.  29,  1787,  the  General  As- 
sembly passed  an  act  to  appoint  commissioners 
to  lay  out  the  district  of  Southwark,  marking  out 
the  courses  of  the  principal  streets,  not  only  in 
that  district,  but  also  in  Moyamensing  and  Pas- 
syunk. This  was  preparatory  to  the  passage  of 
an  act  of  April  18,  1794,  which  erected  a  full  cor- 
poration under  the  title  of  "  the  Commissioners 
and  Inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Southwark." 
They  laid  out  a  large  number  of  streets,  and 
most  of  their  plans  were  confirmed  by  the 
Supreme  Executive  Council  in  1790.  The  great- 
est dimensions  were  i1/^  miles  in  length  by  1% 
in  breadth  ;  area,  760  acres.  The  name  was 
partly  adopted  in  allusion  to  the  situation  of  the 
district  south  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  but  it 
was  also  adopted  from  the  name  of  a  borough  in 
the  county  of  Surrey,  England,  immediately  op- 
posite the  city  of  London,  and  for  many  years 
considered  a  portion  of  that  metropolis. 

Spri7ig  Garden  appears  on  Varle's  map  of 
1796  as  a  small  settlement  between  Vine  st.  and 
P>uttonwood  lane  and  a  point  on  a  line  with 
Seventh  st.  (then  unopened),  and  extending  as  far 
west  as  the  Ridge  road.  There  was  a  street 
(now  known  as  Franklin  st.)  which  ran  north 
from  Vine  st.  across  Callowhill,  and  stopped  op- 
posite a  house  halfway  between  Callowhill  st. 
and  Buttonwood  lane.  The  street  now  known  as 
Eighth  st.  (then  called  Garden  st.)  ran  through 
the  centre  of  the  district,  and  the  street  now 
called  Garden  st.  (then  known  as  Spring  st.)  ran 
from  Vine  to  Buttonwood.  Charles  st.  ran  from 
Callowhill  to  Buttonwood.  The  district  was  in- 
corporated March  22,  1813,  as  "  the  Commis- 
sioners and  Inhabitants  of  the  district  of  Spring 
Garden."  The  original  boundaries  were  Vine  st. 
on  the  south  ;  the  middle  of  Hickory  lane  (after- 
ward Coates  St.,  now  Fairmount  av.)  on  the 
north ;  Broad  st.  on  the  west,  and  the  middle  of 
Sixth  st.  on  the  east.  On  March  21,  1827,  the 
district  was  enlarged  by  adding  that  part  of 
Penn  township  beginning  at  the  middle  of 
Sixth  st.  to  a  point  210  feet  north  of  the  north 
side  of  Poplar  lane ;  thence  north-west,  parallel 
to  the  lane,  at  a  distance  of  200  feet  from  the  lat- 
ter, to  the  middle  of  Broad  st ;  thence  parallel 
with  Vine  street  to  the  river  Schuylkill.  The 
meaning  of  this  was,  that  whilst  the  upper  bound- 
ary of  the  district  took  a  course  from  Sixth  st.  west 
by  north  to  Broad  st. ,  the  line  beyond  the  latter  ran 
due  east  and  west  to  the  Schuylkill.  It  extended 
by  the  course  of  that  river  to  Vine  St.,  and  along 
the  latter  to  Broad,  where  it  met  the  old  district 


line.  By  this  addition  the  size  of  Spring  Garden 
was  more  than  doubled.  At  the  time  of  Con- 
solidation the  area  of  the  district  was  estimated 
to  be  1 100  acres.  There  are  two  theories  as  to 
the  origin  of  the  name.  One  is,  that  it  is  derived 
from  Spring  Garden,  the  name  of  a  country-seat 
in  that  neighborhood,  which  in  the  year  1723 
belonged  to,  and  was  for  sale  by,  Dr.  Francis 
Gan  iouet.  A  better  suggestion  is,  that  it  was  de- 
rived from  the  Spring  Gardens,  an  old-estab- 
lished place  of  resort  in  London. 

Taco7iy,  Toaconing  or  Toaconick,  a  small 
township  laid  down  on  Holme's  map  of  16S3-S4, 
situate  in  the  bend  between  the  river  Delaware, 
Wissonoming  Creek  on  the  north-east,  and  Frank- 
ford  Creek  and  Little  Tacony  Creek  on  the  south 
and  west.  It  lay  east  of  the  town  of  Frankford, 
and  at  an  early  date  was  incorporated  in  Oxford 
township.  The  name  was  derived  from  Tekene, 
and  means  "  wood  "  or  "  an  uninhabited  place." 

West  Philadelphia,  in  the  township  of  Block- 
ley  and  west  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  was  created 
a  borough  on  Feb.  17,  1844,  and  embraced  Ham- 
ilton and  Mantua  villages  and  the  ground  be- 
tween. On  April  3,  1851,  its  title  was  changed 
to  the  district  of  West  Philadelphia,  and  its 
boundaries  considerably  enlarged. 

White  Hall,  north-west  of  Bridesburg,  extend- 
ing from  the  United  States  Arsenal  westward, 
contained  in  the  bend  made  by  Frankford  Creek 
and  Little  Tacony,  and  adjoining  Frankford.  It 
was  situate  in  the  old  township  of  Tacony  and 
the  later  township  of  the  Northern  Liberties.  It 
was  incorporated  into  a  borough  on  April  9,  1849.

To  be  elected  :  Electors  of 
President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States, 
members  of  Congress,  Justice  of  Supreme  Court 
of  Pennsylvania,  Auditor  -  General,  Judge  of 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  No  3,  State  Senators  in 
odd-numbered  districts,  Representatives  in  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  District  Attorney,  Coroner,  Clerk 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  City  Controller. 

Last  days  for  extra  assessment,  September  1st 
and  2d. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  October  2d. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  2d. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 
Voting  on  Age. — Every  male  citizen  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  may 
vote  without  being  assessed.  He  must  previously 
have  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in  the 
election  district  (or  division)  where  he  offers  to 
vote  for  at  least  two  months  before  the  election. 
If  his  name  is  not  on  the  registry  of  voters,  he 
must  make  affidavit,  if  a  native  citizen,  as  to  his 
birthplace  and  residence  in  the  district  for  two 
months,  and  in  the  State  for  one  year,  except  in 
case  he  had  been  a  resident  and  removed  there- 
from and  again  returned,  when  six  months'  resi- 
dence will  be  sufficient.     If  he  is  not  native  born.

($)  Mercury  a  little  north  of  the  Moon  in 
the  evening  of  the  9th. 


Commander  F.  M.  Green,  U.  S.  N.,  has  de- 
termined by  telegraph  the  longitude  of  various 
stations  in  South  America  in  connection  with 
Lisbon. 

It  appears  from  a  discussion  of  the  photo- 
graphs taken  of  the  sun  during  the  transit  of 
Venus  that  the  photographic  diameter  of  the  sun 
is  of  no  value  when  accuracy  is  required. 

Dr.  Schrader,  in  Hungary,  has  published  a 
catalogue  and  maps  of  all  the  stars  from  first  to 
fifth  magnitude,  inclusive,  visible  in  northern 
latitudes.  In  these  maps  the  brightness  of  the 
stars  is  indicated  by  the  size  of  the  spots  repre- 
senting the  stars. 

Out  of  six  thousand  nebulae  known,  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  have  been  examined  with  the 
spectroscope.  About  one-fourth  of  these  appear, 
from  the  lines  observed,  to  be  gaseous  nebulae, 
generally  with  regular  outlines,  but  sometimes 
irregular  in  outline.

There  is  scarcely  a  single  joy  or  sorrow  with- 
in the  experience  of  our  fellow-creatures  which 
we  have  not  tasted,  yet  the  belief  in  the  good 
and  beautiful  has  never  forsaken  us.  It  has 
been  medicine  in  sickness,  richness  in  poverty, 
and  the  best  part  of  all  that  ever  delighted  us  in 
health  and  success. 
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but  the  son  of  a  citizen  naturalized  during  the 
son's  minority,  he  must  also  produce  proof  of  his 
father's  naturalization,  of  which  the  naturaliza- 
tion certificate  will  be  the  best  evidence. 

A  Natural-born  Citizen  over  twenty-two 
years  of  age  must  have  paid  within  two  years  a 
State  or  county  "tax,  which  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed at  least  two  months  and  paid  one  month 
before  the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  one  year,  or  if,  having  previously  been 
a  qualified  elector  or  native-born  citizen  of  the 
State,  he  shall  have  remoyed  therefrom  and  re- 
turned, then  six  months  immediately  preceding 
the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in  the  elec- 
tion district  where  he  offers  to  vote  at  least  two 
months  immediately  preceding  the  election.  If 
his  name  is  not  upon  the  registry  list,  he  must 
produce  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division  to  prove  his  residence  by  affidavit, 
and  himself  make  affidavit  to  the  facts  upon 
which  he  claims  a  right  to  vote,  also  that  he  has 
not  moved  into  the  district  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  therein.  Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  must 
be  made  by  producing  the  tax  receipt,  or  by 
affidavit  that  it  has  been  lost,  destroyed  or  was 
never  received. 


A  Naturalized  Citizen  must  have  the  same 
I  qualifications  as  to  residence  in  the  State  and 
district,  assessment  and  payment  of  taxes,  as  a 
native-born  citizen.  He  must  have  been  natu- 
ralized one  month  before  the  election.  If  his 
name  is  not  on  the  registry  list,  he  must  prove 
his  residence  by  the  testimony  of  a  citizen  of 
the  district  or  division,  and  himself  state  by 
affidavit  when  and  where  and  by  what  court  he 
was  naturalized,  and  produce  his  naturalization 
certificate  for  examination.  On  challenge,  he 
may  be  also  required,  even  when  his  name  is 
upon  the  registry  list,  to  produce  a  naturalization 
certificate,  unless  he  has  been  for  five  years  con- 
secutively a  voter  in  the  district. 

Qualifications  of  Election  Officers. 

No  person  can  be  an  election  officer  who  holds, 
or  •within  two  months  has  held,  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment under  the  Federal  or  State  govern- 
ment, or  under  any  city  or  county,  or  any  mu- 
nicipal board,  commission  or  trust  in  any  city, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen,  notaries 
public  and  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the 
State.

Mr.  Neison  concludes,  from  his  study  of  Jupi- 
ter, that  an  extended  atmosphere  for  it  of  any 
substance  known  to  science  is  a  physical  im- 
possibility. 

Dr.  bCHMiDT  of  Athens,  in  his  final  map  of 
the  moon,  which  is  on  a  scale  of  six  feet  to  the 
moon's  diameter,  makes  its  surface  better  known 
than  many  parts  of  our  own  globe. 

The  gold  medal  of  the  Royal  Astronomical 
bociety  of  Great  Britain  has  been  presented  to 
Prof.  Hall,  of  the  Washington  Observatory,  for 
his  discovery  of  the  satellites  of  Mars. 

Prof.  Hall,  from  the  motion  of  the  satellites 
of  Mars,  which  he  discovered  in  1877,  has  made 
an  accurate  computation  of  its  mass,  and  finds  it 
to  be  about  one-third-millionth  of  the  mass  of  the 
sun,  not  differing  much  from  the  values  obtain- 
ed by  Leverrier,  and  by  Hansen  and  Olfussen

1878,  November  24.  Main  audience-room  of 
Messiah  M.  E.  church,  Moyamensing  av.  and 
Morris  St.,  dedicated. 

November  25.  First  annual  meeting  of  the 
Philadelphia  Society  for  Organizing  Charitable 
Relief  and  Suppressing  Mendicancy,  at  Associ- 
ation Hall. 

December  1.  Norris  Square  M.  E.  church, 
Mascher  st.  above  Susquehanna  av.,  dedicated. 

December  5.  Iron  steamship  State  of  Cali- 
fornia, built  for  the  Pacific  Coast  Steamship 
Company,  launched  from  the  shipyard  of  Wil- 
liam Cramp  &  Son. 

December  8.  First  free  breakfast  of  the  Phil- 
adelphia Sunday  Breakfast  Association  given  at 
the  corner  of  Eleventh  and  Wood  sts. 

December  10.  Steamship  Emily  B.  Souder  of 
Philadelphia,  on  the  New  York  and  San  Domingo 
line,  foundered  at  sea.  Passengers  and  crew, 
numbering  43,  lost. 

December  n.  Offices  of  Department  of  High- 
ways removed  from  Sixth  and  Chestnut  sts.,  and 
opened  in  the  new  Public  Building,  Broad  st. 

December  12.  John  R.  Nagle  and  George  M. 
Vickers,  charged  with  embezzlement  of  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Market  Street  Passenger  Railway 
Company,  were  acquitted. 

December  15.  New  Moravian  congregation 
organized  and  services  opened  at  Forrest  Man- 
sion, Broad  and  Master  sts. 

December  16.  Chapel  of  the  R.  E.  Church 
of  the  Reconciliation,  Tasker  and  Thirteenth 
sts.,  dedicated. 

December  17.  Greenbacks  were  on  a  par  with 
gold  coin  and  the  premium  upon  gold  ceased  for 
the  first  time  since  August  13,  1862,  when  the 
banks  suspended  specie  payments.  The  highest 
point  reached  by  the  gold  premium  was  $2.85,  on 
July  11,  1864. 

—  John  S.  Morton,  formerly  president,  and 
Samuel  P.  Huhn,  formerly  treasurer,  of  the 
Market  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company, 
who  pleaded  guilty,  February  14,  1878,  to  fraud- 
ulently issuing  stock  of  that  company,  were  sen- 
tenced to  pay  a  nominal  fine,  the  costs  of  trial, 
and  to  undergo  ten  years'  imprisonment,'  from 
February  14. 

December  18.  Isaac  K.  Creamer,  formerly 
clerk  in  the  Water  Department,  tried  for  forgery 
in  the  books  of  the  department  to  cover  up  an  ab- 
straction of  the  public  money,  was  found  guilty. 

December  20.  Robert  P.  King,  Jr.,  late  clerk 
in  Water  Department,  charged  with  embezzle- 
ment of  the  moneys  of  the  city,  was  found  guilty. 

December  21.  John  Fields,  charged  with  the 
murder  of  Herman  Meizlitz,  October  6,  1878,  at 
Oxford  and  Warnock  sts.,  was  found  guilty  of 
murder  in  the  second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  an 
imprisonment  of  10  years  11  months  and  20  days. 

—  Steamships  State  of  California  and  Colum- 
bus, altered  for  the  purpose  of  making  them 
Russian  cruisers,  sailed  finally  from  Cramp's 
shipyard,  under  American  colors  and  clearance. 
At  sea  the  American  flag  was  hauled  down  and 
the  vessels  transferred  to  officers  of  the  Rus- 
sian government,  who  were  on  board  of  them 
with  their  crews.  The  name  of  the  vessel  first 
mentioned  was  changed  to  the  Europe,  and  of 
the  second  to  Asia.  The  Asia  arrived  at  Cher- 
bourg, France,  January  4,  1879. 


December  26.  British  steamship  Boadicea, 
of  the  new  Mediterranean  line,  arrived  after  a 
voyage  of  45  days  from  Messina,  Italy.  This 
was  the  first  vessel  that  sailed  from  Europe  on 
this  line,  but  was  the  second  to  reach  here. 

December  30.  Meeting  of  citizens  of  Twenty- 
third  Ward,  formerly  of  the  townships  of  Byberry 
andMoreland,  at  which  it  was  resolved  to  petition 
the  Legislature  to  separate  that  territory  from 
the  city  of  Philadelphia  and  annex  it  to  Bucks 
county. 

1879,  January  1.  A  new  department  for  the 
out-door  sick  opened  in  the  Pennsylvania  Hos- 
pital on  Spruce  st.  below  Ninth. 

January  2.  Isaac  R.  Muloch,  formerly  clerk 
in  the  Water  Department,  convicted  of  embezzle- 
ment. 

—  First  business-day  upon  which  the  banks  of 
Philadelphia  resumed  specie  payments,  in  com- 
pliance with  the  Resumption  act.  There  was 
but  a  very  moderate  demand  for  gold,  most  cus- 
tomers of  the  banks  preferring  greenbacks  or 
gold  certificates. 

January  3.  A  very  cold  day.  Thermometer 
stood  in  the  early  morning  at  from  40  below  zero 
to  30  to  50  above  in  various  parts  of  the  city. 

January  4.  St.  Philip's  P.  E.  Church,  re- 
moved from  Vine  above  Seventh,  opened  for  the 
first  time  in  the  Advocate  church  -  building, 
Spring  Garden  st.  below  Broad.  The  congrega- 
tion of  the  latter  was  dissolved. 

January  5.  The  P.  E.  Church  of  the  Redeemer, 
for  seamen,  north-west  corner  of  Front  and 
Queen  sts.,  consecrated.

No.  4  gives  the  measurements  of  over  five  hun- 
dred double  stars — a  valuable  contribution  to 
that  branch  of  astronomy. 

Mr.  Lacerda  has  been  making  some  interest- 
ing investigations  of  the  poison  of  the  rattlesnake 
at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  from  which  it  appears  that  the 
poison  really  consists  of  the  spores  of  a  rapidly- 
developing  organism  which  preys  upon  and  de- 
composes the  blood.  He  thinks  the  best  anti- 
dote is  alcohol. 

It  has  been  shown  that  the  periods  of  sun- 
spots  closely  coincide  with  the  periods  of  com- 
mercial crises,  and  also  with  those  of  locusts, 
droughts  and  famines.  It  is  believed  that  the 
interval  from  minimum  to  maximum  of  sun- 
spots  is  generally  dryer  and  warmer  than  from 
maximum  to  minimum.

Mimas,  a  very  faint  satellite  of  Saturn,  has 
been  seen  at  Providence,  R.  I.,  with  an  8-inch 
Clark  refractor,  and  also  at  Madras  with  a  6- 
inch  Dolland  refractor. 

Boussingault  has  analyzed  the  milk  from  the 
cow  tree  of  South  America.  He  finds  the  com- 
position more  like  cream  than  milk,  containing, 
however,  all  the  elements  of  milk,  but  in  pro- 
portions different  from  those  of  milk.  The  milk 
is  considered  very  fattening,  which  might  be  in- 
ferred from  its  composition. 

Dr.  Newcomb,  superintendent  of  the  Nauti-

Letters,  postal  cards,  printed  matter  of  all 
kinds,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of 
merchandise  are  transmissible  in  Postal  Union 
mails.  The  following  are  considered  as  printed 
matter,  viz.  :  Newspapers  and  periodical  works, 
books  stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of 
music,  visiting  cards,  address  cards,  proofs  of 
printing,  with  or  without  the  manuscript  relating 
thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings, 
plans,  geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospect- 
uses, announcements  and  notices  of  various  kinds, 
whether  printed,  engraved,  lithographed  or  au- 
tographed. 

Postal  cards  must  be  forwarded  without  cover. 
One  of  the  sides  must  be  reserved  for  the  address 
alone,  and  the  communication  written  on  the 
other  side.  It  is  forbidden  to  join  or  to  attach  to 
postal  cards  any  article  whatever.  Printed  mat- 
ter must  be  either  placed  under  band,  upon  a 
roller,  between  boards,  in  a  case  open  at  one  side 
or  at  both  ends,  or  in  an  unclosed  envelope,  or 
simply  folded  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  conceal 
the  nature  of  the  packet;  or,  lastly,  tied  by  a 
string.  Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  pre- 
senting the  form  and  consistency  of  an  unfolded 
card  may  be  forwarded  without  band,  envelope, 
fastening  or  fold.  The  maximum  weight  of  print- 
ed matter  is  fixed  at  2  kilograms  (4  lbs.  6  oz.).

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OLD  WINE  IN  NEW  BOTTLES. 

The  good  housekeeper  must  have  everything 
at  her  ringer-ends,  not  only  her  knowledge  of 
what  is  in  pantry,  closets  and  bureau-drawers, 
so  that  she  can  lay  hands  on  whatever  is  wanted, 
in  the  dark  if  need  be,  or  when  the  house  is  on 
fire,  but  her  other  knowledge  for  emergencies 
also.  When  a  child  swallows  poison,  something 
must  be  done  at  once  before  the  doctor  gets  there. 
For  all  alkaline  poisoning,  such  as  by  concentrated 
lye,  ammonia,  etc.,  pour  down  sweet  oil  to  cover 
up  the  irritating  substance,  and  take  lemon-juice, 
vinegar,  or  white  of  egg,  while  getting  an  emetic 
ready.  For  acids  use  magnesia,  washing-soda, 
chalk  or  soap.  Then  take  mustard  in  warm  water, 
or  other  emetic,  to  clear  out  the  contents  of  the 
stomach.  After  the  use  of  an  emetic  in  any  case 
it  is  well  to  give  a  small  amount  of  milk,  or  white 
of  egg,  flaxseed  tea,  or  other  bland  substance,  to 
protect  and  heal  the  lining  membrane  of  the  stom- 
ach. For  arsenic,  the  household  remedy  is  mag- 
nesia and  milk  ;  the  same  when  a  child  has  swal- 
lowed "pearl  powder."  For  verdigris,  milk  or 
white  of  egg;  for  corrosive  sublimate,  the  same, 
or  even  flour  beaten  up  in  water.  For  indelible 
ink,  common  table  salt  and  water.  For  roach 
poisons,  such  as  contain  phosphorus,  and  also 
when  a  child  has  eaten  the  heads  off  friction 
matches,  an  emetic  as  soon  as  possible,  followed 
by  a  large  dose  of  magnesia  in  water.  Never  let 
a  laudanum-stupefied  person  go  to  sleep  while 
there  is  strong  coffee  in  the  house  to  pour  down, 
or  strength  to  walk  the  victim  about,  torment, 
shake  and  urge  him  to  wakefulness. 

When  a  bad  burn  occurred,  the  old-fashioned 
housekeeper  had  her  bottle  of  lime-water  stand- 
ing always  ready — cheap  and  home-made  remedy 
— to  "  draw  out"  the  fire.  She  did  not  know  that 
burns  were  acid,  but  experience  taught  that  this 
was  a  soothing  remedy.  She  did  not  know  that 
the  air  was  a  deadly  enemy  to  burned  surfaces, 
planting,  out  of  no  one  knows  what  storehouse 
of  germs,  poisonous  and  living  things  ;  but  she 
wrapped  the  foot  or  finger  up  in  cotton-batting, 
as  the  doctors  do  now  with  larger  burns,  with  a 
backing  of  oil — "  red  "-oil  in  those  days,  sweet 
oil,  glycerine  or  cosmoline  now,  so  that  the  oil 
is  pure.  Cooks  sometimes  use  flour  for  a  burn, 
but  there  is  a  better  remedy  than  that  in  the 
pantry  closet — the  ordinary  baking  soda.  Even 
extensive  blisters,  immediately  wet  and  kept  wet 
with  soda,  are  readily  reduced. 

It  was  not  propounded  in  the  old  times  that 
fatigue  was  acid,  or  rather  that  the  tired  body 
had  not  strength  enough  to  work  off  the  burnt- 
out  results  of  all  its  muscular  exertion.  But  the 
old  remedy  of  bathing  tired  feet  and  limbs  in 
warm  water  into  which  the  experienced  hand 
emptied  all  the  salseratus  she  could  spare  from 
the  kitchen  closet  means  just  that,  and  nothing 
else.  It  makes  the  tired  walker  "  rise  "  up  quite 
refreshed  the  next  morning,  and  is  a  good  thing 
for  mountain-climbers  and  other  pilgrims  to  car- 
ry, not  in  their  shoes,  but  in  their  luggage. 

It  was  not  for  nothing  that  the  people  of  a 
still  older  time  "anointed  themselves  with  oil," 
and  that  Hebrew  and  Greek  custom  makes  the 
supple  and  clean-limbed  human  animals  rub 
themselves  down  with  the  same  attention  that  all 
fine  horses  get.  There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  said 
for  the  rubbing,  and  something  too  for  the  oil. 
The   old  housekeeper    rubbed    the    child's   neck 


with  goose-grease  and  its  nose  with  mutton  tal- 
low, or  bound  a  slice  of  salt  fat  pork  around  its 
throat.  The  cosmoline  bottle  answers  the  same 
purpose  nowadays,  and  many  a  sore  throat, 
stuffy  cold,  congested  chest  or  rheumatic  shoul- 
der can  be  rubbed  free  again,  and  the  patient 
put  into  a  good  sleep  by  the  rubbing  and  the  oil. 
It  is  astonishing  how  much  of  this  is  taken  up 
by  the  hot  dry  skin,  and  how  it  disappears  when 
well  rubbed  in,  leaving  a  different  sort  of  tone 
when  the  soothing  rubbing  is  over.  Cold-water 
applications  and  compresses  are  also  soothing 
and  refreshing,  but  these  must  be  most  carefully 
protected  by  flannel  and  an  outer  covering  of  oil- 
cloth or  rubber,  or  the  patient  takes  worse  cold 
and  more  of  it.  Something  is  perhaps  due  to  the 
oil  in  another  home-made  remedy  for  a  congested 
chest  and  throat — the  yolk  of  an  egg  in  a  tumbler 
of  cold  water,  to  be  sipped  constantly  until  six 
yolks  were  swallowed.  Most  people  got  better 
before  they  came  to  the  sixth,  or  even  the  fourth 
egg,  but  the  constant  moistening  and  lubricating 
of  the  throat  had  its  uses  doubtless.  For  the  dry 
throat  of  a  consumptive,  glycerine  and  whisky  or 
peppermint  will  give  some  relief  in  breathing, 
while  whisky  and  lemon-juice  is  a  noted  remedy 
for  hoarseness.     Feed  a  cold  on  grapes  and  fruit. 

Doctors  often  stimulate  the  system  to  throw 
off  a  cold  by  a  quinine  pill.  When  the  old  house- 
keeper dropped  two  or  three  drops  of  camphor  on 
a  lump  of  sugar,  at  the  outset  of  a  cold,  she  did 
the  same  thing,  but  it  must  be  taken  at  the  very 
first  sniff  of  suspicion  that  you  had  "  caught  " 
cold.  Camphor  and  ammonia  are  diffusive  stim- 
ulants, the  latter  of  great  use,  and  fifteen  drops 
of  aromatic  spirits  of  hartshorn  in  a  wineglass 
of  warm  water  will  often  recover  from  faintness 
or  relieve  the  sufferer  from  acute  oppression 
caused  by  indigestion,  "  heartburn,"  or  even  the 
weak  action  of  the  real  heart  itself.  But  it  must 
be  the  aromatic  spirits,  and  not  that  strong  am- 
monia that  is  used  to  clean  hair-brushes  and 
combs. 

As  for  the  indigestoin,  "  biliousness "  and 
other  bad  feeling  caused  by  too  heavy  Christmas 
dinners  or  too  much  rich  food,  there  is  nothing 
so  useful  as  to  give  the  stomach  a  rest.  There  was 
once  a  noted  doctor  who  did  take  his  own  med- 
icine, but  it  was  not  the  sort  he  gave  his  patients. 
They  would  not  have  been  satisfied  if  he  had 
simply  ordered  them  to  do  without  eating  any- 
thing for  twelve  or  twenty-four  hours.  But  fast- 
ing has  its  virtues.  Keep  out  of  sight  of  the 
breakfast-  or  dinner-table,  for  there  is  often  a 
morbid  appetite  at  these  times.  Resist  the  bland- 
ishment of  a  little  tea  or  toast  or  some  tempting 
preparation,  and  either  take  a  walk  or  go  to  bed 
on  the  resolution— at  least,  that  was  what  the 
doctor  did.  For  a  violent  attack  of  bilious  colic 
the  old  ladies  put  oats  (not  oatmeal)  on  to  boil 
for  oat  tea,  just  as  for  a  violent  bilious  headache 
they  made  you  swallow  as  much  hot  water,  and 
near  the  boiling-point,  as  you  could  contrive  to 
get  it  down.  With  hot  water  flannels,  constant- 
ly renewed,  it  certainly  was  effectual  in  routing 
the  pain.  A  sprinkling  of  turpentine,  as  the 
flannels  are  wrung  out  in  the  boiling  hot  water, 
makes  the  turpentine  "  stupe,"  which  is  good  to 
drive  away  acute  pain  anywhere.  But  wring  out 
the  hot  flannels  in  a  crash  towel  by  the  two  ends, 
so  as  not  to  scald  the  hands,  and  do  not  put  too 
much  turpentine,  or  you  will  blister  the  patient. 

Tansy  and  John's  wort  leaves  and  blossoms  in 
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whisky  were  two  famous  remedies  for  pain  or 
weakness.  The  former  survives  in  other  than 
home  circles. 

The  virtues  of  hard  cider,  too,  were  proved. 
For  this  sets  the  liver  to  its  work  almost  as  well 
as  a  ride  on  horseback.  The  onion  and  the  hop 
for  sleeplessness — this  generation  knows  them 
not.  But  a  hop  pillow,  made  up  on  the  moment, 
sprinkled  with  vinegar  and  heated  in  the  stove, 
was  an  institution  to  be  remembered  when  the 
toothache  or  the  earache  went  to  sleep  on  it.  A 
spoonful  of"  Hoffman's  Anodyne  "  does  the  same 
thing,  perhaps,  but  the  hop  anodyne  was  always 
the  first  thing  brought  out.  The  sleepiness  that 
there  is  in  the  onion  was  perhaps  one  reason  why 
a  "  roasted  onion  "  in  the  ear  was  the  great  rem- 
edy for  earache,  and  a  supper  of  raw  onions  and 
bread  was  the  remedy  for  wakefulness.  So,  too, 
the  onion  poultice  would  often  put  the  croupy 
child  into  a  refreshing  sleep. 

The  virtues  of  rubbing,  so  well  understood  by 
kind  old  hands,  are  come  up  again  in  the  "mass- 
age," and  experts  are  trained  to  follow  all  the 
muscle  lines  to  work  them  up  to  a  good  tone. 
There  is  one  hearty  old  gentleman  in  Philadel- 
phia to-day  (perhaps  others)  who  is  regularly 
rubbed  down  on  going  to  bed  and  on  rising. 
How  much  of  the  sluggishness  that  makes  con- 
gestion, the  rush  of  blood  to  the  head,  the  stiff- 
ness of  creaking  joints,  and  the  dull  or  exhaust- 
ed nerves  that  bring  about  paralysis  are  waken- 
ed up  refreshed  by  this  sensible  "  grooming."" 
There  is  no  reason  that  the  valuable  animals 
should  have  all  this  sort  of  luxurious  care  and 
human  beings  none.  For  the  sleeplessness  of  long- 
time invalids  or  fever  patients  a  gentle  and 
regular  rubbing  of  the  feet  after  they  are  ready 
to  go  to  sleep  is  one  of  the  best  of  anodynes. 
First  taking  one  foot  and  then  the  other,  following 
gently  all  the  lines  of  the  tendons,  the  monotonous 
and  somewhat  magnetic  motion  of  the  hand  is  very 
soothing.  It  is  a  sort  of  shampoo  that  draws  the 
blood  away  from  the  head  and  seems  to  distract 
the  attention  of  the  irritated  nerves,  while  it 
brings  a  new  tone  and  action  to  the  hot  and  dry 
skin.  All  nurses  should  study  to  have  the  sooth- 
ing presence.  Even  to  sit  by  the  side  of  a  rest- 
less and  fever-scorched  patient,  holding  the 
wrist  with  firm  and  gentle  hand,  will  compose  to 
sleep. 

These  are  all  relief  remedies,  but  prevention 
is  a  better  one.  Plenty  of  covering  for  the  arms 
and  legs  of  children  out  of  doors,  and  plenty  of 
out-of-doors  air  in  the  house,  no  matter  whether 
the  house  is  large  or  small  or  the  child's  outer 
dress  cheap  or  costly — these  are  rules  that  no  one 
can  afford  to  slight.  "  Hardening"  children  by 
cold  plunge-baths  and  insufficient  clothing  is  as 
great  a  mistake  as  over-coddling;  but  everybody 
can  pass  a  sponge  of  cold  water,  rapidly  and 
quickly  dried,  to  every  square  inch  of  skin  once 
a  day,  either  night  or  morning,  whichever  is 
found  most  comfortable  and  convenient.  There 
are  grown  people  who  rub  throats  and  necks  with 
a  bit  of  ice  every  morning,  and  these  say  that 
they  never  have  sore  throats.  But  the  air  and  the 
water,  especially  for  people  who  live  in  furnace- 
baked  houses,  are  the  best  of  doctors  ;  and  when 
the  insides  of  houses  are  full  of  fresh  air,  there  is 
less  danger  of  the  sudden  chills,  croups  and 
pneumonias  that  come  of  the  change  from  a 
forcing-house  temperature  to  the  damp-sharp 
winds  of  our  wintry  streets. 


MAXIMS. 

Without  constancy  there  is  neither  love,friend- 
ship  nor  virtue  in  the  world.

The  bravest 
of  men  have  the  least  of  a  brutal,  bullying  inso- 
lence, and  in  the  very  time  of  danger  are  found 
the  most  serene  and  free. 

Consult  your  friend  on  all  things,  especially  on 
those  which  respect  yourself.  His  counsel  may 
then  be  useful  where  your  own  self-love  or  inter- 
est might  impair  your  judgment. 

With  the  civilized  man  contentment  is  a  myth. 
From  the  cradle  to  the  grave  he  is  for  ever  long- 
ing and  striving  after  something  better,  an  inde- 
finable something,  some  new  object  yet  unat- 
tained. 

A  good  conscience  is  to  the  soul  what  health 
is  to  the  body  ;  it  preserves  a  constant  ease  and 
serenity  within  us,  and  more  than  countervails 
all  the  calamities  and  afflictions  that  can  possi- 
bly befall  us. 

In  the  commission  of  evil  fear  no  man  so  much 
as  thyself.  Another  is  but  one  witness  against 
thee  :  thou  art  a  thousand ;  another  thou  mayst 
avoid :  thyself  thou  canst  not.  Wickedness  is 
its  own  punishment.

Carneades,  a  solitary  kingdom;  Domitian  said 
that  nothing  was  more  grateful ;  Aristotle  affirm- 
ed that  beauty  was  better  than  all  the  letters  of 
recommendation  in  the  world  ;  Homer,  that  'twas 
a  glorious  gift  of  nature ;  and  Ovid,  alluding  to 
him,  calls  it  a  favor  bestowed  by  the  gods.

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VILLAGES  AND  SETTLEMENTS  FOR- 
MERLY INCLUDED  IN  THE  CITY 
AND  COUNTY  OF   PHILADELPHIA, 

Excepting  therefrom  Townships ,  Districts  and 
Boroughs,  for  account  of  which  see  the  Public 
Ledger  Almanac  for  1880. 

Abbottsford,  a  village  east  of  the  Schuylkill  Riv- 
er, on  the  heights  below  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill. 

Adelphi,  a  small  village  in  the  western  part 
of  the  county,  situated  on  Indian  Run,  and  less 
than  half  a  mile  north  of  Haddington.  There 
was  a  mill  there  in  1816. 

Arunnamink,  a  name  given  during  the  times 
of  the  Swedes  to  that  portion  of  the  land  west  of 
the  Schuylkill  south  of  Mill  Creek,  and  extend- 
ing out  to  the  Karakung  or  Cobb's  Creek.  It 
included  portions  of  the  ground  north  and  south 
of  the  Darby  road,  and  was  principally  settled 
by  Swedes. 

Asoepek  is  placed  on  Lindstrom's  map  of  1654- 
55  west  of  Aleskins  Kjlen  (Frankford  Creek),  and 
was  probably  an  Indian  village  upon  the  site  now 
occupied  by  Frankford. 

Astonville,  a  village  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill,  on  the  road  from  the  Falls,  near  the 
intersection  of  the  Belmont  road. 

Babylon,  a  small  village  about  half  a  mile  south- 
east of  Byberry  Meeting-house ;  the  first  settler 
was  Thomas  Gilbert. 

Bainbridge,  a  "  town  on  Second  street,"  is 
mentioned  in  an  advertisement  in  the  U.  S.  Ga- 
zette in  1818.  It  was  probably  below  the  south- 
ern boundary  of  Southwark. 

Ball  Town,  or  Ballton,  the  name  given  to  a 
village  on  the  Delaware  River,  extending  north 
from  Gunners'  Run  up  to  about  what  was  after- 
ward called  Port  Richmond ;  so  named  after  the 
Ball  family,  long  time  owners  of  that  ground. 

Bankahoe  was  the  name  of  a  settlement  ad- 
joining Shackamaxon;  so  called  in  Swedish 
deeds  before  the  landing  of  Penn.  It  was  most 
probably  north  of  Shackamaxon  or  Kensington. 

Bath  Town,  a  settlement  in  the  Northern 
Liberties,  established  in  the  year  1765,  and 
situated  near  the  Germantown  road,  between 
the  Cohocksink  Creek  and  the  Globe  Mill. 
John  White  established  the  cold  bath  in  the 
town  of  Bath  in  the  Northern  Liberties  in  the  year 
named,  and  published  a  long  essay  in  the  news- 
papers upon  the  virtues  of  cold  bathing.  Upon 
Hill's  map  of  1808  the  town  of  Bath  is  laid  down 
in  the  neighborhood  mentioned.  The  western 
boundary  of  Bath  Town  was  between  Pitt  street 
(afterward  called  St.  John  street)  and  Third 
street. 

Bebberstown,  commonly  but  improperly  called 
"  Beggarstown,"  was  before  the  Revolution  a 
part  of  Germantown.  in  the  upper  portion  of 
the  village,  near  the  Mennonists'  church.  It  re- 
ceived its  name  from  Mathias  van  Bebber,  an 
early  settler  and  landholder  in  the  neighborhood. 

Beversrede,  a  fort  erected  by  the  Dutch 
about  1645  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Schuylkill 
River.  It  was  so  named  on  account  of  its  be- 
ing well  situated  to  carry  on  a  brisk  trade  in 
beaver-skins  with  the  Indians.  The  site  is 
conjectured  to  have  been  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Schuylkill,  about  half  a  mile  above  the  Penrose 
Ferry  Bridge.  Houses  were  soon  after  erected 
within  the  protection  of  this  fort. 

Branchtown,  on  the  Old  York  road,  near  the 
intersection   of    Church   lane,   grew   up    by    the 


building  of  houses  adjacent  to  the  Drover 
Tavern. 

Bustleton,  a  village  in  Lower  Dublin  town- 
ship, at  the  intersection  of  the  road  from  Frank- 
ford to  Newtown  and  of  the  road  known  as  the 
Kensington  and  Oxford  turnpike,  running  to 
Moreland  township,  Bucks  county,  and  near  the 
Pennepack  Creek,  being  about  three  miles  be- 
low Somerton  or  Smithfield.  It  grew  round  a 
tavern  established  before  the  Revolution.  On 
the  18th  of  February,  1768,  was  advertised  for 
sale  a  noted  tavern  known  by  the  name  of"  Bus- 
seltown,  late  the  property  of  Robert  Greenway, 
Lower  Dublin,  Philadelphia  county." 

Byberry  Cross-roads,  at  the  intersection  of 
Byberry  and  Bensalem  turnpikes,  about  a  mile 
north  of  Byberry  Meeting-house.  It  was  at  one 
time  called  Plumbsock,  and  commenced  v/ith 
the  location  of  the  "  Three  Tun "  Tavern  at 
that  place. 

Callowhill,  a  town  so  called,  projected  by  the 
Penn  family  about  the  years  1768-70,  lying  be- 
tween Vine  street  and  Cohoquinoque  (Pegg's 
Run),  west  of  Front  street  and  extending  toward 
the  Old  York  road  (old  Fourth  street).  The  street 
called  New  Market  was  opened  from  Vine  street 
north  to  Margaretta  in  1768,  and  for  the  use  of  the 
town  of  Callowhill  the  Penns  dedicated  the  four 
pieces  of  ground  at  the  intersection  of  Callow- 
hill and  New  Market  streets  for  a  public  market. 
The  space  was  built  upon  after  the  Revolution 
by  the  Norwich  Market  Company.  This  town 
received  its  name  from  Hannah  Callowhill,  the 
second  wife  of  William  Penn,  from  whom  the 
branch  of  the  family  subsequently  Proprietors  of 
Pennsylvania  descended. 

Campington,  or  Camp  Town,  a  name  given 
about  1753  and  afterward  to  that  part  of  the 
Northern  Liberties  occupied  by  the  British  bar- 
racks for  the  use  of  the  royal  troops.  The  bar- 
racks extended  from  Second  to  Third  street 
and  from  Tammany  to  Green.  The  officers' 
quarters  were  in  the  centre  of  the  front  on 
Third  street,  in  a  brick  building  which  was  af- 
terward used  as  a  hotel,  and  subsequently  as  the 
Commissioners'  Hall  of  the  Northern  Liberties, 
and  which  was  torn  down  a  few  years  ago  and 
replaced  by  the  Northern  Liberties  Grammar 
School.  The  barracks  for  the  soldiers  were  on 
each  side  of  the  square.  The  parade-ground 
was  in  the  centre.  It  is  a  strange  fact  that  long 
after  the  Revolution  this  name  of  Camp  Town 
became  changed,  and  was  transferred  from  the 
Northern  Liberties  to  Kensington,  and  was  ap- 
plied particularly  to  that  portion  of  the  latter 
which  lay  near  the  river  and  was  inhabited 
principally  by  fishermen.  The  appellations 
"Camp  Town,"  "Camp  Town  girls,"  and 
"Camp  Town  hucksters"  were  common  in  ap- 
plication to  Kensington  and  Kensington  people 
fifty  years  ago.  Camp  Town  has  given  way  to 
"  Fish  Town,"  applied  to  the  same  region. 

Cedar  Grove,  a  small  settlement  near  Tacony 
Creek,  Olney  and  Asylum  roads. 

Chestnut  Hill,  a  name  given  at  an  early  period 
to  Somerhausen  in  the  upper  part  of  German 
township.     See  Somerhausen. 

Chingihameng  appears  on  Lindstrom's  map 
of  1655  as  a  place  between  Wichqua  Going 
(Wicaco)  and  Fackenland.  It  was  probably 
north  of  Coquanoc,  somewhere  about  the  upper 
part  of  the  old  city  proper  and  the  southern 
part  of  the  Northern  Liberties. 
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Fixed  and  Movable  Feasts,  Fasts,  etc.,  1881.

A  Russian  geologist  concludes  that  the  level 
of  the  sea  is  being  gradually  lowered  in  conse- 
quence of  the  cooling  of  the  earth's  crust,  part 
of  the  water  being  frozen,  part  sinking  deeper 
into  the  earth,  and  a  part  forming  mineral  hy- 
drates. 

Prof.  Langley  of  the  Allegheny  Observatory 
has  had  an  improved  thermo-electric  apparatus 
made  of  great  sensitiveness,  in  which  he  used 
some  iron  rolled  in  the  Pittsburg  mills  so  thin 
that  ten  or  twelve  thousand  plates  laid  on  each 
other  only  equaled  one  inch  in  thickness. 

The  electric  method  of  measuring  the  velocity 
of  a  rifle-ball  has  been  successfully  tried  on  the  j 
stage  before  an  audience.  Two  fine  wires  were 
so  placed  that  the  rifle-ball  would  cut  them  in 
succession,  and  by  magnetic  action  bring  down 
and  lift  up  for  each  wire  a  point  under  which 
revolved  a  blackened  disk,  the  point  leaving  a 
mark.  At  the  same  time  a  clock  was  caused 
by  a  magnet  to  make  a  mark  indicating  the  mo- 
tion of  the  disk  in  one  second.  A  comparison 
of  the  two  lines  showed  the  time  of  the  rifle-ball 
in  going  from  one  wire  to  the  other. 
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Coopersville,  Twenty-fifth  ward,  south  of  the 
Connecting  Railroad,  between  Front  and  Third 
streets. 

Coquanoc,  an  Indian  village,  upon  the  site  of  a 
portion  of  which  the  old  city  of  Philadelphia 
was  laid  out.  The  name  is  supposed  to  be  de- 
rived from  Cuwequenaku,  "  the  grove  of  long 
pine  trees." 

Cre/elt,  a  division  of  the  German  township, 
north  of  Somerhausen  or  Chestnut  Hill.  It  ex- 
tended from  the  latter  to  Streeper's  Mill,  where 
the  turnpike  crosses  the  Wissahickon  to  Ger- 
mantown  township  line,  and  contained  1166 
acres. 

Crescentville,  called  Grubtown  on  the  map  of 
1809,  at  the  intersection  of  the  Asylum  road 
and  the  road  to  Jenkintown,  south  of  Green  lane 
and  near  Tacony  Creek.  The  later  name  was 
chosen  because  the  Crescent  Factory  was  near 
there. 

Cresheim,  a  division  or  settlement  in  the  Ger- 
man township  which  began  at  the  highway 
known  in  modern  times  as  Washington  lane,  and 
went  to  Limekiln  road,  near  the  Mermaid  Inn. 
It  contained  884  acres,  and  was  first  built  upon 
the  main  road  and  the  Cresheim  road.  It  occu- 
pied the  territory  now  called  Mount  Airy. 

Fackenland  appears  upon  the  map  of  Campa- 
nius  as  the  territory  below  Frankford  Creek, 
and  is  said  by  Mr.  Henry  to  be  derived  from  the 
Dutch  or  German,  and  means  "  fine  land." 

Falls  Village,  on  the  Ridge  road  near  the 
Falls  of  Schuylkill,  above  Laurel  Hill  Cemetery 
and  below  the  mouth  of  the  Wissahickon  Creek, 
has  gradually  grown  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Falls  Tavern  and  other  taverns  long  established 
in  the  vicinity.  The  settlement  was  originally 
called  Fort  St.  David's,  which  name  was  given 
to  it  in  consequence  of  its  being  near  the  fort 
so  called  of  the  Fishing  Company  of  St.  Da- 
vid, which  about  the  year  1747  or  later  was  es- 
tablished on  the  east  bank  of  the  Schuylkill,  in 
imitation  of  the  Fishing  Company  of  the  Coiony 
in  Schuylkill,  which  was  founded  about  1732,  and 
had  its  Castle  on  the  west  bank  of  the  river  near 
Eaglesfield.  The  fish-house  of  Fort  St.  David 
was  on  a  rock  near  the  eastern  abutment  of  the 
Reading  Railroad  Bridge.  The  sign  of  Fort  St. 
David's  Fish-house  was  for  many  years  that  of 
the  lower  tavern  at  the  Falls.  The  village  was 
a  government  post-office  known  as  Fort  St.  Da- 
vid's. The  name  gradually  went  out  of  use, 
and  the  "  Falls  of  Schuylkill"  was  substituted  ; 
which  latter  may  be  said  to  have  become  general 
by  the  year  1830. 

Felto>iville,  a  village  at  the  intersection  of  old 
Second  street  and  Fisher's  lane  ;  called  after  the 
Felton  famiiy,  farmers  and  market-gardeners  at 
that  place. 

Fish  Town.     See  Campington. 

Five  Points,  a  village  at  the  intersection  of 
Castor's  road,  Oxford  road,  and  Dark  Run  road, 
north-east  of  Frankford. 

Fort  St.  David's.     See  Falls  Village. 

Fox  Chase,  a  village  in  Dublin  township,  at  the 
intersection  of  Asylum  road  and  Olney  road,  and 
east  of  the  Tacony  Creek ;  so  called  from  the 
name  of  an  inn  originally  at  that  place. 

Francisznlle,  a  tract  of  ground  on  the  south- 
west side  of  the  Ridge  road  above  Vinyard  lane, 
afterward  called  Francis  lane,  Coates  street,  and 
J  Fairmount  avenue,  was  established  upon  the 
Vinyard    estate,    upon    which    Penn    originally 


planted  his  vineyard,  with  the  expectation  of 
making  wine.  This  property  was  bought  by 
Jonathan  Dickinson  in  July,  1718,  and  it  came 
eventually  into  the  ownership  of  Tench  Francis, 
whose  heirs  some  time  after  the  year  1800  laid 
out  a  tract  with  streets  running  at  right  angles 
and  parallel  with  the  Ridge  road,  in  such  manner 
as  to  sadly  interfere  with  the  streets  running 
north  and  south  and  east  and  west  when  the  city 
grew  up  to  that  village.  The  original  Vinyard 
estate  was  1040  acres,  and  it  ran  from  the  Ridge 
road  over  to  the  Schuylkill  River  on  the  line  of 
the  present  Fairmount  avenue  (formerly  Coates 
street),  and  up  that  road  to  Turner's  lane,  and 
across  to  the  Schuylkill,  upon  which  was  an  emi- 
nence called  "  Old  Vinyard  Hill,"  afterward 
named  by  Robert  Morris  "The  Hills,"  and 
by  Henry  Pratt  "  Lemon  Hill,"  the  same  be- 
ing now  a  part  of  Fairmount   Park. 

Franklinville,  a  tract  of  ground  originally 
laid  out  by  a  land  association,  east  of  Nicetown, 
in  the  neighborhood  of  Third  and  Fourth  and 
Butler  and  Pike  streets. 

Gander  Hill,  a  nickname  for  a  portion  of  the 
city  in  the  neighborhood  of  Huntington  and 
Cumberland  streets,  and  between  Twenty-second 
and  Twenty-fourth  streets.  It  adjoins  Swam- 
poodle  on  the  west. 

Girard Point,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill 
River,  on  the  east  bank  and  on  a  line  about  due 
north  from  the  west  end  of  League  Island  ;  so 
called  in  honor  of  Stephen  Girard,  who  was  a 
large  landowner  in  that  vicinity. 

Goosetotvn,  a  name  given  between  1825  and 
1850  in  derision  to  that  portion  of  the  city  lying 
between  Locust  and  Pine  streets  and  between 
Seventeenth  and  Twentieth  streets. 

Greenland,  a  village  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  the 
Falls,  on  the  Ford  road. 

Gripsholm,  a  fort  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill,  erected  by  the  Swedes,  probably  near 
the  hill  at  Gray's  Ferry. 

Grubtown.     See  Crescentville. 

Haddington,  in  the  western  part  of  Blockley 
township,  on  the  Haverford  road,  between  Six- 
ty-fifth and  Seventieth  streets,  was  originally  the 
seat  of  a  mill,  around  which  houses  were  grad- 
ually built.  It  first  appeared  upon  the  map  of 
1816. 

Hainilton  Village,  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Schuylkill,  in  Blockley  township,  extending  from 
the  Middle  Ferry.  Ten  cross  streets  running 
north  and  south  were  laid  out  west  of  the  inter- 
section of  the  Darby  and  Lancaster  roads.  There 
was  one  square  north  of  Market  street  and  five 
squares  below,  as  appears  on  the  map  of  1809.  It 
was  laid  out  by  William  Hamilton  of  "  The 
Woodlands"  in  the  year  1804,  who  granted  lots 
for  a  school-house  and  Protestant  Episcopal  and 
Presbyterian  churches. 

Hamlet  {The),  was  laid  out  in  1811  upon  the 
Peel  Hall  estate,  a  portion  of  which  is  now  occu- 
pied by  Girard  College.  Several  lots  were  dis- 
posed of,  and  more  were  for  sale  in  that  year. 

Harrowgate ,  a  village  in  the  neighborhood  of 
the  old  Harrowgate  garden  and  mineral  spring, 
established  before  the  year  1800.  The  district 
is  in  the  neighborhood  of  Harrowgate  lane,  Ve- 
nango street,  and   Kensington  avenue. 

Hestotiville,  a  village  which  grew  up  near  the 
Columbus  Tavern  on  the  Lancaster  road,  about 
two    and    three-quarter    miles  west    of    Market 
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ECLIPSES   IN    1881. 

In  the  year  1881  there  will  be  four  Eclipses — 
two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon,  and  a 
Transit  of  the  planet  Mercury  over  the  Sun's 
disc. 

First :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  May  27, 
i88j  ,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  Visible  only  in 
northern  Asia  and  northern  part  of  North  Ameri- 
ca. Eclipse  begins  at  4h.  45m.  p.m.,  Philadel- 
phia mean  time,  in  latitude  390  9'  north,  near  the 
eastern  coast  of  Asia,  and  ends  near  the  centre 
of  North  America,  in  latitude  46°  21'  north,  at 
8h.  51m.  p.m. 

Second  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  visible 
at  Philadelphia,  June  11,  1881.  Eclipse  begins 
at  nh.  15m.  p.m.,  Philadelphia  mean  time,  and 
ends  at  4K.  30m.  a.m.,  Tune  12. 

Third  :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Nov. 
21,  1881,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  Visible  on 
land  only  in  the  extreme  south  of  South  Ameri- 
ca. The  central  line  passes  near  the  south  pole. 
Eclipse  begins  at  ioh.  42m.  a.m.,  Philadelphia 
mean  time,  in  latitude  260  42'  south  and  longi- 
tude 6o°  13'  west  of  Washington,  and  ends  at 
ih.  48m.  p.m.  in  latitude  390  2'  south  and  longi- 
tude 780  45'  east  of  Washington. 


Fourth  :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Dec. 
5,  1881,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  Eclipse  begins 
at  9I1.  16m.  a.m.,  Philadelphia  mean  time,  and 
ends  at  3I1.  p.m. 

Fifth  :  A  Transit  of  Mercury  over  the  Sun's 
disc,  Nov.  7,  1881,  invisible  at  Philadelphia. 
Transit  begins  at  sh.  16m.  p.m.,  Philadelphia 
mean  time,  in  latitude  160  43'  south  and  longi- 
tude 8o°  47'  west  of  Washington,  and  ends  at 
ioh.  36m.  p.m.  in  latitude  i6u  33'  south  and  lon- 
gitude 1610  30'  west  of  Washington.

The  sun's  distance  from  the  earth  is  now 
known  within  very  narrow  limits.  The  solar 
parallax  of  8". 85  or  8". 86,  used  by  most  astron- 
omers for  several  years,  though  much  nearer  the 
truth  than  the  old  one  of  8". 58,  is  still  to  be  cor- 
rected, and  the  best  determination  by  all  methods 
now  gives  8". 80  as  within  o".oi  or  o".o2  of  the 
truth. 


Street  Bridge,  and  not  far  south  of  George's 
Hill  in  the  Park.  The  Heston  family  had  a 
country-seat  here  about  1800,  which  was  called 
"The  Villa."  When  the  settlement  increased 
the  name  selected  for  it,  in  compliment  to  the 
Heston  family,  was  Hestonville. 

Hollinsville,  a  small  village  at  the  intersection 
of  Bristol  turnpike  and  the  road  from  Tacony 
below  Holmesburg;  so  called  by  Edmund  J. 
Hollinshead,  a  large  owner  of  land  in  the  neigh- 
borhood. 

Holmesburg,  a  village  in  Lower  Dublin 
township,  near  the  intersection  of  the  Philadel- 
phia and  Bristol  road  with  the  Pennypack 
Creek.  It  was  established  as  a  village  in  the 
early  part  of  the  present  century  upon  ground 
originally  taken  up  by  Eleanor  Holme  and  Thom- 
as Holme,  the  latter  William  Penn's  first  sur- 
veyor. The  village  received  its  name  from  this 
family,  one  of  the  last  members  of  which  was 
John  Holme,  who  lived  near  Holmesburg  and 
was  deceased  before  1810. 

Irish  Town,  a  nickname  in  1784  for  a  portion 
of  Shippen  street. 

Kenderton,  a  name  given  about  1830  to  the 
settlement  at  the  intersection  of  Broad  street  and 
Germantown  road,  after  the  name  of  Kenderton 
Smith,  a  lawyer  and  owner  of  real  estate. 

Knightsville,  on  the  Byberry  and  Bensalem 
turnpike,  at  the  intersection  of  Moreland  road, 
about  thirteen  miles  from  Philadelphia  ;  named 
in  honor  of  Leonard  Knight  and  Jonathan  T. 
Knight,  who  at  one  time  was  judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  and  resided  for  many  years  at 
that  place. 

Korshohn,  a  fort  erected  by  the  Swedes  in 
Passyunk,  probably  before  1648,  and  afterward 
burned  and  destroyed  by  Indians.  It  was  on 
the  east  side  of  the  Schuylkill,  north  of  Fort 
Beversrede,  and  probably  on  the  high  land  of 
Point  Breeze. 

Leverington,  a  village  on  Ridge  turnpike, 
adjoining  Manayunk  on  the  east,  between 
Allen's  and  Gorgas's  lanes  ;  so  called  in  compli- 
ment to  the  Levering  family,  old  inhabitants  of 
Roxborough. 

Mc  Cartersville ,  on  the  new  Second  street 
road,  south  of  Crescentville. 

Mantua,  laid  out  about  1809  by  Judge  Richard 
Peters  of  Belmont,  who  offered  lots  for  sale,  and 
described  them  to  "  be  in  the  western  part  of 
Blockley,  on  the  road  to  the  Upper  Ferry,  one 
mile  from  the  western  abutment  of  the  Perma- 
nent Bridge."  Considerable  additions  were 
made  to  it  on  the  south  in  after  years  by  John 
Britton.  The  name  is  supposed  to  have  been 
derived  from  Mantua  in  Italy.  This  village  be- 
came in  time  a  portion  of  West  Philadelphia. 

Martinsville ,  a  name  given  to  a  settlement  in 
the  First  Ward,  in  the  neighborhood  of  the 
Greenwich  Point  road  and  the  old  Southwark 
Canal,  east  of  Front  street  and  between  Wolf 
and  Porter  streets. 

Maylandville,  on  the  Darby  road,  where  Mill 
Creek  crosses  below  the  Woodlands  Cemetery, 
and  north  of  the  road  which  leads  from  Gray's 
Ferry  Bridge  to  the  Darby  road,  a  settlement 
which  grew  around  the  mills  there.  They  were 
very  ancient,  and  the  stream  was  known  as  Moen- 
son's  Mill  Fall  in  the  time  of  the  Swedes.  These 
mills  between  1810  and  1820  passed  into  the  own- 
ership of  Jacob  Mayland,  who  finally  put  them 
to  use  for  the  manufacture  of  snuff  and  tobacco. 


The  village  received  its  name  in  compliment  to 
him. 

Mechanicsville,  situated  on  the  Poquessing 
Creek,  where  Black  Lake  empties  into  it. 

Milestown,  on  the  Old  York  road,  near  Burk- 
ham's  lane,  was  in  existence  about  the  year  1800. 
It  probably  received  its  name  from  the  Miles 
family,  some  of  the  members  of  which  were 
conspicuous  in  public  affairs  during  the  Revolu- 
tion and  afterward. 

Morrisville.  This  name  was  given  in  1813  by 
the  proprietors  of  the  tract  of  land  formerly 
known  by  the  name  of  "  The  Hills,"  and  be- 
longing to  Robert  Morris,  with  the  exception  of 
the  property  called  "  Lemon  Hill,"  then  belong- 
ing to  Henry  Pratt.  They  had  the  grounds  sur- 
veyed and  laid  out  in  lots,  and  offered  at  auction 
in  that  year  1700  feet  on  Callowhill  street,  begin- 
ning at  the  Schuylkill  front  (Twenty-second 
street)  and  extending  to  John  street,  now  Twen- 
ty-fifth street.  The  bounds  of  the  Morrisville 
estate  extended  beyond  Fairmount  avenue,  but 
between  1830  and  1840  the  name  was  in  popular 
language  confined  to  the  ground  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  the  present  reservoir  of  the  Spring 
Garden  Waterworks. 

Mount  Airy,  a  village  on  the  main  road  north 
of  Germantown,  was  so  named  after  Mount  Airy, 
the  country-seat  of  Chief-justice  William  Allen 
before  the  Revolution,  which  afterward  belonged 
to  Captain  Stephen  Decatur  the  elder. 

Mount  Airy.     See  Cresheim. 

Mount  Pleasant  about  1800  was  a  small  village 
on  the  Germantown  main  road,  about  half  a 
mile  below  Mount  Airy.  It  was  about  8  miles 
from  Philadelphia,  and  halfway  between  the  in- 
tersection of  Allen's  lane  and  Morgan's  lane. 

New  Philadelphia,  a  town  proposed  to  be  laid 
out  in  1799,  bounded  south  by  Callowhill  screet, 
north  by  Francis  lane,  east  by  Schuylkill  Fourth 
street,  and  west  by  the  river  Schuylkill.  The 
main  street,  100  feet  wide,  was  to  run  east  and 
west,  and  strike  the  Schuylkill  a  little  above  the 
Upper  Ferry.  It  was  somewhere  near  the  line  of 
the  present  Spring  Garden  street. 

New  Rotterdam,  a  name  given  by  John  Todd 
to  a  tract  of  land  in  the  Northern  Liberties, 
one  mile  from  the  State-House,  which  was  laid 
out  in  1796.  It  was  bounded  on  the  north  by 
Cohocksink  Creek,  on  the  west  by  German- 
town  road,  and  on  the  south  by  a  street  then 
called  Orange  street.  The  location  was  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  present  Front  and  Laurel 
streets. 

Nicetown,  a  village  in  Penn  township  of  the 
Unincorporated  Northern  Liberties,  at  the  inter- 
section of  Germantown  road  and  Nicetown  lane. 
It  appears  on  the  map  of  1809,  and  received  its 
name  from  the  Nice  family,  owners  of  Cedar 
Grove,  a  tract  of  ground  near  there. 

Nittabaconck,  a  large  Indian  town  situated 
on  the  east  bank  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  about 
or  below  the  Falls  of  Schuylkill. 

North  Penn  Village,  laid  out  by  a  land-and- 
building  association  some  years  ago,  east  of  the 
Ridge  road,  north  of  Glenwood  and  Odd  Fel- 
lows' Cemeteries,  betweeen  York  street  and 
Susquehanna  avenue  and  Twenty  -  fifth  and 
Thirtieth  streets. 

Nya  Vasa,  a  settlement  by  the  Swedes  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill  River,  about  op- 
posite the  present  Girard  Point. 

Olney,  at  the  intersection  of  Olney  road  and 
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HEBREW  CALENDAR  FOR  1881.

turnpike,  south  of  McCartersville. 

Paschalville,  a  village  on  the  Darby  road 
near  Cobb's  Creek,  north-east  of  the  Blue  Bell 
Tavern ;  named  from  the  Paschal  family,  old 
inhabitants  of  Kingsessing  township. 

Passyunkznlle  was  laid  out  in  1811  on  a  road 
leading  by  the  Schuylkill,  a  little  below  the  Swan 
Tavern,  near  Israel  Israel's  place.  It  was  about 
the  location  of  the  present  Point  Breeze.  The 
projectors  said,  "  It  is  presumed  that  it  will 
soon  become  a  place  of  business." 

Pemickpacka,  an  Indian  town  situated  some- 
where upon  the  stream  since  known  as  the 
Pennepack  Creek.  Pemichpacka  means  "  deep, 
dead  water,"  according  to  Mr.  Henry,  or  "  a 
pond,  lake  or  bay,  water  not  having  a  current," 
according  to  Dr.  Maurice  C.  Jones. 

Pessenewaningh,  an  Indian  village  situated 
near  the  Delaware,  between  Shackamaxon  and 
Frankford  Creeks. 

Pittsville,  a  village  at  the  intersection  of  Lime- 
kiln road  and  Haines  street,  running  from  Ger- 
mantown. 

Pleasantville ,  a  village  in  Moreland  township, 
on  the  county  line,  about  one  mile  east  of  Somer- 
ton.  It  originated  from  a  store  kept  there  by 
Edward  Worthington,  and  was  then  called 
"  Tortleburg"  or  "  Terrapin  Town."  Between 
i860  and  1865  the  present  more  euphonious 
name  was  adopted  for  the  place. 

Plumbsock.     See  Byberry  Cross-roads. 

Poetquessing,  called  by  Lindstrom  and  Cam- 
panius  Poanpissing,  was  an  Indian  village  on 
the  banks  of  the  stream  rfow  called  the  Po- 
quessing  Creek.  Concerning  the  name  of  this 
place  there  is  disagreement  among  students  of 
the  Delaware  Indian  language.  Mr.  Henry  says 
that  it  means  "  drinking  creek,"  from  poan, 
"  bread,"  bisstan,  "  strong,"  and  ing,  "  a  place 
or  locality."  He  adds  the  ingenious  suggestion 
that  the  name  might  have  been  derived  from  a 
distillery  near  there,  where  the  elements  of  good 
bread  were  made  into  strong  drink.  But  Dr. 
Maurice  C.  Jones  says  that  the  meaning  of  poet 
is  "  mouse,"  and  that  the  true  interpretation  is 
"  a  place  abounding  with  mice." 

Point  Breeze,  a  name  given  to  the  elevated 
land  in  the  Neck  rising  above  the  marshy 
portions,  and  extending  in  a  wavy  line  running 
toward  the  north-east. 

Point-no-Point,  the  name  given  to  ground 
south  of  and  adjoining  the  mouth  of  Frankford 
Creek.  There  was  a  famous  inn  there  at  an 
early  day.  The  name  was  given  in  consequence 
of  the  changes  in  the  appearance  of  the  Point 
by  the  approaches  on  the  Delaware  River.  When 
first  seen,  going  northward,  it  appeared  to  be  a 
point  boldly  jutting  out  into  the  stream  ;  upon 
coming  nearer  it  lost  its  character  and  seemed  to 
be  an  ordinary  portion  of  the  right  bank ;  on 
further  approach  it  seemed  to  again  jut  out  into 
a  point.  Hence  the  old  triplet,  well  known  to 
every  one  who  sailed  or  rowed  upon  the  river : 

'  Point-no-Point — 
Point  out,  point  in, 
And  point  agin." 

The  greater  portion  of  the  Point  was  after- 
ward incorporated  in  the  borough  of  Bridesburg. 
Point  Pleasant,  in   Kensington,  situated  upon 


the  Delaware  River  where  Maiden  street  (after

ward  Laurel  street)  was  laid  out.  The  name  was 
quite  popular  in  that  section  for  many  years, 
and  was  given  to  foundries,  glass-works,  etc. 

Rising  Sun,  a  village  at  the  intersection  of 
Germantown  and  Old  York  roads,  formerly 
called  Sunviile.  It  derived  its  name  from  the 
Rising  Sun  Tavern,  a  very  ancient  inn  at  that 
point. 

Rittenhouse  Town,  a  small  village  on  Ritten- 
house  lane,  between  the  Wissahickon  Creek  and 
Township  Line  road,  near  Paper-mill  Run;  so 
called  from  the  Rittenhouse  family,  whose  pa- 
per-mill, the  first  established  in  America,  was 
built  near  this  site  before  the  year  1700. 

Rocki'ilie,  on  the  Bristol  turnpike,  north-west 
of  Cedar  Hill  Cemetery. 

Sandy  Hill,  a  modern  village  on  the  Bustleton 
and  Smithfield  turnpike,  north  of  the  River  road. 

Smithfield.     See  Sotnerton. 

Society  Hill,  that  portion  of  the  old  city  of 
Philadelphia  south  of  Dock  Creek,  beginning 
at  Spruce  street  and  between  the  Delaware  and 
Third  street.  The  land  rose  on  Front  street  at 
Pine  to  a  notable  eminence.  The  title  was  fre- 
quently given  to  the  south-eastern  portion  of  the 
city. 

Somer/iausen,  or  Swnmerhausen,  a  division 
of  the  German  township,  extended  from  the 
Limekiln  road  to  an  eighth  of  a  mile  above 
Chestnut  Hill  gate.  In  modern  times  it  has 
been  known  as  Chestnut  Hill. 

Sotnerton,  on  the  Bustleton  and  Somerton 
turnpike  road,  about  3  miles  below  Bustleton  and 
13  miles  from  Philadelphia,  partly  in  Moreland 
and  partly  in  Byberry  township.  It  was  for- 
merly called  Smithfield,  and  is  to  be  found  on  the 
map  of  1809.  When  it  became  a  post-office  the 
name  was  changed  to  Somerton  in  honor  of 
Judge  Sommers  of  the  District  Court,  who  lived 
near  by. 

Sommerville ,  a  village  at  the  intersection  of 
Church  lane  and  Limekiln  road. 

Springettsbury ,  a  manor  which  commenced 
north  of  Vine  street,  and  extended  from  the 
Delaware  to  the  Schuylkill  River,  and  north- 
ward to  Cohoquinoque  Creek  or  Pegg's  Run, 
where  the  lands  of  Julian  Hartsfelder  stopped 
the  way.  Springettsbury  land  stretched  out  to 
where  Ridge  road  was  afterward  opened.  It 
ran  up  along  the  line  of  Hartsfelder's  land,  which 
was  irregular.  It  reached  in  some  places  as  far 
east  as  the  present  Broad  or  Thirteenth  street. 
Northwardly  it  touched  Turner's  lane,  which 
was  its  boundary,  and  then  ran  in  a  south-west 
direction  in  line  with  the  lane  to  the  Schuylkill, 
which  it  reached  at  a  point  between  the  present 
Spring  Garden  Waterworks  and  the  Reading 
Railroad  Bridge  ;  thence  by  the  course  of  the 
river  to  Vine  street.  This  was  a  very  small 
body  of  land  to  be  called  a  "  manor,"  and  under 
the  necessities  of  Penn  and  his  family  it  rapidly 
became  smaller  by  sales  of  lots  and  tracts  of 
ground  within  the  boundaries,  so  that  the  Propri- 
etary, from  speaking  of  it  as  a  "  manor,"  al- 
luded to  it  in  his  deeds  as  a  "reputed  manor;" 
and  finally  the  area  was  so  much  circumscribed 
west  of  Broad  street  by  the  grants  of  the  Vin- 
yard  estate,  Bush  Hill,  and  other  transfers  that 
it  was  called  Springettsbury  "  Farm."  In  1787 
the  remnant  of  this  manor  was  divided  by  parti- 
tion between  John  Penn,  Sr.,  and  John  Penn,  Jr. 
The  Springettsbury  House,  the  manor-house  of 
this  grand  plantation,  was  situated  in  the  neigh-

PLANETS.

Saturn  (Tj)  will  be  visible  in  the  evening  until 
the  middle  of  April,  when  it  will  set  with  the 
sun.  After  that  it  must  be  looked  for  in  the 
morning  until  September,  when  it  again  be-- 
comes  visible  in  the  evening.

Siuampoodle ,  a  nickname  given  to  a  settlement 
of  houses  situated  between  Twentieth  street  and 
Twenty-third  or  Twenty-fourth  street,  south  of 
the  Hart  road,  and  upon  Cumberland  and  Hunt- 
ington streets. 

Tacony,  situated  on  the  Delaware  River  above 
Frankford  Creek,  and  near  the  Frankford  Water- 
works at  Ladner's  Point.  It  takes  its  name 
from  the  Toaconning  or  Toaconic,  which  was 
originally  intended  to  be  a  township.  Tekene 
means  in  the  Indian  language  "  a  wood  "  or  "  an 
inhabited  place." 

Torresdale,  a  village  at  the  extreme  north-east 
corner  of  the  city,  on  the  Delaware  River,  near 
the  junction  of  that  river  and  Poquessing 
Creek,  formerly  in  Lower  Dublin  township. 

Tortleburg,  or  Terrapin  Town.  See  Pleas- 
anh'ilie. 

Unionville ,  a  small  village  north  of  Felton- 
ville,  on  the  Second  street  road. 

Vinyard.     See  Francisville. 

Volunteer  Town,  on  the  road  from  Frankford 
to  Fox  Chase,  in  Oxford  township,  began  to 
grow  into  a  settlement  after  the  year  1816,  and 
received  its  name  from  the  Volunteer  Tavern, 
which  was  situated  there. 

IVhitestown,  a  name  given  t&  a  group  of 
houses  on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill,  near 
the  Falls,  which  were  built  about  1810  by  Josiah 
White  and  his  partner,  Erskine  Hazard,  for  dwell- 
ings for  the  hands  employed  in  their  wire-factory 
at  that  place. 

Wiessakitkonk,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuyl- 
kill, is  mentioned  as  a  "  place  "  in  a  grant  of 
land  by  the  Upland  Court  in  1677.  The  site  is 
supposed  to  have  been  opposite  the  mouth  of 
the  Wissahickon  Creek. 

Wicaco,  the  name  of  an  Indian  village,  called 
on  Lindstrom's  map  Wichqua  Coingh,  a  tract  of 
land  of  about  800  acres,  fronting  on  the  river 
Delaware,  and  commencing  at  Moyamensingkill, 
afterward  known  as  Hollander's  Creek,  extend- 
ing up  the  Delaware  in  breadth  400  rods,  in 
length  into  the  woods  600  rods,  granted  by  the 
Dutch  governor,  Alexander  d'Hinoyossa,  to 
Swen  Gonderson,  Swen  Swenson,  Oele  Swenson, 
and  Andries  Swenson  about  1654.  It  extended 
up,  it  is  believed,  beyond  the  present  line  of 
South  street,  and  westward  as  far  as  Seventeenth 
or  Eighteenth  street,  about  Long  lane  near  South 
street,  and  thence  in  a  diagonal  line  to  Holland- 
er's Creek.  Wicaco  is  an  abbreviation  of  Wich- 
acomoca,  "  a.  dwelling-place,"  from  wichqua, 
"  a  house."

To  be  elected  :  State  Treasurer, 
Recorder  of  Deeds,  City  Commissioners. 

Last  days  for  extra  assessment,  September  7th 
and  8th. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  October  8th. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  8th. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

Voting  on  Age. — Every  male  citizen  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  may 
vote  without  being  assessed.  He  must  previously 
have  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in  the 
election  district  (or  division)  where  he  offers  to 
vote  for  at  least  two  months  before  the  election. 
If  his  name  is  not  on  the  registry  of  voters,  he 
must  make  affidavit,  if  a  native  citizen,  as  to  his 
birthplace  and  residence  in  the  district  for  two 
months,  and  in  the  State  for  one  year,  except  in 
case  he  had  been  a  resident  and  removed  there- 
from and  again  returned,  when  six  months'  resi- 
dence will  be  sufficient.  If  he  is  not  native  born, 
but  the  son  of  a  citizen  naturalized  during  the 
son's  minority,  he  must  also  produce  proof  of  his 
father's  naturalization,  of  which  the  naturaliza- 
tion certificate  will  be  the  best  evidence. 

A  Natural-born  Citizen  over  twenty-two 
years  of  age  must  have  paid  within  two  years  a 
State  or  county  tax,  which  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed at  least  two  months  and  paid  one  month 
before  the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  one  year,  or  if,  having  previously  been 
a  qualified  elector  or  native-born  citizen  of  the 
State,  he  shall  have  removed  therefrom  and  re- 
turned, then  six  months  immediately  preceding 
the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in  the  elec- 
tion district  where  he  offers  to  vote  at  least  two 
months  immediately  preceding  the  election.  If 
his  name  is  not  upon  the  registry  list,  he  must 
produce  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division  to  prove  his  residence  by  affidavit, 
and  himself  make  affidavit  to  the  facts  upon 
which  he  claims  a  right  to  vote,  also  that  he  has 
not  moved  into  the  district  for  the  purpose  of 
voting  therein.  Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  must 
be  made  by  producing  the  tax  receipt,  or  by 
affidavit  that  it  has  been  lost,  destroyed,  or  was 
never  received. 

A  Naturalized  Citizen  must  have  the  same 
qualifications  as  to  residence  in  the  State  and 
district,  assessment  and  payment  of  taxes,  as  a 
native-born  citizen.  He  must  have  been  natu- 
ralized one  month  before  the  election.  If  his 
name  is  not  on  the  registry  list,  he  must  prove 
his  residence  by  the  testimony  of  a  citizen  of 
the  district  or  division,  and  himself  state  by 
affidavit  when  and  where  and  by  what  court  he 
was  naturalized,  and  produce  his  naturalization 
certificate  for  examination.  On  challenge,  he 
may  be  also  required,  even  when  his  name  is 
upon  the  registry  list,  to  produce  a  naturalization 
certificate,  unless  he  has  been  for  five  years  con- 
secutively a  voter  in  the  district. 

Qualifications  of  Election  Officers. 
No  person  can  be  an  election  officer  who  holds, 
or  within  two  months  has  held,  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment under  the  Federal  or  State  govern- 
ment, or  under  any  city  or  county,  or  any  mu- 
nicipal board,  commission,  or  trust  in  any  city, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen,  notaries 
public,  and  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the 
State.

THE   EPHEMERIS. 

The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon,  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  in- 
teresting astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year. 

Lose  an  hour  in  the  morning,  you  may  search 
for  it  all  day  and  never  find  it.

The  latter,  by 
confining  the  air  and  subjecting  it  to  a  change 
of  temperature  and  vibration,  is  supposed  to 
render  the  images  formed  through  it  indistinct 
and  distorted.

PHILADELPHIA  CHRONOLOGY 
FOR  1879-80. 

1879,  December  1.  The  system  of  exchange 
tickets,  "good  for  only  half  a  day,"  went  into 
operation  on  the  Hestonville,  Mantua,  and  Fair- 
mount  Railways,  on  Race  and  Arch  sts.,  but 
was  abandoned  the  next  day. 

December  2.  Bernard  Reilly  was  shot  and 
killed  in  a  disturbance  which  took  place  at  a 
meeting  of  the  Democratic  convention  of  the 
Fifth  Ward,  Fifth  st.  below  Walnut,  The  Cor- 
oner's jury  found  that  John  McManus  was  prin- 
cipal and  Thomas  Ryan  accessory  before  the 
fact. 

December  3.  Oxford  Presbyterian  Church, 
cor.  Broad  and  Oxford  sts.,  burned.  Loss, 
$50,000. 

December  4.  Commissioners  of  the  Sinking 
Fund  of  the  city  sold  to  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road Company,  at  par,  59,149  shares  of  the  stock 
of  that  company,  being  the  balance  of  the  100,000 
shares  originally  subscribed  for  by  the  city  and 
districts,  for  which  the  company  paid  $2,957,450 
in  cash.  The  same  was  invested  for  the  benefit 
of  the  Sinking  Fund. 

—  Baptist  City  Mission  organized  at  Baptist 
Publication  House  by  a  conference  of  delegates 
of  churches  of  that  denomination. 

—  The  controlling  interest  in  the  Union  Pas- 
senger Railway  Company,  12,600  shares,  pur- 
chased by  a  combination,  principally  composed 
of  officers  and  stockholders  of  the  Continental 
Passenger  Railway  Company,  at  $100  a  share. 

—  Ridge  Ave.  Passenger  Railway  Company 
commenced  to  sell  5  tickets  for  the  conveyance 
of  passengers  for  25  cents.  Single  fares  re- 
mained at  6  cents. 

December  8.  The  work  commenced  of  dis- 
mantling and  taking  down  the  Colosseum  building, 
cor.  Broad  and  Locust  sts.,  in  order  to  remove 
the  same  to  Boston. 

December  10.  Union  League  of  America 
commenced  its  annual  session  at  Continental 
Hotel. 

December  n.  First  annual  banquet  of  the 
Carpet  and  Oil-cloth  Salesmen  at  Colonnade  Ho- 
tel. Attended  by  trade  representatives  from  all 
parts  of  the  Union. 

December  16.  Grand  reception  of  General  U. 
S.  Grant  upon  his  return  to  Philadelphia  and 
the  conclusion  of  his  journey  around  the  world, 
which  was  accomplished  in  two  years  and  seven 
months,  lacking  one  day.  Military  and  civic 
procession  which  required  4  hours  and  40  minutes 
to  pass  a  given  point.  It  was  6l/2  miles  in  length, 
and  was  estimated  to  have  been  participated  in 
by  40,000  persons  and  seen  by  350,000  specta- 
tors. In  the  evening  dinner  and  reception  at. 
the  residence  of  George  W.  Childs. 

December  17.  William  K.  Taylor  tried  for 
the  murder  of  John  Speisse,  July  4,  at  Falls  of 
Schuylkill,  was  acquitted.

Municipal 
banquet  at  St.  George's  Hall.

Ministers  of  the  M.  E.  Church, 
members  of  the  Universal  Peace  Union,  received 
by  General  Grant,  who  afterward  dined  with  the 
directors  of  the  Bank  of  North  America,  and  in 
the  evening,  together  with  President  Hayes, 
dined  with  John  Welsh. 

December  28.  Emma  Mehann  was  killed  by 
falling  down  stairs  at  1020  Filbert  st.  Coroner's 
jury  found  that  she  was  thrown  down  by  her 
husband,  William  Mehann,  who  was  tried  Feb- 
ruary 27,  1880,  and  found  guilty  of  murder  in  the 
second  degree,  and  sentenced  to  an  imprisonment 
of  four  years. 

December  29.  Sarah  Liston,  tried  for  involun- 
tary and  voluntary  manslaughter  in  causing  the 
death  of  Mary  Waters,  October  22d,  was  ac- 
quitted. 

December  30.  Edward  Appleton,  tried  for  the 
murder  of  his  father,  Lewis  R.  Appleton,  at Jan- 
ney's  Station,  Bucks  county,  September,  1879, 
was  acquitted. 

1880,  January  5.  Fire  in  Kitchenman's  mill, 
Huntingdon  st.  between  Jasper  and  Emerald 
sts.  Loss,  $10,000. 

January  8.  Special  dedication  of  the  Eleventh 
Baptist  Church,  Twelfth  st.  above  Race,  upon 
occasion  of  the  release  of  the  budding  from 
all  debt.  The  original  dedication  took  place 
May  19,  184.1. 

January  10.  Reception  of  Charles  Stewart 
Parnell,  member  of  the  British  Parliament  for 
Meath,  Ireland,  and  John  Dillon,  at  the  Academy 
of  Music. 

January  11.  William  Lewis  Humbert  died 
from  injuries  received  in  a  scuffle  December  16th 
at  cor.  Seventh  and  Lombard  sts.  Coroner's  jury 
found  that  William  Price  was  guilty  of  the  vio- 
lence. 

January  12.  Brickmakers'  Union  formed  at 
a  meeting  held  at  Federal  Hall,  Seventeenth 
and  Federal' streets. 

January  14.  Fire  at  spring-factory  of  John 
Scott,  New  Market  and  Pollard  sts.,  which  also 
destroyed  J.  J.  Plucker  &  Co.'s  cabinet  manu- 
factory, and  damaged  the  factory  of  H.  Oetzel, 
J.  Worthington's  machine-shop,  and  Buckley 
&  Co.'s  spoke-works.     Loss,  $55,000. 

January  15.  The  Darby  Plank  Road  from 
Forty-ninth  st.  to  the  county  line  passed  into 
possession  of  the  city  by  purchase. 

January  17.  John  Glenn  died  from  pneumonia, 
which  Coroner's  jury  found  was  the  result  of  in- 
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JULY.

New  hall  of  the  Presbyterian  Histori- 
cal Society,  No.  1229  Race  St.,  formally  opened. 

May  10.  Yearly  meeting  of  the  Society -of 
Friends  commenced  at  meeting-house,  Race 
and  Fifteenth  sts. 

—  Formal  opening  for  the  year  1880-81  of  the 
Permanent  Exhibition  with  speeches,  music,  etc. 

May  11.  Annual  convention  of  the  Ancient 
Order  of  Hibernians  met  at  Assembly  Build- 
ings. 

—  Ninety-sixth  annual  convention  of  the  P. 
E.  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  Pennsylvania  as- 
sembled at  the  church  of  the  Epiphany. 

—  Winceler  P.  Williams  was  shot  and  killed 
at  3720  Germantown  road  by  George  Piatt.

William  Hague,  alias  Curly  Harris, 
alias  Sheeny  Harris,  charged  with  the  murder 
of  John  Davis,  alias  Jim  Reilly,  at  Eighth  and 
Sansom  sts.,  Aug  25,  1879,  was  arrested  in  the 
city  of  New  York  and  brought  to  Philadelphia 
on  a  requisition.  He  was  tried  and  found  guilty 
of  murder  in  the  second  degree  June  17,  and 
sentenced  to  ten  years'  imprisonment  July  3. 

May  12.  Sanders  Jones,  colored,  died  from 
the  effects  of  blows  received  May  9  at  725  Bain- 
bridge  st.  Alfred  Fox  and  Frank  Crilly  were 
arrested  after  the  verdict  of  the  Coroner's  jury. 

May  13.  Lutheran  Home  for  the  Aged  and 
Infirm,  on  Germantown  ave.  near  Mt.  Airy,  Ger- 
mantown, dedicated. 

—  The  Whitaker  will  case,  so  called,  being 
the  trial  of  a  feigned  issue  to  determine  the  va- 
lidity of  a  certain  document  alleged  to  be  the 
will  of  Robert  Whitaker,  deceased,  which  was 
contested  upon  the  ground  of  its  being  a  fraud 
and  forgery,  was  brought  to  a  close  in  Common 
Pleas  Court  No.  1  by  a  verdict  against  the 
so-called  will.  The  trial  of  the  case  commenced 
on  the  5th  of  January,  1880.

May  19.  First  conference  of  the  flint  and 
lime  glass  manufacturers  of  the  United  States  at 
the  Continental  Hotel.  National  Flint  and  Glass 
Association  formed. 

May  21.  Reading  Railroad  Company  and 
Reading  Coal  and  Iron  Company  suspended 
payment,  causing  great  excitement. 

May  22.  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1  en- 
ters a  decree  that  the  Washington  Monument 
Fund,  commenced  by  collections  in  1824  and  now 
increased  to  about  $50,000,  held  by  the  Penn- 
sylvania Company  for  Insurance  on  Lives,  etc. 
as  trustees,  should  be  paid  to  the  Pennsylvania 
State  Society  of  the  Cincinnati,  which  was 
substituted  as  trustee.  The  monument  fund 
of  the  society  at  this  time  amounted  to  $130,000. 
The  object  was  to  unite  the  two  funds.

—  Explosion  of  coal  oil  on  board  the  British 
ship  Sapphire  at  Reed  st.  wharf.  Four  men 
killed. 

May  31.  Fifth  annual  regatta  of  the  Quaker 
City  Yacht  Club  ;  course  from  opposite  Market 
st.   to    Chester   and  return.      First   prizes  :   first 
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(  0)  Mercury  near  the  new  moon  in  the  even- 
ing of  October  24.

—  General  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of 
American  Independence.  Seventy-six  cases  of 
shooting,  burning,  and  other  injuries  by  the  use 
of  cannons,  pistols,  fire-crackers,  and  gunpowder 
reported  to  the  police.  There  were  three  fires 
of  a  slight  character.  Fourteen  persons  died 
afterward  from  the  effects  of  wounds  received  by

(  $)  Transit  of  Mercury  November  7,  visible 
in  the  South  Pacific. 

The  celebrated  pigeon-roost  in  Scott  CO., 
Indiana,  continues  to  be,  as  it  has  been  for 
many  years,  the  resort  of  millions  of  wild 
pigeons. 

The  Italians  are  to  have  an  Antarctic  expedi- 
tion. It  is  proposed  to  spend  two  winters  in  the 
region  of  the  South  Pole,  and  approach  as  near 
as  possible. 

A  comet  of  considerable  splendor  was  seen 
last  winter  in  the  Southern  Hemisphere.  It  was 
remarkable  for  the  great  amount  of  tail  and  the 
absence  for  a  long  time  of  any  nucleus,  making 
it  impossible  to  observe  it  for  computation  of  its 
elements. 

A  remarkable  glacier  is  described  by  a  gen- 
tleman who  traversed  the  mountains  about  Lead- 
ville.  It  is  located  in  the  Mosquito  range,  and 
seems  to  have  all  the  characteristics  of  the  Switz- 
erland glaciers.  It  is  about  one  mile  in  length, 
and  gives  rise  to  a  stream  of  water  during  the 
warmer  months.  Being  out  of  the  route  of  or- 
dinary travel,  he  thinks  it  is  not  likely  to  be 
visited  except  by  hunters.

Packages  must  be  so 
wrapped  with  open  sides  or  ends  as  to  be  readily 
examined  by  postmasters. 

Postage  on  Merchandise,  Sample-Cards, 
patterns,  letter-envelopes,  letter-paper  without 
printing,  seed-cuttings,  bulbs,  roots, original  paint- 
ings in  oil  or  water-colors, chromos  mounted,  draw- 
ings, designs,  models,  ores,  metals,  and  all  mail- 
able matter  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  classes, 
one  cent,  prepaid  by  stamp,  for  each  ounce  or  frac- 
tion thereof.     The  limit  of  weight  is  four  pounds.

den, Switzerland,  Trinidad,  Turkey,  Uruguay, 
Venezuela.

Letters,  postal  cards,  printed  matter  of  all 
kinds,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of 
merchandise  are  transmissible  in  Postal  Union 
mails.  The  following  are  considered  as  printed 
matter,  viz.  :  Newspapers  and  periodical  works, 
books  stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of 
music,  visiting  cards,  address  cards,  proofs  of 
printing,  with  or  without  the  manuscript  relating 
thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings, 
plans,  geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospect- 
uses, announcements  and  notices  of  various  kinds, 
whether  printed,  engraved,  lithographed  or  au- 
tographed. 

Postal  cards  must  be  forwarded  without  cover. 
One  of  the  sides  must  be  reserved  for  the  address 
alone,  and  the  communication  written  on  the 
other  side.  It  is  forbidden  to  join  or  to  attach  to 
postal  cards  any  article  whatever.  Printed  mat- 
ter must  be  either  placed  under  band,  upon  a 
roller,  between  boards,  in  a  case  open  at  one  side 
or  at  both  ends,  or  in  an  unclosed  envelope,  or 
simply  folded  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  conceal 
the  nature  of  the  packet;  or,  lastly,  tied  by  a 
string.  Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  pre- 
senting the  form  and  consistency  of  an  unfolded 
card  may  be  forwarded  without  band,  envelope, 
fastening  or  fold.  The  maximum  weight  of  print- 
ed matter  is  fixed  at  2  kilograms  (4  lbs.  6  oz.). 
Postage  on  printed  matter,  one  cent  for  each  2  oz. 
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A   HOUSEKEEPER'S  ALPHABET. 

AMMONIA  will  remove  finger-marks  from 
paint,  where  there  would  otherwise  have  to 
be  a  good  deal  of  scrubbing  with  soap,  which 
takes  the  paint  off  too.  It  is  useful  to  wash  all 
the  brushes  that  are  used  in  a  household.  Noth- 
ing will  cleanse  greasy  sinks,  pans,  or  scrubbing- 
brushes  so  well.  A  teaspoonful  in  a  basin  of 
warm  water  will  make  hair-brushes  beautifully 
white.  Take  care  not  to  let  the  backs  of  the 
brushes  dip  below  the  surface.  Rinse  them  with 
clear  warm  water  and  put  them  in  a  sunny  win- 
dow to  dry.  A  small  bottle  of  ammonia  is  also 
useful  for  the  wardrobe.  Keep  a  little  sponge 
with  it,  and  when  woollen  dresses  are  stained  or 
soiled,  they  are  easily  renovated  by  passing  a 
little  diluted  ammonia  over  the  spots.  Fold  a 
towel  and  place  it  under  the  spotted  or  soiled 
portion  while  you  are  cleaning  the  dress. 

BUCKWHEAT  has  more  heating  qualities 
than  other  grain.  For  "hasty-pudding" 
put  a  quart  of  skim  milk  on  to  boil ;  when  it  be- 
gins to  foam  up,  stir  into  it  very  quickly  a  hand- 
ful or  two  of  buckwheat,  as  you  would  make 
mush,  stirring  it  with  a  wooden  spoon  or  stick, 
so  that  it  will  not  burn.  In  a  few  minutes  it  will 
be  a  delicate  jelly,  smooth  or  lumpy  as  you  have 
thrown  it  in  properly  or  improperly.  Eat  while 
hot  with  either  sugar  and  milk  or  molasses. 

COLOGNE  Water  can  be  made  at  home.  Take 
60  drops  oil  of  lavender,  60  do.  bergamot,  60 
do.  essence  of  lemon,  60  do.  orange-water,  60 
drops  musk.     Put  these  in  one  pint  of  alcohol. 

DYSPEPTIC'S  Gingerbread.  —  Two  and  a 
half  pounds  unbolted  flour,  half  pound  but- 
ter., tablespoonful  ginger,  teaspoonful  allspice  and 
cloves  mixed,  teaspoonful  salaeratus.  Mix  these 
ingredients  with  as  much  molasses  as  will  make 
a  dough.  Put  in  the  salaeratus  last,  dissolved  in 
a  little  milk.  Knead  it  well,  roll  into  thin  sheets, 
and  cut  into  round  cakes.  Wash  them  over  with 
thin  molasses  and  water;  bake  in  moderate  oven. 

EASE  tired   feet   by  bathing  them   in  warm 
water  in   which  a  few  lumps  of  salaeratus 
have  been  dissolved. 

FISH  can  be  improved  in  flavor  by  rubbing  a 
little  vinegar  over  the  skin  or  adding  a  half 
cupful  of  vinegar  to  the  water  it  is  boiled  in. 
Fish-soup  (chowder)  is  the  most  economical  of 
all  dishes;  baked  fish  comes  next,  especially 
when  stuffed. 

GINGER  preserved  with  Apples.— Peel,  quar- 
ter, and  core  six  pounds  of  apples  ;  add  six 
pounds  of  sugar,  one-half  pound  of  raw  ginger. 
Bruise  one  ounce  of  ginger,  and  pour  over  it  a 
half  pint  of  boiling  water ;  let  it  stand  closely 
covered.  The  day  following  boil  all  together  one 
hour  or  until  the  apples  look  clear  and  syrup  rich. 

HEAVY  persons,  growing  too  stout  for  com- 
fort, should  stop  eating  bread,  potatoes, 
sugar,  etc.,  and  take  meats,  above-ground  veg- 
etables, fruits,  toast,   etc' 

ICE. — To  keep  ice  in  a  sick-room,  cut  a  circle  of 
muslin  large  enough  to  cover  the  top  of  a  tum- 
bler and  extend  an  inch  over  its  sides,  like  the 
paper  cover  to  a  preserve-jar.  Tie  this  securely 
round  the  tumbler  with  a  bit  of  cord  or  string. 
Lay  the  ice  upon  the  top  of  the  muslin,  even  if  it 
is  a  large  lump  and  stands  up  quite  high.  Do  not 
cover  it  at  all ;  its  evaporation  will  keep  it  cold. 


JELLY  can  be  made  offish,  of  rice,  of  chicken, 
or  veal,  as  well  as  of  fruits.  Veal  broth  when 
cold  makes  a  perfect  jelly.  Pigs'  feet  make  a 
jelly  that  no  one  can  tell  from  calves'-foot  jelly 
if  properly  flavored. 

KIDNEYS  of  beef  are  good  cooked  with  to- 
matoes. Wash  them  well  in  salt  and  water; 
cut  into  bits  half  an  inch  each  ;  stew  two  hours. 

LEMON  Oil  is  in  the  skin  of  the  fruit,  and  is 
the  best  part  of  its  flavor.    Rub  with  a  lump 
of  loaf-sugar  ;  use  sugar  to  sweeten. 

MACARONI. — Two  quarts  of  water  to  every 
half  pound ;  two  tablespoonfuls  of  salt  ; 
boil  till  tender.  Serv«  either  with  cheese,  with 
cooked  tomatoes,  with  horseradish  or  beefsteak, 
or  with  vanilla  sauce. 

NEVER  soak  your  mackerel  or  other  salt  fish 
with  the  skin  side  down  :  the  salt  will  fall 
to  the  skin  and  remain.  Put  the  flesh  side  down 
and  soak  it,  as  salt  falls  to  the  bottom. 

OIL  of  cloves  is  good  for  toothache.  A  few 
drops  on  a  bit  of  cotton. 
PUT  coal  on  the  fire  in  a  sick-room  by  pla- 
cing it  in  little  horns  of  newspaper. 
QUEEN  Cakes  with  preserved  Lemon-peel. — 
Three  eggs  ;  their  weight  in  sugar,  in  flour, 
in  butter;  half  a  lemon  ;  one  oz.  preserved 
lemon-peel ;  cream  the  butter  thoroughly  and 
beat  in  the  sugar  ;  add  the  yolks  of  eggs,  and  beat 
all  till  light.  Add  beaten  white  of  eggs  and  flour  ; 
add  juice  and  grated  rind  of  lemon,  and  preserved 
peel  cut  very  small.  Drop  in  small  patty-pans, 
and  bake  fifteen  or  twenty  minutes. 

ROLL  boiled  potatoes  (whole)  in  salt,  and  fry 
in  hot  dripping  until  well  browned. 
STALE  Bread  should  be  cut  in  slices,  dried  in 
the  oven,  crushed  with  a  rolling-pin,  and  put 
away  in  a  jar.  It  makes  much  better  crumbing 
for  frying  oysters,  croquettes,  veal  cutlets,  or 
thickening  soup  than  cracker-dust. 

TANNIC  Acid  will  stop  bleeding  at  the  nose. 
Take  a  pinch  of  the  powder  and  snuff  it  up 
the  nostril.  It  is  an  astringent,  and,  as  it  lodges 
in  the  throat,  will  prevent  bleeding  from  the  back 
of  the  nose. 

USE  cold  roast  beef  in  winter-time  to  make 
two  or  three  mince-pies. 
VIOLET  Perfume.  —  Put  half  an  ounce  of 
orris-root,  broken  in  small  pieces,  in  a  bot- 
tle with  two  ounces  of  alcohol.  Cork,  it  tight  and 
shake  it  well. 

WHITE  Potatoes,  baked  and  turned  quickly 
out  of  their  skins,   make  a  good  hot  poul- 
tice for  pain. 

XANTIPPE. — Boil  a  dozen  sheep's  tongues 
till  tender.  Prepare  a  sauce  tartare  with 
the  yolk  of  one  raw  egg,  beaten  till  light ;  salt- 
spoonful  of  dry  mustard;  do.  cayenne.  Drop  in 
oil  enough  while  beating  to  make  a  thick  jelly ; 
add  teaspoonful  of  grated  onion,  tablespoonful  of 
vinegar,  juice  of  half  a  lemon  ;  chop  some  pars- 
ley, and  stir  lightly  in.  Serve  around  the  boiled 
tongue. 

YORKSHIRE   Rabbit.  —  Put   bread-crumbs 
with  your  cheese.     Melt  over  the  fire,  and 
brown  with  the  top  of  a  hot  shovel. 

ZINC  is  better  than  oilcloth  to  put  before  the 
kitchen-fire.

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ISLANDS  IN  THE  DELAWARE  AND 
SCHUYLKILL  RIVERS  WITHIN  THE 
BOUNDARIES  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 

Aharommuny,  situate  on  the  Delaware  River, 
below  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill,  on  the  east  of 
Minquas  Island.  It  was  conveyed  at  an  early 
period  to  Peter  Cock. 

Aquikanasra  or  Aquikanasara,  an  island  of 
considerable  size,  laid  down  on  Lindstrom's  map 
of  1654  as  immediately  opposite  the  ground  after- 
ward occupied  by  the  old  city  of  Philadelphia. 
It  was  either  in  front  of  the  present  city  of  Cam- 
den or  was  the  ground  upon  which  that  city  is 
built,  and  must  have  been  joined  so  fast  to  the 
mainland  that  at  present  no  traces  of  it  exist. 

Beaver  was  situate  in  the  Schuylkill  River  below 
the  present  Gray's  Ferry,  and  was  of  small  extent. 

Boon' s.     See  Newesingh. 

Chambers'  Neck.     See  Yocum's. 

Drufwe  Eyland,  lie  des  Raisins  and  Grape 
Island— so  called  by  Lindstrom,  and  Greenwich 
Island  at  a  more  recent  period — was  at  the  ex- 
treme south-east  corner  of  that  part  of  the  city 
east  of  the  Schuylkill  bounded  by  the  Back  Chan- 
nel, Delaware  River  and  Hollander's  Creek.  A 
considerable  portion  of  it  was  opposite  League 
Island.  This  island  is  now  all  fast-land,  and  a 
part  of  the  First  Ward  of  the  city. 

Gibbet — sometimes  called  Gallows — was  sit- 
uate in  the  Delaware  River,  north-east  of  Mud 
Island  and  south-east  of  Little  Mud  Island.  It 
is  laid  down  on  old  maps,  but  has  been  utterly 
obliterated,  no  trace  of  it  now  remaining. 

Grape.     See  Drufwe. 

Greenwich.     See  Drufwe. 

Hog,  called  by  the  Indians  Quistconck,  and  by 
Lindstrom  Keyser  Eyland  or  lie  des  Empereurs, 
lying  at  the  upper  end  of  Tinicum  Island,  oppo- 
site Andrew  Boone's  Creek,  and  east  of  the 
mouth  of  Bow  Creek.  It  was  bought  by  Ernest 
Cock  of  the  Indian  proprietor  in  1680. 

Keyser.     See  Hog. 

League,  situate  in  the  Delaware  River,  stretch- 
ing eastward  from  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill, 
is  laid  down  upon  Lindstrom's  map  of  1654  in 
size  nearly  as  large  as  it  is  at  present.  It  has 
no  name  assigned  to  it.  This  island  was  granted 
in  1699  to  the  London  Company,  which  ten  years 
afterward  conveyed  it  to  Thomas  Fairman.  It 
was  simply  called  in  that  deed  an  island,  but  in 
the  deed  of  1671  it  was  called  League  Island. 
It  is  supposed  that  its  present  name  was  given  it 
because  it  contained  about  one  league  of  land. 

Little  Mud,  in  the  Delaware  River,  is  between 
Mud  Island  and  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill. 

Long,  in  the  Schuylkill,  opposite  Sweet  Briar 
Mansion. 

Manasonck,  at  the  south  end  of  that  part  of  the 
city  between  the  Delaware  and  Schuylkill  fronting 
on  the  Schuylkill  and  extending  as  far  as  the  west 
point  of  League  Island,  bounded  by  the  Schuylkill, 
the  Back  Channel  and  Hollander's  Creek. 

Mud,  situate  in  the  Delaware  in  front  of  a  por- 
tion of  State  Island,  and  between  Hog  Island 
and  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill.  It  appears  on 
Lindstrom's  map  without  name.  In  the  beginning 
of  January,  1762,  after  war  was  declared  between 
England  and  Spain,  the  Assembly  of  Pennsyl- 
vania made  an  appropriation  of  five  thousand 
pounds  for  the  erection  of  a  fort  on  Mud  Island, 
to  be  mounted  with  twenty  cannon.  The  fortifi- 
cation was  called  Mud  Fort,  and  it  remained  one 


of  the  defences  of  the  Delaware  at  the  breaking 
out  of  the  Revolution.  It  was  defended  in  1777 
by  Lieut. -Col.  Samuel  Smith,  Maj.  Simeon  Tha- 
yer and  other  commanders  against  the  British 
fleets  and  batteries  erected  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Schuylkill,  from  September  27  to  November  10. 
Two  hundred  and  forty-three  guns  were  brought 
to  bear  against  the  work,  which  was  defended  at 
the  time  when  the  garrison  was  strongest  by  not 
more  than  three  hundred  men.  The  bombard- 
ment was  terrific  ;  two  hundred  and  fifty  men 
were  killed  and  wounded.  The  palisades,  block- 
houses, parapets  and  other  works  were  knocked 
down  and  the  guns  disabled  by  the  enemy's  at- 
tack. Maj.  Thayer  set  fire  to  the  barracks  and 
ruins,  and  with  fifty  men  safely  crossed  the  Del- 
aware to  Red  Bank  on  the  night  of  November 
16.  The  fort  was  afterward  rebuilt  and  named 
Mifflin,  in  honor  of  Gen.  Thomas  Mifflin,  officer 
of  the  Revolution  and  governor  of  Pennsylvania. 

Musk-Rat,  in  the  Schuylkill,  near  the  eastern 
shore,  opposite  Sedgely  Point. 

Newesingh,  or  Navisink — so  called  by  the 
Indians  and  Minquas,  Boon's  by  the  Dutch  and 
Swedes,  Province  by  the  English  before  the 
Revolution,  and  State  by  the  Americans  after 
that  time — a  piece  of  cripple  meadow  and  marsh- 
land surrounded  by  water,  bounded  by  the 
Schuylkill  River,  Booke  or  Bow  Creek,  Minquas 
Creek  and  Church  Creek.  It  was  granted  in 
1669  by  the  Dutch  governor  Peter  Stuyvesant  of 
New  York  to  Peter  Cock,  confirmed  to  him  in 
1681  by  Gov.  Lovelace  of  New  York,  and  recon- 
firmed by  Penn  after  his  arrival.  The  western 
abutment  of  Penrose  Ferry  bridge  is  on  this  island. 
It  was  the  place  upon  which  the  first  pest-house,  or 
hospital  for  the  treatment  of  pestilential  diseases, 
was  erected  by  the  province  of  Pennsylvania, 
from  which  it  received  the  name  Province  Island. 
After  the  State  government  was  formed  it  was 
called  State  Island,  for  the  same  reason. 

Peters' ,  in  the  Schuylkill  River,  above  the 
present  Reading  railroad  bridge,  opposite  the 
Belmont  estate.  It  was  so  named  after  the 
Peters  family,  the  owners  of  that  plantation. 

Petty' s.     See  Shakamaxon. 

Poor,  situate  on  the  west  side  of  the  Delaware 
River  and  on  the  north  side  of  Tumanararning 
or  Gunner's  Run,  near  the  eastern  line  of  Shak- 
amaxon. It  was  surveyed  for  Peter  Neilson 
May  3,  1680,  and  contained  two  hundred  acres. 
It  is  now  part  of  the  fast-land  of  Port  Richmond. 

Province.     See  Netvesingh. 

Quistconck.     See  Hog. 

Sayamensing,  in  the  Schuylkill,  near  the 
mouth  of  that  river,  between  Mulberrykill  and 
Sayamensingkill,  granted  by  Gov.  Lovelace  in 
1671  to  Laers  Petersen.  It  contained  three  hun- 
dred acres.  It  is  north  of  Schuylkill  Island, 
and  bounded  by  the  Schuylkill  River,  Minquas 
Creek  and  the  branch  of  Boon's  or  Church 
Creek  which  flows  into  the  Schuylkill. 

Schuylkill,  at  the  intersection  of  Delaware  and 
Schuylkill  Rivers,  on  the  west  bank.  It  was 
formed  by  the  Schuylkill  on  the  east,  the  Dela- 
ware on  the  south-east,  Minquas  Creek  on  the 
west,  and  a  branch  of  Keyser's  Creek  flowing 
j  into  the  Schuylkill  on  the  north.

Prof.  Holden  of  U.  S.  Observatory  has  writ- 
ten a  biography  of  Sir  William  Herschel,  issued 
by  Scribner. 

A  hundred  iron-ship  builders  from  the  Clyde 
will  be  employed  at  the  Detroit  dry-dock  com- 
pany's yard  at  Wyandotte. 

A  method  of  protecting  iron  has  been  intro- 
duced, called  the  enoxydizing  process,  and  con- 
sists of  burning  into  the  surface  a  fusible  silicate. 
The  process  is  said  to  render  the  surface  black 
and  not  liable  to  rust  from  exposure. 

The  correspondence  between  the  celebrated 
astronomers  Bessel  and  Gauss  has  been  published 
by  the  Prussian  Academy  of  Sciences.  Nearly 
all  the  letters  passing  between  them  for  forty 
years  are  thus  furnished  for  the  students  and 
lovers  of  astronomy. 

In  Brazil  the  Westinghouse  air-brake  was  sub- 
jected to  a  test  by  placing  on  the  track,  without 
the  knowledge  of  the  engine-driver,  an  apparent 
mass  of  rock  made  of  painted  pasteboard.  Though 
not  discovered  till  the  engine  was  close  upon  it, 
the  driver  succeeded  in  stopping  his  train  before 
reaching  it. 
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derived  from  John  Petty,  who  was  owner  be- 
tween 1740  and  1750,  and  advertised  about  that 
time  that  he  wanted  to  go  to  England  and  had 
the  island  for  sale.  It  contained  sixty  or  seventy 
acres,  with  a  house  and  barn,  and  was  ploughed  fit 
to  raise  tobacco.  In  later  years  it  has  been  called 
Treaty  Island,  from  its  proximity  to  the  supposed 
locality  of  Penn's  treaty  with  the  Indians.

Windmill ',  or  Smith's,  was  formed  from  two 
banks  or  shoals  which  are  laid  down  upon 
Holmes'  map,  1^83-85,  one  opposite  Spruce  and 
Pine  streets,  the  other  down  below  South.  They 
were  probably  nothing  more  than  mud  banks, 
but  were  gradually  united,  and  rose  above  high 
water.  In  1746,  John  Harding,  a  miller,  took 
possession  and  built  upon  it  a  wharf  and  wind- 
mill costing  six  hundred  pounds.  Harding  died 
before  the  mill  could  be  put  into  operation,  and 
his  administrators — one  of  whom  was  his  own 
son — in  June,  1749,  conveyed  it  to  George  Allen, 
who  in  the  same  year  conveyed  it  to  William 
Brown;  the  latter  occupied  the  mill.  It  seems 
that  there  was  difficulty  about  the  title.  Hard- 
ing had  none,  but  when  Brown  bought  the  prop- 
erty Richard  Peters,  secretary  of  the  province, 
assured  him  that  the  proprietaries  would  grant 
him  the  wharf  and  as  much  ground  as  was 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  that  construction. 
It  was  twelve  years  before  this  promise  was 
fulfilled,  but  Lieut. -Gov.  Hamilton  granted  the 
whole  island  in  1749  to  Brown  on  a  lease  of 
ninety-nine  years,  at  an  annual  rent  of  one  shil- 
ling sterling.  Windmill  Island,  according  to 
Scull  &  Heap's  map  of  1750,  and  Clarkson  & 
Biddle's  map  of  1752,  was  considerably  south  of 
the  present  locality  known  as  Smith's  Island. 
The  windmill  and  wharf  were  opposite  a  point 
between  Spruce  and  Pine  streets.  The  island 
extended  southerly,  inclining  to  the  east,  nearly 
to  Christian  street,  and  there  was  a  small  island 
on  the  south.  Independent  of  the  island,  there 
was  north  of  it  a  mud  bank,  which  extended 
from  a  point  above  Spruce  street  to  one  not  far 
below  Chestnut.     This  was  covered  at  high  tide. 

Yokum  and  Chambers'  Neck  rose  from  a  marsh 
on  the  west  side  of  the  Schuylkill  Riverjust  above 
Inckhornskill  or  creek,  which  ran  into  the  Schuyl- 
kill on  the  west  side  of  the  bend  and  north  of  Pen- 
rose Ferry.     It  is  now  dry  and  fast-land. 

ANCIENT     FERRIES     IN     PHILADEL- 
PHIA. 

Austin's  Ferry,  north  side  of  Arch  street,  was 
established  before  1762.  It  was  a  place  to  take 
passage  to  Cooper's  Point  and  other  parts  of 
New  Jersey. 

Crooked  Billet  Ferry,  on  the  Delaware  River 
— a  place  of  resort  for  vessels  from  Burlington, 
Bristol,  Trenton,  Wilmington,  New  Castle,  etc., 
from  an  early  period  in  the  history  of  the  city — 
was  situate  on  the  first  wharf  above  Chestnut 
street.  It  was  here  that  Benjamin  Franklin 
lodged  when  he  first  came  to  Philadelphia  from 
Boston,  in  1723. 

Jones'  Ferry,  from  the  east  to  the  west  bank 
of  the  Schuylkill,  above  Pencoyd,  and  opposite 
the  present  town  of  Manayunk,  is  marked  upon  j 
Hill's  map  of  1808.     Its  situation  is  shown  at  this 


time  by  a  bridge. 


MendenhaW s  Ferry,  on  the  Schuydkill,  was 
at  the  ford  reaching  from  the  end  of  the  Ford 
road,  in  the  West  Park  south  of  Mount  Prospect, 
or  Chamounix,  to  the  steamboat  landing  at  the 
lane  which  runs  to  the  Ridge  road,  between 
North  and  South  Laurel  Hill  cemeteries.  One 
Mendenhall  kept  the  ferry-tavern  on  the  west 
shore  for  some  years  after  1800,  and  the  place 
was  at  one  time  a  fashionable  resort  for  pleasure- 
parties  and  for  persons  who  indulged  in  the 
favorite  repast  "  catfish  and  coffee." 

Middle  Ferry  was  established  over  the  Schuyl- 
kill at  High  street  almost  from  the  foundation  of 
the  city.  One  Philip  England  seems  to  have  been 
stationed  there,  but  did  not  discharge  his  duties 
satisfactorily.  In  May,  1685,  the  council  ordered 
him  "  to  expedit  a  sufficient  ferry-boat  for  horses 
and  cattle  to  pass  to  and  fro  over  the  Scholkill, 
also  to  make  the  way  on  both  sides  easy  and 
passable,  both  for  horses  and  man,  to  Loe-water 
mark,  otherwise  ye  Council  will  take  care  to 
dispose  of  it  to  such  as  will  perform  ye  same." 

Old  Ferry  Slip,  on  the  Delaware  River,  a 
little  below  Arch  street,  was  a  very  ancient 
ferry.     It  was  kept  by  Rawle  &  Peale  in  1762. 

Rope  Ferry — so  called  for  many  years  after 
the  commencement  of  the  present  century,  and 
sometimes  Penrose's  Ferry — was  when  it  was 
established  known  as  Province  Island  Ferry, 
and  after  the  Revolution  as  State  Island  Ferry. 
It  crossed  the  Schuylkill  from  the  lower  part  of 
the  Neck  to  Province  island,  just  about  where 
the  present  Penrose  Ferry  bridge  is  built.  Prov- 
ince island  was  purchased  for  public  use  by  the 
Assembly  of  Pennsylvania  in  1743,  and  a  "pest- 
house,"  or  hospital  for  emigrant  and  quarantine 
service,  built  there.  The  ferry  was  a  necessary 
convenience  as  soon  as  the  Lazaretto  buildings 
were  finished.  Penrose  was  the  keeper  of  the 
ferry-tavern  at  the  beginning  of  the  present  cen- 
tury. The  name  Rope  Ferry  was  given  because 
a  stout  rope  or  chain  was  stretched  across  the 
river,  by  means  of  which  the  ferry-boat— a  sort 
of  scow — was  drawn  over.  When  vessels  passed 
up  or  down  the  river  the  rope  was  lowered  and 
sunk  in  the  water,  so  that  the  craft  passed  over  it. 

The  Loiuer  Ferry  seems  to  have  been  estab- 
lished before  1696,  and  was  called  Benjamin 
Chambers'  Ferry.  In  the  latter  year  a  road  was 
ordered  to  be  laid  out  from  that  ferry  to  come 
into  the  southernmost  street  of  the  town  of  Phil- 
adelphia. This  is  the  street  now  known  as 
Gray's  Ferry   Road. 

The  Upper  Ferry,  established  on  the  Schuyl- 
kill at  a  short  distance  above  the  upper  boundary 
of  the  city.  It  was  set  up  by  William  Powell  in 
1692  at  the  request  of  the  grand  jury.  But 
Philip  England,  who  kept  the  middle  ferry, 
made  complaint  to  the  governor  and  council, 
which  declared  that  the  grand  jury  had  no 
right  to  authorize  him  to  set  up  such  a  ferry. 
William  Powell  then  carried  on  the  business  in 
the  name  of  Nathaniel  Mullinax,  who  with  Pow- 
ell was  brought  before  council.  Both  of  them 
were  then  ordered  to  desist  and  threatened  with 
imprisonment.  But,  there  being  great  remon- 
strances from  the  people  who  were  accommo- 
dated by  the  ferry,  it  was  agreed  that  the  boat 
should  remain,  and  that  the  travelers  might 
transport  themselves  across  the  ferry,  they  pay- 
ing no  toll.  This  trouble  was  subsequently  ended 
by  the  proprietary  taking  possession  of  the  ferry 
right,  and  issuing  licenses  to  the  ferry-masters.

ECLIPSES   IN   1882. 

In  the  year  1882  there  will  be  two  Eclipses, 
both  of  the  Sun,  and  a  Transit  of  the  planet 
Venus  over  the  disc  of  the  Sun. 

First :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  May  16, 
1882,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  over  most  of  Africa  and  all  of 
Europe  and  Asia.  It  will  be  total  in  Northern 
Africa  and  Southern  Asia  in  a  line  passing  near 
Suez  through  Bagdad  and  running  out  into  the 
Pacific  through  Nanking.  The  Eclipse  begins 
in  longitude  15°  30'  east,  and  latitude  40  3'  north, 
at  nh.  52m.  p.m.,  May  16,  in  Philadelphia  civil 
time,  and  ends  in  longitude  1200  48'  east,  and 
latitude  i9°o' north,  at  sh.  20m.  a.m.  of  next  day. 

Second  :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Nov. 
10,  i832,  invisible  in  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  only  in  the  East  Indies  and  South 
Pacific  Ocean.  It  will  begin  in  longitude  1410  16' 
east,  and  latitude  20  38'  north,  at  3b..  22m.  p.m., 
Nov.  10,  and  end  in  longitude  1230  52'  west,  and 
170  4'  south  latitude,  at  9I1.  21m.  p.m.,  Nov.  10, 
Philadelphia  civil  time.  The  geographical  line 
along  which  the  Eclipse  is  annular  passes  through 
the  southern  part  of  New  Guinea  and  the  island 
of  New  Caledonia. 


Third  :  A  Transit  of  Venus  across  the  Sun's 
disc,  Dec.  6,  1882,  visible  in  Philadelphia.  The 
first  contact  will  take  place  at  9I1.  4m.  a.m.,  Dec. 
6,  and  the  planet  will  pass  off  the  Sun's  disc  at 
3I1.  7m.  p.m.  of  the  same  day.  The  beginning 
of  the  Transit  will  be  visible  in  Southern  Europe, 
Africa,  the  United  States  and  South  America. 
The  ending  will  be  visible  in  North  and  South 
America  and  part  of  Australia.  This  phenome- 
non will  not  again  occur  on  the  earth  until  a.d. 
2004. 

MARCH. 

('2)  Saturn  near  the  New  Moon  March  21. 

It  appears  from  a  letter  of  Descartes  that  he 
suggested  the  weight  of  the  atmosphere  and  the 
experiment  of  Torricelli  twelve  years  before  it 
was  made  by  the  latter. 

A  remarkable  meteor  observed  at  Amiens, 
Nov.  2,  1880,  had  an  apparent  diameter  %  of  the 
moon's,  and  was  specially  remarkable  for  its 
changes  of  color.  In  fifteen  seconds  it  changed 
through  blue,  yellow  and  red,  each  change  being 
accompanied  by  bright  sparks.

The  following  table  gives  the  date  of  Easter 
Sunday  for  the  present  and  the  last  five  cycles 
of  the  moon — one  hundred  and  fourteen  years — 
and  also  for  the  first  year  of  the  next  cycle,  1900. 
That  year,  though  divisible  by  four  leaving  no 
remainder,  is  not  a  leap  year.  The  vernal  full 
moon  will  occur  on  Saturday,  April  14,  1900,  and 
consequently  the  next  day,  Sunday,  will  be  Eas- 
ter Day.

December  6.  Fair  of  the  First  Regiment  Na- 
tional Guards  formally  opened  at  Industrial  Art 
Building,  Broad  st.  ab.  Vine,  by  Gov.  Hoyt  and 
Mayor  Stokley. 

December  8.  Thomas  J.  Ryan  killed  during  a 
fight  at  Musical  Fund  H.dl  by  being  struck  upon 
the  head.  The  Coroner's  jury  found  that  the 
injury  was  inflicted  by  some  person  unknown. 

December  12.  Fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Rev.  Henry  J.  Morton,  D.  D.,  as 
rector  of  St.  James  P.  E.  church,  commem- 
orated at  that  church  by  the  delivery  of  the 
semi-centennial  sermon  by  Mr.  Morton  and  ad- 
dresses by  Bishop  Stevens  and  others.

February  2.  Cold  day.  Thermometer  at  6 
A.  M.  i°  below  zero. 

—  Waltzing  against  time  at  Carpenter's  dan- 
cing-hall, Thirteenth  and  Chestnut  sts.,  by  Julien 
and  Constantine  Carpenter,  who  waltzed  for  six- 
teen and  a  half  hours  without  stopping.  "  The 
best  time  on  record." 

February  4.  John  Broadbent  killed  from  the 
effects  of  a  blow  which  Coroner's  jury  found  was 
struck  by  Thomas  Anderson  in  Scott's  lane,  near 
Ridge  av.,  and  that  Ellen  Anderson  was  acces- 
sory before  the  fact.  T.  Anderson  was  convicted 
of  manslaughter,  May  25,  and  sentenced  to  five 
years'  imprisonment. 

February  6.  Tioga  M.  E.  church,  cor.  Nine- 
teenth and  Tioga  sts.,  dedicated. 

February  7.  By  formal  vote  the  congregation 
of  Sixteenth   Street    M.   E.    church    decided    to 


unite  and  consolidate  with  Trinity  M.  E.  church, 
Eighth  st.  ab.  Race. 

February  9.  Charles  C.  Haines,  assistant 
commissioner  of  highways,  William  F.  Miskey, 
Jr.,  and  Henry  G.  Clement,  contractors,  tried 
for  conspiracy  to  cheat  and  defraud  the  city  by 
deterring  other  persons  from  bidding  for  con- 
tracts for  repairing  streets  in  the  Twenty-second 
Ward,  found  guilty.     (See  March  5.) 

February  10.  A  warm  rain  commenced  shortly 
after  midnight  and  continued  for  ten  hours,  thaw- 
ing and  removing  the  snow  and  ice  which  had 
been  accumulating  in  the  streets  since  the  heavy 
snowfall  of  December  20.  The  ice  above  Co- 
lumbia bridge  started,  but  formed  a  gorge  at  the 
bridge,  backing  up  the  water  as  far  as  Mana- 
yunk. The  river  rose  from  15  to  18  feet,  flood- 
ing the  mills,  factories  and  other  buildings  on 
the  banks  of  the  Schuylkill  and  overflowing 
Ridge  av.  at  the  Falls  hotel  and  Wissahickon, 
putting  a  stop  to  horse-car  traveling.  Damages 
an<!  loss  estimated  at  $100,000. 

February  12.  Another  rain;  commenced  5 
A.  m.  ;  lasted  about  eight  hours.  The  ice  gorge 
on  the  Schuylkill  above  Columbia  bndge  broke 
about  noon,  but  another  gorge  was  formed  at 
Girard  av.  bridge,  which  did  not  break  till  5 
p.  m.  The  banks  of  the  river  in  Fairmount 
Park  were  flooded  and  covered  with  ice.  The 
volume  of  water  at  Fairmount  increased  until  it 
reached  6  ft.  11  in.  above  the  dam. 

February  13.  Steamship  British  Queen,  an 
addition  to  the  American  line  to  Liverpool, 
arrived  on  her  first  trip. 

February  14.  Bill  abolishing  the  collectorship 
of  delinquent  taxes  in  Philadelphia  and  vesting 
its  functions  in  the  receiver  of  taxes,  passed  Feb- 
ruary 11,  signed  by  the  Governor.

The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  in- 
teresting astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year.

In  1882  general  elections  will  be  held  in  the  city 
of  Philadelphia  as  follows  : 

For  city  and  ward  officers,  on  Tuesday,  Febru- 
ary 16th.  To  be  elected:  Members  of  Councils, 
School  Directors,  election  officers,  etc. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  January  16th. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  January  16th. 

For  State  and  county  officers,  on  Tuesday, 
November  7th.  To  be  elected  :  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant-governor, Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs, 
members  of  Congress,  Judge  of  Supreme  Court, 
Judge  of  Common  Pleas  Court  No.  4,  Sheriff, 
City  Treasurer. 

Last  days  for  extra  assessment,  September  6th 
and  7th. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  October  7th. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  7th. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

Voting  on  Age. — Every  male  citizen  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  may 
vote  without  being  assessed.  He  must  previously 
have  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in  the 
election  district  (or  division)  where  he  offers  to 
vote  for  at  least  two  months  before  the  election. 
If  his  name  is  not  on  the  registry  of  voters,  he 
must  make  affidavit,  if  a  native  citizen,  as  to  his 
birthplace  and  residence  in  the  district  for  two 
months,  and  in  the  State  for  one  year,  except  in 
case  he  had  been  a  resident  and  removed  there- 
from and  again  returned,  when  six  months'  resi- 
dence will  be  sufficient.  If  he  is  not  native  born, 
but  the  son  of  a  citizen  naturalized  during  the 
son's  minority,  he  must  also  produce  proof  of  his 
father's  naturalization,  of  which  the  naturaliza- 
tion certificate  will  be  the  best  evidence. 

A  Natural-born  Citizen  over  twenty-two 
years  of  age  must  have  paid  within  two  years  a 
State  or  county  tax,  which  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed at  least  two  months  and  paid  one  month 
before  the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  one  year,  or  if,  having  previously  been 
a  qualified  elector  or  native-born  citizen  of  the 
State,  he  shall  have  removed  therefrom  and  re- 
turned, then  six  months  immediately  preceding 
the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in  the  elec- 
tion district  where  he  offers  to  vote  at  least  two 
months  immediately  preceding  the  election.  If 
his  name  is  not  upon  the  registry  list,  he  must 
produce  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division  to  prove  his  residence  by  affidavit,  and 
himself  make  affidavit  to  the  facts  upon  which  he 
:  claims  a  right  to  vote,  also  that  he  has  not  moved 
into  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  voting  therein. 
Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  must  be  made  by  pro- 
ducing the  tax  receipt,  or  by  affidavit  that  it  has 
been  lost,  destroyed,  or  was  never  received. 

A  Naturalized  Citizen  must  have  the  same 
qualifications  as  to  residence  in  the  State  and 
district,  assessment  and  payment  of  taxes,  as  a 
native-born  citizen.  He  must  have  been  natu- 
ralized one  month  before  the  election.  If  his 
name  is  not  on  the  registry  list,  he  must  prove 
his  residence  by  the  testimony  of  a  citizen  of 
the  district  or  division,  and  himself  state  by 
affidavit  when  and  where  and  by  what  court  he 
was  naturalized,  and  produce  his  naturalization 
certificate  for  examination.  On  challenge,  he 
may  be  also  required,  even  when  his  name  is 
upon  the  registry  list,  to  produce  a  naturalization 
certificate,  unless  he  has  been  for  five  years  con- 
secutively a  voter  in  the  district. 


Qualifications  of  Election  Officers. 
No  person  can  be  an  election  officer  who  holds, 
or  -within  two  months  has  held,  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment under  the  Federal  or  State  govern- 
ment, or  under  any  city  or  county,  or  any  mu- 
nicipal board,  commission,  or  trust  in  any  city, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen,  notaries 
public,  and  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the 
State.

Packages  must  be  so 
wrapped  with  open  sides  or  ends  as  to  be  readily 
examined  by  postmasters. 

Postage  on  Merchandise,  Sample-Cards, 
patterns,  letter-envelopes,  letter-paper  without 
printing, seed-cuttings,  bulbs,  roots, original  paint- 
ings in  oil  or  water-colors,  chromos  mounted,  print- 
ed letter-heads,  models,  ores,  metals,  and  all  mail- 
able matter  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  classes, 
one  cent,  prepaid  by  stamp,  for  each  ounce  or  frac- 
tion thereof.

Letters,  postal  cards,  printed  matter  of  all 
kinds,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of 
merchandise  are  transmissible  in  Postal  Union 
mails.  The  following  are  considered  as  printed 
matter,  viz.  :  Newspapers  and  periodical  works, 
books  stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of 
music,  visiting  cards,  address  cards,  proofs  of 
printing,  with  or  without  the  manuscript  relating 
thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings, 
plans,  geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospect- 
uses, announcements  and  notices  of  various  kinds, 
whether  printed,  engraved,  lithographed  or  au- 
tographed. 

Postal  cards  must  be  forwarded  without  cover. 
One  of  the  sides  must  be  reserved  for  the  address 
alone,  and  the  communication  written  on  the 
other  side.  It  is  forbidden  to  join  or  to  attach  to 
postal  cards  any  article  whatever.  Printed  mat- 
ter must  be  either  placed  under  band,  upon  a 
roller,  between  boards,  in  a  case  open  at  one  side 
or  at  both  ends,  or  in  an  unclosed  envelope,  or 
simply  folded  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  conceal 
the  nature  of  the  packet:  or,  lastly,  tied  by  a 
string.  Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  pre- 
senting the  form  and  consistency  of  an  unfolded 
card  may  be  forwarded  without  band,  envelope, 
fastening  or  fold.  The  maximum  weight  of  print- 
ed matter  is  fixed  at  2  kilograms  (4  lbs.  6  oz.).

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•ROUND-THE-YEAR  RECIPES. 

APPLY  baking-soda,  instantly,  to  a  fire-burn  ; 
magnesia  to  a  burn  from  acids.     Both  will 
heal  without  a  scar. 

BATHING  in  cold  weather  can  be  done  very 
quickly.  Have  a  pair  of  mittens  made  of 
coarse  crash,  Turkish  toweling,  or  anything  that 
holds  water.  Rub  the  stomach  first,  then  arms, 
shoulders,  chest  and  legs.  A  cold  plunge  is  not 
safe  in  winter,  for  the  reason  that  the  all-over 
shock  drives  the  blood  from  the  surface  to  the 
heart,  which  is  sometimes  too  weak  to  bear  the 
sudden  strain.  A  hot  bath  exposes  the  body  to 
take  cold,  except  at  night,  when  it  is  sometimes 
a  good  sedative.  Rubbing  warm  and  dry  quick- 
ly is  essential,  and  for  this  reason  a  bath-sheet  is 
one  of  the  greatest  luxuries  ;  as  the  whole  person 
is  enveloped,  no  chilling  off  is  possible.  A  cheap 
coarse  muslin  sheet  does  just  as  well  as  an  ex- 
pensive wrap  of  Turkish  toweling.  Weak  per- 
sons are  helped  by  putting  salt  on  their  bath- 
mittens,  or  a  little  sal-ammoniac  in  the  water. 
COFFEE  should  draw,  and  not  boil.  The  oil 
that  is  in  the  crushed  coffee-grain  flies  away 
very  rapidly  with  the  steam  from  the  spout.  It 
is  this  that  gives  the  refreshing  flavor;  so,  if  you 
smell  it  up  stairs  or  on  the  air  of  the  room,  it  is 
so  much  lost  to  the  pot.  A  canton-flannel  bag  in 
the  top  of  your  coffee-pot  answers  every  purpose 
of  a  fine  fancy  strainer,  but  then  you  must  put 
only  a  little  water  and  let  it  keep  hot  while  drip- 
ping slowly  through.  When  ready  to  use  it,  pour 
more  boiling  water  through  the  bag,  to  send  it  all 
through.  Both  tea  and  coffee  are  improved  by 
being  dry-heated  in  the  pot  (not  scorched)  before 
the  water  is  put  to  them ;  add  then  the  boiling 
water  and  stand  aside  where  it  will  keep  hot,  but 
I  not  to  steam.  You  will  have  good  coffee  and 
clear,  because  the  "grounds"  are  not  scattered 
by  the  boiling  all  through  the  amber  fluid.  No 
egg  is  needed. 

DRINK  hot  soup,  hot  coffee  or  hot  milk  to 
keep  you  warm  on  a  bitter-cold  day.  Liquor 
warms  the  throat  and  stomach  only  for  a  few 
minutes,  but  soon  reduces  the  surface  heat  of  the 
body  and  makes  you  cohder  than  you  were  before. 
If  you  have  to  face  the  sharp  air,  it  helps  you  to 
freeze  sooner.  Hot  food,  on  the  contrary,  which 
soup  and  milk  especially  are,  keeps  up  your  own 
manufacture  of  heat ;  and  self-made  heat,  like  a 
self-made  man,  goes  farthest  and  is  the  surest  to 
depend  on. 

ECONOMICAL  SOUP.— Take  six  potatoes, 
four  onions,  four  ounces  tapioca,  a  bay  leaf, 
a  pint  and  a  half  of  milk.  This  will  make  two 
quarts  of  soup.  Cut  up  the  potatoes  and  onions  ; 
put  into  boiling  water,  and  cook  for  three-quarters 
of  an  hour.  Rub  through  sieve  (a  bit  of  mosquito- 
netting  tied  over  a  bowl  makes  a  good-enough 
sieve).  Set  on  to  boil  again,  adding  salt  and 
pepper,  a  bit  of  butter  and  some  sweet  marjoram 
or  thyme.  When  it  boils  add  the  tapioca.  Let 
it  simmer  fifteen  minutes.  Pour  in  the  milk,  and 
as  soon  as  the  soup  is  warmed  through  serve. 

FLUID  foods  are  rapidly  taken  up  into  the 
circulation,  and  save  the  stomach  from 
much  tax  in  digesting  them.  A  very  tired  per- 
son should  drink  his  food  and  then  rest ;  other- 
wise the  work  of  digesting  a  heavy  meal  of  solids 
will  keep  one  disturbed  all  night,  to  wake  unre- 
freshed  in  the  morning.     To  observe  these  rules 


is  not  temperance,  but  indulgence  to  the  most- 
abused  and  hardest-worked  servant  we  have. 
GARGLE  sore  throats  with  a  cup  of  hot  tea. 
Either  a  red  swollen  throat  or  the  painful 
tickling  and  clearing  up  which  comes  from  a  re- 
laxed palate  is  relieved  by  this  simple  remedy — 
as  hot  as  you  can  bear  it. 

HADDOCK  A  LA  CREME.— Put  on  five  or 
six  pounds  of  haddock  in  boiling  water  with 
a  tablespoonful  of  salt;  cook  twenty  minutes. 
Take  out  the  bones  and  shred  the  fish  very  fine 
or  keep  it  in  shape.  Let  a  quart  of  milk  come  to 
a  boil,  with  a  quarter  of  an  onion  and  a  bit  of 
parsley.  Thicken  it  smoothly  with  a  scant  cup- 
ful of  flour  (corn-starch  makes  it  very  good) 
which  has  been  previously  mixed  with  a  little 
water.  Season  with  half  a  teaspoonful  of  pepper, 
salt  to  taste,  a  little  thyme  and  parsley.  Cook 
eight  minutes.  If  you  want  it  very  rich,  add  a 
bit  of  butter  and  the  yolks  of  two  eggs,  but  this  is 
not  necessary  ;  it  is  very  good  without.  Sprinkle 
some  bread-crumbs  over  the  top,  and  bake  it 
about  ten  minutes  in  the  oven.  Cod,  halibut  or 
any  firm  white  fish  can  be  cooked  in  this  way. 

INDIAN  meal  and  buckwheat  are  the  two 
winter  flours,  because  they  make  warmth. 
Indian  hot-cakes,  slap-jacks  or  pone  can  be 
eaten  with  impunity  by  dyspeptics  who  cannot 
touch  fresh  wheat  bread.  The  hoe-cake  of  the 
South,  made  of  white  cornmeal  mixed  with  a 
little  boiling  water  and  salt  to  a  stiff  dough,  then 
baked  in  thin  cakes  upon  a  griddle,  is  a  delicious 
morsel.  Mix  it  the  night  before,  or  let  it  stand 
some  hours  before  tea.  For  pone  take  a  heaping 
quart  of  cornmeal,  two  good  tablespoonfuls  of 
lard,  one  and  a  half  teaspoonfuls  of  salt,  one  gill 
of  boiling  water  to  scald  the  meal.  Mix  up  with 
three  cupfuls  of  milk  ;  spread  the  batter  about  an 
inch  thick.  Bake  in  a  pan.  Two  eggs  will  make 
it  richer.  One  spoonful  of  butter  to  one  of  lard 
can  be  taken  if  preferred. 

T  ELLY  FOR  NOURISHMENT.— One  calf's 
J  foot,  one  pound  of  lean  mutton  chopped  fine, 
one  of  beef  ditto.  Put  on  together  in  five  pints 
of  cold  water  and  boil  very  slowly  for  five  or  six 
hours.  Add  a  bunch  of  parsley,  or  any  herbs  pre- 
ferred to  give  it  flavor,  celery  or  celery  salt.  If 
liked,  an  onion  stuck  with  cloves  or  a  whole  carrot, 
which  must  both  be  removed  before  it  is  turned 
out  to  jelly.  It  must  be  firm  enough  to  cut,  and 
is  eaten  cold  with  a  delicate  roll  or  by  teaspoon- 
fuls. It  keeps  longer  if  no  vegetables  are  added. 
A  pleasant  change  from  beef-tea  and  sick-diet. 

KOUMISS  is  only  whey  separated  by  wine, 
lemon-juice,  orange -juice,  or  vinegar  stirred 
into  hot  milk  and  set  on  the  stove  until  the  curd 
forms.  A  gill  of  sherry  to  a  pint  of  boiling  milk 
makes  wine-whey.  Sweeten  four  tablespoonfuls 
of  vinegar  with  two  of  white  sugar;  pour  into  a 
pint  of  boiling  milk  and  simmer  ten  minutes  for 
Russian  koumiss. 

LAVENDER  WATER  (Ambre).  —  Take 
three  pints  spirits  of  lavender,  one  pint 
rosemary  spirits,  half  an  ounce  nutmeg,  half 
an  ounce  cinnamon  and  three  drams  of  coch- 
ineal. Stand  the  bottle  in  a  good  hot  sun  for 
twenty-four  hours  at  least,  and  then  strain  it  for 
use. 

MOCK  GAME.— Take  an  ox-heart ;  soak  it 
in  vinegar  and  water  three  hours  ;  then  cut 
off  the  lobes  and  gristle,  stuff  it  with   fat  pork 
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chopped,  bread-crumbs,  thyme,  parsley,  pepper, 
and  salt.  Tie  it  in  a  cloth  and  simmer  it,  large 
end  up,  for  two  hours.  Take  it  up,  remove  the 
cloth,  flour  it.  Lay  it  in  a  pan  on  some  fat  of 
pork  to  baste  it  with,  and  put  it  in  the  oven  to 
brown.  You  can  also  stuff  it  with  sage  and  on- 
ions. Have  your  plates  very  hot  to  serve  and 
eat  it  on. 

NEW  SOURKRAUT.— This  is  a  French 
dish,  and  may  be  made  fresh  every  day. 
Take  out  the  cores  and  split  into  quarters  four 
large  white-heart  cabbages.  Shred  them  fine. 
Wash  well  through  a  colander.  Lay  them  in  a 
common  ware  baking-dish  with  a  tablespoonful 
of  salt  and  a  pint  of  vinegar.  Stir  the  cabbage 
well  about  in  this,  and  let  it  steep  for  three  hours. 
Then  drain  it ;  put  it  into  a  stewpan  with  a  quar- 
ter of  a  pound  of  lard,  or,  if  you  choose,  half  a 
pound  of  butter.  Season  with  black  pepper  and 
three  tablespoonfuls  of  mustard  mixed  smooth 
with  vinegar.  Cover  the  whole  with  a  greased 
paper,  and  let  it  stew  slowly  in  the  oven  for  two 
hours.  Take  off  the  paper  and  turn  into  a  hot 
covered  dish  when  you  serve.  A  saucer  of  vin- 
egar set  on  the  stove  when  you  are  cooking  cab- 
b.ige,  in  any  way,  removes  the  odor.  You  can 
serve  this  sourkraut  with  some  slices  of  cold  boil- 
ed ham  on  the  top,  or  some  bits  of  well-browned 
sausage-meat. 

OBSTINATE  cold  feet  can  be  cured  by  sprink- 
ling cayenne  pepper  inside  of  each  stocking 
sole. 

PULLED  BREAD.— Whenever  there  is  a 
baking-day,  one  good  flat-cake  for  the  break- 
fast-table can  be  baked  of  any  bread-dough  on 
the  griddle.  This  open-air  baking  gives  to  the 
wheat-flour,  as  to  the  corn,  a  rich  and  peculiar 
flavor. 

QUEEN  ANNE'S  CAKE.— Two  pounds  of 
flour,  one  pound  of  sugar,  one  pound  of  but- 
ter, three  eggs,  one  teaspoonful  of  cinnamon, 
a  wine-glass  of  rose-water.  Beat  butter  and  sugar 
together, -whisk  the  eggs  and  add  them,  then  the 
flour,  cinnamon  and  rose-water.  Roll  out  the 
dough  thin,  cut  into  diamonds,  and  stick  the  top 
full  of  sweet  almonds  blanched  and  cut  in  half. 
Bake  in  tins  in  a  moderate  oven. 

RAISIN  WINE.— Take  two  pounds  of  the 
best  raisins  chopped,  the  grated  yellow  rind 
and  the  juice  of  four  lemons,  and  two  pounds  of 
powdered  loaf-sugar.  Put  the  sugar  into  a  large 
kettle  and  melt  it  in  a  gallon  of  water.  Boil  and 
skim  it  for  half  an  hour,  and  while  it  is  boiling 
hard  put  in  by  degrees  the  raisins  and  lemons  ; 
boil  about  ten  minutes  after  all  are  in.  Put  the 
mixture  into  a  stone  crock  and  cover  closely. 
Let  it  stand  for  three  days,  stirring  it  down  to 
the  bottom  twice  every'  day.  Then  strain  it 
through  a  linen  bag,  and  bottle,  sealing  up  the 
cork.  It  will  be  fit  to  use  in  two  weeks.  For 
seasoning  cakes  and  pudding-sauces. 

STYES  are  cured  and  their  habit  of  coming 
broken  up  by  a  bread-and-salts  poultice. 
Dissolve  "a  dose"  of  Epsom  salts  in  water,  and 
soak  in  it  a  half-slice  of  the  crumb  of  bread.  Bind 
this  on  the  eyelid.     It  will  be  found  very  cooling. 

TO  RELIEVE  PAIN.— Turpentine  sprinkled 
over  a  piece  of  flannel,  that  is  well  wet  with 
boiling  water,  will  relieve  sharp  pain  in  the  chest. 
Toilet-paper  makes  a  good  mustard-plaster  in  a 
hurry.     Spread  the  mustard  on  four  leaves  and 


cover  it  with  one — half  and  half  of  mustard  and 
flour.  Four  tablespoonfuls  of  flaxseed-meal,  two 
tcaspoonfuls  of  mustard  and  one  of  cayenne  pep- 
per can  be  mixed  in  a  box  to  carry  on  a  journey. 
UNCLE  JONATHAN'S  NIGHT-CAP.— 
Make  a  thick  slice  of  very  nice  toast  evenly 
browned  on  both  sides,  but  not  in  the  least  burnt. 
Lay  it  in  a  pint  bowl,  and  make  ready  a  full  gill 
of  West  India  molasses  by  stirring  into  it  a  heap- 
ed tablespoonful  of  ground  ginger.  Mix  this  with 
half  a  pint  of  boiling  water,  and  pour  the  whole 
over  the  toast.  Cover  with  a  hot  plate  to  steam 
for  a  few  moments,  and  eat  it  warm  before  going 
to  bed. 

VENTILATION  is  as  necessary  in  cold  as 
in  heated  rooms.  Some  persons  think  that 
if  a  room  has  no  fire  in  it  they  can  go  to  sleep 
with  doors  and  windows  tight  shut,  and  with  the 
gas,  perhaps,  kept  burning  low.  A  room  in  which 
gas  has  been  burned  all  the  evening  is  not  fit  to 
sleep  in  without  freshening  the  air.  There  is  not 
half  the  danger  of  catching  cold  by  letting  in  the 
pure  air  as  there  is  of  catching  other  things  by 
sleeping  in  foul  air.  Foul  air  is  dirty  air  that  has 
passed  over  and  over  again  through  the  lungs  of 
everybody  in  the  room.  If  we  could  see  it  as  we 
can  see  the  soiled  water  in  a  wash-basin,  nobody 
would  think  of  using  it  twice,  and  after  other  per- 
sons were  through  with  it.  "  Pin  a  newspaper," 
says  Dr.  Keen,  "  across  the  lower  ten  or  twelve 
inches  of  the  window-frame — that  is  pin  it  on 
each  side  and  down  to  the  window-sill.  Then 
raise  the  sash  one  inch  or  six,  according  to  the 
weather."  The  draught  will  be  upward,  and 
the  air  will  be  purified  without  blowing  directly 
upon  the  sleeper. 

WHERE  the  sunshine  does  not  enter,  the 
doctor  must. 
XX  PUDDING.— Three  and  a  half  cups  of 
flour,  one  cup  of  suet,  one  cup  molasses,  one 
cup  of  milk,  one  cup  raisins,  one  teaspoonful 
salseratus.  Boil  three  hours  in  a  cloth.  For 
sauce,  eat  with  hot  sweetened  milk,  or  take  one 
large  cup  of  sugar,  two  tablespoonfuls  of  butter, 
one  egg.  one  lemon,  a  little  nutmeg,  one  cup 
boiling  water.  Beat  butter  and  sugar  to  a  cream, 
add  the  egg  whipped  light,  the  lemon-juice  and 
nutmeg.  Add  boiling  water  to  thin  it,  a  little  at 
a  time. 

YEAST    is    the    dyspeptic's    enemy    in   fresh 
bread,  because  the  fermentation   seems    to 
keep  up  after  it  is  eaten,  whether  from  the  car- 
bonic-acid gas  which  makes  the  light  sponginess 
of  "  raised  "  bread,  or  from  some  stubborn  activ- 
ity in  the  yeast-plant  itself.     Carbonic-acid  gas, 
taken  into  the  stomach  in  the  shape  of  drinks — 
mineral-waters,  etc. — does  not  upset  it,  but  ra- 
ther exhilarates.     All  digestion,  in  one  sense,  is    j 
a  "working"  over,  but  the  healthy  stomach  has    i 
no    trouble   with   fresh    bread.     The   older   and 
dryer  the  bread,  the  less  its  activity  becomes ;    j 
and  if  bread  is  thinly  cut  and  toasted,  the  heat 
of  the  fire  seems  to  kill   it   altogether. 

ZYMOTIC  diseases  come  from  dirty  air,  bad 
drinking-water,  dirty  houses  or  slovenly 
neighbors.  Whitewash,  clean  clothing,  personal 
cleanliness,  pure  air  and  sweet-smelling  houses, 
plain  and  nourishing  food  and  no  fright  are  the 
best  safeguards  when  epidemics  are  about.  Try  to 
keep  your  own  street  clean, winter  and  summer,  by 
agreement  of  neighbors,  if  there  is  no  other  way.

A  railroad  train  between  Frankfort-on-the-

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SOME   FAMOUS   OLD    STEAMBOATS 
ON   THE   DELAWARE   RIVER. 

John  Fitch's  Steamboats. — As  the  first  ves- 
sels ever  moved  by  steam  in  the  Western  World 
were  built  at  Philadelphia,  and  their  capacity 
clearly  demonstrated,  they  should  have  primary 
consideration.  They  were  not  objects  of  experi- 
ment, except  so  far  as  they  went  to  establish  the 
truth  of  the  theories  of  John  Fitch,  who  was  an 
ingenious  mechanic  and  had  a  full  understanding 
of  the  subject.  His  efforts  were  beyond  the  mere 
elucidation  of  an  idea.  He  built  and  moved  by 
steam,  on  the  Delaware  River,  four  different 
vessels,  and  nearly  finished  the  fifth,  which  was 
to  be  called  the  Perseverance,  and  intended  to  be 
sent  to  Virginia. 

The  first  vessel  ever  moved  by  steam  was 
the  skiff-steamboat,  having  a  3-inch  cylinder, 
which  was  tried  on  or  about  the  20th  of  July, 
1786,  on  the  Delaware.  The  second  was  a  boat 
45  feet  long,  and  with  a  steam  cylinder  of  12 
inches.  This  was  propelled  by  paddles  or  oars 
working  in  a  frame  at  the  side  of  the  boat  and 
dipping  horizontally  into  the  water.  The  power 
of  this  boat  was  exhibited  before  the  members  of 
the  convention  to  frame  a  Federal  Constitution 
on  August  22,  1787.  The  third  was  60  feet 
long,  and  it  was  worked  by  broad  paddles  at 
the  stern,  pushing  against  the  water  and  propel- 
ling the  boat.  The  first  successful  trip  was  from 
Philadelphia  to  Burlington,  N.  J.,  in  July,  1788. 
The  fourth  steamboat,  which  was  furnished  with 
a  cylinder  18  inches  in  diameter,  was  success- 
fully navigated  in  August,  1789,  and  after 
some  alterations  of  the  machinery  ran  without 
difficulty  (April  16,  1790)  against  a  strong  north- 
east wind.  On  the  16th  of  June  of  the  same  year, 
Governor  Thomas  Mifflin  and  the  members  of 
the  supreme  executive  council  of  Pennsylvania 
took  a  trip  on  board  the  boat,  and  were  so  much 
pleased  that  they  presented  to  Fitch  a  set  of 
flags  for  use,  the  cost  of  which  they  raised 
among  themselves  by  individual  subscription. 
This  steamboat  was  run  regularly  upon  the  Del- 
aware for  carrying  passengers  and  freight  be- 
tween Philadelphia,  Burlington,  Bristol,  Chester, 
Wilmington,  etc.,  advertising  her  trips  in  the 
newspapers  and  traveling  a  distance  of  three 
thousand,  miles  that  summer. 

The  fifth  steamboat,  the  Perseverance,  was 
commenced  in  1790,  in  expectation  of  saving 
rights  under  the  law  of  Virginia,  which  required 
that  a  steamboat  should  be  navigated  upon  the 
waters  of  that  State  within  a  certain  period. 
The  hull  was  blown  hard  upon  Petty's  Island  in 
a  north-east  storm  in  1791,  and  when  got  off  the 
accepted  time  had  elapsed.  After  this  disaster 
the  members  of  the  steamboat  company  who  had 
assisted  the  inventor  with  their  funds  became 
lukewarm,  and  the  enterprise  was  abandoned 
seventeen  years  before  Fulton's  first  steamboat, 
the  Clermont,  made  its  trial-trip  on  the  Hudson 
River. 

Satnuel  Morey's  steamboat,  built  near  Borden 
town,  New  Jersey,  principally  by  the  assistance 
of  Dr.  Burgess  Allison,  was  run  on  the  Delaware 
River  with  perfect  success,  using  paddle-wheels 
at  the  sides,  and  was  propelled  to  Philadelphia 
in  the  year  1797. 

Eruktor  Amphibolis ,  Oliver  Evans's  machine 
for  cleaning  docks,  a  scow,  was  propelled  upon  a 
wagon  moved  by  steam  in  the  latter  part  of  July, 
1805,  being  the  first  vehicle  ever  moved  by  steam 


upon  the  land  in  this  country,  and  perhaps  the 
first  in  the  world  ;  and  then,  being  launched  at 
Market  street,  Schuylkill,  was  propelled  by  a 
paddle-wheel  at  the  stern  down  the  Schuylkill, 
up  the  Delaware  to  the  front  of  the  city. 

Phcenix,  Captain  Moses  Rogers,  built  at  Ho- 
boken,  New  Jersey,  by  John  Cox  Stevens,  was 
sent  to  Philadelphia  by  sea,  being  the  first  steam- 
vessel  that  ever  navigated  the  Atlantic  Ocean. 
This  boat  arrived  in  June,  1809,  and  made  her 
first  trip  to  Trenton  on  July  5,  and  ran  for  many 
years  to  Burlington,  Borden  town,  and  other  places 
upon  the  Delaware  River,  in  connection  with  the 
line  of  steamboats  and  stages  between  Philadel- 
phia and  New  York. 

Delazuare ,  Captain  Willmon  Whilldin,  built 
by  J.  &  F.  Grice,  of  Kensington;  steam-engine 
by  Daniel  Large  of  Kensington  ;  began  to  run  to 
Chester  and  New  Castle,  on  the  Baltimore  Line, 
in  1812. 

Eagle,  Captain  Moses  Rogers,  an  elegant 
boat.  The  figure-head  was  an  eagle  with  out- 
stretched wings  on  the  bow.  The  vessel  carried 
a  foremast,  bowsprit,  jib  and  foresail.  It  com- 
menced to  run  on  the  new  line  to  New  York, 
June  28,  1813.  The  boiler  exploded,  April, 
1824,  at  North  Point. 

Camden,  Captain  William  Bunce,  70  feet  long, 
ran  to  Burlington  and  Bordentown  in  1813.  Built 
in  1812. 

Philadelphia,  Captain  A.  Jenkins,  built  by  R. 
L.  Stevens,  at  Hoboken,  was  the  finest  boat  of 
its  day.  The  bust  of  a  lady  was  the  figure-head, 
and  from  this  fact  the  steamer  received  the  nick- 
name (well  known  on  the  Delaware  for  many 
years)  of"  Old  Sal."  She  ran  on  the  New  York 
Line  to  Burlington,  Bristol  and  Bordentown. 

New  Jersey  ran  to  White  Hill,  below  Borden- 
town, in  the  year  1813. 

Bristol,  Captain  Jacob  Meyers,  began  to  run 
to  Burlington  and  Bristol  in  1813,  and  was  burned 
in  1815. 

Vesta,  Captain  William  Milnor  (afterward 
Captain  J.  A.  Burns),  began  to  run  in  1815  on 
the  new  line  to  Baltimore,  by  way  of  Wilming- 
ton and  Elkton.  This  boat  was  burned  at  Wil- 
mington, July,  1817. 

Vesta  (the  second),  built  for  the  New  York 
Line,  in  1818,  afterward  ran  on  the  Baltimore 
Line. 

Baltimore,  Captain  M.  C.  Jenkins,  launched 
by  Vaughan  &  Bowers,  Kensington,  December 
28,  1815,  ran  in  the  year  1816  on  the  Baltimore 
Line. 

New  Jersey  (the  second),  Captain  Moses 
Rogers,  steam-engine  by  Daniel  Large  of  Ken- 
sington, ran  in  1816  on  the  Baltimore  Line. 

Sea-Horse,  brought  from  New  York  in  181 7, 
and  put  upon  the  Upper  Delaware  Line  for  New 
York  City. 

Superior,  Captain  William  Milnor,  ran  in  181 7 
on  the  new  line  to  Baltimore,  by  way  of  Wil- 
mington and    Elkton. 

Maid  of  Orleans,  launched  September  17, 
1818,  intended  to  run  between  New  Orleans  and 
Mobile  through  Lake  Pontchartrain. 

Pennsylvania,  Captain  Branson,  ran  on  the 
Baltimore  Line  via  Wilmington  and  Elkton  in 
1818. 

AEtna,  Captain  Ziba  Kellum,  ran  on  the  new 
Baltimore  Line  in  1818.  Boiler  exploded  in  New 
York  Harbor,  May  15,  1824. 

Bristol  (the  second;,  Captain  Jacob  Meyers, 
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Fixed  and  Movable  Feasts,  Fasts,  etc.,  1883.

The  Japanese  government  since  1868  have 
done  a  good  deal  to  facilitate  navigation  along 
the  coasts  of  that  country.  Forty-five  light- 
houses have  been  built,  of  which  eleven  are  of 
the  first  order. 

Herr  K.  Kraut  has  communicated  to  the 
Berlin  Chemical  Society  the  result  of  a  series 
of  experiments,  which  shows  that  nitric  acid, 
coming  into  contact  with  sawdust,  hay  and  simi- 
lar substances,  is  very  liable  to  cause  combustion. 

The  connection  between  comets  and  meteors 
seems  to  be  pretty  well  determined.  It  would  seem 
that  the  comets  are  collections  of  meteors  of  all 
sizes  more  or  less  accumulated  about  the  nucleus. 
The  passage  of  the  earth  through  the  paths  of 
several  periodic  comets,  along  which  are  scattered 
fragments  of  the  original  comet,  gives  rise  to  the 
meteoric  displays  of  which  we  hear  so  much. 
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ran  to  Baltimore- by  way  of  Wilmington  and 
Elkton  in   1818 

IVilliam  Penn,  Captain  Jacob  Meyers,  com- 
menced running  in  March,  1820,  to  Burlington 
and  Bristol,  and  was  conceded  to  be  the  swiftest 
boat  on  the  Delaware.  This  steamer  was  sent 
around  to  New  York,  and  burned  on  the  route, 
December  16,  1820,  after  a  short  life  of  nine 
months.; 

Franklin,  Captain  J.  G.  Jenkins,  ran  to  New 
York  by  way  of  Trenton  in  1821. 

Norfolk,  Captain  Matthew  Jenkins  (afterward 
Captain  Thomas  Robinson,  and  afterward  Cap- 
tain   Henry    Manley),    built    at    Philadelphia    in 

1824  for  the  Commercial  Line,  a  new  enterprise, 
which  was  intended  to  run  to  Norfolk,  Virginia, 
via  Dona  Landing,  Seaford  'and  Chesapeake 
Bay.  This  was  a  slow  boat,  and  after  some 
years  was  sent  to  New  York  and  employed  in 
towing. 

Lafayette,  Captain  Shaw,  a  high-pressure 
boat,  was  built  at  Kensington  in  1823,  ran  up  the 
Rancocas  to  Mount  Holly,  and  was  afterward 
sent  to  New  York. 

Congress,  Captain  Degraw,  ran  in  1825  in  con- 
nection with  the  new  Exchange  Line  to  New 
York. 

Trenton,  Captain  Elisha  Jenkins,  built  at  Ho- 
boken,  New  Jersey,  by    Robert    L.  Stevens,  in 

1825  brought  to  Philadelphia  to  take  the  place  of 
the  "Old  Sal,"  and  ran  on  the  Union  Line  to 
New  York.  This  was  the  first  boat  with  two 
smoke-stacks  seen  on  the  Delaware,  and  the  first 
upon  which  the  boilers  were  built  on  the  guards 
outside  of  the  hull,  so  that  clear  space  was  avail- 
able on  deck  from  bow  to  stern.  The  cabins 
were  fitted  up  with  more  elegance  than  had  yet 
been  attempted  upon  steamboats.  The  Trenton 
was  rebuilt  several  times,  and  after  forty  years 
or  more  of  service  the  hull  was  finally  beached 
at  South  Amboy. 

Albemarle,  Captain  Aaron  Bennett,  began  to 
run  on  the  Delaware  in  the  early  part  of  1825, 
and  was  burned  at  Arch  st.  wharf  May  1  in  the 
same  year. 

Marco  Bozzaris,  Captain  Barker,  built  at  New 
York,  with  a  cross-head  engine,  was  brought 
around  in  1826,  and  ran  on  the  Burlington  and 
Bristol  Line.  This  boat  was  taken  back  to  New 
York  after  one  season. 

Essex,  Captain  Ross,  built  at  New  York  and 
ran  to  Salem,  New  Jersey,  in  1827;  went  back  to 
New  York  in  the  same  year  or  the  next. 

New  Castle,  Captain  M.  C.  Jenkins,  launched 
at  Kensington  for  the  Baltimore  Union  Line  in 
July,  1827,  was  afterward  sold  for  a  towboat,  and 
ran  on  the  Delaware  for  many  years. 

New  York,  Captain  Jeffries,  built  at  Kensing- 
ton for  the  Columbian  Steamboat  Line  to  New 
York,  ran  one  season  to  Bordentown,  and  then 
was  transferred  to  the  Raritan  end  of  the  same 
line. 

Burlington,  Captain  David  Martin,  supplied 
with  the  engine  of"  Old  Sal,"  built  at  Hoboken. 
This  boat  for  many  years  ran  as  a  passenger- 
boat  to  Burlington,  Bristol  and  Bordentown,  and 
finally  was  converted  into  a  freight  boat.  Was 
rebuilt  in  1847,  and  presented  a  curious  appear- 
ance. The  wheels  were  set  far  forward,  all  the 
space  aft  was  left  clear  for  freight  purposes,  so 
that  the  boat  was  not  inaptly  named  the  "  Alli- 
gator." 

Philadelphia  (the  second),  Captain  Ziba  Kel- 


lum,  built  at  Kensington  for  the  Columbian 
Steamboat  Company,  Bordentown  route,  to  New 
York,  and  launched  in  May,  1828.  Twenty-five 
or  thirty  years  afterward  this  boat  was  purchased 
by  the  Camden  and  Atlantic  Railroad  Company 
for  freight  and  towing  purposes. 

Emerald,  Captain  W.  Whilldin,  cross-head 
engine,  built  at  New  York  ;  partially  burned  at 
New  Brunswick ;  bought  by  William  Gibbons 
and  rebuilt;  was  brought  around  to  the  Delaware 
in  May,  1829,  and  placed  on  the  new  Dispatch 
Line  to  New  York.  After  one  season  was  sent 
back  to  that  city  and  sold. 

Swan,  built  at  Hoboken,  New  York,  by  the 
Union  Line  Company,  took  the  place  of  the 
Trenton  in  1829,  and  was  afterward  sent  back  to 
New  York. 

Commerce,  Captain  Reeves,  built  at  New 
York,  came  on  the  Delaware,  and  was  placed  on 
the  Cape  May  route  in  1829.  This  boat  had  two 
cross-head  engines,  one  of  high  pressure,  and  the 
other  of  low  pressure.  After  one  season  she 
was  taken  back  to    New  York. 

William  Penn  {the  second),  Captain  Jeffries, 
double-lever  beam-engine,  built  at  Kensington 
for  the  Baltimore  Union  Line,  was  placed  on  the 
New  Castle  route  in  October,  1829.  On  March  4, 
1834,  this  boat  took  fire  on  her  passage  up  the 
river,  when  above  the  mouth  of  the  Schuylkill, 
and  was  run  ashore  on  the  Pennsylvania  side, 
below  the  navy-yard.  Five  lives  were  lost.  The 
boat  and  furniture  were  valued  at  seventy  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Bolivar,  built  in  New  York  in  1825,  by  Com- 
modore Vanderbilt,  had  a  low-pressure  cross- 
head  engine.  Captain  Willmon  Whilldin,  Jr., 
brought  this  boat  to  Philadelphia  for  the  Bris- 
tol and  Burlington  route,  and  established  an 
opposition  to  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Com- 
pany's boats.  As  a  result  the  passage  by  the 
latter  was  reduced  from  fifty  cents  to  six  and  a 
quarter  cents.  After  some  years'  service  on  the 
Delaware  the  Bolivar  was  sold  to  go  South. 

Robert  Morris,  Captain  Matthew  Jenkins, 
built  in  1830  in  Philadelphia  for  the  Baltimore 
Union  Line  ;  low-pressure  beam-engines  by 
Thomas  Holloway.  This  boat  and  the  William 
Penn  and  the  Ohio  were  for  some  years  the 
favorite  and  swiftest  steamboats  on  the  lower 
Delaware.  According  to  her  original  model,  the 
"  Bob  Morris  "  was  perfect  for  speed  ;  but  after 
some  years  of  success  the  company  undertook  to 
enlarge  the  boat,  and  spoiled  the  shape,  so  that 
from  a  swift  traveler  the  Morris  became  a  slow- 
goer.  After  a  few  seasons  on  the  Cape  May 
route  the  boat  was  sold  and  used  for  towing 
purposes. 

Ohio,  Captain  W.  Whilldin,  Jr.,  built  at  Phila- 
delphia in  1832  for  the  People's  Line  to  Balti- 
more, originally  ran  to  Delaware  City,  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  Union  Line.  The  People's  Line 
having  failed,  the  boat  was  bought  by  the  Union 
Line  and  employed  on  general  service.  For 
some  years  the  Ohio  was  the  regular  boat  run- 
ning to  Cape  May,  and  was  popular  among  all 
classes  of  passengers.  In  the  spring  of  1851  she 
was  sunk  by  collision  off  Gloucester  Point.  She 
was  raised  and  put  in  order,  but  lost  her  popu- 
larity. After  long  and  honorable  service,  the 
Ohio  was  sold  and  taken  to  New  York  for  towing 
purposes. 

Salem,  Captain  Ross,  built  at  Baltimore  in 
1830,  brought  to  the  Delaware  in  1832,  and  put 
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ECLIPSES  IN  1883. 
In  the  year  1883  there  will  be  four  Eclipses, 
j    two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

First :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  April 

j    21,  22,  invisible  at  Philadelphia,  but  visible  on 

;    the  Pacific  Coast  of  America,  the  Pacific  Ocean 

and    Asia.      But   a   small    portion  of  the    Moon 

will  be  eclipsed. 

Second  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  May 
j  6,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  Eclipse  begins 
May  b,  2h.  13m  p.m.,  Philadelphia  mean  time, 
in  longitude  ib7°  east  and  latitude  260  south, 
and  ends  May  6,  7I1.  18m.  p.m.,  in  longitude 
990  west  and  in  50  south  latitude.  This  Eclipse 
is  visible  only  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  except  at 
sunrise  and  sunset  in  small  portions  of  North 
and  South  America,  near  the  equator,  and  a 
small  portion  of  eastern  Australia. 

Third  :    A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Oct. 

I    16,  visible  at  Philadelphia,  throughout  the  United 

States,  and  on  the  Pacific  Ocean.     The  middle 

of  the  Eclipse  takes  place  Oct.  16,  ih.  48m.  a.m., 

Philadelphia  mean    time.     The   Eclipse   begins 

;    about  midnight,  about   one-fourth  of   the   moon 

j    being  obscured. 

Fourth  :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Oct. 
I    30,  invisible   at  Philadelphia.     The  Eclipse  be- 


gins Oct.  30,  3h.  45m.  p.m.,  Philadelphia  mean 
time,  in  longitude  1410  east  and  latitude  310 
north,  and  ends  Oct.  30,  9I1.  40m.  p.m.,  in  lon- 
gitude 1370  west  and  latitude  50  north.  The 
Eclipse  will  be  partially  visible  on  the  Western 
Coast  of  North  America  and  Eastern  Coast  of 
Asia.  The  central  path  is  entirely  within  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  passing,  however,  about  sunrise 
over  Japan.

M.  Muybridge  has  taken  photographs  in  A0 
of  a  second,  showing  the  different  positions  of  a 
horse  at  gallop,  and  even  of  birds  in  flight. 

The  German  subterranean  telegraph  connects 
two  hundred  and  twenty-one  towns  and  cities, 
and  cost  the  government  about  $8,000,000. 
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upon  the  line  to  Salem,  New  Jersey,  and  Wil- 
mington, Delaware.  She  was  in  useful  service 
for  many  years. 

LinneEiis,  built  at  New  York  in  1824  by  Cap- 
tain Peck  for  the  Flushing  (L.  I.)  route,  after  ten 
years'  service  was  brought  to  the  Delaware  in 
1834  and  placed  upon  the  Salem  Line.  Again 
sold  in  1838  and  taken  to  New  York,  renamed 
the  Chief,  and  employed  principally  for  towing 
purposes. 

New  Philadelphia,  built  in  Philadelphia  in 
1826  for  the  Stevens  Brothers,  intended  to  be  a 
day-boat  to  run  between  New  York  and  Albany. 
About  1830  this  boat  was  rebuilt  to  make  her 
faster,  and  was  fitted  with  a  false  bo"w.  In  point 
of  speed,  in  the  estimation  of  wharf-loungers,  the 
"New  Philly"  was  quite  equal  to  the  "  Bob 
Morris."  She  ran  on  the  Burlington  and  Bor- 
dentown  Lines. 

Constitution,  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1835  for 
the  Baltimore  and  Union  Line,  ran  for  one  season 
to  New  Castle,  and  also  to  Cape  May.  After 
comparatively  short  service  on  the  Delaware, 
ran  for  many  years  on  the  Union  Line,  between 
Frenchtown  and  Baltimore. 

Pioneer,  Captain  Bilderback,  built  at  Phila- 
delphia in  1835  expressly  for  the  Salem  (N.  J.) 
route.  It  was  afterward  purchased  by  W. 
Whilldin,  Sr.,  for  the  Wilmington  opposition. 
Eventually  the  Pioneer  was   sent  to  Baltimore. 

Telegraph,  built  at  Philadelphia  for  Captain 
W.  Whilldin,  Jr.,  for  the  Wilmington  Line,  in- 
tended to  be  a  very  fast  traveler.  This  expecta- 
tion was  not  realized.  The  boat  was  placed  on 
the  opposition  line  to  Cape  May  in  1836,  against 
the  Baltimore  Railroad  Company's  boats.  Her 
boilers  exploded  November  9,  1850;  eight  or 
nine  persons  were  killed  and  thirty  wounded. 
Shortly  afterward  parties  interested  in  the  Hud- 
son River  trade  bought  the  Telegraph,  and  it 
was  then  sent  to  New  York. 

Hornet,  built  at  Crosswick's  Creek,  near  Bor- 
dentown,  New  Jersey,  for  Jacob  Ridgway,  to 
be  run  to  Trenton,  in  opposition  to  the  Camden 
and  Amboy  Company's  boats.  The  fare  for  pas- 
sage between  Philadelphia  and  Trenton  before 
this  time  had  been  one  dollar.  On  the  appear- 
ance of  the  Hornet  the  company  reduced  the 
rates  of  passage  between  the  two  places  to  twelve 
and  a  half  cents.  Ridgway  persevered  until  the 
company  bought  him  out,  and  the  Hornet  was 
transferred  to  "  the  monopoly." 

Balloon,  built  in  Jersey  City  in  1839,  na^  a 
high  reputation  as  a  very  swift  boat.  She  was 
purchased  by  Captain  W.  Whilldin,  Sr.,  and 
placed  upon  the  Wilmington  route,  in  connection 
with  the  Pioneer.  In  iater  years  the  Balloon 
sank  in  Chesapeake  Bay. 

Charles  Carrol,  built  at  Baltimore  for  the 
Union  Line  Company  in  1829.  was  a  good  bay- 
boat,  but  slow.  In  1838  the  Carrol  was  brought 
around  to  Philadelphia,  put  on  the  Cape  May 
route,  and  ran  to  places  down  the  Delaware  for 
some  years. 

Cohansey,  built  at  Philadelphia  about  1838  for 
the  Bridgeton  route.  After  many  years  of  ser- 
vice it  was  sold,  rebuilt  and  called  the  "  Swan." 

Express,  built  at  New  York  in  1841,  was 
bought  by  Reybold  Brothers  for  the  Salem  route, 
and  afterward  sent  to  Baltimore  to  engage  in  the 
Chesapeake  trade. 

St.  Nicholas,  built  at  New  York  in  1845,  was 
brought  to  the  Delaware  some  years  afterward, 


ran  for  a  season  or  two  to  Lewestown,  Delaware, 
and  was  afterward  sold. 

Sun,  built  in  New  York  in  1836  for  Commodore 
C.  Vanderbil»,  purchased  by  Captain  W.  Whill- 
din, Sr.,  and  brought  to  the  Delaware  in  1841. 
Proving  to  be  a  slow  boat,  she  was  cut  in  two  and 
lengthened,  by  which  change  her  speed  was  in- 
creased. The  Sun  was  run  to  Cape  May  for  two 
or  three  seasons,  and  was  afterward,  in  place  of 
the  Bolivar,  on  the  Bristol  route.  About  1854 
the  Thomas  A.  Morgan  took  her  place  ;  the  Sun 
was  sent  to  New  York,  and  ran  on  the  route  be- 
tween Port  Monmouth  and  Princess  Bay. 

Hudson,  a  particularly  broad,  comfortable, 
but  exceedingly  slow,  boat,  built  at  New  York 
in  1824,  was  purchased  by  Captain  James  Devoe 
and  brought  to  Philadelphia  in  1842  for  an  excur- 
sion-boat. The  Hudson  ran  anywhere  and 
everywhere  —  to  Chester,  Burlington,  Bristol, 
Gray's  Ferry,  Tacony,  or  any  other  place  which 
keen  business  instincts  might  suggest.  In  sum- 
mer-time the  Hudson,  besides  ordinary  day- 
service,  was  frequently  advertised  for  moonlight 
excursions.  After  some  years  of  use  as  a  pleas- 
ure-boat it  was  handed  over  to  the  drudgery  of 
towing. 

Rainbow,  Captain  R.  H.  Fury,  built  at  Key- 
port,  New  Jersey,  by  Philadelphia  ship-carpen- 
ters, and  expected  to  run  from  New  York  to 
Albany  in  five  hours.  It  was  brought  round  to 
the  Delaware  in  1842,  the  intention  being  to  run 
against  Captain  Whilldin's  Balloon  and  Sun  to 
Cape  May.  She  remained  on  the  river  for  a 
year  or  two,  and  ran  in  1843  to  Wilmington,  but, 
being  threatened  with  an  attachment  under  some 
claim,  suddenly  left  the  Delaware  and  went  to 
New  York. 

New  Jersey,  built  at  Trenton  in  1842  for  Jacob 
Ridgway,  and  placed  on  the  Up-River  Liue. 
This  was  a  large  boat,  and  was  not  very  success- 
ful. After  a  short  season  she  was  sold  and  sent 
to  New  York. 

Clifton,  built  at  New  York  in  1842,  was  pur- 
chased by  Boone  &  Bro.  for  the  Salem  route,  and 
ran  for  many  years.  Her  boilers  exploded  at 
Newcastle,  Delaware,  March  2,  1850;  one  per- 
son was  killed  and  five  scalded.  With  subse- 
quent repairing,  this  boat  ran  for  many  years  with 
regularity  and  safety. 

Proprietor,  built  on  Saddle  River,  New  Jersey, 
in  1843,  was  purchased  for  the  Trenton  route  in 
1844,  ran  upon  the  Delaware  for  a  season  or  two 
and  was  nicknamed  "Mother  Purple."  After 
two  or  three  years  it  was  sold,  sent  South  and 
lost  on  the  way. 

Mount  Pleasant,  built  in  New  York,  was  pur- 
chased in  December,  1844,  by  Shober  &  McMain, 
with  the  intention  of  placing  her  on  the  line  to 
Lewes,  Delaware.  In  December,  1844,  the  boat 
left  New  York,  bound  for  Philadelphia,  McMain 
being  on  board,  but  never  reached  the  Break- 
water. She  foundered,  and  all  on  board  were 
lost. 

Barclay,  built  of  iron  in  Philadelphia  in  1845 
for  Barclay  Haines  of  New  Jersey.  It  was  prob- 
ably the  first  iron  steamboat  built  on  the  Dela- 
ware River,  was  placed  upon  the  Philadelphia 
and  Mount  Holly  route,  running  to  Hainesport, 
and  was  in  that  trade  for  many  years.  About 
1875-76  this  boat  was  purchased  by  the  Beach 
Haven  Land  Company  and  placed  upon  the  bay- 
route,  between  Tuckerton  (Edge  Cove)  and  Beach 
Haven.     In  the  spring  of  1882  she  was  broken  up.

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THE  EPHEMERIS. 
The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  in- 
teresting astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year.

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  6th. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

Voting  on  Age. — Every  male  citizen  between 
the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  may 
vote  without  being  assessed.  He  must  previously 
have  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in  the 
election  district  (or  division)  where  he  offers  to 
vote  for  at  least  two  months  before  the  election. 
If  his  name  is  not  on  the  registry  of  voters,  he 
must  make  affidavit,  if  a  native  citizen,  as  to  his 
birthplace  and  residence  in  the  district  for  two 
months,  and  in  the  State  for  one  year,  except  in 
case  he  had  been  a  resident  and  removed  there- 
from and  again  returned,  when  six  months'  resi- 
dence will  be  sufficient.  If  he  is  not  native  born, 
but  the  son  of  a  citizen  naturalized  during  the 
son's  minority,  he  must  also  produce  proof  of  his 
father's  naturalization,  of  which  the  naturaliza- 
tion certificate  will  be  the  best  evidence. 

A  Natural-born  Citizen  over  twenty-two 
years  of  age  must  have  paid  within  two  years  a 
State  or  county  tax,  which  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed at  least  two  months  and  paid  one  month 
before  the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  one  year,  or  if,  having  previously  been 
a  qualified  elector  or  native-born  citizen  of  the 
State,  he  shall  have  removed  therefrom  and  re- 
turned, then  six  months  immediately  preceding 
the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in  the  elec- 
tion district  where  he  offers  to  vote  at  least  two 
months  immediately  preceding  the  election.  If 
his  name  is  not  upon  the  registry  list,  he  must 
produce  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division  to  prove  his  residence  by  affidavit,  and 
himself  make  affidavit  to  the  facts  upon  which  he 
claims  a  right  to  vote,  also  that  he  has  not  moved 
into  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  voting  therein. 
Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  must  be  made  by  pro- 
ducing the  tax  receipt,  or  by  affidavit  that  it  has 
been  lost,  destroyed,  or  was  never  received. 

A  Naturalized  Citizen  must  have  the  same 
qualifications  as  to  residence  in  the  State  and 
district,  assessment  and  payment  of  taxes,  as  a 
native-born  citizen.  He  must  have  been  natu- 
ralized one  month  before  the  election.  If  his 
name  is  not  on  the  registry  l.ist,  he  must  prove 
his  residence  by  the  testimony  of  a  citizen  of 
the  district  or  division,  and  himself  state  by 
affidavit  when  and  where  and  by  what  court  he 
was  naturalized,  and  produce  his  naturalization 
certificate  for  examination.  On  challenge,  he 
may  be  also  required,  even  when  his  name  is 
upon  the  registry  list,  to  produce  a  naturalization 
certificate,  unless  he  has  been  for  five  years  con- 
secutively a  voter  in  the  district. 

Qualifications  of  Election  Officers. 

No  person  can  be  an  election  officer  who  holds, 
or  within  two  months  has  held,  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment under  the  Federal  or  State  govern- 
ment, or  under  any  city  or  county,  or  any  mu- 
nicipal board,  commission,  or  trust  in  any  city, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen,  notaries 
public,  and  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the 
State.

Postage  on  Books,  Pamphlets,  Circulars, 
and  other  matter  wholly  in  print,  such  as  printed 
blanks,  hand-bills,  posters,  cards,  music,  litho- 
graphs, photographs,  corrected  proof-sheets  and 
manuscripts  accompanying  the  same,  etc.,  one 
cent,  prepaid  by  stamp,  for  every  two  ounces  or 
fraction  thereof. 

Packages  of  transient  printed  matter  are  limited 
to  four  pounds  each,  unless  in  the  case  where  a 
single  volume  of  a  book  shall  exceed  that  weight. 
The  sender  may  write  his  name  on  the  wrapper, 
preceded  by  the  word  "  from,"  or  may  mark  a 
passage  of  the  text,  or  write  on  a  fly-leaf  a  simple 
inscription  or  dedication.  Packages  must  be  so 
wrapped  with  open  sides  or  ends  as  to  be  readily 
examined  by  postmasters. 

Postage  on  Merchandise,  Sample-Cards, 
patterns,  letter-envelopes,  letter-paper  without 
printing, seed-cuttings,  bulbs,  roots, original  paint- 
ings in  oil  or  water-colors,  chi  omos  mounted,  print- 
ed letter-heads,  models,  ores,  metals,  and  all  mail- 
able matter  not  embraced  in  the  foregoing  classes, 
one  cent,  prepaid  by  stamp,  for  each  ounce  or  frac- 
tion thereof.     The  limit  of  weight  is  four  pounds. 

Canada. — Postage  on  newspapers,  magazines, 
books,  circulars,  pamphlets,  etc.,  to  Canada  is 
the  same  as  to  places  in  the  U.  S.  Patterns  and 
samples  to  Canada  10  cents,  prepaid,  each  pack- 
age not  to  exceed  eight  ounces.

Letters,  postal  cards,  printed  matter  of  all 
kinds,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of 
merchandise  are  transmissible  in  Postal  Union 
mails.  The  following  are  considered  as  printed 
matter,  viz.  :  Newspapers  and  periodical  works, 
books  stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of 
music,  visiting  cards,  address  cards,  proofs  of 
printing,  with  or  without  the  manuscript  relating 
thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings, 
plans,  geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospect- 
uses, announcements  and  notices  of  various  kinds, 
whether  printed,  engraved,  lithographed  or  au- 
tographed. 

Postal  cards  must  be  forwarded  without  cover. 
One  of  the  sides  must  be  reserved  for  the  address 
alone,  and  the  communication  written  on  the 
other  side.  It  is  forbidden  to  join  or  to  attach  to 
postal  cards  any  article  whatever.  Printed  mat- 
ter must  be  either  placed  under  band,  upon  a 
roller,  between  boards,  in  a  case  open  at  one  side 
or  at  both  ends,  or  in  an  unclosed  envelope,  or 
simply  folded  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  conceal 
the  nature  of  the  packet;  or,  lastly,  tied  by  a 
string.  Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  pre- 
senting the  form  and  consistency  of  an  unfolded 
card  may  be  forwarded  without  band,  envelope, 
fastening  or  fold.  The  maximum  weight  of  print- 
ed matter  is  fixed  at  2  kilograms  (4  lbs.  6  oz.). 
Postage  on  printed  matter,  one  cent  for  each  2  oz.

EMERGENCY  SHELF. 

In  the  dressing-room  or  closet  adjoining  the 
bedroom  of  the  head  of  a  family  should  be  a  cer- 
tain shelf  or  shelves,  shallow  and  low,  easy  of 
access  and  filled  with  simple  remedies.  When 
there  is  a  person  in  delicate  health,  the  family 
are  often  aroused  in  the  night  to  get  a  hot  brick  or 
a  bottle  of  hot  water.  It  is  well  to  have  a  readier 
provision  at  hand.  At  any  rubber  store  you  can 
procure  a  flat  bag,  with  screwed  stopper  and  han- 
dle, for  hot  water.  This  is  much  more  convenient 
than  the  brick  or  glass  bottle,  and  can  be  applied 
to  any  part  of  the  body  as  well  as  for  its  primary 
use— cold  feet.  It  is  also  a  useful  article  to  take 
traveling  to  heat  the  bed  in  a  damp  or  unused 
sleeping-apartment.  The  water,  if  boiling  to 
begin  with,  will  remain  warm  all  night.  When 
you.  have  finished  using  it,  empty  it  at  once  and 
screw  on  the  stopper  to  prevent  mislaying  that 
important  section.  Never  hang  up  the  bag  full 
of  water;  the  weight  of  the  contents  will  slowly 
but  surely  pull  the  rubber  away  from  the  neck- 
screw  and  cause  a  hopeless  leakage.  An  "  Etna" 
or  wire-stand  that  fits  over  a  gas-burner,  and 
will  support  a  tin  cup,  can  be  used  to  warm  milk 
or  heat  up  beef  tea  or  other  drink,  and  to  heat  a 
poultice  or  a  lotion,  is  a  cheap  and  useful  invest- 
ment. A  graduated  glass  for  medicines,  avoid- 
ing the  drop  and  the  teaspoon,  a  glass  tube  for 
liquid  food  when  the  invalid  is  unable, to  lift  the 
head,  and  a  papier-mache  basin,  light  of  weight 
and  easy  to  carry,  should  find  a  place  on  the 
shelf.  Make  room  also  for  a  roll  of  old  linen  and 
one  of  soft  flannel  for  emergency. 

A  tin  or  china  box  of  mixed  mustard,  cayenne 
pepper  and  flaxseed  meal,  all  ready  to  spread  for 
a  mustard  poultice,  and  a  square  of  oiled  silk  to 
cover  over  any  poultice,  should  be  at  hand.  It  is 
not  often  safe  to  take  prescription  medicines  of 
any  kind  without  direct  medical  advice,  but  the 
preparations  of  licorice  known  as  Brown  mix- 
ture, with  a  little  muriate  of  ammonia  in  it,  is 
excellent  for  a  sudden  stuffy  cold.  Aromatic 
ammonia  is  the  invaluable  bottle,  an  innocent 
stimulant  to  keep  on  hand.  For  a  fainting-fit  give 
a  half-teaspoonful  of  aromatic  spirits  of  ammonia, 
with  a  tablespoonful  of  whisky  or  brandy,  in  a 
tablespoonful  of  water.  Keep  the  spirits  of  harts- 
horn or  strong  ammonia  quite  away  from  this 
shelf. 

A  bottle  or  box  of  "soda-mint"  pills  for  sleep- 
less dyspepsia  ;  a  tiny  bottle  of  paregoric— one  of 
the  good,  safe  old  remedies  that  will  often  ward 
off  a  coming  cold  as  well  as  relieve  pain  and 
diarrhoea  disturbances  ;  a  bottle  of  Hoffman's 
anodyne  for  a  raging  tooth  when  you  are  worn 
out  with  sleeplessness,  and  also  for  some  kinds 
of  "  oppression  ;"  a  small  vial  of  acetic  ether  to 
sniff  at,  which  often  gives  breath  again  to  the 
nervous  asthmatic  ;  a  tiny  bottle  of  homoeopathic 
colocynthus  (cucumber),  which  cures  colic  with 
laughable  rapidity,  and  the  invaluable  aconite 
pellets,  the  homoeopathic  lancet,  for  feverishness 
without  other  pronounced  symptoms,  or  when  the 
ringing,  croupy  cough  is  heard  at  midnight  to  the 
mother's  dismay.  A  bottle  of  pure  cosmoline, 
that,  well  rubbed  in  on  the  throat  or  the  shoulder, 
has  often  cured  soreness  in  either:  or  else  the 
good  old  mixture  of  equal  sweet  oil.  arnica  and 
laudanum,  that,  also  well  rubbed  in,  cures  many 


a  "stitch"  in  time.  So  a  small  bottle  of  tur- 
pentine, to  be  sprinkled  over  hot  flannels,  is 
ready  and  "  handy  "  for  throat,  chest  or  stomach. 
As  many  a  sore  throat  comes  from  the  stomach, 
this  can  be  often  relieved  by  a  seidlitz  powder  and 
by  swallowing  a  teaspoonful  of  plain  cosmoline. 
Let  it  go  down  slowly  as  it  melts.  It  is  of  im- 
portance to  have  a  bottle  of  the  purest,  not 
scented,  cosmoline  on  hand,  as  this  remedy  is 
now  used  for  inward  as  well  as  outward  applica- 
tions. Chlorate  of  potash,  the  invariable  gargle 
in  the  early  days  of  diphtheric  alarm,  is  now 
found  to  act  best  if  administered  ns  a  gargle, 
thirty  grains  in  a  tumbler  of  claret  (one-half 
water),  followed  by  a  swallow  of  plain  cosmoline 
until  five  teaspoonfuls  have  been  taken.  These 
are  given,  it  must  be  remembered,  only  if  no  doc- 
tor can  be  reached;  and  a  little  chlorate  of  pot- 
ash (five  grains)  may  be  swallowed  in  water  every 
two  hours  until  other  help  comes.  This  is  now 
sold  compressed  in  five-grain  pills.  The  shelf  is 
not  full  yet,  but  these  will  do  for  a  beginning. 
And  if  you  are  without  shelf  or  bottle  or  any 
apothecary's  appliances,  of  any  "  pathy  "  what- 
ever, and  have  the  means  at  hand  to  secure  hot 
water  quickly,  either  to  drink  or  to  apply  out- 
wardly, you  can  rout  many  a  sudden  attack  and 
be  asleep  before  morning.  An  indispensable  flan- 
nel wrapper  should  hang  on  a  near  peg ;  even  in  1 
summer  weather  it  in  itself  is  a  comforting  rem- 
edy  for  many  kinds  of  uneasiness. 

There  is  one  pin-cushion  that  should  always  I 
stand  "  loaded,"  either  on  the  bureau  or  on  the 
work-table,  with  a  few  threaded  needles  in  it, 
always  ready.  A  black-silk  needle,  a  "  patent" 
thread  in  colors,  and  two  needles  threaded  with 
fine  and  coarse  white  cotton, — these  make  all  the 
difference  between  catching  a  flying  button  or  a 
ripped  glove  or  skirt-braid  at  the  moment  of  a 
hasty  departure  and  of  starting  in  disrepair. 
A  bottle  of  strong  hartshorn,  ammonia,  for  re- 
moving stains  in  clothing,  with  a  ready  sponge 
attached  to  its  cork,  is  as  necessary  to  every 
wardrobe  as  is  a  clothes-brush. 

PARLOR    OR    LIVING-ROOM. 

No  matter  what  you  have  in  your  parlor,  let 
there  be  comfortable  chairs  and  cheerful  walls  in 
the  room  that  you  live  in.  There  are  some  peo- 
ple who  carry  this  idea  still  farther — people  who 
never  give  large  parties  and  only  entertain  their 
friends  "sociably,"  and  who  will  not  sacrifice 
their  every-day  comfort  to  the  expense  of  a  par- 
lor that  is  little  used.  These  either  make  the  par- 
lor the  living-room  and  put  all  their  choicest 
treasures,  as  well  as  their  most  comfortable  fur- 
niture, in  it,  or  else  do  as  it  has  become  the 
fashion  of  late — take  the  best  and  the  largest 
room  for  the  family-room  and  make  the  parlor 
proper  out  of  any  small  room  that  can  be  set 
apart  for  it.  Even  in  the  regulation  Philadelphia 
house  this  has  been  done,  the  lady  of  the  house 
selecting  the  large  first-floor  room  just  off  the 
entry  for  her  living-room,  where  the  children  had 
their  toys,  where  her  sewing-machine  could  stand 
in  a  sunny  corner,  and  where  she  was  on  the 
ground-floor,  convenient  to  the  kitchen  and  to 
constant  business  calls  without  running  up  and 
downstairs  to  give  directions  or  oversee  matters. 
The  parlor  in  this  case  was  made  in  the  second- 
I  story  back-building,  a  small  and  not  cheerful 
;  room,  but  one  which  served  very  well  its  purpose 
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to  see  formal  callers  in  the  seven  minutes'  regu- 
lation call,  and  requiring  but  little  expensive  fur- 
niture. 

There  is  a  great  deal  to  be  said  about  chairs. 
Why  should  we  not  be  comfortable  when  we  sit  ? 
There  are  agonizing  patterns  in  expensive  chairs, 
in  which  nobody  ever  has  a  minute's  comfort,  but 
which  used  to  be  thought  necessary  for  parlor 
furniture.  It  is  not  necessary  for  anybody  to 
suffer  in  this  way  ;  but  if  anybody  must,  let  it  be 
the  occasional  caller,  and  not  the  people  who 
come  to  spend  the  evening,  and  certainly  not  the 
family — not  yourself.  If  upholstered  chairs  and 
sofas  are  too  expensive,  there  are  the  rattan  and 
willow  basket-chairs  ;  there  are  the  comfortable 
Shaker  chairs,  with  rugs  across  back  and  seat ; 
there  are  even  the  wooden  rocking-chairs  of  a  cen- 
tury ago,  with  their  comfortable  "  tilt  "  and  their 
feather  cushions;  there  are  the  "lounges  in 
basket-work/'  also,  that  are  luxury  itself  com- 
pared to  the  hard-stuffed  and  slippery  sofa  that 
used  to  be  fashionable.  Whatever  else  you  do 
have  in  your  living-room,  let  there  be  a  restful 
and  easy  seat  for  every  person  in  the  family. 
Whether  it  be  splendid  or  simple,  it  need  not  rub 
your  shoulder-blades,  or  be  so  hollowed  out  that 
the  small  of  your  back  is  in  perpetual  discomfort. 
The  p-oper  chair  furnishes  a  rest  to  the  waist- 
line; it  should  project  there  instead  of  being  hol- 
lowed out  Usually,  the  hollows  and  the  pro- 
jections in  ordinary  chairs  are  exactly  wrong  for 
the  body's  support  and  comfort.  It  is  quite  a  gift 
to  be  able  to  design  a  real  resting  chair,  or  to 
cushion  a  wooden  chair  in  the  proper  lines. 

IN  FURNISHING  A  ROOM, 
It  is  best  to  choose  the  furniture  before  the  paper 
is  laid  on  the  walls  ot  the  carpet  selected.  Many 
persons  choose  wall-paper  or  paint  first,  and, 
when  all  that  is  fixed  and  done,  then  buy  their 
carpets,  and  lastly  get  the  furniture  that  has  to 
suit  all  these  The  far-better  way  is  first  to 
choose  the  chairs  and  the  tables  and  all  the 
"  must-haves."  Then,  with  an  eye  to  the  fitness 
of  things,  select  the  carpet  they  are  to  stand  on. 
Lastly,  choose  the  tint  of  your  walls.  Whether 
it  is  a  ten-cent  paper,  or  the  inexpensive  "  hard- 
ware paper  "  background  that  comes  in  a  variety 
of  colors,  or  the  most  expensive  paper  and  fresco- 
painting  that  can  be  laid  on,  all  these  things  are 
the  frcnie  of  the  room,  the  scene-setting  of  it. 

A  few  general  principles  in  wall-coloring  may 
be  kept  in  mind.  A  dark  room  that  is  for  home 
•se  should  have  sunny  tints  on  the  wall — cream- 
~olor,  straw,  the  hue  of  winter  butter  (Philadel- 
phia butter),  even  a  salmon  color,  though  the 
slight  pinkiness  in  salmon  is  not  so  sunshiny  as 
the  golden  tints.  If  the  sun  never  gets  in  at  the 
windows,  by  all  means  put  him  on  the  wall.  For 
a  lighter  and  more  sunny  room  there  are  all  the 
neutral  shades  of  gray  or  drab,  which  makes  such 
good  backgrounds  for  pictures  ;  while  a  cool  as 
well  as  cheerful  aspect  is  given  by  robin's  egg, 
Nile  green,  or  whatever  name,  by  the  time  this 
article  is  printed,  may  be  j;iven  to  the  pale-green 
blues.  A  rich  effect  for  a  large  dining-room  or 
library  is  had  in  the  various  olives,  leather-colors, 
which  may  be  still  kept  bright  with  yellow  and 
tan,  as  desired,  and  picked  out  with  gold  or  silver 
or  brass  tints  ;  and  here,  too,  the  dull  reds  and 
crimsons  and  the  dead-leaf  colors  have  their 
place.  A  small  and  dark  dining-room  can  bear  a 
pink  paper  very  well;  a  pearl-colored  wall  gives 


coolness  and  size  to  a  very  small  apartment. 
Some  papers  will  not  bear  pictures — not  because 
they  are  ugly  or  gloomy,  but  because  they  are  too 
rich  ;  they  fill  the  walls  with  themselves.  Chintz- 
patterned  papers  do  well  for  most  bedrooms  ;  with 
very  large  or  very  small  rooms,  there  is  apt  to  be 
too  much  chintz  effect  about.  Another  rule 
should  be  kept  in  mind  :  If  you  have  a  tall  and 
narrow  room,  do  not  add  to  its  height  by  carrying 
the  color  of  the  wall,  by  means  of  the  cornice,  up 
upon  the  ceiling.  On  the  contrary,  bring  the 
ceiling  down  on  the  wall  by  carrying  even  the 
whitewash  a  foot  or  so  below  the  actual  height  of 
the  wall.  A  hall-room  may  be  given  quite  a  broad 
aspect  by  simply  lowering  the  ceiling  in  this  way, 
which  seems  to  expand  the  walls.  If  there  is  a 
papered  ceiling,  it  is  well  to  remember  that  the 
warm  colors  make  a  ceiling  seem  lower,  and  the 
cold  colors  actually  seem  to  lift  it  in  the  air.  As 
most  Philadelphia  houses  have  long  narrow  rooms 
for  parlors,  it  is  chiefly  important  in  these  to 
widen  out  the  effect  of"  the  room  by  giving  it 
more  ceiling  and  less  wall. 

IN   THE   KITCHEN. 

We  should  set  down  several  things  as  indispen- 
sable for  easy  housekeeping — a  keg  of  soft  soap, 
more  economical  and  doing  its  work  better  than 
much  more  in  cost  of  hard  soap  ;  a  frying-basket, 
which  ccsts  only  a  trifle  and  saves  so  much  labor 
and  material  ;  a  tin  can  of  washing-soda,  not  for 
washing  clothes,  but  for  cleaning  greasy  pots  and 
pans,  for  sTveetening  sinks,  for  scouring  out  all 
dark  corners  and  closets  that  do  not  get  much  air 
and  light,  and  for  washing  off  dusty  and  dirty 
brushes  and  brooms.  Some  people  forget  that  the 
tools  they  work  with  need  cleaning  very  often. 
They  will  put  their  knives  to  the  scouring-board 
every  day,  but  utterly  forget  their  brushes  of 
every  description.  From  the  hair-brush  on  the 
bureau  to  the  hand-scrub,  from  the  dust-brush  to 
the  broom, — all  need  to  be  frequently  inspected 
and  cleaned  with  ammonia  or  soda. 

Dishcloths  are  quickest  sweetened  by  being 
boiled  up  with  soda-water,  and  both  soda  and  the 
I  more  expensive  ammonia  are  the  housekeeper's 
ammunition  against  grease  and  dirt. 

Borax  is  a  convenient  and  safe  article  to  strew 
about  where  there  are  roaches,  and  concentrated 
lye  is  the  best  of  all  contrivances  for  cleansing 
bedsteads.  Never  keep  either  lye  or  any  poison- 
ous substance  in  a  bottle  or  pitcher  or  cup  that 
may  be  drunk  from  by  mistake.  In  a  tin  box,  or 
a  soap-dish  of  wood  or  china,  nobody  would  think 
of  mistaking  them  for  any  beverage. 

A  crock  for  bread-crumbs  dried  in  the  oven  and 
then  rolled  fine  for  "dressing"  and  "thicken- 
ings "  will  prevent  the  waste  of  stale  bread. 

A  tin  box  of  bay-leaves  costs  only  a  trifle,  and 
is  invaluable  for  flavoring  soups,  stews,  etc 

"Glaze"  is  foundation  for  soup,  gravies;  for 
basting  all  dry  meats,  game,  sweetbreads,  etc. 
Chop  six  pounds  lean  from  knuckle  veal  or  leg  of 
beef  into  inch  bits.  Put  tablespoonful  butter  in 
soup-kettle,  with  meat,  over  hot  fire.  Stir  till  it 
begins  to  brown.  Add  two  gallons  cold  water, 
teaspoonful  salt.  Stir  up  well  from  bottom.  Skim 
carefully.  When  it  boils  up  add  cup  cold  water 
to  make  more  scum  rise.  Set  back  where  it  will 
simmer  slowly  for  five  hours.  Strain  and  boil 
down  to  three  pints  yellow  jelly.  When  cold 
cover  in  jar,  or  put  in  iarge  sausage-skin.  Slice 
for  use.     A  small  slice  will  serve.

PUBLIC  LEDGER   ALMANAC. 


SOME   FAMOUS    OLD    STEAMBOATS 
ON    THE    DELAWARE    RIVER* 

May-Flower,  built  in  1844  at  Allowaystown, 
New  Jersey,  intended  to  run  to  that  place,  was 
found  too  large  for  navigation  of  Alloway's 
Creek.  Wright  &  Bender  bought  this  boat  and 
put  it  on  the  Bridgeport  route.  About  1847-48  it 
was  sold  and  taken  South. 

Portsmouth,  Captain  James  Devoe,  built  at 
Salem,  Massachusetts,  in  1837,  was  bought  by 
Jacob  Carrigan  in  1845,  and  intended  to  be  the 
pioneer  of  a  through-line  to  Baltimore  via  the 
Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canal.  This  effort, 
carried  on  for  some  time,  proved  to  be  unsuccess- 
ful. Subsequently  the  boat  ran  to  Cape  May 
and  Lewestown.  When  leaving  Arch  street 
wharf,  August  13,  1844,  on  one  of  her  trips, 
there  was  a  boiler  explosion  on  board,  by  which 
two  or  three  persons  were  killed  and  several 
injured. 

Napoleon,  built  at  New  York  by  Captain 
Hager  in  1830,  purchased  by  the  Camden  and 
Amboy  Railroad  Company,  which  about  that 
time  was  called  in  the  newspapers  "  The  Napo- 
l<.'on  Company;"  hence  the  name  of  the  boat. 
The  service  was  for  fifteen  years  on  New  York 
waters.  In  1845  the  boat  was  purchased  from  the 
railroad  company  by  Captain  Ross  and  placed  on 
the  route  to  Lewes,  Delaware.  Subsequently, 
Captain  W.  Whilldin,  Sr.,  bought  the  Napoleon 
and  put  it  on  the  Smyrna  (Delaware)  Line,  in 
opposition  to  the   Kent. 

Willmon  Whilldin,  iron  hull  boat,  built  at 
Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  1845,  by  Captain 
Willmon  Whilldin,  Sr.,  and  placed  on  the  Wil- 
mington and  Philadelphia  route  ;  afterward  sold 
to  Messrs.  Reybold,  who  lengthened  it,  changed 
it  from  a  side-wheel  to  a  propeller  and  placed  it 
in  the  peach  trade  via  the  Delaware  and  Chesa- 
peake Canal.  In  time  the  Willmon  Whilldin 
became  attached  to  the  Ericsson  Canal  Line  to 
Baltimore. 

Kent,  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1845  for  the 
Smyrna  Line,  and  ran  for  some  years.  During 
this  service  a  collision  happened  on  one  Fourth 
of  July.  The  Kent  ran  into  the  steamboat  Sun 
and  sank  her.  The  Sun  was  raised  and  repaired, 
but  the  Kent  company  refused  to  pay  the  dam- 
ages. Upon  this,  Captain  Whilldin,  greatly  in- 
censed, put  on  the  Napoleon  as  an  opposition  boat 
to  Smyrna— a  measure  by  which  the  Kent  com- 
pany lost  much  more  money  than  they  would 
have  had  to  pay  had  they  settled  for  the  dam- 
ages. 

John  Griffith,  built  in  Jersey  City  in  1845, 
was  afterward  purchased  by  farmers  and  run 
for  many  years  between  Philadelphia  and  Old 
Man's  Creek,  New  Jersey. 

Rip  Van  Winkle,  Captain  R.  H.  Fury,  built 
in  New  York  in  1845,  fitted  with  Lighthall's 
patent  half-beam  engine,  low  pressure,  was  sent 
to  Philadelphia  in  1846  to  run  to  Cape  May  in 
opposition  to  the  Baltimore  Railroad  Company's 
boats  :  was  in  that  service  one  season,  and  then 
returned  to  New  York.  The  Rip  Van  Winkle 
was  235  feet  long,  and  it  was  claimed  that  the 
boat  could  be  propelled  at  the  rate  of  thirty 
miles  an  hour. 

Commodore  Stockton,  built  in  Philadelphia  in 
1845  by  Captain  Robert  F.  Loper,  upon  an  original 
plan  of  his  own,  failed  to  do  the  work  intended. 


The  engine  was  soon  afterward  taken  out,  and 
the  hull  converted  into  a  canal  barge. 

Tom  Salmon,  Captain  Westcott,  built  in  New 
York  in  1840,  purchased  \>y  a  company  in  1846, 
and  ran  to  Millville,  New  Jersey,  for  a  year  or 
two,  then  was  again  sold  and  sent  to  New 
York. 

George  Washington,  a  small  boat,  built  in 
Philadelphia  in  1846  for  Michael  Melloy,  a 
metal-deaier,  to  run  to  Bridesburg.  This  experi- 
ment was  unsuccessful.  The  passenger-trips 
were  soon  discontinued,  and  the  boat  was  de- 
voted to  towing. 

John  Stevens,  iron  hull,  built  at  Hoboken,  New 
Jersey,  in  1845,  fur  the  Camden  and  Amboy  Rail- 
road Company,  a  large,  elegant  and  swift  boat, 
commenced  running  on  regular  trips,  under  com- 
mand of  Captain  Peter  Kester,  to  Burlington, 
Bristol  and  Bordentown  in  1846.  Burned  at 
Bordentown,  J11I3'  17,  1855.  Six  persons  were 
on  board,  three  of  whom  were  suffocated  or 
drowned.  The  hull  was  afterward  built  upon 
and  used  for  towing  purposes. 

Pacific,  Captain  L.  P.  Burton,  afterward  Sam- 
uel Jefferson,  built  at  Philadelphia,  engines  by 
Grice  &  Co.,  in  1847,  ran  to  Cantwell's  Bridge, 
upon  the  Appoquinominck  Creek,  Delaware. 
After  some  years  of  service  it  was  sold  and 
taken  to  New  York. 

Delight,  name  changed  to  Stranger,  built  at 
Philadelphia  in  1847  by  Captain  Crossett,  was 
used  for  some  seasons  as  an  excursion-boat  to 
Gloucester  Point  and  other  places.  On  June  26, 
1847,  this  boat  collided  with  the  iron  propeller 
New  Jersey  opposite  Spruce  street  wharf.  The 
latter  was  run  on  shore  on  the  island,  and  was 
sunk. 

Zephyr,  built  at  New  York  in  1848,  bought 
by  the  Kent  Steamboat  Company  for  the  Smyrna 
route,  was  in  regular  service  for  twelve  or  thir- 
teen years.  After  the  commencement  of  the 
rebellion  this  boat  was  chartered  by  the  govern- 
ment, sent  South,  and  wrecked  in  Galveston  Bay. 

Wave,  Captain  James  Devoe,  ran  to  Cape 
May  in  1848,  and  to  Cape  May  and  Lewestown, 
under  command  of  Captain  Metz,  in  1849. 

Gazelle,  built  at  Nyack,  New  York,  in  1827, 
was  brought  to  the  Delaware  in  1848  by  Captain 
McMakin  and  placed  upon  the  route  to  Bridge- 
port. Afterward  was  run  to  Trenton  on  the 
tides.  In  this  duty  it  was  superseded  by  the 
Edwin  Forrest  in  the  succeeding  year,  when  the 
boat  was  sold  and  taken  back  to  New  York. 

Mountaineer,  Captain  S.  Tatem,  built  in  New 
York  in  1846,  was  renowned  for  her  great  speed. 
Purchased  by  Reybold  Brothers  in  "1848,  ran  to 
Cape  May  during  that  year  under  Captain  Payne, 
and  the  next  (1849)  under  Captain  Tatem,  and 
afterward  on  the  Salem  route.  Returned  to  New 
York  for  a  time,  and,  coming  back  to  the  Dela- 
ware to  run  during  the  Cape  May  season,  was 
wrecked  on  the  foundation  of  Brandywine  Shoal 
lighthouse,  June  26,  1850 — an  accident  which 
happened  because  the  first  pilot  had  been  mar- 
ried on  that  day,  and  his  wife  was  on  board ;  the 
second  pilot  took  charge  of  the  boat,  and  unfor- 
tunately was  deficient  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
dangerous  places  upon  the  river. 

Edwin  Forrest,  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1849 
for  J.  and  B.  McMakin,  intended  to  run  on  the 
Trenton  route,  changing  the  hours  of  leaving  and 
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Fixed  and  Movable  Feasts,  Fasts,  etc.,  1884.

Traveler,  Captain  James  Devoe,  a  large 
steamboat,  280  feet  long,  belonging  to  the  Fall 
River  (New  Haven)  Line,  built  in  New  York  in 
1845,  brought  round  and  placed  on  the  Cape  May 
route  for  one  season  in  1849.  After  this  service 
she  returned  to  New  York. 

America,  Captain  David  Martin,  built  at 
Philadelphia  by  Birely  &  Son,  in  1849,  for 
Wright  &  Bender,  placed  on  the  Cape  May  route. 
She  proved  to  be  a  slow  boat,  and  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  season  was  to  be  sold  to  parties 
in  Mobile  for  $55,000  and  sent  South,  but  sunk 
on  the  way.     Machinery  by  I,  P.  Morris  &  Co. 

Liberty,  built  at  Sculltown,  N.  J.,  in  1851  for 
a  company,  and  ran  to  that  village. 

Antelope,  built  at  Pennsgrove,  New  Jersey,  in 

1850,  by  Joseph  Guest,  for  the  Salem  route. 
Her  timbers  were  principally  of  gum-wood,  and 
the  boat  was  nicknamed  the  "  Gum  Swamp." 
She  was  intended  for  the  Salem  route,  was  after- 
ward sent  South,  and  on  her  way  to  her  destina- 
tion foundered  at  sea  in  fair  weather. 

Eager  Williams,  Captain  Leese,  built  in  New 
York  in  1845,  put  upon  the  Cape  May  route  on 
the  Delaware  in  1851,  and  ran  upon  the  river  for 
a  few  years.  Afterward  sold  to  parties  interested 
in  a  line  from  New  Orleans,  Louisiana,  to  Gal- 
veston, Texas. 

Thomas  Powell,  built  at  New  York  in  1845, 
named  after  the  machinist  who  constructed  the 
engines.  The  Baltimore  Railroad  Company  put 
the  Thomas  Powell   on  the  Cape  May  route  in 

1851,  in  opposition  to  the  Roger  Williams.  After 
being  upon  the  river  for  some  years,  this  boat 
returned  to  New  York. 

Cambridge,  built  in  Baltimore  in  1846,  brought 
from  there  in  1851  by  the  Baltimore  Railroad, 
and  placed  on  the  line  to  New  Castle. 

General  McDonald,  built  at  Baltimore  in  1851, 
was  put  upon  the  Cape  May  route  in  1852.  After- 
ward purchased  by  Captain  W.  Whilldin,  Jr  , 
who  maintained  the  boat  on  the  same  line  and  in 
other  river  service  for  some  years.  August  4, 
1855,  the  McDonald  came  in  collision  on  the  Del- 
aware with  a  sailing-vessel.  The  latter  was 
sunk,  but  from  twelve  to  fifteen  persons  on  the 
steamboat  were  knocked  overboard  and  drowned. 
Afterward  the  McDonald  was  sold  to  parties  in 
the  South. 

Osceola,  built  at  Sculltown,  New  Jersey, 
about  1850,  intended  to  run  to  Swedesboro',  on 
Raccoon  Creek,  was  in  that  service  for  some 
years.  Sold  to  the  United  States  government 
during  the  war  of  the  rebellion,  and  was  in  the 
government  service  at  Fort  Delaware  ;  afterward 
went  South. 

Rancocas,  built  in  Philadelphia  in  1852,  took 
the  place  of  the  Barclay  on  the  Mount  Holly 
route.  After  years  of  service  her  engines  were 
placed  in  a  new  hull,  and  the  boat  was  renamed 
the  Riverton. 

John  McMakin,  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1853, 
intended  to  run  to  Trenton  at  all  tides,  flat  bot- 
tom and  stern-wheel.  Failing  in  this  endeavor, 
side-wheels  were  put  upon  the  boat,  which  was 
run  on  different  routes.  The  last  was  to  Lewes, 
Delaware,  where  the  boat  took  fire  in  the  creek, 
and  was  totally  consumed. 


Miantonomi,  built  at  New  York  in  1850,  placed 
on  the  Salem  route  in  1853,  ran  for  a  few  seasons, 
returned  to  New  York,  and  was  renamed  the 
Tamanend. 

Major  Reybold,  built  at  Wilmington  in  1853  for 
Reybold  Brothers,  was  run  for  some  years  on  the 
Salem  route. 

Thomas  A.  Morgan,  built  at  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  in  1854,  f°r  tne  Bristol  Steamboat 
Company,  to  take  the  place  of  the  Sun  ;  a  fine 
roomy,  swift  boat,  and  ran  regularly  to  Burling- 
ton and  Bristol  until  1861  or  1862  ;  was  then  char- 
tered by  the  government,  sent  South,  and  after 
the  war  was  purchased  by  parties  at  Washing- 
ton, D.  C. 

Henry  L.  Gaiv,  Ericsson  propeller  steamboat, 
on  the  Baltimore  Line  via  Chesapeake  and  Del- 
aware Canal,  was  burned  and  totally  destroyed 
with  a  full  cargo,  above  Chestnut  street  wharf, 
March  8,  1855. 

Logan,  Captain  Taggert,  built  at  Wilmington  in 
1856,  ran  upon  the  Bridgeport  route,  chartered  by 
the  government  during  the  war  of  the  rebellion, 
and  was  sur':  and  lost  in  York  River,  in  Vir- 
ginia. 

J'oh?i  A.  Warner,  iron  hull  boat,  built  at  Wil- 
mington in  1857  fur  tne  Bristol  Steamboat  Com- 
pany, ran  for  some  years  to  Burlington,  etc., 
in  conjunction  with  the  Thomas  A.  Morgan, 
chartered  by  the  government  in  the  war,  a.id 
afterward  returned  to  the  Delaware  River  ser- 
vice. 

Pilot  Boy,  built  at  Wilmington  in  1857  by 
Captain  Whilldin,  employing  the  steam-engine 
of  the  Napoleon,  ran  upon  the  Smyrna  route  lor 
some  years.  Afterward  bought  by  Captain 
Crawford,  and  ran  to  Florence  Heights  ;  then 
sold  to  oiher  parties,  who  put  more  powerful 
engines  in  her,  whereby  good  service  was  done. 

Ariel,  built  at  Wilmington,  Delaware,  in  1858, 
for  the  Baltimore  Railroad  Company,  and  used 
upon  the  Wilmington  route,  was  run  in  connec- 
tion with  the  George  Washington  on  the  Whilldin 
lines  to  Cape  May. 

Young  America,  built  at  Philadelphia  in  1858, 
ran  to  Chester.  The  Reybolds  afterward  bought 
this  boat  and  placed  her  on  the  Washington  and 
Alexandria  route.  Subsequently  the  boat  was 
sold  to  Southern  parties,  and  was  lost  on  the 
trip. 

J0I171  Neilson,  built  at  Hoboken,  New  Jersey, 
by  Robert  L.  Stevens.  One  powerful  low-pres- 
sure beam-engine  for  turning  wheels,  and  four 
air-pumping  engines  for  lifting.  "  This  boat  was 
to  go  like  lightning."  There  were  also  two 
blower-engines  with  which  to  keep  up  steam  to 
supply  the  others— seven  in  all  It  would  have 
required  a  coal-mine  to  keep  her  running.  Was 
a  failure.  Put  on  Camden  and  Amboy  line.  Was 
converted  into  a  propeller,  having  four  wheels 
across  the  stern.  Afterward  placed  at  towing  on 
the  Delaware.  "  The  idea  of  Stevens  was  to  lift 
the  hull  in  the  air,  so  that  it  would  in  a  manner 
run  on  the  surface,  having  little  or  no  resistance 
from  the  water.  The  model  was  much  like  a  sad- 
or  smoothing-iron,  the  bottom  perfectly  flat,  with 
a  flange  18  inches  wide  around  the  knuckle  each 
side  to  the  stern,  where  the  air  was  to  escape  after 
it  had  performed  the  work  of  lifting  the  hull." 

Stephen  Girard,  ran  upon  the  Delaware  in 
1858,  and  was  put  to  excursion  and  other  pur- 
poses. A  favorite  boat  to  accompany  regattas 
and  yacht  races.

10,  partly  visible  at  Philadelphia.  The  Moon 
enters  the  penumbra  in  Philadelphia  time  at  3I1. 
40m.  a.m.,  and  enters  the  shadow  at  4I).  52m. 
A.M.  The  Total  Eclipse  begins  6h.  a.m.;  mid- 
dle of  Eclipse,  6h.  46m.  a.m.;  Total  Eclipse 
ends,  7h.  33m.  a.m.  ;  Moon  leaves  shadow,  8h. 
40m.  a.m.  ;  Moon  leaves  penumbra,  9h.  52m. 
a.m.  ;   the  Moon  rises  partly  eclipsed  at  7  p.m. 

Third  :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  April  25, 
invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse  will  be 
visible  in  the  South  Atlantic  Ocean,  and  in  small 
areas  of  Africa  and  South  America  adjoining  the 
Cape  of  Good  Hope  and  Cape  Horn.  At  the 
point  of  greatest  eclipse,  in  40  27'  east  longitude 
and  700  48'  south  latitude,  about  yx  of  the  Sun's 
disc  will  be  eclipsed. 

Fourth  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Oct  4, 
partly  visible  at  Philadelphia.    The  Moon  enters 


the  penumbra  at  2I1.  15m.  p.m.,  and  enters  the 
shadow  at  3h.  15m.  p.m.  ;  the  Total  Eclipse  be- 
gins 4h.  15m.  p.m.  ;  the  middle  of  the  Eclipse, 
5h.  im.  p.m.;  the  Total  Eclipse  ends,  5I1.  48m. 
p.m.  ;  the  Moon  leaves  the  shadow,  6h.  48m.  p.m., 
and  leaves  the  penumbra  at  7h.  48m.  p.m.  ;  the 
Moon  rises  eclipsed  at  5I1.  32m.  p.m. 

Fifth:  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Oct.  18, 
invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse  will  be 
visible  in  the  North  Pacific  and  on  considerable 
areas  in  North-eastern  Asia  and  Western  North 
America,  including  the  States  west  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains.  At  the  point  of  greatest  Eclipse,  in 
1300  18'  west  longitude  and  710  32'  north  latitude, 
about  2/3  of  the  Sun's  disc  will  be  eclipsed.

Peter  Riley,  charged  with  the 
murder  of  John  McConomy  at  York  and  Twenty- 
seventh  sts  ,  June  21,  1882,  found  guilty  of  man- 
slaughter ;  sentenced  to  three  years  and  six 
months'  imprisonment. 

—  James  Barry,  tried  for  the  murder  of  Knox 
M.  Metcalf  at  Third  and  Thompson  sts.,  June 
29,  1882,  found  guilty  of  manslaughter  ;  sentenced 
to  two  years  and  six  months'  imprisonment. 

November  29.  Fire  at  cotton-mill  of  Sellers 
Hoffman,  Cobb's  Creek  near  Sixty-third  st. 
Loss,  $10,000. 

—  Light  snow  fell  about  twenty-five  hours  ; 
depth,  about  4  inches. 

December  3.  Grace  Baptist  church,  Berks  st. 
above  Eleventh,  dedicated. 

December  5.  Arrott's  mill,  N.  \V.  cor.  Coral 
and  Taylor  sts.,  occupied  by  Joseph  Greer,  cot- 
ton- and  woolen-manufacturer,  Jaggard  &  Jones, 
Henry  Grant,  Stead  Bros,  and  Robert  Beatty, 
yarn-spinners,  burned.     Loss,  $115,000. 

—  Fire  at  Rebmann  &  Ruhland's  iron-foundry, 
Twenty-second  and  Master  sts.     Loss,  $25,000. 

December  6.  Transit  of  the  planet  Venus 
over  the  face  of  the  sun  viewed  at  the  observ- 
atory of  the  Central  High  School  and  other 
places  by  the  aid  of  scientific  instruments  and 
apparatus,  and  by  large  numbers  of  persons  else- 
where with  opera-glasses,  smoked  glasses  and 
the  naked  eye. 

—  Great  excitement  in  the  southern  part  of 
the  city  in  consequence  of  the  discovery  that  a 
number  of  graves  had  been  robbed  of  the  dead 
in  Lebanon  Cemetery  for  colored  persons,  and 
that  the  bodies  had  been  carried  to  a  medical 
college. 

December  7  and  8.  First  very  cold  days  of  the 
winter;  thermometer  fell  from  430  to  140  in 
twenty-four  hours.

—  William  Kelly,  tried  for  the  murder  of  Em- 
ma Rogers,  on  Alaska  st.  above  Seventh,  July  2, 
1882,  convicted  of  murder  in  the  second  degree  ; 
sentenced,  December  28,  to  an  imprisonment  of 
five  years  and  ten  months. 

December  20.  Banquet  at  the  Academy  of 
Music,  given  by  members  of  the  Philadelphia 
bar  to  Chief-Justice  George  Sharswood  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  on  the  occasion 
of  his  retirement  from  office. 

—  Goldsmith's  Hall,  Library  st.  E.  of  Fifth, 
totally  destroyed  by  fire.  Occupants,  E.  G. 
Haehnlen  &  Co.,  dealers  in  chamois  skins;  E.  C. 
Markley  &  Sons,  printers;  A.  C.  Farley  &  Co., 
manufacturing  stationers;  Lehman  &  Bolton, 
lithographers  ;  Custom-House  and  note-brokers, 
lawyers,   etc.     Loss,  $350,000. 

December  22.  Second  annual  banquet  of  the 
New  England  Society  of  Pennsylvania  at  the 
Union  League  House. 

December  24.  Rosehill  church  of  United 
Brethren  in  Christ,  Kipp  and  Cambria  sts., 
dedicated. 

December  25.  Christmas ;  a  fine  clear  day, 
appropriately  celebrated.

The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  in- 
teresting astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year.

On  the  high  desert  plateau  of  Algeria  the  at- 
mosphere is  so  dry  and  clear  that  the  satellites 
of  Jupiter  are  visible  to  the  naked  eye,  and  the 
lunar  craters  can  be  studied  with  the  telescope 
on  what  is  called  the  dark  limb  of  the  moon. 

It  is  stated  that  the  length  of  the  base  side  of 
the  Great  Pyramid,  divided  by  the  sacred  cubit, 
gives  exactly  the  number  of  days,  hours  and 
minutes  in  the  solar  year,  and  by  measuring  the 
four  sides  leap  year  is  given.  The  date  of  its 
erection  has  been  determined  to  be  b.  c.  2170.

Many  of  the  stores  in  Astoria,  Long  Island, 
are  lighted  by  a  gas  produced  by  bringing  the 
vapors  of  naphtha  and  superheated  steam  to- 
gether.

A  communication  to  the  Paris  Academy  of 
Sciences  shows,  from  some  experiments  made 
on  dogs,  that  moderate  quantities  of  coffee  always 
increase  the  process  of  nutrition  and  increase  the 
respiratory  movements.

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

Voting  on  Age. — Every  male  citizen  between 

the  ages  of  twenty-one  and  twenty-two  years  may 

vote  without  being  assessed.     He  must  previously 

have  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in  the 

j  election  district  (or  division)  where  he  offers  to 

j  vote  for  at  least  two  months,  before  the  election. 

j  If  his  name  is  not  on  the  registry  of  voters,  he 

1  must  make  affidavit,  if  a  native  citizen,  as  to  his 

I  birthplace  and   residence  in  the  district  for  two 

:  months,  and  in  the  State  for  one  year,  except  in 

j  case  he  had  been  a  resident  and  removed  there- 

|  from  and  again  returned,  when  six  months'  resi- 
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dence  will  be  sufficient.  If  he  is  not  native  born, 
but  the  son  of  a  citizen  naturalized  during  the 
son's  minority,  he  must  also  produce  proof  of  his 
father's  naturalization,  of  which  the  naturaliza- 
tion certificate  will  be  the  best  evidence. 

A  Natural-born  Citizen  over  twenty-two 
years  of  age  must  have  paid  within  two  years  a 
State  or  county  tax,  which  shall  have  been  as- 
sessed at  least  two  months  and  paid  one  month 
before  the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  one  year,  or  if,  having  previously  been 
a  qualified  elector  or  native-born  citizen  of  the 
State,  he  shall  have  removed  therefrom  and  re- 
turned, then  six  months,  immediately  preceding 
the  election.  He  must  have  resided  in  the  elec- 
tion district  where  he  offers  to  vote  at  least  two 
months  immediately  preceding  the  election.  If 
his  name  is  not  upon  the  registry  list,  he  must 
produce  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division  to  prove  his  residence  by  affidavit,  and 
himself  make  affidavit  to  the  facts  upon  which  he 
claims  a  right  to  vote,  also  that  he  has  not  moved 
into  the  district  for  the  purpose  of  voting  therein. 
Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  must  be  made  by  pro- 
ducing the  tax  receipt,  or  by  affidavit  that  it  has 
been  lost,  destroyed,  or  was  never  received. 

A  Naturalized  Citizen  must  have  the  same 
qualifications  as  to  residence  in  the  State  and 
district,  assessment  and  payment  of  taxes,  as  a 
native-born  citizen.  He  must  have  been  natu- 
ralized one  month  before  the  election.  If  his 
name  is  not  on  the  registry  list,  he  must  prove 
his  residence  by  the  testimony  of  a  citizen  of 
the  district  or  division,  and  himself  state  by 
affidavit  when  and  where  and  by  what  court  he 
was  naturalized,  and  produce  his  naturalization 
certificate  for  examination.  On  challenge,  he 
may  also  be  required,  even  when  his  name  is 
upon  the  registry  list,  to  produce  a  naturalization 
certificate,  unless  he  has  been  for  five  years  con- 
secutively a  voter  in  the  district. 

Qualifications  of  Election  Officers. 

No  person  can  be  an  election  officer  who  holds, 
or  within  two  months  has  held,  any  office  or  ap- 
pointment under  the  Federal  or  State  govern- 
ment, or  under  any  city  or  county  or  any  mu- 
nicipal board,  commission,  or  trust  in  any  city, 
except  justices  of  the  peace,  aldermen,  notaries 
public,  and  persons  in  the  military  service  of  the 
State. 


Labor  rids  us  of  three  great  evils — irksome- 
ness,  vice  and  poverty. 

The  desire  of  knowledge,  like  the  thirst  of 
riches,  increases  ever  with  the  acquisition  of  it. 

True  happiness  is  of  a  retired  nature,  and  an 
enemy  to  pomp  and  noise.  It  arises,  in  the  first 
place,  from  the  enjoyment  of  one's  self,  and,  in 
the  next,  from  the  friendship  and  conversation 
of  a  few  select  friends. 

"  Let  honesty,"  says  Benjamin  Franklin,  "be 
as  the  breath  of  the  soul,  and  never  forget  to 
have  a  penny  when  all  thy  expenses  are  enumer- 
ated and  paid;  then  shalt  thou  reach  the  point 
of  happiness,  and  independence  shall  be  thy 
shield  and  buckler,  thy  helmet  and  crown  ;  then 
shail  thy  soul  walk  upright,  nor  stoop  to  the  silken 
wretch  because  he  hath  riches,  nor  pocket  an 
abuse  because  the  hand  which  offers  it  wears  a 
ring  set  with  diamonds." 


OPEN    SECRETS. 

The  secrets  of  good  cookery  are  fire  and  fla- 
voring. The  most  expensive  food  is  spoiled  when 
it  is  served  up  burnt  or  tasteless  ;  the  cheapest 
may  be  delicious  with  the  proper  seasoning.  Es- 
pecially is  this  true  in  cooking  for  the  sick. 
Wholesome  dishes — and  all  the  starches — are  apt 
to  be  flat,  while  many  of  the  proper  flavors  help 
to  make  them  digest  more  easily.  Buy  cheaper 
food  and  cook  it  better,  and  so  have  your  larder- 
shelves  always  ready  supplied  with  the  "  finish  " 
for  every  dish. 

After  black  coffee  eat  a  lump  of  sugar.  It  goes 
better  than  sweetening  the  cup. 

The  secret  of  all  soups  is  in  the  simmer.  Put 
meat  on  in  cold  water,  and  keep  the  lid  off  the 
pot  and  the  pot  "just  off"  the  boil.  Remove  all 
scum  as  it  rises  ;  otherwise  you  will  have  muddy 
soup.  Make  it  the  day  before  it  is  wanted.  This 
enables  you  to  take  off  all  its  fat  in  a  solid  cake. 
When  you  have  removed  all  that  will  come  with 
a  spoon,  take  up  the  remaining  "eyes"  with  a 
bit  of  brown  paper.  The  gelatine  of  soup-jelly 
does  not  need  any  fat,  which  spoils  all  clear  soup  ; 
but  you  do  need  the  fat  for  something  else,  so  set 
it  aside  in  a  clean  bowl. 

Celery-salt,  bay-leaves  or  tomatoes  are  the 
great  flavors  for  soup ;  sweet  marjoram  for  stuff- 
ing. Rub  a  clove  of  garlic  over  chopping-board, 
frying-pan  or  kettle,  to  give  this  good  flavor  in  its 
delicacy. _  A  dash  of  vinegar  or  of  lemon-juice 
on  very  rich  meats. 

The  secret  of  all  vegetable  soups  is  the  added 
richness  of  butter,  or  fat  from  the  stnek-pot. 
Never  allow  any  fat  liquor  to  be  thrown  away. 
It  will  serve  as  the  basis  of  good  vegetable-soup 
to-morrow.  Save  all  skimmings  for  the  same, 
and  all  drippings  from  the  roast.  Corn-starch 
thickening  helps  the  smoothness  of  soups.  Mash 
and  strain  out  your  vegetables  before  adding  but- 
ter, fat  or  thickening. 

For  white-bean  soup  or  other  dried  vegetable, 
soak  the  beans  well  all  night  in  cold  water.  If 
you  have  no  fat  or  butter  to  use,  put  half  a  pound 
of  fat  salt  pork  chopped  very  fine  into  the  bottom 
of  your  kettle.  To  a  quart  of  beans  add  one 
small  onion  and  four  quarts  of  cold  water.  Do 
not  add  the  seasoning  at  this  time.  Cook  for  four 
hours  ;  rub  all  through  a  colander  ;  thicken  with 
a  paste  of  flour,  one  tablespoonful.  Boil  up 
again  and  serve  with  parsley  or  other  herbs.  It 
is  always  better  the  second  day.  The  next  day 
you  can  vary  it  by  adding  a  can  of  corn  or  a  can 
of  tomatoes,  either  of  them  boiled  for  half  an 
hour  and  then  turned  into  the  bean-stock.  Chop 
the  corn  well  before  cooking, 

The  secret  of  all  boiled  meats  and  of  all  roasts 
is  to  quickly  crust  over  the  outside,  with  heat,  so 
that  the  juices  will  remain  within.  With  baked 
meats  a  hot  oven  at  first,  then  gradually  cooling. 
In  boiling,  plump  it  into  scalding  water;  let  it 
come  to  a  boil,  and  keep  boiling  for  twelve  min- 
utes ;  then  set  back  to  simmer  until  done. 

Never  waste  sour  milk.  If  there  is  enough  to 
make  cottage-cheese,  put  it  over  the  fire  until  the 
curd  thickens  and  breaks,  falling  to  the  bottom 
of  the  pan  ;  then  hang  up  in  a  bag  to  drain.  If 
only  a  small  quantity,  turn  it  into  a  few  hot  cakes. 
The  secret  of  a  comfortable  dinner  is — hot 
plates.  If  you  find  the  oven  too  full  or  too  far 
off  and  have  no  dish-warmer,  run  boiling-water 
over  them,  wipe  quickly  and  pile  together.     Al- 
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ways  heat  both  the  dish  and  the  cover-plates  for 
an  invalid's  meal. 

Wash  all  fresh  vegetables  in  salt  and  water. 
Cook  these  in  boiling  water;  put  dried  ones  on  to 
cook  in  cold.  Wholesome  turnips  are  parboiled  ; 
slice  and  put  in  a  buttered  dish  ;  moisten  with 
milk  or  broth  ;  cover  with  breadcrumbs,  pepper 
and  salt,  a  little  cheese,  if  liked,  and  bake  golden 
brown  in  the  oven. 

It  is  best  to  soak  salt  codfish  over  the  fire. 
Cover  it,  skin  uppermost,  with  cold  water,  in  a 
frying-pan,  and  set  where  it  will  gradually  heat. 
When  the  water  is  hot,  pour  it  off  and  renew  with 
cold  water.  Repeat  this  several  times,  until  the 
fish  is  freshened  ;  then  either  fry  or  boil.  If  the 
latter,  cook  in  hot  water. 

In  boiling  either  fish  or  fowl,  tie  it  up  in  a  piece 
of  white  mosquito-netting. 

Bread  Oysters. — Fried  bread  is  a  well-known 
dish,  but  it  can  be  improved  on.  Dip  your  slices 
of  bread  into  uncooked  oyster-liquor;  then  egg 
and  crumb  them  and  fry  like  oysters.  Any  other 
good  gravy  or  broth  will  do  for  the  dipping.  An- 
other good  way  to  use  up  hard  crusts  is  to  set 
them  in  a  pan  with  any  fresh  or  dried  fruit  over 
them  ;   sugar  and  stew. 

The  secret  of  an  omelette  is  a  clean  frying-pan 
— one  that  has  never  been  burnt — rapid  stirring, 
and  dividing  the  eggs,  to  conquer.  Use  only 
three.  Beat  white  and  yolk  until  they  froth; 
add  a  saltspoonful  of  salt,  half  ditto  pepper. 
Melt  a  bit  of  butter  in  the  pan,  and  as  soon  as  it 
froths  pour  in  the  beaten  eggs.  Stir  the  inside 
quickly,  and  scrape  the  edges  over  into  the  centre. 
This  gives  the  feathery  lightness  and  broken  sur- 
face to  the  inside.  When  the  eggs  have  nearly 
set,  double  the  mixture  over  on  itself,  and  slajit 
the  pan,  first  over  the  fire,  then  holding  it  in 
front  of  the  grate,  so  that  both  sides  will  be 
equally  brown. 

Omelettes  with  bread-and-milk  additions  are  to 
be  cooked  in  the  same  way.  If  you  want  more 
than   three  eggs,  make  more    omelettes. 

Nutmeg  is  the  greatest  improvement  to  potato- 
croquettes  or  balls.  Mace  for  stewed  oysters  and 
fish  baked  a  la  crime.  Grated  cheese  with  oth- 
er "  picked-up  "  fish. 

The  secret  of  good  fish-dishes  lies  in  the  sauce. 
Use  Bechamel  sauce  for  all  baked  or  boiled  fish. 
It  is  cheaper  than  drawn  butter,  and  much  better. 
You  can  use  any  jellied  soup-stock,  but  that  made 
from  fish  itself  is  best.  For  this  reason  do  not  put 
in  much  salt  when  you  cook  a  fish.  Never  throw 
away  the  water  in  which  it  is  boiled,  but  add  the 
fins,  head,  tail  and  backbone,  and  boil  all  down  to 
a  jelly.  It  will  keep  in  a  cold  place.  Melt  a 
cupful  of  it,  with  a  tiny  slice  of  onion.  Boil  a 
half  pint  of  miik  with  some  bits  of  bay-leaf  and 
one  grate  of  nutmeg.  Add  the  boiling  milk  to  the 
stock  and  thicken  with  a  little  flour  ;  a  few  drops 
of  lemon  at  the  last  minute,  and  your  sauce  is 
ready  to  serve.  If  you  prefer  almond  flavor  to 
nutmeg,  one  drop  of  it  is  sufficient.  Of  the  other 
ingredients,  a  larger  quantity  for  a  larger  dish. 
And  this  sauce  serves  for  either  fresh  or  salt  fish. 

Cook  a  ham  in  cider,  always,  when  you  can  get 
it.  Boil  three  hours  and  bake  three,  using  the 
cider  also  to  baste  with.  The  apple  seems  the 
natural-given  accompaniment  of  the  porker.  Al- 
ways scrub  the  ham  well  before  boiling. 

The  secret  of  a  good  hash  is  to  make  the  gravy 
first.  For  brown  hash,  brown  a  minced  onion  in 
butter  or  fat.     Add  a  spoonful  of  flour,  and  next 


the  meat  to  brown.  Season ;  a  spoonful  of  hot 
water,  to  keep  from  sticking,  and  serve  at  once. 
The  yolk  of  an  egg  and  a  squeeze  of  a  lemon 
improve  it.  Afiother  ivay. — Take  tablespoonful 
of  butter  or  dripping;  same  of  flour.  When 
they  brown,  stir  in  a  pint  of  hot  water.  Season 
highly;  add  bay-leaf.  Then  stir  in  the  chopped 
meat.     Merely  heat  through. 

Never  put  away  cake  while  it  is  hot.  Let  it 
steam — bottom  upward  if  possible — so  that  it  will 
not  be  damp  and  heavy  in  your  cake-box.  Keep 
a  towel  over  it,  so  that  the  air  will  not  make  it  fall. 

Unless  you  have  a  tin  kitchen  for  roasting,  you 
had  better  cook  small  birds  in  a  skillet,  browning 
them  in  the  best  butter  and  turning  them  over 
with  a  knife,  not  with  a  fork. 

A  chuck-rib  is  good  for  stewing.  Brown  all 
stews  first  in  the  pot  quickly  with  bacon,  onion 
or  bay-leaf  seasoning ;  then  fill  up  with  water 
and  cook  slowly  until  done.  Bone  most  meats 
before  cooking.  The  bones  go  farther  in  soup,  and 
you  can  roll  up  the  "shoulders,"  ribs,  etc.,  into 
better-shaped  dishes. 

Pink  Velvet  Cream  Soup. — Putin  the  saucepan 
a  tablespoonful  each  of  butter  and  flour,  and  stir 
over  the  fire  until  they  bubble  and  are  quite 
smooth.  Then  begin  to  add  hot  milk,  half  a  tea- 
cupful  at  a  time,  stirring  the  flour,  butter  and 
milk  together  until  smooth  before  adding  more. 
When  you  have  put  in  a  quart  of  milk,  season 
with  a  level  teaspoonful  of  salt,  a  quarter  of  a 
teaspoonful  of  pepper  and  a  quarter  of  a  salt- 
spoonful  of  grated  nutmeg.  Color  with  a  table- 
spoonful of  boiled  beets  rubbed  through  a  sieve, 
though  spinach,  cabbage  or  any  other  vegetable 
may  be  added  in  the  same  way  to  this  delicate 
soup. 

Choose  rump  of  beef  for  corning.  Let  all  salt 
cooked  meat  keep  cold  in  the  liquor  in  which  it 
is  boiled. 

Pickle  for  Beef. — Three-quarters  of  a  pound 
of  salt,  one  ounce  of  dark-brown  sugar,  half  an 
ounce  of  saltpetre.  Cook  all  salt  meats  in  cold 
water. 

Prepared  Flour  for  Szveet  Cakes. — Stir  into  a 
breakfast-cup  of  flour  half  a  teaspoonful  of  soda 
and  twice  as  much  cream  of  tartar;  add  to  this    ] 
two  tablespoonfuls  of  corn-starch,  and  sift  three   | 
times  together.  

HEALTH    SECRETS. 

Two  secrets  of  good  digestion  are  rest  and  hot   ! 
water  for  a  rebellious  stomach,  which  is  usually    i 
an  overworked  one.     The  habit  of  hearty  eating    \ 
is  not  easily  checked  even  when  all  the  injured    , 
powers  are  crying  for  a  halt.     If  you  must  go  to 
the  table  at  such  times,  call  for  a  tea-cup  of  boil- 
ing water  and  sip  it  as  hot  as  you  can  swallow. 
Repeat  this  if  not  sufficient.     Generally  you  will 
find  that  it  satisfies  all  the  craving  and  acts  as  a 
comfortable  readjuster.     Instead  of  fretting  that 
he  can  not  eat,  such  a  sufferer  should  feel  he  has 

I  scored  a  victory  for  every  meal  he  has  inanaged 
to  do  without,  by  this  means.  A  day's  fasting,  on 
hot  water,  will   cure  a  bilious  attack  or  a  sick- 

;  headache,  and  helps  to  reduce  a  sore  throat  or  a 
heavy  cold.  So  many  sore  throats  come  from 
overeating.  A  pint  of  hot  water,  driuik  nightly 
on  retiring,  has  been  known  to  check  a  consump- 
tive's night-sweats.  Both  tubercular  "  consump- 
tion" and  fibroid  tumors  are  successfully  treated 
on  the  sole  diet  of  plentiful  hot  water  and  broiled 
cakes  made  of  chopped  "lean"  of  beef.

Letters,  postal  cards,  printed  matter  of  all 
kinds,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of 
merchandise  are  transmissible  in  Postal  Union 
mails.  The  following  are  considered  as  printed 
matter,  viz.  :  Newspapers  and  periodical  works, 
books  stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of 
music,  visiting  cards,  address  cards,  proofs  of 
printing,  with  or  without  the  manuscript  relating 
thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings, 
plans,  geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospect- 
uses, announcements  and  notices  of  various  kinds, 
whether  printed,  engraved,  lithographed  or  au- 
tographed. 

Postal  cards  must  be  forwarded  without  cover. 
One  of  the  sides  must  be  reserved  for  the  address 
alone,  and  the  communication  written  on  the 
other  side.  It  is  forbidden  to  join  or  to  attach  to 
postal  cards  any  article  whatever.  Printed  mat- 
ter must  be  either  placed  under  band,  upon  a 
roller,  between  boards,  in  a  case  open  at  one  side 
or  at  both  ends,  or  in  an  unclosed  envelope,  or 
simply  folded  in  such  a  manner  as  not  to  conceal 
the  nature  of  the  packet ;  or,  lastly,  tied  by  a 
string.  Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  pre- 
senting the  form  and  consistency  of  an  unfolded 
card  may  be  forwarded  without  band,  envelope, 
fastening  or  fold.  The  maximum  weight  of  print- 
ed matter  is  fixed  at  2  kilograms  (4  lbs.  6  oz.),.

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THE  WARDS    OF   THE   OLD   CITY  OF 
PHILADELPHIA. 

The  royal  patent  for  Pennsylvania  was  signed 
at  London  on  the  4th  of  March,  1681.  On  the 
nth  of  July,  in  the  same  year,  "  certain  condi- 
tions and  concessions  "  were  agreed  upon  be- 
tween William  Penn  and  the  first  purchasers  of 
land  in  the  province.  The  first  clause  ran  thus  : 
"  That  so  soon  as  it  pleaseth  God  that  the  above 
persons  arrive  there,  a  certain  quantity  of  land 
for  ground-plat  shall  be  laid  out  for  a  large  town 
or  city  in  the  most  convenient  place  upon  the 
river  for  health  and  navigation.  And  every  pur- 
chaser and  adventurer  shall  by  lot  have  so  much 
land  therein  as  will  answer  to  the  proportion 
which  he  hath  bought  or  taken  up  upon  rent." 
This  was  the  origin  of  the  great  city  which  was 
afterward  called  Philadelphia. 

On  the  30th  of  September,  in  the  same  year, 
Penn,  by  instructions  to  his  commissioners,  Wil- 
liam Crispin,  John  Bezar  and  Nathaniel  Allen, 
gave  directions  that  the  site  of  a  town  of  ten 
thousand  acres  should  be  selected  and  laid  out. 
When  this  was  done,  and  streets  were  opened 
and  partly  built  upon,  Philadelphia  was  merely 
a  settlement,  without  any  local  government  ex- 
cept such  as  might  be  exercised  under  the  power 
of  the  proprietary  and  the  governor-in-council, 
and  by  the  Assembly  of  the  province. 

On  the  26th  of  July,  1684,  at  the  meeting  of 
the  provincial  council,  Penn  being  present,  Thom- 
as Lloyd,  Thomas  Holmes  and  William  Haigue 
were  appointed  "  to  Draw  up  a  Charter  for  Phil- 
adelphia, to  be  made  a  Burrough,  consisting  of  a 
Mayor  and  six  Aldermen,  and  to  call  to  their  as- 
sistance any  of  the  Council."  This  was  in  view 
of  the  speedy  departure  of  William  Penn  to 
England.  He  sailed  in  the  ketch  Endeavor  a 
little  more  than  two  weeks  afterward — probably 
on  the  12th  of  August.  Whether  a  charter  for 
the  borough  of  Philadelphia  was  executed  at 
that  time  has  not  been  satisfactorily  settled. 
There  is  no  subsequent  allusion  to  the  borough 
in  any  public  document  or  contemporary  writing. 

In  the  charter  for  the  city,  signed  by  William 
Penn  October  25,  1701,  he  says  "  that  at  the 
humble  request  of  the  inhabitants  and  settlers 
of  this  town  of  Philadelphia,  and  for  the  more 
immediate  and  entire  government  of  the  said 
town,  I  have  erected  the  said  town  into  a  bor- 
ough, and  by  these  presents  do  erect  the  said 
town  and  borough  into  a  city."  These  words 
may  either  indicate  the  actual  creation  of  a  bor- 
ough in  1684,  or  may  be  words  of  formal  signifi- 
cance in  1701,  first  founding  the  borough  upon 
the  town,  and  then  the  city  upon  the  borough. 

Under  these  conditions  the  city,  territorially  and 
in  government,  was  undivided.  The  eight  alder- 
men and  the  twelve  common  councilmen  were 
nominated  for  the  whole  city,  and  did  not  repre- 
sent, each  one,  a  particular  ward  or  division. 
Indeed,  it  may  be  said  here,  to  prevent  misap- 
prehension, that  many  years  elapsed  after  ward- 
divisions  had  been  established  before  territorial 
residence  was  required  for  either  aldermen  or 
common  councilmen.  It  was  not  until  February 
2,  1705,  that  the  propriety  of  some  ward-divis- 
ion was  determined.  It  was  done  by  an  order 
of  the  Common  Council,  and  only  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  city,  between  the  river  Delaware 
and  Seventh  street,  was  included  in  the  bound- 
aries of  ten  wards.     All  the  ground  extending  to 


the  Schuylkill  beyond  Seventh  street  was  undi- 
vided, and  not  ward  territory.  The  plan  was 
somewhat  irregular,  and  set  forth  that  the  wards 
included  all  the  inhabitants  within  certain  bound- 
aries. There  was  only  one  ward,  Dock  Ward, 
which  extended  from  the  Delaware  to  Seventh 
street.  Above  Walnut  street  there  were  two 
wards  "under  the  bank,"  taking  in  all  the  in- 
habitants from  the  Delaware  to  the  east  side  of 
Front  street  inclusive.  North  of  Walnut  street 
there  were  three  wards  in  the  most  closely  set- 
tled portions  of  the  city,  the  eastern  boundary 
of  which  was  Front  street  and  the  western  bound- 
ary Second  street.  West  of  Second  street  and 
north  of  Walnut  there  were  three  wards,  extend- 
ing out  to  Seventh  street,  and  at  the  north  end 
was  one  ward,  stretching  from  Front  street  to 
Seventh.  The  wards,  as  laid  out  in  1705,  were 
as  follows  : 

Dock  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  between 
Delaware  River  and  Seventh  street  to  the  south- 
ward of  Walnut  street. 

Lower  Delaware  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants 
between  Front  street  and  Delaware  River  from 
the  end  of  Walnut  street  to  the  end  of  High 
[Market]  street,  both  upon  and  under  the  bank. 

Upper  Delaware  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants 
between  the  Front  street  and  the  Delaware  River 
from  High  street  to  the  north  end  of  the  city. 

Walnut  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  between 
Walnut  and  Chestnut  streets  from  the  west  side 
of  the  Front  to  the  east  side  of  the  Second  street 
inclusive. 

Chestnut  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  between 
Chestnut  and  High  streets  from  the  Front  to  the 
Second  street. 

High  Street  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  be- 
tween High  street  and  Mulberry  [Arch]  street, 
from  the  Front  to  the  Second  street. 

Mulberry  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  on  the 
north  side  of  Mulberry  street  to  the  extent  of  the 
city  from  the  Front  to  the  Seventh  street. 

North  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  between 
Mulberry  and  High  streets  from  the  Second  to 
the  Seventh  street. 

Middle  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  between 
High  street  and  Chestnut  street  from  the  Second 
to  the  Seventh  street. 

South  Ward. — All  the  inhabitants  between 
Chestnut  and  Walnut  streets  from  the  Second  to 
the  Seventh  street. 

It  will  be  perceived,  therefore,  that  in  the 
most  thickly  settled  part  of  the  city,  between 
Walnut  street  and  Arch  street,  and  Front  and 
Second  streets,  were  three  wards,  each  of  which 
was  no  larger  than  a  block  of  buildings,  bounded 
by  four  principal  streets.  Going  west  from  the 
Delaware  to  Seventh  street  between  Arch  and 
Vine  streets,  there  were  but  two  wards,  while 
between  Walnut  and  Arch  streets  there  were  three 
wards,  extending  from  Second  to  Seventh  street. 

These  divisions  existed  without  change  for 
ninety-five  years.  On  the  1st  of  March,  1800, 
an  act  of  Assembly  was  passed  which  recited 
"that  from  the  increase  in  population  of  the 
city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  unequal  division 
of  the  same  in  wards,  great  inconvenience  has 
been  experienced,  not  only  in  making  assess- 
ments and  collecting  taxes,  but  also  in  conduct- 
ing the  general  elections  for  the  said  city."  Un- 
der this  act  fourteen  wards  were  created,  lying  in 
two  tiers,  one  of  them  bounded  east  by  the  Del- 
aware River  and  west  by  Fourth  street,  and  the

The  deepest  well  in  the  world  is  said  to  be 
Buchan — an  oil-well,  near  Wheeling,  West  Vir- 
ginia, which  is  4300  feet  deep,  and,  although  it 
yields  oil,  is  expected  to  go  500  feet  deeper. 

M.  Mouchot  and  M.  Pifre  have  obtained  a 
patent  in  England  for  a  solar  engine,  but  it  is 
doubtful  whether  they  will  have  any  infringers 
until  there  is  considerable  change  in  the  climate. 

The  emperor  of  Germany  was  entertained  at 
the  needle-manufactory  at  Kreuznach  by  having 
presented  to  him  a  bundle  of  a  thousand  needles 
which  weighed  less  than  half  an  ounce,  and  fur- 
ther by  having  a  hair  from  his  head  bored  and 
threaded  before  his  eyes. 

A  vineyard  proprietor  near  Nimes,  whose 
wines  were  complained  of,  found  from  chemical 
analysis  that  the  sulphuric  acid  used  in  cleansing 
the  barrels  contained  so  much  arsenic  as  to  leave 
a  notable  quantity  in  the  barrels.  The  sulphuric 
acid  in  certain  districts  in  France  has  of  late 
years  contained  so  much  arsenic  that  M.  Bar- 
tholemy  has  sometimes  used  it  to  obtain  a  supply 
of  that  mineral. 
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other  between  Fourth  street  and  the  Schuylkill 
River.  The  old  ward-names  were  retained,  bnt 
the  location  of  some  of  them  was  very  materi- 
ally changed ;  so  that  in  some  cases  only  a  por- 
tion of  a  ward  in  existence  before  1800  was  in- 
cluded in  the  ward  of  the  same  name  newly 
created.  Between  the  Delaware  River  and 
Fourth  street,  going  south,  the  following  were 
I  the  ward-names  and  boundaries  : 

Upper  Delaware  Vizard. — Between  Vine  and 
Sassafras  [Race]  streets. 

Lower  Delaware  Ward. — Between  Sassafras 
[Race]  and  Mulberry  [Arch]  streets. 

High  Street  Ward.— between  Mulberry  [Arch] 
and  High  [Market]  streets. 

Chestnut  Ward. — Between  High  [Market]  and 
Chestnut  streets. 

Walnut  Ward. — Between  Chestnut  and  Wal- 
nut streets. 

Dock  Ward. — Between  Walnut  and  Spruce 
streets. 

New  Market  Ward. — Between  Spruce  and 
Cedar  [South]  streets. 

West  of  Fourth  street  and  extending  to  the 
Schuylkill  River  there  were  seven  wards  : 

North  Mulberry  Ward. — Between  Vine  and 
Sassafras  [Race]  streets. 

South  Mulberry  Ward. — Between  Sassafras 
[Race]  and  Mulberry  [Arch]  streets. 

North  Ward. — Between  Mulberry  [Arch]  and 
High  [Market  I  streets. 

Middle  Ward.— Between  High  [Market]  and 
Chestnut  streets. 

South  Ward — Between  Chestnut  and  Walnut 
streets. 

Locust  Ward. — Between  Locust  and  Spruce 
streets. 

Cedar  Ward. — Between  Spruce  and  Cedar 
[South]  streets. 

By  this  arrangement  the  same  streets  running 
east  and  west  which  bounded  the  eastern  wards 
were  also  the  boundaries  of  the  western  wards. 

No  dissatisfaction  was  expressed  about  the 
ward-boundaries  until  after  the  year  1820,  when 
the  inhabitants  of  the  western  wards  complained 
of  a  grievance.  B>  new  buildings  and  improve- 
ments that  section  had  become  the  most  popu- 
lous. In  1820  the  eastern  wards  had  a  popula- 
tion of  22,216  persons,  while  in  the  western 
wards  there  were  39,297.  The  voters  of  the 
western  wards  were  so  numerous,  in  comparison 
to  those  in  the  eastern,  that  there  were  difficul- 
ties at  the  general  elections  among  the  crowds 
of  people  brought  to  the  State-House,  which  was 
the  voting-place  for-the  whole  city.  The  polling- 
windows  of  the  western  wards  were  so  crowded 
that  there  were  obstacles  to  the  getting  in  of  the 
votes  within  the  polling-hours ;  while  in  the 
eastern  wards  there  was  every  convenience. 
The  proposition  to  change  the  dividing-bound- 
ary from  Fourth  street  to  some  parallel  street 
farther  west  led  to  serious  controversy.  The 
citizens  of  the  western  wards  wanted  it  to  be  at 
Eighth  street,  while  those  in  the  eastern  wards 
generally  were  not  in  favor  of  any  change.  The 
matter  was  settled  in  the  Legislature  by  the  pas- 
sage of  an  act,  March  31,  1826,  which  made  the 
dividing-line  at  Seventh  street.  A  new  ward  was 
created  on  the  Delaware  side  out  of  part  of  New 
Market  Ward,  and  called  Pine  Ward,  which  ex- 
tended from  Spruce  to  Pine  street,  New  Market 
Ward  remaining  between  Pine  and  Cedar  [South] 
streets.     Except  in  the  alteration  which  substi- 


tuted Seventh  for  Fourth  street  as  the  central 
boundary,  there  was  no  other  change  at  this 
time.  The  eastern  wards  going  south  from 
Vine  street  were  Upper  Delaware,  Lower  Del- 
aware, High  Street,  Chestnut,  Walnut,  Dock, 
Pine  and  New  Market,  and  the  western  wards 
proceeding  in  the  same  direction  were  North 
Mulberry,  South  Mulberry,  North,  Middle, 
South,  Locust  and   Cedar. 

The  western  wards  continued  to  grow  with 
great  rapidity  after  1826,  and,  as  the  elections 
were  still  held  at  the  State-House,  there  was  not 
sufficient  accommodation  for  each  ward  at  a 
single  polling-window  to  permit  of  all  citizens 
conveniently  depositing  their  votes  within  the 
polling-hours.  This  led  to  the  passage  of  the 
act  of  1840,  by  which  Cedar,  Locust,  North, 
South  Mulberry  and  North  Mulberry  Wards 
were  divided  into  election  precincts  between 
Seventh  street  and  the  Schuylkill  River  as 
follows  : 

South  Cedar.—  South  side  of  Pine  to  north 
side  of  Cedar  street;  Seventh  street  to  Schuyl- 
kill River. 

North  Cedar.— North  side  of  Pine  to  south 
side  of  Spruce  street ;  Seventh  street  to  Schuyl- 
kill River. 

East  Locust.  —  From  west  side  of  Seventh  to 
east  side  of  Broad  street;  from  Spruce  te  Wal- 
nut street. 

West  Locust. — From  west  side  of  Broad  street 
to  Schuylkill  ;  from  Spruce  to  Walnut  street. 

East  North.— From  Seventh  to  Broad  street; 
from  north  side  of  Market  to  Arch  street. 

West  North. — From  west  side  of  Broad  street 
to  Schuylkill ;  from  Market  to  Arch  street. 

East  South  Mulberry. — From  Seventh  to  Broad 
street;  from  Arch  to  Race  street. 

West  South  Mulberry. — From  Broad  street  to 
Schuylkill ;  between  Arch  and  Race  streets. 

East  North  Mulberry. — From  Seventh  street 
to  Broad  ;  from  Race  to  Vine  street. 

West  North  Mulberry. — From  Broad  to  the 
Schuylkill ;  from  Race  to  Vine  street. 

On  the  4th  of  February,  1846,  Cedar  Ward, 
which  had  become  very  populous,  was  divided 
into  three  wards  upon  a  new  plan  ;  the  north 
and  south  boundaries  were  Spruce  and  South 
streets,  but  the  space  included  in  the  old  Cedar 
Ward  was  thus  divided  : 

Spruce  Ward. — Between  Seventh  and  Twelfth 
streets. 

Lombard  Ward.  —  Between  Twelfth  and 
Schuylkill   Seventh   [Sixteenth]  streets. 

Cedar  Ward. — Between  Schuylkill  Seventh 
[Sixteenth]  street  and  the  Schuylkill. 

There  was  no  change  in  the  wards  of  the  old 
city  after  this  until  the  passage  of  the  Consolida- 
tion act  of  February  2,  1854,  under  which  the 
seventeen  wards  of  the  old  city  were  included  in 
six  wards,  as  follows  : 

Fifth  Ward. — Walnut,  Dock,  Pine  and  New 
Market  Wards. 

Sixth  Ward.— Chestnut,  High  Street  and 
Lower    Delaware  and  Upper  Delaware  Wards. 

Seventh  Ward. — Spruce,  Lombard  and  Cedar 
Wards. 

Eighth  Ward.— Locust  and  South  Wards. 

Ninth  Ward.—M\M\&  and  North  Wards. 

Tenth  Ward. — North  and  South  Mulberry 
Wards. 

There  have  been  no  alterations  in  the  bound- 
aries of  these  wards  since  1854. 
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ECLIPSES   IN   1885. 

In  the  year  1885  there  will  be  four  Eclipses,  two 
of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

First:  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Mar. 
16,  visible  as  a  Partial  Eclipse  at  Philadelphia. 
The  central  line  of  this  Eclipse  passes  into  the 
United  States  north  of  San  Francisco,  thence 
over  the  north-western  portion  and  on  through 
Hudson's  Bay  and  Greenland,  and  is  partly  vis- 
ible at  Behring  Straits  on  the  north  and  the  island 
of  Cuba  on  the  south.  It  will  be  visible  a  little 
after  noon  in  Philadelphia. 

Second  :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Mar. 
29-30,  invisible  in  Philadelphia ;  visible  in  the 
Western  Pacific,  Asia  and  parts  of  Europe  and 
Africa. 

Third  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Sept.  8, 
invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse  will  be 
visible  almost  exclusively  in  the  South  Pacific 
Ocean.  It  will  be  visible  at  sunrise  on  the  east- 
ern coast  of  Australia,  and  at  sunset  on  the  ex- 
treme southern  portion  of  South  America.  It 
will  be  nowhere  visible  north  of  the  equator. 

Fourth  :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Sept. 
24,  visible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse  will  be 
visible  about  2  a.m.  Sept.  24  over  North  and 
South  America  and  parts  of  the  Atlantic   and 


Pacific  oceans.     The  greatest  magnitude  of  the 
Eclipse  will  be  about  four-fifths  of  its  diameter.

THE   EPHEMERIS. 

The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  An  or- 
dinary surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where 
the  upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  in- 
teresting astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year. 
The  local  and  standard  times  of  Philadelphia  are 
practically  the  same  in  all  cases  except  in  the 
column  of  sun  "  souths."  In  this  case  38  seconds 
should  be  subtracted  from  the  time  a.m.  and  38 


seconds  added  to  the  time  p.m.  where  the  nearest 
second  is  required  in  standard  time.

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THE   PRESIDENTIAL   ELECTION.— Popular  and  Electoral  Vote. 


As  the  ballots  at  Presidential  elections  are  not 
cast  for  the  Presidential  candidates  themselves, 
but  for  Electors,  who  are  State  officers,  some  of 
whom  run  ahead  and  others  behind  their  tickets, 
there  is  no  fixed  rule  by  which  the  popular  vote 
for  President  can  be  accurately  tabulated.  It  is 
for  this  reason  that  tables  made  up  from  the  same 
official  returns  frequently  show  differences.  One 
may  be  made  up  of  the  vote  for  the  heads  of  the 


various  electoral  tickets  ;  another  from  the  aver- 
age vote  in  each  State  ;  another  from  the  highest 
vote  cast  for  each  party.  The  annexed  table  is 
made  up,  where  practicable,  from  the  highest 
party  vote  in  each  State.  The  figures  given  for 
1884  are  all  reported  as  official,  except  as  to  two 
counties  in  California,  which  are,  however,  in- 
cluded in  the  vote  for  that  State  from  unofficial 
data  :

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WHAT  TO   DO  IN  EMERGENCIES. 

[The  following  hints  on  What  to  do  in  Emer- 
gencies are  condensed  from  lectures  delivered  to 
the  senior  classes  at  the  University,  and,  by  re- 
quest of  His  Honor  the  Mayor,  to  the  police  force 
of  the  city,  by  Dr.  J.  William  White,  Demon- 
strator of  Surgery,  and  Lecturer  on  Operative 
Surgery  in  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  Sur- 
geon to  the  Philadelphia  Hospital,  etc.  They 
were  originally  reported  in  the  Ledger.] 

Bleeding. — When  blood  is  of  a  bright-red 
color  and  comes  from  a  wound  in  jets  or  spurts, 
the  bleeding  is  from  an  artery — a  vessel  which 
carries  the  blood  in  a  direction  away  from  the 
heart.  If  it  is  in  a  limb,  bend  the  joint  next 
above  the  wound,  so  as  to  stop  the  flow  of  blood 
through  the  main  vessel.  Bend  the  knee  so  that 
the  heel  touches  the  buttock  ;  bend  the  thigh  so 
that  the  knee  touches  the  belly  ;  bend  the  arm  so 
that  the  hand  touches  the  shoulder.  Put  a  hand- 
kerchief rolled  into  a  tight  ball  into  the  bend  of 
the  joint.  Another  way  is  to  make  pressure  on 
the  main  vessel,  above  the  wound,  by  means  of  a 
handkerchief  twisted  into  a  cord  and  with  a  tight 
knot  in  the  centre.  Place  the  knot  over  the  line 
of  the  vessel,  which  is  along  the  inner  edge  of  the 
biceps  muscle  in  the  arm,  and  in  a  line  from  the 
mi  idle  of  the  groin  to  the  inside  of  the  knee  in 
the  thigh  ;  carry  the  ends  of  the  handkerchief  to 
the  opposite  side  of  the  limb  and  then  tie  them 
together  ;  take  a  small  stick  and  slip  under  them, 
and  tighten  them  by  twisting  it.  An  india-rub- 
ber or  elastic  tube  tied  tightly  around  the  limb 
above  the  wound  answers  the  same  purpose. 

When  the  blood  is  dark  in  color  and  comes  in 
a  stream  (not  in  jets  or  spurts),  it  is  from  a  vein — 
a  vessel  which  takes  the  blood  back  to  the  heart. 
Fold  a  piece  of  rag  into  a  thick  wad  and  tie  it 
tightly  over  the  wound.  If  this  fails,  tie,  in  ad- 
!  dition,  a  band  about  the  limb  below  the  wound, 
and  watch  the  effect  If  this  fails,  stuff  the 
wound  firmly  with  a  long  piece  of  dry  rag,  over 
which  bind  tightly  a  compress. 

In  cut  throat  wounds  or  wounds  of  the  arm- 
pit ox  groin  thrust  the  thumb  and  finger  into  the 
bottom  of  the  wound  and  pinch  up  the  part  from 
which  the  blood  comes.  In  wounds  of  the  chest 
or  belly  tie  a  broad  binder  around  the  part  and 
keep  the  patient  absolutely  quiet. 

In  bleeding  of  the  nose  do  not  allow  the  patient 
to  bend  over  a  basin.     Keep  him  in  an  erect  or 
semi-erect  position ;    see   that   there  is    nothing 
tight  about  his  neck ;  apply  cold  to  the  nape  of 
the  neck  and   the  root  of  the  nose ;  take  a  long 
strip  of  rag  an    inch   or  an    inch  and  a  half  in 
width,  and  with    a  pencil  or  penholder  push  it 
gently,  little  by  little,  into   the  nostril  on  the  af- 
I    fected  side  until  it  is  completely  filled,  being  sure 
j   to    carry   the    first   of  it   well   back    toward   the 
throat.     In  cuts  of  the  lips  compress  the  lip  be- 
tween the  thumb  and  finger,  nearer  the  angle  of 
■    the  mouth  than  the  cut  itself.     In  scalp  wounds 
.!    make  direct  pressure  against    the  bones  of  the 
I   skull  with   the   fingers,  or,  better,  by  means  of  a 
I   compress  and  bandage.    In  hemorrhage  fro7>i  the 
\    lungs  the  blood  is  bright  red  and  mixed  with  air  or 
I   frothy.     Keep  the  patient  in  bed  in  a  sitting  pos- 
j    ture  ;  give  lumps  of  ice  to  swallow  and  teaspoon- 
fuls  of  a  solution  of  salt  in  vinegar  every  ten  or  fif- 
j    teen  minutes.    Conversation  should  be  absolutely 
prohibited.      In  hemorrhage  from   the  stomach 
or  bowels  the  blood  vomited  or  passed  is  black, 


in  small  clots,  often  looking  like  coffee-grounds. 
Keep  the  patient  quiet  in  bed,  on  his  back.     Ap- 
I  ply  a  broad  bandage,  so  as  to  compress  the  en- 
tire belly  ;    give  lumps  of    ice    to    be  swallowed 
whole.     When  the  blood  comes  from  the  bowel, 
give  injections  of  strong  iced  tea.     If  a  person  is 
apparently  in  danger  of  death  from  the   loss  of 
blood,  keep  him  in  a  strictly  recumbent  position, 
the  head  even  a  little  lower  than   the  rest  of  the 
body ;    elevate   the   limbs    and    bandage    or   rub 
them  from  the  extremities  toward  the  trunk  ;  give 
hot  drinks — coffee,  whiskey  or  brandy — in  small 
doses,  or  even   hot  water  freely;  apply  warmth 
externally  ;  begin  as  soon  as  possible  the  admin- 
istration of  warm  milk  ;   do  not  allow  the  patient 
to  sit  up  until  there  is  decided  return  of  strength. 
Burns  and  Scalds. — When  a  person  is  abso- 
lutely in  a  blaze,  pick  up  the  nearest  rug,  shawl, 
table-cover  or  siip  of  carpet  ;  if  necessary,  tear 
down  a  window-curtain  or  a  door-hanging.     Hold 
j  it  before  you,  so  as   to  protect  your  own  hands 
I  and    face,  and  wrap  it   quickly  and   completely 
|  around  the  burning  part,  being  sure,  if  the  article 
j  employed  is  somewhat  scanty,  to  place  it  at  least 
l  as  high  as  the  upper  limit  of  the  flames,  which 
;  are  thus  prevented  from  entering  the  mouth  and 
I  air-passages.     Then,  without  losing  an  instant, 
;  throw  the   burning  person   to   the  ground,  using 
I  any  reasonable  degree  of  force  to  overcome  the 
resistance  often  made  on  account  of  intense  fright. 
Having  the  patient  on  the  floor,  keep  the  article 
'  thrown  around  her  in   close  contact ;  add  to  it, 
j  if  possible,  but  roll  her  from  side  to  side  or  over 
and    over    until    the    flames    are    extinguished. 
The  cinders  and  smouldering,  half-burnt  clothing 
should  then  be  completely  drenched  with  water. 
If  the  accident  has  been  caused  by  boiling  water 
or  by  a  steam-explosion,  cold  water  should    be 
freely  used  at  once.     The  injured  person,  if  out 
of  doors,  should   then   be  carefully  carried   into 
the  nearest  available  warm  room  and  laid  on  the 
floor  or  on  a  dining  or  kitchen  table,  not  in  a  bed. 
If  the  burn  or  scald  has  been  extensive,  the  gen- 
eral   condition    will    now  require    looking   after. 
Give  a  mouthful  of  hot  coffee  or  tea  or  some  hot 
milk  or  a  teaspoonful  of  brandy  in  an  equal  quan- 
tity of  water  every  minute  until  six  or  eight  have 
been   swallowed ;    hold   ammonia    to    the    nose  ; 
apply  hot  flannels  to  the  pit  of  the  stomach  ;  keep 
the  head  low.     When  there  are  signs  of  returning 
strength,  it  is  well  to  give  an  adult  about  thirty 
drops  of  laudanum  in  a  little  water ;   this  may  be 
repeated  safely  in  a  half  hour  or  an  hour.     Re- 
|  move  the  clothing  by  cutting  it  off  with   sharp 
scissors  ;  make  no  effort  to   take  any  portion  of 
it  away  in  any  other  manner;  cut  around  places 
where  it  is  adherent  to  the  skin,  leaving  them  to 
be  softened  by  water,  and  try  especially  not  to 
i  tear  away  the  thin  skin  of  blisters.     Have  the 
I  room  very  warm.     After  the  clothing  has  been 
|  taken  away,  protect  the  burned  surface  with  some 
I  watery  or  oily  material.     If  large  blisters  have 
I  formed,  they  may  be  stuck  gently  near  the  sound 
j  skin  with  the  sharp  point  of  a  pair  of  small  scis- 
sors and  allowed  to  empty  themselves. 

Mineral  Poisons  are  chiefly  irritants,  produ- 
cing as  soon  as  swallowed  excruciating  pain  at  the 
\  pit  of  the  stomach  and  in  the  belly,  with  tender- 
j  ness  on  pressure;  often  a  burning  or  scalding  of 
the  lips,  mouth  and  gullet,  violent  retching  and 
bloody  vomiting,  purging,  cold  sweats  and 
great  prostration.  Excite  vomiting ;  give  large 
draughts  of  water ;  large  doses  of  either  sweet  oil, 
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mucilage,  flaxseed  tea,  melted  cosmoline,  vase- 
line, butter  or  lard.  Keep  patient  warm  ;  if  he 
I  sinks,  inject  tablespoonful  of  brandy  or  whiskey 
I    into  bowel  every  5  or  10  minutes. 

If  poison  was  an  acid,  give  lime  scraped  from 
the  wall  and  stirred  up  in  water  ;  chalk,  magnesia, 
or  soap-suds. 

Vegetable  Poisons  are  chiefly  narcotic,  and 
cause  giddiness,  drowsiness,  stupor,  insensibility 
or  delirium,  slow,  heavy,  puffing  breathing. 
Laudanum  is  the  one  most  commonly  met  with. 
Excite  vomiting;  give  strong  coffee  in  cupful 
doses  every  fifteen  minutes  ;  slap  the  surface  of 
the  body  with  the  bare  hand,  dash  cold  water  on 
it  and  rub  brisklv  ;  employ  artificial  respiration. 

To  Excite  Vomiting. — Give  warm  water  in 
large  quantitites  ;  tickle  the  inside  of  the  throat 
with  the  finger  or  a  feather;  give  a  strong  solu- 
tion of  common  salt  in  water  with  a  tablespoonful 
of  mustard  stirred  into  each  tumblerful ;  tea- 
spoonful  doses  of  powdered  alum  in  molasses. 

Artificial  Respiration,  in  cases  of  suffoca- 
tion, smothering,  hanging,  choking  and  drown- 
ing. After  certain  preliminaries,  such  as  cutting 
the  noose  in  hanging,  removing  the  obstructing 
body  in  choking,  etc.,  it  is  necessary,  when  un- 
consciousness or  apparent  death  has  resulted,  to 
resort  to  artificial  respiration.  Taking  drown- 
ing as  an  example,  the  objects  to  be  attained 
are  :  To  empty  the  mouth,  throat,  and  air-pas- 
sages of  any  water  or  frothy  mucus  which  they 
may  contain,  and  which  would  interfere  with  the 
entrance  of  air ;  to  secure  the  continued  open- 
ness of  those  passages  ;  to  place  the  body  in  the 
most  favorable  position  for  full  expansion  of  the 
chest ;  to  imitate  as  nearly  as  possible  the  natu- 
ral movements  of  respiration  ;  to  maintain  breath- 
ing and  the  heart's  action  when  they  have  once 
been  re-established.  Draw  the  tongue  forward 
and  seize  it  with  a  handkerchief.  Turn  the  face 
downward.  Lift  the  lower  portion  of  the  body, 
and  hold  it  in  that  position  for  a  few  seconds. 
As  soon  as  water  ceases  to  flow  freely  from  the 
mouth  the  patient  should  be  turned  upon  the 
back  and  the  tongue  prevented  from  falling  back- 
ward by  holding  it  or  tying  it  so  that  its  tip  is  on 
a  level  with  or  a  little  beyond  the  front  teeth.  A 
coat  or  two,  or  anything  that  will  make  a  pillow, 
should  then  be  placed  under  the  middle  of  the 
back.  All  this  should  have  occupied  not  more 
than  ten  or  fifteen  seconds.  The  person  in 
charge  should  then  place  himself  at  the  head  of 
the  patient,  facing  toward  the  feet  of  the  patient. 
Leaning  over,  he  should  grasp  the  arms  at  or 
near  the  elbows  and  draw  them  slowly  away 
from  the  sides  of  the  chest  and  then  directly  up- 
ward until  they  almost  meet  above  the  head  of 
the  patient,  in  a  line  with  his  body.  They 
should  then  be  lowered  until  they  again  touch 
the  chest,  and  at  this  moment  the  operator 
should  release  his  grasp  of  the  arms,  and,  pla- 
cing his  hands  on  the  lower  part  of  the  breast- 
bone, should  make  firm  pressure  backward. 
These  two  motions  together  should  occupy  four 
or  five  seconds — that  is,  they  should  be  repeated 
about  twelve  or  fifteen  times  a  minute,  not  more, 
and  be  continued  until  natural  respiration  begins. 
If,  after  a  time,  these  efforts  are  successful,  color 
returns  to  the  lips,  the  body  grows  warmer, 
slight  muscular  movements  occur  and  a  few  faint 
but  natural  breaths  are  taken,  the  patient  may 
then,  but  not  until  then,  be  protected  from  the 
cold  by  a  light  blanket  or  a  few  articles  of  cloth- 


ing, and  should  be  carefully  watched.  The  arti- 
ficial movements  of  respiration  should  not  be 
discontinued  entirely  until  consciousness  is  re- 
gained and  full  breaths  are  taken  without  assist- 
ance. A  little  hot  coffee  or  some  brandy  and 
water  may  be  given  about  this  time,  and  the  pa- 
tient may  then  be  conveyed  to  a  neighboring 
house  or  shelter,  but  should  not  be  allowed  to 
assume  an  erect  position. 

In  a  case  of  "choking"  or  suffocation  from 
food  in  the  windpipe,  force  the  mouth  open  with 
the  handle  of  a  knife  or  of  a  strong  spoon ;  push 
the  thumb  and  fingers  deep  down  into  the  throat 
beyond  the  root  of  the  tongue,  and  feel  for  the 
foreign  body.  When  the  obstruction  is  found,  it 
should  at  once  be  withdrawn.  If  it  can  be  dis- 
tinctly felt,  but  cannot  be  grasped,  a  hair-pin  bent 
into  a  hook  and  guided  by  the  finger  of  the  left 
hand  or  the  handle  of  one  blade  of  a  pair  of  scis- 
sors, held  by  the  point,  will  often  serve  to  secure 
it  and  bring  it  out.  If  these  measures,  rapidly 
tried,  fail,  get  some  one  to  press  against  the 
front  of  the  chest  or  support  it  against  the  edge 
of  the  table  or  the  back  of  a  chair,  and  strike 
several  hard,  quick  blows  with  the  open  hand  on 
the  back,  between  the  shoulder-blades.  If  the 
substance  has  been  extracted  and  the  patient  is 
still  unconscious,  begin  artificial  respiration 

When  a  person  has  fallen  unconscious  as  a 
result  of  breathing  poisonous  gases,  the  first 
thing  to  be  done  is  to  bring  him  into  the  fresh 
air,  with  due  regard  to  the  safety  of  the  rescuer. 
In  case  of  a  room  filled  with  charcoal-fumes  or 
coal-gas  open  the  doors  and  windows — from  the 
outside,  if  possible.  If  the  accident  has  occurred 
'  in  a  pit  or  a  sewer,  throw  down  a  bucketful  of 
water  or  lime-water,  or,  better  still,  of  freshly- 
slaked  lime ;  play  a  hose  down  it.  Remember 
that  the  poisonous  gas  is  generally  heavier  than 
the  fresh  air,  and  must  be  displaced  from  near 
the  bottom.  After  a  person  has  been  brought 
out  of  such  an  atmosphere  artificial  respiration, 
cold  dashes  of  water  and  the  use  of  stimulants 
are  required. 

Sun-Stroke  and  Heat-Exhaustion. — The 
distinction  between  these  is  very  marked.  In 
exhaustion  from  heat  the  patient  will  be  found 
unconscious,  but  can  probably  be  momentarily 
aroused  ;  the  breathing  is  feeble,  the  pulse  weak, 
the  face  pale,  the  skin  cool  and  moist.  In  sun- 
stroke the  insensibility  is  more  complete,  the 
breathing  is  hurried  and  irregular,  the  face  is 
flushed,  the  pulse  quick  and  hard,  the  skin  hot 
and  burning.  In  the  case  of  heat-exhaustion 
the  patient  should  be  carried  to  a  cool  place, 
kept  with  his  head  on  a  level  with  his  body;  ali 
tight  articles  about  his  neck  or  chest  loosened  ; 
his  limbs  rubbed  gently  from  the  extremities  to- 
ward the  trunk;  a  little  stimulant  should  be 
poured  between  his  lips  or  placed  upon  his 
tongue;  ammonia  maybe  held  to  his  nostrils. 
In  sun-stroke  the  patient  should  also  be  carried 
at  once  to  a  cool,  shady  spot;  the  clothing  re- 
moved ;  the  body  wrapped  in  a  wet  sheet  and 
fanned,  or  the  surface  sponged  with  iced  water  or 
with  alcohol  and  water  and  afterward  fanned  ; 
a  stream  of  cold  water  poured  upon  the  head  ; 
and  if  he  is  able  to  drink,  he  should  be  allowed  to 
take  iced  water  freely.  If  the  skin  remains  hot 
and  burning  on  temporarily  ceasing  these  efforts, 
pieces  of  ice  may  be  applied  to  the  scalp,  the 
nape  of  the  neck  and  the  spine,  and  rubbed  over 
the  surface  of  the  body.

WARDS   OF  THE   OLD   COUNTY  OF 
PHILADELPHIA. 
[See  Ledger  Almanac  for  1885.] 
The   outlying    settlements    adjoining   the    old 
city   of    Philadelphia    which    took    upon    them- 
selves town  characteristics   grew  slowly.     They 
were  originally  suburban,  country-like,  and  dur- 
ing many  years  they  were  considered   no   more 
than  villages.     So  it  happened  that,  although  the 
city  was  divided  into  wards  as  early  as  1705,  no  at- 
tempt was  made  to  divide  the  adjoining  townships 
and  districts  for  one  hundred  and  thirteen  years. 

Northern  Liberties. 

Adjoining  the  city  on  the  north,  the  Northern 
Liberties,  although  not  so  ancient  as  Southwark 
in  chartered  rights,  was  the  first  district  in  which 
some  division  seemed  necessary.  The  act  of  Feb- 
ruary 25,  1818,  recited  that  the  increased  popu- 
lation of  the  district  experienced  great  inconve- 
niences in  making  assessments,  collecting  taxes 
and  conducting  the  general  elections  for  the  said 
district.  The  latter  was  probably  the  principal 
reason.  The  elections  for  the  whole  district  had 
to  be  held  at  the  Commissioners'  Hall,  on  Third 
street  above  Tammany  (Huttonwood  ,  at  one 
window,  which  by  increase  of  population  occa- 
sioned confusion,  great  crowds  and  difficulty  in 
voting.     The  division  was  made  as  follows  : 

First  Ward.  —  Between  the  river  Delaware 
and  Third  street,  and  between  Vine  and  Willow 
streets,  "commonly  called  Pegg's  Run." 

Second  Ward.  —  Between  Third  and  Sixth 
streets,  and  Vine  and  Willow  streets. 

Third  Ward. — Between  the  Delaware  and 
Third  street,  and  Willow  and  Green  streets  and 
Wells'  alley  (commonly  called  Whitehall  street) 
on  the  north. 

Fourth  Ward. — Between  Third  and  Sixth 
streets,  and  Willow  and  Green  streets. 

Fifth  Ward. — Between  the  Delaware  and 
Third  street,  and  Green  and  Whitehall  streets 
on  the  south,  and  Poplar  lane  and  "  that  part 
of  Cohocksink  Creek  called  the  Canal"  on  the 
north. 

Sixth  Ward.  —  Between  Third  and  Sixth 
streets,  and  Green  street  and   Poplar  lane. 

Seventh  Ward  was  somewhat  of  a  triangular 
shape,  bounded  by  Cohocksink  Creek  on  the 
north  and  east,  by  Poplar  lane  on  the  south  and 
Sixth  street  on  the  west. 

By  act  of  February  13,  1846,  the  Fifth,  Sixth, 
and  Seventh  Wards  of  the  Northern  Liberties 
were  each  divided  into  two  election  precincts,  the 
voting-places  of  which  were  at  separate  windows 
in  the  same  house  :  Fifth  Ward,  First  and  Second 
Precincts,  at  Jacob  Wolf's  house,  north-east  cor- 
ner of  New  Market  and  Coates  streets;  Sixth 
Ward,  at  house  of  Frederick  Blankenheim,  north- 
east corner  of  Coates  and  Fourth  streets  ;  Seventh 
Ward,  at  house  of  Henry  Hesselpoth,  at  north-east 
corner  of  Third  street  and  Poplar  lane. 

Spring  Garden. 

This  district  was  incorporated  March  31,  1814, 
and  divided  by  act  of  April  4,  183 1. 

First  Ward. — Between  the  middle  of  Sixth 
and  Tenth  streets,  and  from  Vine  street  to  a 
point  two  hundred  feet  north  of  the  north  side 
of  Poplar  lane. 

Second  Ward. — Between  Tenth  and  Broad 
streets,  and  Vine  street  and  line  above  Poplar  lane. 


Third  Ward. — Between  Broad  street  and  the 
Schuylkill  River,  and  Vine  street  and  line  north 
of  Poplar  lane. 

By  act  of  April  9,  1833,  the  First  Ward  was  di- 
vided in  two  by  a  line  running  through  the  middle 
of  Buttonwood  street.  This  created  the  Fourth 
Ward,  which  lay  between  Buttonwood  and  north 
of  Poplar  streets,  and  Sixth  and  Tenth  streets. 

By  act  of  February  13,  1846,  the  old  divisions 
were  abolished,  and  the  district  was  divided  into 
seven  wards,  with  new  boundaries. 
.  First. — Between  Vine  street  on  the  south,  and 
Noble  street  as  far  west  as  Ninth,  and  James  street 
to  Eleventh,  and  from  Sixth  on  the  east  to  Elev- 
enth on  the  west. 

Second.— Between  Sixth  and  Eleventh  streets, 
and  Noble  and  James  streets  and  Green  street  on 
the  north. 

Third. — Between  Sixth  and  Eleventh  and  Green 
streets,  and  the  northern  line  of  the  district. 

Fourth. — From  Vine  to  Green  street,  and  from 
Eleventh  to  Broad  street. 

Fifth. — From  Green  street  to  northern  bound- 
ary of  the  district,  and  from  Eleventh  to  Broad 
street. 

Sixth. — From  Vine  to  the  north  boundary  of 
district,  and  from  Broad  street  to  Schuylkill 
Fourth  (Nineteenth  street). 

Seventh. — From  Vine  to  north  boundary  of  dis- 
trict, and  from  S'  huyikill  Fourth  to  the  Schuylkill 
River. 

The  Sixth  Ward  was  divided  into  two  election 
precincts  by  act  of  March  5,  1850.  The  First  Pre- 
cinct was  between  Broad  street  and  Schuylkill 
Fourth  street,  and  between  Vine  street  and  Hun- 
ter (Mount  Vernon);  Second  Precinct,  between 
Broad  and  Schuylkill  Fourth,  and  Hunter  street 
and  north  boundary  of  the  district. 

The  Fifth  Ward  was  divided  into  two  precincts 
by  act  of  February  10,  1851.  First  Precinct,  be- 
tween Green  and  Brown  streets,  and  Thirteenth 
and  Fifteenth  streets,  extending  north  along  Fif- 
teenth street  to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  dis- 
trict. The  Second  Precinct  was  to  be  that  part 
of  the  ward  between  the  dividing-line  and  Broad 
street. 

Kensington. 

By  act  of  April  15, 1834,  this  district  was  divided 
into  five  wards. 

First.— Between  Front  street  and  river  Dela- 
ware, bounded  north  by  Prince  street,  east  by 
Shackamaxon  street,  and  west  by  Cohocksink 
Creek.

Third.— Bounded  on  the  west  by  Sixth  street 
and  Canal  street,  on  the  south  by  Franklin  street, 
north  by  Montgomery  street,  and  east  by  Front 
street. 

Fourth. — Bounded  by  Hanover  street  on  the 
east  from  river  Delaware  to  Frankford  road,  from 
Frankford  road  to  Front  street,  on  the  north  by 
Montgomery  street,  on  the  west  by  Front  street, 
on  the  south  by  Prince  street,  and  by  the  easterly 
line  of  Shackamaxon  street  from  Prince  street  to 
the  river  Delaware. 

Fifth.— Between  the  northern  and  western 
boundaries  and  the  river  Delaware  and  the 
boundaries  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  Wards. 

These  divisions  became,  by  the  growth  of  the 
district  and  other  causes,  inconvenient,  and  by 
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Fixed  and  Movable  Feasts,  Fasts,  etc.,  1886.

(If.)  Jupiter  very  near  the  Moon  when  the 
latter  sets,  Feb.  20. 

It  is  stated  that  Prof.  Baur  of  San  Francisco 
:  finds  quicksilver  a  remedy  for  the  phylloxera.    He 
puts  mercury  mixed  with  an  equal  weight  of  clay 
into  a  hole  in  which  the  vine  is  planted. 

There  is  reported  in  the  Journal oi  the  Ameri- 
can Chemical  Society  a  case  of  spontaneous  de- 
composition of  explosive  gelatin.  This  sub- 
stance is  largely  used  for  blasting,  and  its  tend- 
ency to  decomposition  should  be  widely  known. 

Photographic  work  is  successfully  continued 
at  the  Paris  Observatory  by  MM.  Paul  and  Pros- 
per Henry.  One  of  their  best  productions  is  a 
photograph  of  the  fine  cluster  in  Perseus,  show- 
ing stars  down  to  the  thirteenth  magnitude.  The 
copies  are  on  a  scale  of  five  inches  to  a  degree, 
and  contain  five  hundred  and  nine  stars. 

Mr.  Adam  Hilger  has  described  in  the  month- 
ly notices  of  the  Royal  Astronomical  Society  an 
improvement  of  Prof.  Pickering's  solar  eyepiece, 
as  described  by  him  in  the  American  Academy 
of  Arts  and  Sciences,  Feb.  14,  1871.  He  claims 
that  there  is  no  loss  of  definition  when  high 
powers  are  used,  and  a  still  further  reduction 
of  the  light  and  heat  of  the  sun. 
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act  of  February  18, 1846,  there  was  a  new  adjust- 
ment into  seven  wards,  as  follows  : 

First. — Commenced  at  the  boundary-line  be- 
tween Kensington  and  the  Northern  Liberties, 
north  along  the  river  to  Shackamaxon  street, 
along  the  latter  to  Franklin  (Girard)  avenue,  and 
thence  to  Front  street,  by  Front  street  to  Cohock- 
sink  Creek,  and  then  along  the  creek  to  the  Dela- 
ware. 

Second. — Between  Front  street,  commencing  at 
dividing-line  between  Northern  Liberties  and 
Kensington  and  Franklin  avenue,  east  along  the 
avenue  to  Front  street,  and  thence  along  Front 
street  to  place  of  beginning. 

Third. — Commenced  at  Northern  Liberties  and 
Kensington  boundary-line,  thence  north-west  by 
said  line  to  centre  of  Sixth  street,  along  Sixth  to 
Oxford,  then  east  to  Second,  south  to  Franklin 
avenue,  and  west  to  place  of  beginning. 

Fourth. — Bounded  by  river  Delaware  between 
Shackamaxon  and  Hanover  streets,  along  the  lat- 
ter to  West  street,  along  West  to  Frankford  road, 
and  thence  along  road  to  Shackamaxon  street,  and 
so  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Fifth. — By  the  Delaware  from  Hanover  street 
to  division-line  of  Kensington  and  unincorporated 
Northern  Liberties,  then  north-west  to  Frankford 
road,  thence  southwardly  along  said  road  to  Han- 
over street,  and  along  latter  to  place  of  beginning. 

Sixth. — Commenced  at  centre  of  Franklin  av- 
enue and  Shackamaxon  street,  west  along  avenue 
to  Second  street,  north  by  Second  to  Oxford  street, 
east  by  Oxford  to  Frankford  road,  north  by  Frank- 
ford road  to  Hanover  street,  then  to  West  street, 
then  to  Frankford  road,  then  south-west  along  the 
road  to  Shackamaxon  street,  and  thence  to  place 
of  beginning. 

Seventh. — Commenced  at  Frankford  road  and 
Oxford  street,  and  ran  north  along  the  road  to  the 
north  boundary-line  of  district,  then  west  along 
said  line  to  termination,  then  south  along  the  west- 
ern boundary-line  to  centre  of  Sixth,  by  Sixth  to 
Oxford,  and  by  Oxford  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

In  1848  the  Norris  estates  of  Fairhill  and  Sep- 
viva  were  added  to  the  district  of  Kensington  ; 
they  had  formerly  been  situated  in  the  unincor- 
porated Northern  Liberties.  By  act  of  April  6 
this  addition  was  constituted  the  Eighth  Ward, 
which  lay  between  Norris  street  on  the  south, 
and  a  point  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  north 
of  Lehigh  avenue  on  the  north,  and  between 
Frankford  road  and  the  west  side  of  German- 
town  road,  and  was  bounded  south  by  the  old 
boundaries  of  Kensington. 

A  new  adjustment  of  the  west,  north  and  south 
boundaries  of  Kensington  district  was  made  by 
act  of  April  6,  1850,  which  altered,  added,  and  in 
some  cases  subtracted,  territory.  By  act  of  March 
16,  1850,  there  was  a  new  adjustment  between  the 
boundaries  of  the  Seventh  and  Eighth  Wards. 
The  Seventh  Ward  commenced  at  Frankford 
road  and  Norris  street,  ran  along  the  latter  to 
Second  street  and  along  Second  to  Diamond 
street,  and  thence  to  Germantown  road.  By 
the  same  act  the  southern  boundary  of  the 
Third  Ward  was  extended  to  Thompson  street. 

South  war  k. 

The  first  ward-division  was  made  by  act  of 
March  31,  1836. 

First. — Between  the  Delaware  River  and  Third 
street,  and  Catherine  and  South  streets. 

Second. — Between   the    Delaware    River    and 


Third  street,  and  Catherine  and  Southwark  Rail- 
road on  Prime,  or  Washington,  street. 

Third. — West  of  Third  to  the  district  boundary, 
at  Passyunk  road,  between  Catherine  and  South 
streets. 

Fourth. — From  Third  street  to  Moyamensing 
boundary,  at  Passyunk  road,  between  Catherine 
street  and  the  Southwark  Railroad. 

Fifth. — From  the  Delaware  to  Passyunk  road 
south  of  the  Southwark  Railroad. 

By  act  of  February  19,  1849,  the  Fifth  Ward 
was  divided  as  follows  : 

Fifth  Ward. — Bounded  on  the  south  by  south- 
ern boundary  of  Southwark,  east  by  Delaware 
River,  north  by  Washington  street,  west  by 
Third  street  to  its  junction  with  Moyamensing 
road,  and  thence  by  said  road  to  southern  boun- 
dary of  the  district. 

Sixth  Ward. — Bounded  south  by  south  boun- 
dary of  district,  east  by  Moyamensing  road  to 
Third  street,  north  by  Washington  street,  and 
west  by  Passyunk  road. 

Moyamensing. 

The  first  division  of  this  township,  by  act  of 
April  4,  i83i,was  into  East  and  West  Moyamen- 
sing. The  division  was  Eighth  street,  but  the 
general  elections  for  both  portions  of  the  town- 
ship were  at  the  Commissioners'  Hall,  in  Chris- 
tian street  between  Ninth  and  Tenth.  February 
13,  1840,  the  creation  of  wards  was  authorized  as 
follows  : 

First. — From  Seventh  street  to  Passyunk  road, 
and  South  street  to  Carpenter. 

Second. — Between  Seventh  and  Eleventh  streets 
and  South  and  Carpenter.

By  act  of  April  5,  1848,  Broad  street  was  made 
the  boundary  of  the  Third  and  Fourth  Wards. 
The  latter  was  extended  south  to  the  boundary  of 
the  district,  and  then  was  created  the  Fifth  Ward, 
all  that  part  of  the  township  west  of  Broad  street. 

Germantown. 
Divided  by  act  of  February  27,  1840. 
Upper  Ward. — North-west  of  Washington  lane. 
Lower  Ward. — South-east  of  Washington  lane. 

West  Philadelphia 
was  first  incorporated  as  a  borough  by  court 
of  Quarter  Sessions  of  Philadelphia  county  ;  the 
Supreme  Court  decided  the  creation  illegal.  By 
act  of  February  17.  1844,  the  borough  was  incor- 
porated with  substantially  the  same  boundaries 
as  had  been  given  to  it  by  the  court.  By  act  of 
March  14,  1850,  the  borough  was  enlarged,  and 
boundaries  were  changed  and  divisions  were 
made. 

First. — Bounded  east  by  the  Schuylkill,  begin- 
ning at  north-east  corner  of  the  Blockley  Alms- 
house estate,  extending  to  Woodland  street,  along 
Woodland  to  Park,  to  Washington,  to  Mary,  to 
Green  street  and  east  line  of  Crane's  estate,  thence 
by  said  line  to  Lancaster  turnpike,  and  along  the 
latter  to  line  between  John  Britton's  and  Baring's 
estates,  and  by  said  line  to  Schuylkill,  and  thence 
to  place  of  beginning. 

Second,  or  Hamilton.— All  the  borough  south 
and  west  of  the  First  Ward  and  south  and  west 
of  the  turnpike. 
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ECLIPSES  IN  1886. 

In  the  year  1886  there  will  be  two  Eclipses, 
both  of  the  Sun. 

First :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  March 
5,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  The  central  line  of 
this  Eclipse  begins  at  the  eastern  point  of  New 
Guinea,  crosses  the  Pacific  Ocean  in  a  north- 
easterly direction,  passes  through  Central  Ameri- 
ca and  ends  in  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  It  will  be 
visible  as  a  Partial  Eclipse  throughout  nearly  all 
of  the  United  States,  beginning  at  sunset  about 
30  miles  west  of  Philadelphia,  and  after  sunset 
at  Philadelphia  itself. 

Second :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Aug.  29, 
visible  at  Philadelphia  as  a  Partial  Eclipse.  The 
line  of  Total  Eclipse  begins  in  the  Isthmus  of 
Panama  at  sunrise,  passes  along  the  northern 
coast  of  South  America,  crosses  the  Atlantic 
Ocean  and  the  southern  part  of  Africa  in  a 
south-easterly  direction,  and  ends  in  the  island 
of  Madagascar  at  sunset.  A  special  computation 
made  for  Philadelphia  by  Mr.  Cleveland  Keith 
of  the  Nautical  Almanac  office  shows  that  this 
Eclipse  will  begin  at  Philadelphia  3m.  21s.  after 
6  a.m.,  and  end  46m.  51s.  after  6  a.m.,  and  that 
about  -fa  of  the  Sun's  diameter  will  be  obscured. 


MARCH. 

(  $ )  Mercury  near  the  Moon  in  the  evening 
of  March  6. 

OX)  Jupiter  very  near  the  Moon  when  the 
latter  souths  after  midnight  March  20. 

A  photographic  atlas  of  the  stars  of  the 
southern  hemisphere  is  about  to  be  made  under 
the  supervision  of  Dr.  Gill,  astronomer-royal  at 
the  Cape  of  Good  Hope,  by  Mr.  C.  Ray  Woods. 

Mr.  A.  Williamson  shows  in  the  Philosophi- 
cal Society  of  Glasgow  that  the  coal-fields  of 
North  China  are  many  times  larger  than  those 
of  Great  Britain.  The  coal  is  of  various  descrip- 
tions, and  always  found  in  close  proximity  to 
beds  of  iron-ore. 

It  is  said  that  a  wood  found  in  Cuba,  going 
under  the  name  of '  dagaine,  would,  if  introduced 
into  this  country,  prove  of  remarkable  value.  Its 
strength,  toughness  and  flexibility  are  accom- 
panied with  remarkable  elasticity,  excelling 
lance-wood  in  the  latter  respect.  The  color  is 
pale  yellow,  with  a  close  fine  grain  very  much 
like  box-wood,  free  from  knots  and  taking  a  good 
polish.

— Between  Schuylkill  Seventh  and  Broad 
street  on  the  east,  the  Schuylkill  River  on  the 
west,  the  northern  line  of  district  on  the  north, 
and  Master  street  and  south  line  of  district  on 
the  south. 

ManAyunk 
was  divided  by  act  of  April  5,  1849. 

Upper  Hard. — All  that  part  of  borough  north- 
west of  centre  of  Levering  street,  running  from 
the  canal  to  the  upper  end  of  said  street. 

Lower  Ward. — All  that  part  lying  south-east 
of  middle  of  Levering  street. 

Lower  Dublin  Township 
was   divided   into  two  election  precincts  by  act 
of  May  3,  1852,  one  to  be  called  Delaware  Pre- 
cinct, and  the  other  Lower  Dublin   Precinct. 

There  were  no  ward-divisions  in  the  district  of 
Richmond,  or  Belmont,  the  boroughs  of  White- 
hall, Bridesburg,  Aramingo,  or  Frankford,  in  the 
townships  of  Delaware,  Blockley,  Kingsessing, 
Roxborough,  Passyunk,  Oxford,  Penn,  unincor- 
porated Northern  Liberties,  Bristol,  Byberry  and 
Moreland.

PHILADELPHIA. 

1727,  October  27,  10.40  a.  m.  Shock  felt  at 
Philadelphia,  New  York  and  Boston.  Clocks 
ran  down  and  china  was  shaken  from  shelves. 

1727,  November  18.  Shock  of  an  earthquake 
felt  along  the  coast  from  Chesapeake  Bay  to 
Halifax. 

1732,  September  5,  about  noon.  "A  little 
earthquake." 

1736.  Shock  felt  along  the  Atlantic  coast. 

1737,  December  1,  11  a.  m.  "Smart  shock 
felt  at  Philadelphia,  Conestoga  and  other  places. 
Houses  were  shaken,  windows  rattled,  etc. 
Some  persons  who  were  standing  were  thrown 
down.     A  soughing  noise  was  heard." 

1755,  November  1.  The  great  earthquake 
at  Lisbon  was  felt  in  tidal  disturbances  along 
the  Atlantic  coast  of  the  United  States. 

1758,  March  22.     A  perceptible  shock. 

1763,  Sunday,  October  30,  about  2.30  p.  m. 
A  rumbling  noise  and  a  shaking  and  trembling 
of  the  ground.  The  shock  was  felt  just  as  John 
Penn,  proprietary  and  lieutenant-governor,  had 
landed  at  Market  street  wharf.  An  event  spoken 
of  as  ominous. 

1772,  April  25.     A  slight  shock. 

1783,  November  30.  A  perceptible  shock, 
felt  at  night. 


1783,  December  1.  Another  shock,  in  day- 
time. 

1811,  December  8,  8  p.  m.  "A  sensible  un- 
dulation." 

1811,  December  16,  3  A    M.     Another  shock. 

1812,  February  7,  4.24  A.  M.  A  decided 
shock.     Duration,  30  seconds. 

1817,  January  8.  The  Delaware  was  much 
agitated  by  an  earthquake  shock  to  the  south- 
ward ;  vessels  were  tossed  about,  and  the  water 
rose  one  foot. 

1870,  October  12.  Earthquake  originating 
at  Quebec  ;   felt  at  New  York  and  Philadelphia. 

1877.  September  10.  Slight  shock  felt  in 
Germantown,  and  in  New  Jersey  as  far  north  as 
Trenton. 

1884,  August  10,  about  2  p.  m.  A  smart 
shock,  which  was  accompanied  with  rumbling 
sounds.  Buildings  shaken  perceptibly,  articles 
thrown  down  from  shelves,  house-bells  set  ring- 
ing, etc.

To  be  chosen  :  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Secretary  of  Internal  Affairs, 
State  Senators  in  odd-numbered  districts,  mem- 
bers of  the  State  House  of  Representatives,  mem- 
bers of  Congress,  District  Attorney,  Coroner,  two 
Judges  of  Court  of  Common  Pleas  No.  1,  one 
Judge  of  Court  of  Common   Pleas  No.  3. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  October  2d. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  2d. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

Residence. — A  voter  must  have  resided  in  the 
State  one  year,  and  in  the  election  district  or 
division  for  at  least  two  months,  before  the  elec- 
tion. Where  a  citizen  previously  a  resident  has 
removed  and  returned,  he  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  six  months  before  the  election. 

Taxes. — No  citizen  can  vote  who  is  over  twen- 
ty-two years  old  without  having  previously  paid 
a  State  and  county  tax  within  two  years,  assessed 
at  least  two  months  before  the  election,  and  paid, 
at  the  latest,  one  month  before  the  election. 

Age. — Every  male  citizen  between  twenty-one 
and  twenty-two  years  of  age  having  the  proper 
qualifications  of  residence,  native  birth  or  claim- 
ing the  naturalization  of  his  father  during  his 
minority  may  vote  without  being  assessed. 

Naturalized  Citizens  may  vote  if  they  have 
the  qualifications  of  residence  in  the  State  and 
district  and  payment  of  taxes,  and  have  been 
naturalized  one  month  before  the  election. 

Proof  of  Right  to  Vote. — If  the  name  is  not 
on  the  registry  of  voters,  the  person  claiming 
must  make  affidavit  of  his  claims  and  prove  his 
right  by  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division.  Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  is  made 
by  producing  the  tax-receipt  or  by  affidavit  that 
it  had  been  lost,  destroyed  or  never  received. 
A  naturalized  citizen  must  produce  his  natural- 
ization papers  unless  he  has  been  for  five  con- 
secutive years  a  voter  in  the  district.

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THE  EPHEMERIS. 
The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day  of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes.  A 
surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where  the 
upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia,  the  high  tides  being  taken,  as 
heretofore,  from  the  valuable  tide  tables  of  the 
U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  and  the  low  tides  being  ob- 
tained by  adding  7h.  19m.  to  the  time  of  high 
tide.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  interesting 
astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year.    The  local 


and  standard  times  of  Philadelphia  are  practi- 
cally the  same  in  all  cases  except  in  the  column 
of  sun  "  souths."  In  this  case  38  seconds  should 
be  subtracted  from  the  time  a.m.  and  38  seconds 
added  to  the  time  p.m.  where  the  nearest  second 
is  required  in  standard  time.

The  total  number  of  small  planets  between 
Mars  and  Jupiter  already  discovered  and  named 
is  244. 

It  is  said  that  paper  bottles  made  in  Paris  are 
cemented  with  alum,  lime  and  albumen.  These 
bottles  are  not  affected  by  water  or  alcohol,  and, 
as  they  are  not  easily  broken,  may  in  some  cir- 
cumstances be  valuable. 

It 'is  said  there  is  nothing  better  for  fastening 
labels  to  tin  surfaces  than  white  of  egg  mixed 
with  an  equal  part  of  water.  When  dry,  a  hot 
iron  must  be  carried  quickly  over  the  surface  of 
the  label,  which  renders  the  cement  insoluble  in 
water. 

Mr.  Lowe  gives  an  account  of  one  of  the 
largest  meteors  seen  for  some  years.  It  was 
seen  near  Chepstow,  England.  It  is  said  to  have 
been  fully  one-fourth  the  apparent  size  of  the 
moon,  and  of  an  intense  blue  color,  leaving  a 
streak  of  orange-red  elongated  stars  in  its  track. 
The  meteor  moved  slowly,  being  visible  for  about 
six  seconds.

M.  Dieulafait  states  that  the  plants  of  the 
Carboniferous  age  contain  a  much  larger  percent- 
age of  sulphur  than  those  of  the  present  time— 
a  fact  which  affords  an  explanation  of  the  pres- 
ence of  sulphur  and  sulphate  of  lime  at  the  pres- 
ent day  in  coal. 

It  appears  from  a  series  of  experiments  made 
during  the  last  one  hundred  and  thirty-four  years 
that,  while  the  Swedish  coast  has  been  steadily 
rising,  that  along  the  southern  shore  of  the  Bal- 
tic has  been  steadily  sinking.

son, Mercer,  Edgemont  and  Division  sts.,  to  the 
neighborhood  of  Harrowgate  lane  and  Kensing- 
ton av.,  where  its  force  was  spent.  In  Camden 
large  factory-buildings  were  thrown  down  or 
greatly  injured.

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HOW  TO  CLEANSE  WASTE-PIPES. 

One  of  the  most  frequent  and  trying  annoy- 
ances of  housekeeping  is  the  obstruction  to  the 
free,  quick  outlet  of  the  waste-water  of  the  wash- 
stand,  the  bath-tub  and  the  kitchen-sink.  This 
is  caused  by  a  gradual  accumulation  of  small  bits 
of  refuse  material — grease,  meat,  bones,  paper, 
rags,  match-stumps,  or  other  offal — which  check, 
and  finally  stop,  the  outflow  of  the  waste-water; 
and  then  the  plumber  is  called  to  remove  the 
stoppage  with  his  force-pump.  Sometimes  this 
is  effective  ,  at  others  the  offending  waste-pipe  is 
cut  out  and  a  new  one  put  in  its  place  at  consid- 
erable cost. 

But  the  plumber  is  not  always  near  at  hand  or 
free  to  come  at  one's  call,  and  mayhap  the  mat- 
ter demands  immediate  attention.  A  simple,  in- 
expensive method  of  clearing  the  pipe  is  as  fol- 
lows :  Just  before  retiring  at  night  pour  into  the 
p^pe  enough  liquid  potash-lye  of  thirty-six  de- 
grees' strength  to  fill  the  trap — that  is,  the  bent 
portion  of  the  pipe,  just  below  the  outlet.  About 
a  pint  will  suffice  for  a  wash-stand,  or  a  quart 
for  a  bath-tub  or  a  kitchen-sink.  Be  sure  that  no 
water  runs  into  it  till  the  next  morning.  During 
the  night  the  lye  will  convert  all  the  offal  of  the 
pipe  into  soft  soap,  and  the  first  current  of  water 
in  the  morning  will  remove  it  entirely  and  leave 
the  pipe  as  clean  as  new. 

A  remarkable  example  of  the  value  of  this  pro- 
cess was  that  of  a  large  drain-pipe  which  carried 
off  all  the  waste  of  an  extensive  country-house 
near  Philadelphia  and  ran  under  a  beautiful 
lawn  in  front  of  the  mansion.  One  gallon  of 
lye  removed  all  obstruction  in  a  single  night, 
and  saved  the  laborand  cost  of  digging  up  the  pipe 
and  the  inevitable  disfiguring  of  the  green  sward 
of  the  lawn,  which  the  plumber  was  about  to  do, 
until  advised  of  this  process. 

The  potash-lye  must  be  of  the  strength  named 
— thirty-six  degrees— and  kept  in  heavy  glass 
bottles  or  demijohns  covered  with  wicker-work 
and  plainly  -labeled ;  always  under  lock  when 
n  >t  in  actual  use.  It  does  not  act  upon  metals, 
and  so  does  not  corrode  the  pipes,  as  strong  acids 
do. 

It  may  be  bought  of  manufacturing  chemists. 
Those  who  cannot  readily  procure  it  can  make  a 
fair  substitute  tor  it  by  dissolving  one  pound  of 
Babbitt's  caustic  potash  in  one  quart  of  boiling- 
hot  water.  It  can  be  obtained  of  the  leading 
druggists. 

Do  not  use  soda-lye,  no  matter  who  advises  it. 
Sometimes  it  may  do  the  work  ;  at  others,  fail 
entirely.  It  makes  a  hard,  and  not  a  soft,  soap, 
and  so  will  not  answer  the  purpose  like  a  potash- 
lye. —  Correspondent  of  Public  Ledger. 

THERMOMETER    SCALES. 

There  are  three  well-known  scales  of  ther- 
mometers, the  Fahrenheit  being  in  common  use 
in  this  country.  On  the  Fahrenheit  scale  the 
freezing-point  of  water  is  320  ;  the  boiling-point, 
2i2°.  The  freezing-point  is  the  zero  of  the  Cen- 
tigrade and  Reaumur  scales,  and  the  boiling- 
point  of  water  in  the  Centigrade  scale  is  ioo° 
and  in  the  Reaumur  scale  8o°. 

The  number  of  degrees  between  the  freezing- 
point  and  the  boiling-point  is  in  the  Fahrenheit 
scale  180,  in  the  Centigrade  ioo,  and  in  the 
Reaumur  8o.  Reducing  the  proportions  to  their 
lowest  terms,  the  relation  is  9  to  5  between  Fah-  j 


renheit  and  Centigrade  and  9  to  4  between  Fah- 
renheit and  Reaumur.  But  the  relation  begins 
at  320  on  the  Fahrenheit  scale,  and  at  zero  on 
the  other  scales.  If  300  Centigrade  is  given  and 
we  want  to  find  what  that  would  be  on  the  Fah- 
renheit scale,  we  multiply  30  by  9  and  divide  by 
5  to  get  the  proportion.  Fifty-four  degrees  is  the 
result,  but  it  is  540  Fahrenheit  above  the  freez- 
ing-point of  water,  which  is  320.  Adding  320  to 
540,  we  have  86°  on  the  Fahrenheit  scale  as 
equivalent  to  300  Centigrade  Twenty-four  de- 
grees on  the  Reaumur  scale  is  the  equivalent  of 
300  Centigrade  or  86°  Fahrenheit,  as  will  be  seen 
if  a  similar  operation  to  that  above  described  is 
performed,  taking  9  to  4  as  the  proportion  instead 
of  9  to  5.  If  the  degree  is  given  as  on  the  Fah- 
renheit scale  to  be  reduced  to  Centigrade  or 
Reaumur,  the  operation  is  reversed.  Thus, 
from  86°  Fahrenheit,  32  would  be  deducted, 
leaving  54;  and  five-ninths  of  that  gives  the 
Centigrade  degree,  30,  or  four-ninths  gives  the 
Reaumur  degree,  24,  each  corresponding  to  86° 
Fahrenheit..

The  "crazy-patchwork,"  like  the  kaleido- 
scope, makes  a  thing  of  beauty  out  of  useless 
odds  and  ends  ;  the  scraps  of  information  here 
presented  are  not  embroidered  together,  but  they 
may  be  found  useful,  all  the  same. 

To  get  Sleep  when  it  is  Wanted.— 
Bend  the  head  forward  so  that  the  chin  rests 
deeply  on  either  collar-bone  ;  close  the  eyes  ;  let 
the  head  "  nod  "  from  side  to  side,  in  the  attitude 
into  which  the  person  falls  naturally  when  dozing 
in  a  chair.  This  position  cuts  off  part  of  the  sup- 
ply of  blood  to  the  brain.  It  is  prescribed  at 
some  "  Rest-Cures  "  instead  of  bromides.  This 
is  also  useful  to  change  the  thoughts  at  any  time 
when  worried  or  perplexed,  by  letting  the  head 
"  loll  "  forward  and  shutting  the  eyes.  "  To  lose 
themselves  "  for  a  few  minutes  in  a  busy  day  was 
the  practice  of  an  older  generation.  One  was 
accustomed  to  sit  cane  in  hand,  the  stick  planted 
on  the  floor  and  the  forehead  resting  on  the  gold- 
headed  stick  ;  when  the  sleeper's  hand  became 
so  relaxed  that  the  cane  fell  to  the  floor,  that  was 
sufficient.  It  roused  him,  and  he  "  found  him- 
self" all  the  fresher  for  the  brief  oblivion. 

Never  sign  a  paper  without  read- 
ing it:  and  if,  after  reading,  you  do  not  un- 
derstand it,  have  it  thoroughly  explained  before 
you  put  a  signature  to  it.  It  is  best  to  get  some 
third  person,  who  is  not  interested  in  the  matter 
in  any  way,  to  explain  the  meaning  of  what  is 
not  clear  or  to  point  out  words  that  may  have 
two  meanings  in  the  document. 

Always  make  a  memorandum  in 
your  little  book  of  any  contract  you  undertake 
for  money  or  any  agreement  to  work.  It  saves 
much  trouble  to  keep  a  memorandum-book  and 
put  down  the  dates  when  you  either  pay  or  re- 
ceive money.  Whenever  money  passes  on  ac- 
count, set  it  down.  If  any  money  or  thing  of 
value  goes  through  y.'ur  hands,  give  a  receipt  for 
it  and  make  a  memorandum.  Your  receipt  set- 
tles the  amount  that  passes,  and  that  cannot  be 
disputed.  When  you  pass  it  to  a  third  party,  get 
a  receipt  and  keep  it.  This  form  is  as  important 
in  the  transfer  of  income,  trust-money  or  valuables 
among  your  own  family  as  with  other  persons. 

Treasurers  of  trust-funds  or  of  the 
yearly  income  of  charity  societies  do  well  to 
paste  their  canceled  checks  into  their  check- 
books again  when  these  come  back  from  the 
bank.     That  keeps  a  convenient  record. 

For  the  first  Chill  or  "stuffy"  feeling 
of  having  caught  cold,  immediately  snuff  and  in- 
hale spirits  of  camphor.  Breathe  it  up  the  nose 
until  the  system  feels  right  again.  A  drop  or  two 
on  sugar  taken  inwardly  helps  to  stimulate  the 
system  and  throw  off  the  cold.  This  is  infallible 
if  you  take  it  hi  hand  early  enough. 

Hot  catsup  is  in  every  way  better  than 
cold  for  use  on  meats. 

You  can  thicken  any  sauce  almost 
as  well  with  corn-starch  as  with  butter.  This 
starch  has  oil  in  it.  With  some  syrup  of  preserve 
or  jelly  or  the  juices  of  canned  fruits,  very  good 
sweet  sauces  can  be  made  with  either  arrowroot 
or  any  other  fine  starch.  Corn-starch  put  in  with 
the  vinegar  for  coldslaw  makes  a  good  thickening. 
This  is  to  be  remembered  when  butter  is  high. 

Unless  you  are  willing'  to  have  the  law 
distribute  your  property,  make  sure  that  your 
will  shall  be  law. 


Either  a  pincushion  for  memorandums 
or  a  little  porcelain  slate  fur  writing  down  the 
week's  engagements  is  a  convenient  thing  to 
have  before  your  eyes  hanging  beside  the  toilet- 
table.  The  looking-glass  frame  bears  many  a 
card  and  notice  because  you  want  to  see  the 
day's  claims  whenever  you  look  in  the  glass. 

Raisin- Wine. — One  pound  of  white  sugar; 
two  pounds  of  raisins,  seeded  and  chopped  ;  all 
the  juice  and  half  the  grated  peel  of  one  lemon  ; 
two  gallons  of  boiling  water.  Put  all  into  a  stone 
jar  and  stir  every  day  for  a  week  ;  then  strain 
and  bottle.  It  will  be  fit  for  use  in  ten  days  for 
flavoring. 

Never  go  to  bed  with  cold  feet. 
Either  warm  them  effectively  at  a  fire  or — better 
still — put  on  bed-boots,  those  easily-knit  bags  of 
Germantown  wool ;  with  stitches  set  on  the  size  of 
the  ankle  and  made  like  a  long  fingerless  mitten. 
These  keep  in  the  natural  heat,  which  in  a  short 
time  is  quite  sufficient.  The  wool-lined  soles  and 
knitted  uppers  of  more  elaborate  bed-socks  answer 
the  same  purpose  perhaps  a  little  more  quickly. 
These  boots  and  socks  can  always  be  kicked  off 
when  the  feet  are  thoroughly  in  a  glow.  Old 
persons  whose  circulation  is  feeble  can  more  than 
hold  their  own  by  aid  of  knee-caps  and  wristlets 
for  every-day  use,  and  socks  to  sleep  in. 

Sand-paper  gilded  with  the  liquid  prepa- 
ration makes  very  good  decorations  for  pottery 
or  screens.  It  is  cut  out  into  grape-leaves,  black- 
berries or  other  fruits,  and  is  also  a  good  repre- 
sentation of  the  beautiful  mullein-leaves  and 
blossoms. 

For  a  rush  of  blood  to  the  head, 
try  to  get  some  of  it  down  to  the  feet.  Even  in 
sitting  you  can  use  the  same  device  as  that  which 
prevents  cold  feet  in  a  church  or  horse-car:  rest 
the  weight  of  the  leg  on  the  toe  of  each  foot. 
Make  as  though  you  were  about  to  walk  on  lip- 
toe.  This  diverts  the  blood  from  an  apoplectic 
head,  and  is  found  to  relieve  giddiness  or  swim- 
ming of  the  head  in  a  few  minutes.  Perhaps  the 
resolution  to  send  the  blood  to  the  toes  has  some- 
thing to  do  with  it,  as  well  as  the  attitude. 

Choice  Of  Colors. — In  everybody's  com- 
plexion there  are  shades  of  color  in  the  lines 
and  little  hollows  of  the  face.  Blue,  yellow, 
green,  lilac  and  red  are  in  these  lines,  according 
to  age,  health  and  other  things.  What  are  called 
■'  complementary  colors" are  those  that  bring  out 
these  shades  into  great  vividness.  Usually  the 
best  choice  in  colors  to  wear  is  of  those  which 
subdue  these  natural  tints.  Very  bright  colors 
make  there  skin-contrasts  too  violent.  Bright 
blue,  for  instance,  makes  the  skin  look  yellow; 
mauve  makes  it  orange-tinted  ;  green  subdues  its 
red  and  brings  out  all  its  brown  ;  bright  yellow 
gives  it  an  ashy-blue  tint ;  and  vermilion  red 
makes  the  skin  look  green.  There  are  com- 
plexions that  are  deficient  in  some  one  of  these 
shades  mentioned,  and  they  can  wear  the  correct- 
ive tints.  Purple  is  usually  considered  the  color 
for  elderly  faces,  and  it  is  becoming  to  the  pale 
ones;  but,  as  the  skin  in  advancing  years  takes 
on  a  yellow  tint,  it  is  apt  to  make  the  worn 
complexion  look  more  yellow  than  is  necessary. 
Black  is  almost  universally  becoming  because  it 
heightens  the  whiteness  of  the  skin,  but  gray  is 
even  more  suited  to  the  elderly  face,  as  its  soft- 
ness frames  and  brings  out  all  the  freshness 
there  is  in  the  complexion.  For  this  reason  all 
natural  gray  hair  makes  the  wearer  look  much

younger  than  artificially-darkened  tints.  Iron- 
gray  hair,  in  its  changing  condition  to  ashen 
gray,  is  sometimes  trying  to  sallow  faces,  but 
these  should  wear  gray  bonnets  and  surround 
their  throats  with  fluffy  gray  or  orange.  The 
color  of  a  mandarin  orange,  a  yellow  tan,  a  pale- 
golden  brown  and  old  gold  are  usually  becoming 
to  pale  sallow  persons  because  they  keep  down 
the  prevailing  tints  of  the  face.  A  brunette  can 
wear  pale  blue  or  chalk  (blue-white)  when  she 
cannot  pink  ;  a  blonde  may  wear  pink  and  yellow 
and  dark  blue;  red  hair  finds  appropriate  fram- 
ing in  the  reddish  browns,  which  bring  out  the 
gold  light  in  such  hair,  and  also  in  the  reddish 
grays  and  fawn  colors. 

If  yon  have  ever  so  little  prop- 
erty— even  only  your  clothes  and  articles  of 
furniture — and  have  no  direct  heirs,  make  a  will 
and  say  who  is  to  have  them.  It  is  the  little 
matters  rather  than  the  large  amounts  of  fortune 
that  make  the  most  trouble  in  dividing  property 
among  relatives ;  so  that  it  is  best  to  name  one 
person  who  is  to  distribute  it,  or  else  to  specify 
what  each  is  to  have. 

Birds  without  Bones.— Take  three 
slices  of  rare,  tender  beef;  spread  over  them 
three  slices  of  boiled  ham  the  same  size  ;  put  in 
each  one  an  olive-  and  a  sage-  or  bay-leaf;  wrap 
them  over  and  tie  with  thread  into  little  rolls. 
Cook  them  in  a  saucepan  with  butter,  olive-oil 
or  olive-butter.  Cut  the  thread  off  when  they 
come  to  table.     The  beef  must  be  outside. 

Serve  raspberry-jam  with  pancakes. 

Stained  marble  on  bureaus  or  wash- 
stands  is  best  treated  with  whiting  made  in  a 
paste  with  dissolved  cooking-soda  and  allowed 
to  remain  for  several  days.  If  this  does  not 
remove  the  stain,  mix  a  bit  of  unslaked  lime 
with  a  very  strong  cold  lye  of  wood-ashes  ;  cover 
the  spots  thickly,  and  leave  it  undisturbed  for  a 
week  or  more.  Wash  it  off  with  a  hard  brush 
dipped  in  soap  and  water. 

To  cook,  a  goose  that  shall  not  be 
greasy,  rub  it  inside  with  salt  and  pepper  and 
fill  it  with  firm  pieces  of  canned  tomato  and  sage. 
A  can  of  mushrooms  may  be  added,  and  a  little 
lemon-juice  before  trussing  the  bird  and  sewing  it 
up.  Baste  while  roasting  or  baking  with  a  pint 
of  the  tomato-juice  and  the  juice  of  one  lemon, 
dredging  with  flour  from  time  to  time,  so  that 
the  bird  may  be  properly  browned.  Skim  off  all 
the  fat  from  the  gravy  in  the  dripping-pan,  add 
a  little  water  and  flour  and  the  chopped  giblets, 
which  have  been  separately  boiled.  Serve  very 
hot  after  cooking  for  a  few  minutes. 

Luxury  shortens  life;  comfort  pro- 
longs it,  especially  ease  of  mind.  To  fret  and 
toil  after  luxury  is  therefore  a  species  of  suicide. 

Salted  water  boils  sooner  than  fresh. 
Hence  you  can  make  haste  with  your  vegetables 
when  necessary  ;  especially  with  cabbage. 

To  Reduce  the  Flesh. — Instead  of  using 
only  a  meat-diet  with  very  scanty  starch  food 
and  no  sugar  (which  is  called  "  Banting"),  a 
later  method  is  to  eat  only  half  the  quantity  of 
ordinary  food.  The  butters,  oils  and  sugars 
keep  up  heat  and  fat.  Cut  off  these  to  half  your 
usual  portion  and  see  how  it  suits  you. 

Drink  no  cold  water  while  eating  or 
immediately  after  a  meal.  At  any  time  before,  or 
three  hours  after,  take  as  much  water  as  you  like. 

To  check  a  hemorrhage  from  the 
nose,  make  the  grimaces  of  chewing  or  of  work- 


'  ing  the  upper  jaw — "make  faces."  The  more 
forcibly  you  chew,  the  sooner  the  bleeding  will 
stop.  This  is  convenient  to  know  when  you 
have  no  tannic  acid  in  a  box  in  the  pocket.  A 
snuff  of  tannic  acid  also  checks  the  bleeding,  as 
it  lines  the  nasal  passage  with  an  astringent  dust 
all  the  way  down  to  the  throat.  But  usually  the 
chewing  and  working  of  the  upper  jaw  is  quite 
sufficient  to  cut  off  the  flow. 

Florida  Orange- Wine  for  Flavor- 
ing.— Five  gallons  of  water ;  sugar,  fifteen 
pounds  ;  orange -juice,  five  quarts.  Boil  the  su- 
gar and  water,  skimming  it  until  the  scum  ceases 
to  rise  ;  let  it  stand  until  quite  cold,  then  add  the 
orange-juice.  Put  it  in  a  keg  with  a  half  cake 
of  yeast,  and  leave  it  uncorked  for  six  weeks,  or 
until  it  ceases  to  ferment ;  then  cork  it  tight,  and 
let  it  stand  six  months  before  bottling. 

Prayer  and  fasting  were  the  old  gospel 
remedies  for  the  too  full  habit  of  body  and  the 
sensual  thoughts;  nowadays,  cures  are  made  by 
exercise  and  fasting.  Fresh  air  and  empty  stom- 
achs are  relied  on  to  relieve  some  distressing 
symptoms.  When  a  fasting  person  is  shut  up  too 
long  in  inactivity,  he  may  become  morbid  or  de- 
pressed in  spirits ;  he  sees  visions  and  dreams 
dreams.  By  the  new  plan,  when  appetite  gnaws, 
the  "  walk-and-fast  "  patients  are  sent  out  to  take 
heart}'  exercise  in  the  fresh  air.  Rest  after  this, 
and  not  food,  continues  the  treatment.  There 
seems  some  reason  to  believe  that  such  regimen 
for  dyspeptics  and  others  does  clear  the  body  of 
morbid  humors  and  tendencies  to  serious  disease. 

A  Russian  Dish. — Soak  cutlets  of  veni- 
son, mutton,  bearsteak  or  beefsteak  in  olive-oil 
and  lemon-juice  for  six  hours  (vinegar  will  do  in- 
stead of  lemon)  ;  add  a  little  cinnamon,  nutmeg, 
garlic  and  parsley,  with  pepper  and  salt.  Brown 
it  on  both  sides  quickly  in  a  pan  with  butter,  and 
serve  hot  with  the  following  added  to  the  gravy  : 
A  gill  of  powdered  sugar,  a  gill  and  a  half  of 
vinegar,  a  quarter  of  a  cake  of  chocolate,  grated, 
some  seeded  raisins  and  skinned  groundnuts  or 
blanched  almonds.  Boil  up  once  and  pour  over 
the  steak. 

Rule  for  Welsh  Rarebit.— Take  of 
butter  one-fourth  the  quantity  that  you  have 
in  cheese  ;  melt  in  a  pan  with  a  few  dried  bread- 
j  crumbs,  which  keep  it  from  getting  stringy. 
I  When  it  begins  to  bod,  add  mustard  and  pepper 
to  taste,  a  suspicion  of  onion,  or  celery-vinegar. 
Have  some  hot  toast  ready,  and  hand  the  rarebit 
dish  around  while  still  boiling,  for  each  guest  to 
pour  over  his  slice  of  buttered  toast.  A  little  pale 
ale  stirred  into  it  at  the  last  moment  is  thought 
an  improvement  by  some. 

For  rough  hands  in  winter  glyce- 
rine and  rose-water  are  very  good,  or  a  mixture 
made  of  two  cakes  of  (real)  Windsor  soap  scraped 
to  a  powder,  a  wineglass  of  cologne  and  one  of 
lemon-juice.  Or  get  some  benzoin  from  the  apoth- 
ecary, with  instructions  how  to  mix  it.  The  prin- 
ciple in  these  preparations  is  to  supply  oiliness,  lu- 
brication,to  thedry, roughened  surface  of  the  skin. 

A  house-list  to  hang  up  should  show 
the  nearest  place  to  get  milk,  bread,  ice,  fish, 
meats,  etc.,  if  any  should  be  needed  in  a 
hurry ;  also  the  nearest  cobbler,  clothes-cleaner, 
plumber,  heater  and  range  man,  gas-fitter  ;  and 
likewise  police  or  fire-alarm  station,  district 
messenger  station,  physician,  etc.  These  last 
maybe  required  suddenly  at  night,  and  all  should 
know  exactly  where  to  send  for  quickest  help.

It  has  endeavored  to  make  a 
clean  record,  and  this  is  largely  apparent  in  its 
news  columns  and  as  an  advertising  medium. 
Success  to  it! 

The  Churchman ,  We<w  York  {Protestant 
Episcopal). 
A  most  interesting  retrospect  was  summarized 
by  the  Philadelphia  Public  Ledger  the  other 
day,  on  the  occasion  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  its  first  publication,  in  1836.  Among  the  mat- 
ters touched  upon  are  the  marked  decrease  of 
political  and  other  riots,  the  better  enforcement 
of  law,  the  more  orderly  constitution  of  society, 
the  diminution  of  the  hours  of  labor,  and  the 
vastly  improved  domestic  and  social  condition 
of  the  industrial  classes,  as  those  meliorations 
have  taken  place  gradually  during  the  last  fifty 
years.  The  encouragement  to  be  derived  from 
such  a  retrospect  is  gratifying  and  timely. 
When  discontent  is  so  prevalent  among  wage- 
workers  as  it  now  is,  and  when  there  is  so  much 
apprehension — not  to  say  alarm — as  is  now  felt 
in  view  of  the  present  disturbance  of  the  rela- 
tions between  capital  and  labor,  it  is  reassuring 
to  be  reminded  that  threatenings  quite  as  portent- 
ous in  the  past  have  worked  no  lasting  harm, 
and  that,  in  spite  of  all  the  fancied  or  real  im- 
perfections of  our  economical  system,  the  lot  of 
the  industrious  laborer  has  been  constantly  and 
steadily  improving.  Not  less  gratifying  is  the 
steady  increase  in  its  own  prosperity  and  influ- 
ence which  the  Public  Ledger  is  able  to  chron- 
icle. The  modest  complacency  with  which  men- 
tion is  made  of  the  policy  which  has  conducted 
it  to  success  is  altogether  admirable.  No  doubt, 
like  all  daily  papers,  the  Public  Ledger  has 
made  mistakes  and  has  fallen  short,  as  all  daily 
papers  occasionally  must,  of  the  highest  ideals. 
That  there  have  been  some  things  to  laugh  at 
and  others  to  make  the  judicious  grieve  in  its 
diurnal  career  is  the  common  lot  of  all  news- 
papers that  are  printed  oftener  than  once  a  week, 
but  to  the  praise  of  the  Public  Ledger  be  it 
spoken  that  it  has  had  better  ideals  and  has 
lived  more  nearly  up  to  them  than  have  most 
of  the  great  dailies  of  our  cities,  and  it  has  pros- 
pered accordingly.

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ECLIPSES  IN  1887. 

In  the  year  1S87  there  will  be  four  Eclipses — 
two  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon. 

First :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Feb.  8, 
1887,  visible  at  Philadelphia,  and  also  in  the 
Pacific  Ocean  and  part  of  Asia.  The  Moon 
enters  the  earth's  shadow  3h.  58m.  a.m.,  and 
leaves  it  at  6h.  14m.  a.m.,  Philadelphia  time. 
The  middle  of  the  eclipse  takes  place  at  5I1.  6m.

Second  :  An  Annular  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Feb. 
22,  1887,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  over  the  western  half  of  South 
America  and  south-eastern  extremity  of  Austra- 
lia, and  in  the  intervening  South  Pacific  Ocean. 
The  limb  of  the  Moon  will  be  seen  to  just  touch 
the  Sun  at  the  time  of  sunset  in  the  Isthmus  of 
Darien. 

Third  :  A  Partial  Eclipse  of  the  Moon,  Aug. 
3,  1887,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  The  Moon 
enters  the  earth's  shadow  at  2I1.  19m.  p.m.,  and 
leaves  it  at  4h.  46m.  p.m.  The  middle  of  the 
Eclipse  takes  place  at  3I1.  33m.  p.m.,  Philadel- 
phia time,  when  about  two-fifths  of  the  Moon's 
diameter  will  be  eclipsed  where  the  Eclipse  is 
maximum. 


Fourth  :  A  Total  Eclipse  of  the  Sun,  Aug.  19, 
18S7,  invisible  at  Philadelphia.  This  Eclipse 
will  be  visible  in  the  northern  part  of  Greenland 
and  Alaska  ;  in  Europe,  except  Ireland  and 
Spain ;  and  throughout  the  whole  of  Asia,  ex- 
cept Southern  Arabia  and  Hindostan.  The 
Eclipse  begins  at  the  eastern  extremity  of  the 
Mediterranean  and  ends  near  the  Caroline  Isl- 
ands, in  the  Pacific  Ocean.  Astronomers  at 
both  Berlin  and  Konigsberg  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  observe  at  home  a  Total  Eclipse,  which 
is  in  the  present  state  of  science  a  most  interest- 
ing phenomenon.

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THE  EPHEMERIS. 
The  Ephemeris  for  the  present  year  gives,  as 
heretofore,  the  day  of  the  year,  the  day. of  the 
month  and  day  of  the  week,  in  civil  time,  ac- 
cording to  which  the  day  begins  at  midnight. 
Next  are  given  the  time  of  sunrise,  the  time 
before  or  after  noon  at  which  the  sun's  centre 
souths,  and  the  time  of  sunset.  The  times  of 
sunrise  and  sunset  are  in  each  case  for  the  up- 
per limb  or  edge  of  the  sun,  corrected  for  refrac- 
tion. They  are  more  accurate  than  usually  found 
in  popular  almanacs,  and  will  give  the  time  with 
sufficient  accuracy  for  ordinary  purposes  A 
surveyor's  level  will  give  the  horizon  where  the 
upper  edge  of  the  sun  should  be  at  the  time 
given  in  the  almanac.  If  the  telescope  of  the 
leveling  instrument  inverts,  the  upper  edge  will, 
of  course,  be  apparently  the  lower  one.  Next 
are  given  the  times  of  rising,  southing  and  set- 
ting of  the  moon's  centre,  and  also  its  age,  or 
the  number  of  days  elapsed  since  new  moon. 
Then  follow  the  times  of  high  and  low  water  for 
Philadelphia,  the  high  tides  being  taken,  as 
I  heretofore,  from  the  valuable  tide  tables  of  the 
U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  and  the  low  tides  being  ob- 
tained by  adding  7I1.  19m.  to  the  time  of  high 
tide.  Lastly  is  given  a  collection  of  interesting 
astronomical  phenomena  for  the  year.    The  local 


and  standard  times  of  Philadelphia  are  practi- 
cally the  same  in  all  cases  except  in  the  column 
of  sun  "souths."  In  this  case  38  seconds  should 
be  subtracted  from  the  time  a.m.  and  3S  seconds 
added  to  the  time  p.m.  where  the  nearest  second 
is  required  in  standard  time.

The  great 
Kohinoor  weighs  only  one  hundred  and  thirty- 
six  carats  ;  the  Great  Mogul  weighs  two  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  carats,  but  the  latter  is  described 
as  a  badly-cut  stone,  and  if  properly  reduced 
would  not  weigh  more  than  one  hundred  and 
forty  carats.

For  State  and  county  officers  on  Tuesday, 
November  8th.  To  be  chosen  :  Justice  of  Su- 
preme Court,  Judge  of  Common  Pleas  No.  2, 
Judge  of  Common  Pleas  No.  3,  Recorder  of 
Deeds,  and  three  County  Commissioners. 

Last  day  for  payment  of  taxes,  October  8th. 

Last  day  for  naturalization,  October  8th. 

Qualifications  of  Electors. 

Residence. — A  voter  must  have  resided  in  the 
State  one  year,  and  in  the  election  district  or 
division  for  at  least  two  months,  before  the  elec- 
tion. Where  a  citizen  previously  a  resident  has 
removed  and  returned,  he  must  have  resided  in 
the  State  six  months  before  the  election. 

Taxes. — No  citizen  can  vote  who  is  over  twen- 
ty-two years  old  without  having  previously  paid 
a  State  and  county  tax  within  two  years,  assessed 
at  least  two  months  before  the  election,  and  paid, 
at  the  latest,  one  month  before  the  election. 

Age. — Every  male  citizen  between  twenty-one 
and  twenty-two  years  of  age  having  the  proper 
qualifications  of  residence,  native  birth  or  claim- 
ing the  naturalization  of  his  father  during  his 
minority  may  vote  without  being  assessed. 

Naturalized  Citizens  may  vote  if  they  have 
the  qualifications  of  residence  in  the  State  and 
district  and  payment  of  taxes,  and  have  been 
naturalized  one  month  before  the  election. 

Proof  of  Right  to  Vote. — If  the  name  is  not 
on  the  registry  of  voters,  the  person  claiming 
must  make  affidavit  of  his  claims  and  prove  his 
right  by  at  least  one  qualified  voter  of  the  district 
or  division.  Proof  of  payment  of  taxes  is  made 
by  producing  the  tax-receipt  or  by  affidavit  that 
it  has  been  lost,  destroyed  or  never  received. 
A  naturalized  citizen  must  produce  his  natural- 
ization papers  unless  he  has  been  for  five  con- 
secutive years  a  voter  in  the  district.

Letters,  postal  cards,  printed  matter  of  all 
kinds,  commercial  documents  and  samples  of 
merchandise  are  transmissible  in  Postal  Union 
mails.  The  following  are  considered  as  printed 
matter,  viz.  :  Newspapers  and  periodical  works, 
books  stitched  or  bound,  pamphlets,  sheets  of 
music,  visiting  cards,  address  cards,  proofs  of 
printing,  with  or  without  the  manuscript  relating 
thereto,  engravings,  photographs,  drawings, 
plans,  geographical  maps,  catalogues,  prospect- 
uses, announcements  and  notices  of  various  kinds, 
whether  printed,  engraved,  lithographed  or  au- 
tographed. 

Address  cards  and  all  printed  matter  pre- 
senting the  form  and  consistency  of  an  unfolded 
card  may  be  forwarded  without  band,  envelope, 
fastening  or  fold.  The  maximum  weight  of  print- 
ed matter  is  fixed  at  2  kilograms  (4  lbs.  6  oz.). 
Postage  on  printed  matter,  one  cent  for  each  2  oz. 
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THE  NEW   CITY   CHARTER. 

The  new  act  "  for  the  better  government  of 
cities  of  the  first  class,"  known  as  the  "  Bullitt 
Bill,"  takes  effect  (unless  sooner  repealed)  on  the 
first  Monday  of  April  next.  Thereafter  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  city  of  Philadelphia  will  be  organ- 
ized as  follows  : 

The  Mayoralty. 

Executive  power  is  vested  in  the  Mayor  and 
in  the  departments.  Term  of  office,  four  years. 
He  is  ineligible  to  re-election  for  the  succeeding 
term. 

The  Mayor,  in  addition  to  the  usual  duties  im- 
posed upon  that  official,  is  obliged  to  call  togeth- 
er the  heads  of  departments  for  consultation  and 
advice  at  least  once  a  month.  He  may  require 
reports  from  the  heads  of  departments,  and  rec- 
ords are  to  be  kept  of  such  meetings,  and  of 
rules  and  regulations  adopted  thereat  for  the  ad- 
ministration of  the  departments.  These  regula- 
tions are  to  prescribe  a  common  and  systematic 
method  of  ascertaining  the  comparative  fitness 
of  applicants  for  office,  position  and  promotion, 
and  of  selecting,  appointing  and  promoting  those 
found  to  he  the  best  fitted,  without  regard  to 
their  political   opinions  or  services. 

The  Mayor  may  by  a  written  order,  to  be 
transmitted  to  Select  Council,  giving  his  reasons 
therefor,  remove  from  office  any  head  of  depart- 
ment, director  or  other  officer  appointed  by 
him. 

The  Mayor  may  disapprove  of  any  item  or 
items  ot  any  bill  making  appropriations,  and  he 
is  required  as  often  as  he  may  think  proper  to 
appoint  three  competent  persons  to  examine, 
without  notice,  the  accounts  of  any  city  depart- 
ment, trust  officer  or  employe,  and  report  the 
result. 

Executive  Departments. 

No  department  shall  be  created  other  than 
those  named  in  the  act,  which  are  as  follows  : 

I.   Department  of  Public  Safety. 

a.  Police  Force. 

b.  Public  Health. 

c.  Firemen. 

d.  Kire-Alarm  Telegraph. 

e.  Fire- Escapes. 

f.  Building  and  Boiler  Inspection. 

g.  Inspectors  of  Markets  and  Food  Supplies. 
The  head  of  this  department  is  to  be  appointed 

by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  Select 
Council,  and  is  to  hold  office  during  the  term  of 
the  Mayor  making  the  appointment. 

Provision  is  made  for  uniforming  the  fire,  tele- 
graph and  police  forces,  for  the  creation  of  a  pen- 
sion fund,  that  no  policeman  or  fireman  shall  be 
dismissed  without  his  consent  except  by  a  de- 
cision of  a  kind  of  court-martial,  approved  by 
the  Mayor. 

The  Board  of  Health  is  continued  with  present 
powers  and  duties.  Present  members  serve  out 
their  terms,  but  ultimately  the  Board  will  consist 
of  five  members,  nominated  by  the  Mayor. 

The  Board  of  Building  Inspectors,  under  a 
similar  provision,  will  ultimately  consist  of  three 
members,  appointed  by  the  head  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  members  are  required  to  be  practical 
bricklayers  and  carpenters,  but  not  all  of  the 
same  occupation. 


II.  Department  of  Public  Works. 

a.  Water- Works  and  Gas-Works. 

b.  Grading,    Paving,    Repairing,     Cleaning 

and  Lighting  of  Streets. 

c.  Construction  and  Repair  of  Public  Build- 

ings, Bridges,  etc.,  Public  Squares,  Sur- 
veys, Engineering,  Sewerage,  Drainage 
and  Dredging. 

d.  City  Ice-Boats. 

The  head  of  this  department  is  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Mayor,  by  and  with  the  consent  of"  Select 
Council,  and  is  to  hold  office  during  the  term  of 
the  Mayor  making  the  appointment. 

District  surveyors  are  to  continue  until  the  ex- 
piration of  their  terms  of  office.  Councils  are 
authorized  to  divide  the  city  into  as  many  sur- 
vey districts  as  they  think  proper. 

III.  Department  of  Receiver  of  Taxes. 

All  officers  charged  with  the  duty  of  collecting 
taxes  and  the  receipt  and  collection  of  funds  de- 
rived from  loans,  licenses,  water-rents,  water- 
pipe,  frontages,  permits  and  rents  from  markets, 
landings,  wharves,  and  other  public  property 
and  interests,  shall  be  attached  and  subordinate 
to  this  department  and  be  subject  to  its  super- 
vision, control  and  direction.  Boards  of  Direc- 
tors of  City  Trusts  and  Boards  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  continue  as  heretofore. 

The  Receiver  of  Taxes  is  required  to  make 
daily  returns  to  the  Controller  of  all  moneys 
paid  and  by  whom  paid. 

IV.  Department  of  City  Treasurer. 
The  City  Treasurer  shall  demand  and  receive 

from  the  proper  officers  all  moneys  payable  to 
the  city,  from  whatever  source,  and  pay  all  war- 
rants duly  issued  and  countersigned.  Warrants 
are  to  be  signed  by  the  head  of  the  appropriate 
department  and  countersigned  by  the  Controller, 
and  to  state  the  consideration  of  the  same  and 
the  fund  to  which  they  are  chargeable.  The 
Treasurer  is  to  make  daily  deposits  of  all  moneys 
received  by  him  in  banks  designated  by  Councils,  j 
and  to  make  specific  daily  reports  to  the  Control-  I 
ler  of  receipts,  deposits  and  moneys  withdrawn. 

The  City  Treasurer  is  to  be  elected  as  now 
provided  by  law. 

V.  Department  of  City  Controller. 

The  City  Controller  elected  as  now  provided 
by  law  is  the  head  of  this  department.  He  shall 
prescribe  the  form  of  reports  and  accounts  to  be 
rendered  to  his  department,  and  shall  have  the 
inspection  and  revision  of  the  accounts  of  all 
other  departments  and  trusts.  His  other  duties 
are  particularly  described  as  now  defined  bylaw. 

VI.  Department  of  Law. 
The  City  Solicitor  elected  as  now  provided  by 
law  is  the  head  of  this  department.  He  is  to  be 
the  legal  adviser  and  attorney  for  the  city  and  all  j 
its  departments  and  officers,  to  prepare  all  con- 
tracts and  approve  the  same,  to  make  daily  re- 
turn to  the  Controller  of  all  moneys  received  by 
him,  including  fees  for  the  preparation  of  con- 
tracts, bonds,  etc.,  which  fees  are  to  be  fixed  by 
Councils,  and  is  to  approve  all  security  and  keep 
a  registry  of  all  contracts,  bonds,  etc. 

VII.  Department  of  Education. 
The  Department  of  Education  shall  continue 
as  now  established  by  law. 
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VIII.  Department  of  Charities  and  Correction. 

This  department  has  confided  to  it  the  care, 
management,  administration  and  supervision  of 
the  charities,  almshouses,  hospitals,  houses  of 
correction,  and  all  other  similar  institutions  un- 
der the  control  or  government  of  the  city,  except 
that  the  municipal  hospital  and  lazaretto  are  to  be 
left  under  the  Board  of  Health  and  that  the  Board 
of  City  Trusts  is  not  to  have  its  functions  inter- 
fered with.  The  Board  of  Inspectors  of  the 
County  Prison  continue  as  now  constituted  by- 
law. 

The  head  of  this  department  is  the  president, 
and  with  four  directors,  constituting  a  Board,  is 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor  for  a  term  of  five 
years. 

IX.  Sinking  Fund  Commission* 
The   Sinking    Fund  Commission  continues   as 
now  constituted  by  law. 

Appointments  of  Minor  Officers, 
Clerks,  Etc. 
Heads  of  departments  appoint  subordinate 
officers  and  clerks  and  may  remove  or  suspend 
them,  giying  their  reasons  therefor  in  writing. 
Removals  for  political  reasons  are  prohibited. 
In  case  of  removal,  the  head  of  the  department 
appoints  a  successor;  but  such  appointment  is 
subject  to  confirmation  by  Select  Council.  All 
appointments  are  to  be  made  under  rules  pro- 
viding for  the  competitive  examination  of  appli- 
cants. Personal  solicitation  is  forbidden,  and  is 
to  disqualify  the  person  who  solicits  an  office 
from  entering  the  competition  for  one  year. 

Impeachment  of  Public  Officers. 
Provision  is  made  for  the  impeachment  of  pub- 
lic officers  for  corrupt  acts  or  practices,  malfeas- 
ance, mismanagement,  mental  incapacity,  etc., 
on  the  complaint  of  twenty  citizens  and  the  affi- 
davits of  five,  presented  to  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas.  If  reasonable  ground  is  shown,  the  Court 
is  required  to  grant  a  rule  on  the  accused  to  ap- 
pear and  answer.  The  Court  may  then  appoint 
a  committee  of  five  citizens  to  investigate  and 
report ;  if  the  charges  are  sustained,  the  matter 
is  certified  to  Select  Council,  which  then  sits  as 
a  court  of  impeachment  and  tries  the  case.  Pend- 
ing an  investigation  the  Court  may  suspend  the 
accused  from  office. 

Contracts. 
There  are  several  provisions  relating  to  the 
methods  of  making  contracts  and  the  force  and 
effect  to  be  given  to  them.  Every  contract  for 
improvements  is  to  be  based  on  an  estimate  of 
the  whole  cost,  and  the  liability  of  the  city  is 
limited  to  the  amount  of  the  appropriation. 

Power  to  Compel  Attendance   of  Wit- 
nesses. 

Each  branch  of  Council  is  given  power  to  com- 
pel the  attendance  of  witnesses  and  the  produc- 
tion of  papers,  subject  to  and  under  authority  of 
the  Courts.  No  witness  is  to  be  excused  from 
testifying  in  any  criminal  proceeding  or  investi- 
gation or  inquiry  by  Councils,  or  any  committee 
thereof,  touching  his  knowledge  of  any  offence 
against  the  provisions  of  the  act ;  but  such  testi- 
mony is  not  to  be  used  against  him  in  any  crim- 
inal prosecution  whatever,  and  the  accused  shall 


not  be  convicted  in  any  Court  on  the  testimony 
of  an  accomplice  unless  the  same  be  corroborated. 

Officers  to  Serve  Out  their  Terms. 
Salaried  officers  whose  offices  are  not  abolished 
by  the  act  are  to  serve  out  their  terms,  except 
where  the  right  of  removal  already  exists,  and 
provision  is  made  for  the  transfer  of  employes 
from  an  abolished  department  to  the  appropriate 
department  under  the  act. 

Abolishing  Personal  Fees. 
If  any  officer  or  employe  shall  receive  any 
present,  fee,  gift  or  emolument  for  official  services 
other  than  his  regular  salary  or  pay,  except  by 
the  written  consent  of  the  director  of  the  depart- 
ment, he  shall  be  dismissed  from  the  service. 

Divorcing  Public  Employes  from  Politics. 
No  officer  or  employe  of  any  department,  trust 
or  commission,  or  employe  of  any  contractor  un- 
der any  such  department,  trust  or  commission, 
shall  be  a  member  of  or  delegate  to  any  political 
convention,  nor  shall  he  be  present  at  any  such 
convention  except  in  the  performance  of  duty  re- 
lating to  his  position  as  such  officer  or  employe  ; 
and  any  violation  of  these  provisions  shall  work 
a  forfeiture  of  his  position,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  department  to  dismiss  him  from  office 
and  enter  upon  the  record  the  cause  of  such  dis- 
missal. 

All  Fees  to  Go  to  the  Treasury. 

No  officer  or  employe  of  the  city  shall  collect 
any  fees  or  perquisites  for  his  own  use,  but  all 
such  fees  or  perquisites  now  collectable  under  the 
law  shall  be  paid  into  the  city  treasury,  and 
Councils  by  ordinance  shall  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  proper  salaries  to  all  officers  or  em- 
ployes of  the  city  except  such  of  them  as  it  is 
herein  provided  shall  serve  without  compensa- 
tion. 

Provisions  of  the  Ordinance. 

The  ordinance  to  carry  into  effect  the  Bullitt 
Bili,  prepared  by  a  committee  of  Councils,  but 
not  yet  adopted  at  the  time  this  Almanac  was 
sent  to  press,  follows  closely  the  act  itself,  but 
adds  some  details,  the  more  important  of  which 
are  given  below. 

The  director  of  the  Department  of  Safety  is 
required  to  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  a  cit- 
izen of  the  State  for  five  years  and  an  inhabitant 
of  the  city  for  five  years,  unless  absent  on  busi- 
ness of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  he 
shall  reside  in  the  city  during  his  term  of  service. 
A  similar  provision  applies  to  the  director  of 
Public  Works  and  to  the  president  and  four 
directors  of  the  Department  of  Charities  and 
Correction.  The  officers  of  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction  arc  to  serve  without 
compensation. 

The  Hoards  of  Fire  Commissioners,  Guardians 
of  the  Poor,  Managers  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, Fire-Escapes,  as  now  constituted,  and  the 
trustees  of  the  Gas- Works,  are  abolished  from 
and  after  the  first  Monday  of  April,  1887. 

The  following  salaries  are  provided  for  in  the 
ordinance  :  Mayor,  $12,000  per  annum  ;  Receiver 
of  Taxes,  $10,000  per  annum  ;  director  of  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  $7500;  director  of  De- 
partment of  Public  Works,  $7500.

THE  STATUE  OF  LIBERTY. 
Facts  and  Figures  concerning  the  Colossus. 
On  October  28,  1886,  after  more  than  twelve 
years  of  preparation,  the  colossal  statue  of  Lib- 
erty given  by  the  people  of  France  to  the  United 
States  was  dedicated  and  unveiled  in  New  York 
Harbor.  The  statue  was  the  conception  of  M. 
Bartholdi,  who  designed  it  for  the  Franco-Amer- 
ican Union  in  1874.  It  was  built  by  popular  sub- 
scriptions of  the  people  of  France,  and  required 
over  five  years  for  its  completion.  It  was  mounted 
in  Paris  in  October,  1881.  The  pedestal  for  the 
statue  was  not  commenced  until  April,  1883,  and 
was  finally  finished  in  1886.  The  statue  was  im- 
mediately erected  upon  an  iron  framework  bolted 
firmly  to  the  stone  pedestal.  The  statue  itself  is 
of  bronze.  Some  of  its  dimensions  are  given,  as 
follows  :

The  bronze  alone  weighs  200,000  pounds.     Forty

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persons  can  stand  comfortably  in  the  head,  and 
the  torch  will  hold  twelve  people.  The  total 
number  of  steps  in  the  temporary  staircase  which 
leads  from  the  base  of  the  foundation  to  the  top 
of  the  torch  is  403  ;  from  the  ground  to  the  top 
of  the  pedestal,  195  steps.  The  number  of  steps 
in  the  statue,  from  the  pedestal  to  the  head,  is 
154,  and  the  ladder  leading  up  through  the  ex- 
tended right  arm  to  the  torch  has  54  rounds.  The 
cost  of  the  statue  is  estimated  at  $250,000;  the 
cost  of  the  pedestal  and  the  erection  of  the  statue, 
$350,000 ;  total  cost  of  the  work,  completed  and 
in  place,  $600,000. 

It  is  believed  to  be  surpassed  in  size  by  but  two 
existing  statues  in  the  world — those  at  Bamian, 
in  Central  Asia,  which  are  both  rude  stone  images 
carved  from  the  rocks  and  standing  where  they 
were  carved.  Their  origin  is  unknown,  but  they 
are  believed  to  be  works  of  great  antiquity. 
There  are  five  colossal  statues  at  Bamian.  The 
largest  is  said  to  be  173  feet  high  from  the  heel 
to  the  top  of  the  head,  and  the  second  120  feet 
high.  The  Colossus  of  Rhodes  was  said  to  have 
been  about  105  feet  high.  That  of  Nero  is  said 
by  Suetonius  to  have  been  120  feet  high.  The 
statue  of  St.  Charles  Borromeo,  which  is  still 
standing  on  the  Lake  of  Geneva,  is  66  feet  high, 
and  is  mounted  on  a  pedestal  measuring  46  feet. 
The  celebrated  statue  of  Jupiter  carved  by 
Phidias    is  said  to  have  been  60  feet  in  height. 


STORMS,    ACCIDENTS   AND    DISAS- 
TERS   IN    1886. 

January  21. — Thirty-nine  men  killed  by  an 
explosion  of  fire-damp  in  the  Oriel  coal-mine,  at 
Newburg,  VV.  Va. 

March  15. — The  Cunard  Line  steamship  Ore- 
gon, en  route  to  New  York  from  Liverpool  with 
upward  of  600  passengers,  sunk  by  collision  at 
early  dawn  off  Fire  Island.     All  on  board  saved. 

April  7. — A  passenger-train  tumbled  down  a 
200-foot  embankment  midway  between  Bards- 
well's  Ferry  and  West  Durfield  Station,  Mass., 
and,  alighting  on  the  brink  of  the  Durfield  River, 
caught  fire  from  the  stoves.  Thirteen  persons 
were  killed,  several  having  been  burned  to  death, 
The  disaster  was  caused  by  the  settling  of  the 
track. 

April  1U. — Destructive  storm  sweeps  over  parts 
of  Minnesota,  Iowa  and  Missouri,  developing  into 
a  tornado  at  St.  Cloud  and  Sauk  Rapids,  Minn., 
Burlington,  Mo.,  and  Western  Iowa.  At  Sauk 
Rapids,  30  persons  were  killed  and  property  val- 
ued at  $300,000  was  destroyed ;  in  St.  Cloud  up- 
ward of  300  buildings  were  leveled.  The  death- 
list  there  included  the  names  of  14  persons, 
swelling  the  total  number  of  lives  lost  by  the 
storm  wellnigh  on  to  75. 

May  3. — Riot  in  Chicago,  caused  by  Anar- 
chists. Seven  policemen  killed  and  50  injured 
by  the  explosion  of  bombs  thrown  into  their 
ranks.  During  a  general  exchange  of  pistol- 
shots  which  followed,  about  50  rioters  wounded. 
Seven  of  the  Anarchists  were  convicted  of  murder 
in  the  first  degree  and  sentenced  to  be  hanged. 
A  stay  of  execution  was  granted  pending  argu- 
ment for  a  new  trial. 

May  11. — Severe   storm    of  wind    and  rain  at 
many  points  between  Virginia  and  Kansas.     At 
Kansas  City  several  buildings  collapsed,  killing  1 
24  and  injuring  about  30  persons.     In  other  local-  ' 


ities  accidents  the  result  of  the  storm  occurred, 
but  the  loss  of  life  was  comparatively  slight. 

May  12. — Fearful  rainstorm,  terminating  in  a 
cloud-burst,  at  Xenia,  O.  More  than  25  persons 
drowned.  Dwellings,  bridges,  etc.,  swept  away. 
The  storm  extended  over  Ohio,  Indiana  and 
Illinois,  and  portions  of  Iowa,  Wisconsin  and 
Missouri. 

June  10. — Tarawera,  New  Zealand,  visited  by 
an  earthquake  and  volcanic  eruption.  Many  per- 
sons perished. 

July  #.— Explosion  at  the  Atlantic  giant-pow- 
der works,  situated  between  McCainsville  and 
Drakesville,  N.  J.  The  building  blown  to  pieces, 
and  10  persons  killed  and  about  an  equal  number 
injured. 

August  20. — Severe  storm  in  Texas.  Shipping, 
real  estate,  etc.,  considerably  damaged  and  5 
seamen  drowned.  At  Galveston,  10  lives  lost, 
and  property  damaged  to  the  extent  of  several 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  total  loss  in  the 
State  foots  up,  it  is  stated,  over  $5,000,000.  In 
all,  38  lives  were  sacrificed. 

AugustSl. — An  earthquake-shock,  felt  through- 
out nearly  the  entire  portion  of  the  United  States 
east  of  the  Mississippi  River,  the  shocks  being 
experienced  from  the  Gulf  northward  to  the 
upper  lakes,  and  from  points  near  the  Mississippi 
eastward  to  the  Atlantic  coast.  The  shock  was 
particularly  severe  at  points  in  the  South,  and 
in  Charleston,  Savannah.  Augusta  and  near-by 
places  the  shock  was  repeated.  Charleston  was 
the  centre  of  the  disturbance,  and  suffered  the 
greatest  damage.  It  was  estimated  that  two-thirds 
of  the  houses  there  were  either  entirely  demolished 
or  rendered  unfit  for  occupancy.  The  losses  en- 
tailed were  calculated  to  run  into  millions  of  dol- 
lars. Thirty-five  lives  were  sacrificed,  and  many 
of  the  inhabitants  were  forced  by  the  destruction 
of  their  homes  to  camp  in  the  streets  and  public 
squares.  Shocks  returned  at  intervals  through- 
out the  entire  months  of  September,  October  and 
November.  From  August  28  to  September  30  no 
less  than  30  shocks  were  recorded  ;  during  Octo- 
ber, 28  ;  and  during  November,  14.  Many  of  the 
disturbances  recorded,  though,  were  so  slight  as 
to  be  scarcely  noticeable. 

September  Ik. — Eighteen  persons  killed  and  13 
injured  by  the  collision  of  trains  on  the  Nickel- 
Plate  Railroad,  in  a  cut  near  Silver  Creek,  N.  Y. 

October  12. — The  villages  of  Sabine  Pass  and 
Johnson's    Bayou,  on  the    dividing-line   between    i 
Texas  and  Louisiana,  swept  away  by  high  tides. 
Great  loss  of  life  in  both  places.     Severe  storms 
also  prevailed  in  the  West. 

October  Ik  and  15. — Great  hurricane  passed 
over  England  and  Ireland,  seriously  damaging 
shipping  Bridges  swept  away  and  several  ves- 
sels, together  with  their  crews,  lost. 

October  28. — An  express-train  ran  into  an  open 
switch  at  East  Rio,  Wis.,  throwing  the  engine  and 
two  cars  from  the  track.  Several  of  the  cars,  in- 
cluding five  sleepers  that  remained  on  the  rails, 
then  caught  fire,  and  more  than  a  score  of  pas- 
sengers were  either  injured  or  burned  to  death. 

November  27. — The  Red  Star  Line  steamer 
Westernland,  Captain  Randle,  struck  by  a  huge 
cross-sea,  crushing  her  forward  deck  and  kill- 
ing 4  seamen  and  2  steerage  passengers,  and  se- 
verely injuring  13  other  seamen  and  passengers. 
At  the  time  of  the  accident  the  vessel  was  in  lat- 
itude 470  50'  N.,  longitude  430  57'  VV.,  en  route 
to  New  York  from  Antwerp. 
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HOME    INTERESTS. 

About  the  House. — The  Old  and  Proved. 

— The  New  and   Good.  —  Time-Savers   in 

Cookery. 

Kitchen-ware  that  soon  pays  for  itself  in  the 
time  saved  by  its  use  is  as  great  a  help  as  the  I 
steam-cars,  the  sewing-machine,  the  telegraph,  j 
the  indelible  stamp,  the  type-writer  or  the  tele- 
phone. Both  women  and  men  who  enjoy  cook- 
ing are  always  conscious  that  it  consumes  a  great 
deal  of  time.  When  the  housekeeper  also  works 
for  her  living,  at  tailoring,  sewing,  washing, 
dressmaking  at  home,  it  is  no  wonder  that  the 
meals  get  but  little  attention  or  have  little  va- 
riety. Basting  a  roast,  watching  the  boiling  pot, 
paring  vegetables  or  apples,  beating  eggs,  chop- 
ping hash, — all  take  considerable  time.  When  a 
roaster  is  invented  that  can  be  put  in  the  oven 
and  left  to  take  care  of  itself,  unwatched,  for 
hours,  or  a  cooker  that  can  be  set  in  a  stove  and 
that  will  braise  meat,  steam  vegetables  and  bake 
the  pudding  in  an  air-tight  tin  without  commu- 
nicating any  taste  from  one  to  the  other,  and 
that  never  needs  to  be  looked  at  from  breakfast- 
time  to  dinner,  or  from  bed-time  to  breakfast, — 
all  of  these  utensils  soon  pay  for  themselves  in 
the  time  saved  and  to  spare  for  other  things.  They 
cost  more  than  a  baking-pan  or  a  sauce-pan,  but 
their  first  cost  is  economical.  Probably  every 
one  of  those  given  below  would  pay  its  owner  in 
a  week's  use.     Some  of  them  cost  but  a  trifle. 

With  the  New  American  Braise-pans  you  can 
safely  buy  tough  meat.  Braising  means  a  slow 
cooking  of  meat  in  its  own  juices  with  heat  ap- 
plied all  round.  The  French  put  hot  coals  on  the 
lid  of  the  braise-pan;  the  American  invention 
puts  the  tight  pan  in  the  oven.  It  is  a  square 
sheet-iron  box  with  the  door  at  one  end.  Be 
particular  to  choose  one  with  the  door  placed  at 
the  end,  as  it  is  greatly  the  most  convenient,  not 
having  to  draw  the  roaster  out  entirely  when 
looking  at  or  removing  its  contents.  It  is  large 
enough  toholda  jointora  ten-pound  turkey,  orwill 
cook  three  smaller  separate  dishes,  one  set  above 
the  other.  The  old-fashioned  housekeeper  had 
to  draw  all  the  pie-rack  out  of  the  oven  to  get  at 
the  pies  at  the  back,  which  bake  the  soonest ; 
now  the  pie-lifter — a  twisted  wire  handle,  with 
two  hinged  clasps  of  open  wire — reaches  and 
holds  the  full  pie-plates  firm,  as  you  lift  them  from 
any  part  of  the  oven,  without  disturbing  the  rest. 

A  Lemon-squeezer  of  solid  glass,  with  a  short 
handle,  has  a  grooved  and  pointed  bulb  and  works 
like  a  screw.  The  grooves  hold  the  seeds,  that 
slip  into  it  as  you  press  the  squeezer  into  the  half 
lemon.  This  is  a  perfect  little  implement  and 
saves  all  the  juice.  A  "tin  cooker"  set  in  a 
large  pan  with  a  copper  bottom  has  a  steamer  in 
the  centre  of  the  pan,  with  a  large  tin  case  fit- 
ting over  all.  It  never  boils  dry,  as  the  steam 
condenses  and  replenishes  the  boiler-pan.  This 
cooks  meat,  vegetables  and  pudding,  or  any  three 
dishes,  at  one  time,  steams  oatmeal,  serves  up 
chops,  potatoes,  poultry,  fish  or  fowl.  The  tins 
that  fit  in  above  each  other  in  this  tall  cylinder 
are  perfectly  tight,  and  no  odor  comes  from  one 
to  the  other. 

In  Old  Times  it  took  from  half  an  hour  to  an 
hour  to  prepare  a  cake.  By  the  new  wire  cake- 
beater,  turned  by  a  handle  and  revolving  very 
rapidly,  a  cake  is  mixed  in  three  minutes,  eggs 
beaten,  butter  creamed,  flour  added  and  all.    The 


new  recipes  for  making  cake  put  warm  water  in 
the  place  of  milk,  as  it  makes  a  more  delicate 
cake.  The  fruit-whips  are  the  same.  After  the 
apple-parer  has  peeled  the  fruit  it  is  cut  up  into 
fine  chips  for  pies  or  sauce  in  three  minutes  by 
these  sharp  flying  wires.  The  same  arrangement 
will  beat  up  any  kind  of  pudding  in  three  min- 
utes. 

A  Meat-chopper  of  galvanized  iron  does  not 
grind,  but  cuts  the  meat  as  with  the  scissors.  A 
screw  pushes  the  meat  forward  as  the  handle 
turns,  and  the  revolving  knives  cut  it  in  tiny  bits. 
This  is  useful  not  only  for  all  hashes  and  mince- 
meats, but  for  the  delicious  Hamburg  steaks  that 
can  be  made  from  the  tough  and  almost  unbuy- 
able  bits  of  beef.  A  Hamburg  steak  is  rare  within 
and  nicely  browned  without.  Its  fibre  has  all 
been  broken  up  by  the  chopper,  so  that  a  few 
minutes'  cooking  is  sufficient.  It  is  really  a  large 
beef  sausage  in  a  flat  form  cooked  on  a  broiler, 
and  the  difference  in  cost  between  the  ordinary 
steak  and  the  cheaper  beef  used  will  soon  pay  for 
the  chopper. 

The  Vegetable-presser  acts  like  a  lemon- 
squeezer  or  a  flour-sifter.  It  comes  in  galvanized 
iron  and  is  neat,  clean  and  expeditious  ;  this  in- 
vention is  a  real  little  treasure.  Fruits  for  jellies, 
spinach,  potatoes  for  mashing,  vegetable  soups  to 
strain,  cranberries  or  other  stewed  fruits  can  all 
be  run  through  this  little  thing — which  is  about 
the  size  of  a  ladle — with  small  exertion  of  the 
hands.  The  unbreakable  pitchers  are  very  neat  ; 
they  are  white  inside,  dark-blue  outside.  They 
are  light  as  granite-ware — that  is,  much  lighter 
than  the  breakable  stone-ware  pitcher.  Small 
round  and  oblong  steel  spoons  with  firm  handles 
like  a  knife-handle  will  cut  out  their  own  shapes 
in  all  vegetables.  Particularly  nice  for  carrots, 
potatoes,  parsnips.  A  flat  perforated  tin  with 
six  rings  fitting  closely  is  for  poaching  eggs.  It 
lilts  with  a  spring  handle  to  remove  the  eggs. 

Russian  Bowls — the  bright  red  and  gold  bowls 
of  lacquered  wood — are  not  only  inexpensive,  to 
begin  with,  but  wear  remarkably  well.  Hot  food 
can  be  served  in  them,  vegetables,  meats,  hom- 
iny and  other  cereals.  Hot  soup  does  not  affect 
them.  They  can  also  be  used  with  vinegar-acid, 
and  make  pretty  and  dainty  salad-bowls.  Being 
unbreakable,  a  small  bowl  with  a  smaller  one  for 
lid  makes  a  good  sugar-bowl,  a  neat  tea-caddy, 
a  milk-bowl,  a  server  for  fruits,  for  dried  fruits, 
for  candies  and  for  soups.  The  ladles  come  to 
match  in  several  sizes.  These  are  sterling  goods. 
One  expert  announces  that  she  has  baked  a  pud- 
ding in  them,  and  that  the  pudding  browned  with- 
out any  effect  on  the  wood  ;  but  this  is  left  for  a 
future  test. 

Oil  Cook-stoves  are  great  inventions.  They  are 
a  little  more  trouble  than  gas,  but  very  much 
cheaper.  As  they  give  out  no  heat  to  the  room, 
they  are  the  best  devices  for  preserving,  for  cake- 
baking,  or  for  any  other  cooking,  in  summer,  and 
are  great  helps  on  wash-days.  The  gasoline 
stoves  can  only  be  recommended  in  the  hands  of 
very  careful  housekeepers,  and  are  then  the 
cheapest  of  all  cooking-stoves.  They  cook  by 
burning  vapor,  and  not,  as  the  oil-stove  does,  by 
the  heat  of  the  wicks. 

A  Glass  Rolling-pin  saves  considerable  time 
lost  in  scraping  off  the  dough  from  the  wooden 
ones.     Those  with  the  wooden  handles  are  best. 

A  Wooden  Fork  for  stirring  candy  or  cake  is 
better  than  a  spoon.    The  same  for  salad-dressing. 
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Cheese-cloth  makes  the  best  dusters.  A  wide- 
meshed  kind  is  sold  for  the  purpose — five  cents  a 
yard — and  is  as  soft  as  silk.  You  want  a  duster 
to  hold  the  dust,  not  merely  to  push  it  off  into 
the  air  of  the  room.  Shake  it  from  an  open  win- 
dow after  using.  Dust  the  walls  and  ceilings  of 
rooms  with  a  square  of  Canton  flannel,  nap  out- 
side, tied  around  the  mop  of  a  long-handled  win- 
dow-brush. 

Hot  Tomato  Soup  will  stop  night-sweats. 

In  Making-  a  Bed,  tuck  the  first  sheet  snugly 
under  the  upper  mattress  only;  let  the  other 
bedclothing  go  under  the  under  mattress. 

Old  Stockings  make  the  best  of  iron-holders. 
Ironers  should  always  stand  on  a  soft  doubled 
piece  of  comfortable,  or  else  wear  felt  slippers. 

Hot,  Black  Coffee  will  stop  the  severest  retch- 
ing and  nausea  that  no  other  prescription  seems 
able  to  reach. 

Never  Leave  a  Wet  Umbrella  open  to  dry. 
Turn  it  handle  down,  with  all  its  folds  loose  ; 
then  the  silk  does  not  stretch  and  split  in  dry- 
ing. Umbrellas  should  be  rolled  and  strapped 
only  when  they  are  carried.  In  the  closet  they 
should  be  left  with  the  folds  hanging  loosely  from 
the  stick. 

Clover  Tea  is  a  specific  for  whooping-cough,  and 
is  thought  to  purify  the  blood  in  cases  of  cancer. 
It  will  be  small  use  in  these  latter  if  the  sufferer 
continues  to  eat  meat.  A  purely  vegetable  and 
cereal  diet,  with  fruits,  should  be  resolved  on,  as 
there  is  some  reason  to  believe  that  animal  diet, 
spices  and  all  rich  foods  increase  the  tendencies 
to  this  malignant  disease.  Gather  the  blossoms 
of  the  purple  clover  ;  dry  them  in  the  shade. 
The  first  crop  of  clover  is  safest  to  use.  Take  a 
handful  and  steep  it  in  a  pint  of  boiling  water, 
well  covered,  until  the  strength  has  been  extract- 
ed. For  a  tonic,  drink  a  wineglassful  three  times 
a  day.  This  is  a  remedy  that  grows  within  such 
easy  reach  that  it  ought  always  to  be  given  in 
whooping-cough  cases. 

Hang  a  Wet  Cloth  over  the  registers  when  the 
furnace  is  shaken  down  ;  it  will  catch  the  dust 
from  the  ashes,  which  otherwise  comes  into  the 
room.  Let  the  register  be  open  at  the  time,  and 
then  the  dust  will  not  settle  behind  it.  When- 
ever a  little  puff  of  dust  flies  into  the  room  as  the  J 
register  is  opened,  that  is  a  sign  that  back  of  the 
little  bars  there  is  a  dust  heap  which  ought  to  be 
removed. 

Cold  Water  for  rheumatic  joints.  Let  the  hy- 
drant run  on  an  aching  wrist,  and  wrap  it  up  in 
flannel  afterward. 

The  Ordinary  Soda-Mint  Pill  sold  for  dyspep- 
sia will  greatly  relieve  a  loose,  rattling  cough. 

Hot  Fomentations  will  relieve  a  sore  throat, 
hoarseness  or  oppression  in  illness.  Take  a  strip 
from  old  thickened  flannel  that  has  shrunk  in  the 
wash;  dip  it  into  boiling  water  ;  wring  out  in  a 
long  coarse  towel  ;  put  it  around  the  throat ;  cov- 
er with  a  strip  of  oiled  silk  or  waxed  paper;  tie 
a  handkerchief  warmly  over  all.  It  will  keep  up 
a  warm  moisture  for  nearly  an  hour,  when  it 
should  be  renewed.  With  hot  water  you  can 
rout  most  sudden  attacks  of  pain — either  taken 
inwardly  or  applied  outwardly.  Always  apply 
hot  water  to  a  bruise  or  a  sprain.  Hot  salaeratus- 
water  or  a  spoonful  of  cooking-soda  in  the  tub 
will  relieve  tender  feet  or  soften  the  sole  of  the 
foot  when  it  has  become  too  hard  from  want  of 
care.     There  is  nothing  so  good  for  fatigue  after 


walking  as  a  foot-and-leg  bath  of  hot  salxratus- 
water. 

To  Cure  a  Baby's  Colic— Hold  it  by  the  feet, 
with  the  head  down,  for  a  few  seconds;  repeat 
this  if  it  still  cries.  This  is  an  old  Irish  remedy, 
which  is  really  quite  scientific,  as  it  removes  the 
constriction  which  is  probably  the  cause  of  colic. 

Gloria  Cloth  makes  the  best-wearing  umbrella. 
It  does  not  fade  like  gingham  or  alpaca,  and  does 
not  cut  like  silk. 

Always  Dust  an  Invalid's  Room  with  a  damp 
cloth,  and  sweep  it  with  a  broom  tied  in  Canton 
flannel  and  wet  with  hot  water. 

When  the  House  is  on  Fire,  or  filled  with  smoke 
and  flame,  creep  out  of  it  on  all-fours,  as  near 
the  floor  is  the  only  place  where  there  is  cold  air. 
A  wet  towel  over  the  face  keeps  you  from  inhal- 
ing smoke.  Whei:  your  clothes  take  fire,  fling 
yourself  down  and  roll  toward  a  rug  or  a  piece 
of  carpet,  or  pull  off  the  blankets  from  a  bed 
and  roll  in  them  on  the  floor.  The  flames  that 
rise  from  the  dress  of  a  person  lying  flat  do  not 
go  to  the  head  and  the  face,  as  they  are  sure  to 
do  if  you  stand  or  run. 

Salt  is  a  good  tonic  for  the  hair.  Rub  a  tea- 
spoonful  into  the  roots  at  night  and  thoroughly 
brush  it  out  in  the  morning.  If  you  wish  to  keep 
the  pillow  free  from  it,  tie  a  silk  handkerchief 
around  the  head. 

Yolk  of  Egg  cleanses  the  hair.  It  has  also  a 
natural  oil  in  it. 

Alcohol,  applied  immediately  to  a  fresh  scratch 
on  furniture,  will  free  enough  of  the  varnish  to 
fill  up  the  scratch. 

Chloroform  will  remove  paint  from  cloth  or 
any  woolen  substance.  Keep  the  bottle  well 
corked  while  you  are  rubbing,  or  you  will  lose 
more  than  you  put  on. 

Soft  French  Nougat  is  made  by  putting  two 
tablespoonfuls  of  honey  to  the  cup  of  sugar  which 
you  boil  to  make  the  paste  for  the  nuts.  You 
must  stir  the  mixture  well,  as  you  wish  the  sugar 
to  combine  with  the  honey  and  be  creamy  white, 
not  clear,  around  the  fruit  or  nut. 

To  Wash  Old  Flannel  Dresses,  put  two  table- 
spoonfuls  of  spirits  of  ammonia  (common  harts- 
horn) into  the  boiling  soap-suds  as  they  are  dipped 
in  ;  rinse  the  soap  well  out  in  another  bucket  of 
boiling  water;  pull  into  sJ-ape  with  the  hands 
until  half  dry,  and  iron  wMie  still  damp.  This 
will  make  them  resemble  cloth. 

Hot  Salt. — Put  into  a  muslin  or  flannel  bag  a 
pint  of  coarse  salt  rubbed  from  its  lumps;  heat 
it  in  the  oven.  It  is  a  good  remedy  for  pain  in 
the  chest  or  stomach. 

If  you  can  get  no  Tannic  Acid  as  snuff  for  a 
prolonged  nose-bleed,  snuff  up  the  dust  of  tea. 

Violet  Tea  induces  perspiration.  Dry  the 
violets  in  season  ;  take  half  an  ounce  to  a  quart 
of  boiling  water;  let  them  steep  in  a  hot  place 
half  an  hour ;   then  strain  for  use. 

A  House-Painter's  Brush  for  beating  the  yolks 
of  eggs  with  sugar,  for  icing  cake,  for  oiling  cake- 

Eans,  or  any  other  cold  pans,  is  most  useful, 
ard  is  the  best  thing  for  greasing  bread-pans 
and  all  pans  for  loaf-cake,  and  it  is  much  neater 
to  put  the  lard  on  with  a  brush  than  with  the 
cook's  fingers. 

Keep  Growing  Plants  in  sitting-rooms  and 
sleeping-rooms  if  you  would  have  the  air  kept 
moist.  The  water  that  you  pour  into  their  sau- 
cers is  quickly  drawn  up  and  distilled  into  the  air 
by  these  active  little  guards  in  green. 
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Tripe  that  comes  to  the  Philadelphia  market 
has  been  already  whitewashed — that  is,  treated 
with  lime  to  cleanse  it  thoroughly.  The  honey- 
comb is  the  best;  the  other  is  called  "reeded 
tripe,"  and  is  used  for  pepper-pot.  Any  one  can 
recognize  these  by  the  description.  Scald  the 
tripe  ;  cut  in  six-inch  squares  and  put  it  on  to 
boil  in  salted  water;  let  it  cook  from  six  to  eight 
hours.  The  reeded  tripe  takes  less  time  than 
the  honeycomb.  Serve  hot  with  stewed  oysters. 
Season  with  cayenne.  Set  the  remainder  of  the 
tripe  away  to  get  cold  in  the  liquor  it  was  boiled 
in,  when  the  jelly-like  gravy  will  adhere  to  it. 
To  use  for  frying,  scrape  off  the  jelly,  reserving 
a  bowlful ;  dry  the  tripe  on  a  towel ;  have  some 
butter  and  lard  hot  in  your  pan  ;  dust  the  tripe 
with  wheat-flour  and  pepper,  and  fry  a  delicate 
brown.  If  you  like  a  gravy,  take  some  of  the 
cold  jelly  and  mix  with  the  fat  in  the  pan  after 
the  slices  are  removed.  Serve  with  parsley  or 
cut  lemon.  It  is  very  good  fried  like  oysters, 
with  cracker  and  egg.  A  good  recipe  for  egg- 
crumbing  is  to  add  one  tablespoonful  of  salad  oil 
and  one  of  cold  water  to  the  egg-yolk  for  dipping. 
It  is  economical,  and  as  good  as  using  several 
yolks.     Or  use  a  whole  egg  with  the  water. 

Serve  a  Stewed  Brisket  of  beef  with  carrots 
and  boiled  little  dumplings  of  dough.  Make  the 
dumplings  like  marbles,  as  follows  : 

Suet  Dumplings  require  one  and  a  half  pounds 
of  flour,  one  teaspoonful  of  salt,  a  half  pound 
suet  chopped  fine  and  stirred  through  the  flour. 
Mix  with  a  half  pint  of  cold  water.  Do  not  roll 
out,  but  break  small  pieces  of  the  mass  of  dough 
and  roll  like  marbles  in  the  fingers.  Drop  them 
in  the  boiling  soup,  or,  if  wanted  for  other  dishes, 
into  boiling  salted  water  or  milk  and  water.  They 
should  cook  in  five  minutes. 

Old  Potatoes  should  be  put  on  to  cook  in  cold 
water.  Put  in  no  salt  until  the  water  boils. 
When  the  skin  breaks  on  the  potato,  pour  off  the 
water.  Put  on  the  lid  tight  and  let  them  finish 
cooking  in  their  own  steam.  New  potatoes, 
scraped,  are  put  on  in  salted  boiling  water.  Cook 
ten  minutes,  pour  off  the  water,  and  go  through 
the  same  process  of  steam-cooking  until  they  are 
mealy  ;  then  take  off  the  lid,  let  the  steam  escape, 
and  put  dry  into  the  dish. 

Lemons  for  Malaria.— An  Italian  recipe  used 
when  quinine  gives  no  relief.  Slice  a  lemon 
thin,  with  the  peel  on,  and  boil  the  slices  in  a 
pint  and  a  half  of  water  until  it  is  reduced  to 
half  a  pint.  Strain  through  a  cheese-cloth, 
squeezing  until  all  the  fluid  goes  through.  Set 
aside  until  cold,  and  drink  the  whole  while  fasting 
or  before  breakfast. 

In  Stewing  Tomatoes,  cook  a  small  onion  with 
them,  removing  it  before  you  thicken  the  toma- 
toes, to  serve  either  with  bread-crumbs  or  with 
flour  and  butter. 

Pork-Cakes. — Very  good,  requiring  neither  but- 
ter nor  eggs.  One  pound  of  salt  fat  of  pork,  chopped 
very  fine,  one  pound  of  raisins,  one  pound  of 
currants,  half  a  pound  of  citron,  one  quart  of  flour, 
one  pint  of  brown  sugar,  one  pint  of  boiling 
water,  half  a  pint  of  New  Orleans  molasses, 
two  teaspoonfuls  of  nutmegs  and  cinnamon,  one 
teaspoonful  of  mace,  the  grated  rind  of  one 
lemon,  one  tablespoonful  of  cooking-soda  dis- 
solved in  two  teaspoonfuls  of  boiling  water.  Pour 
the  pint  of  boiling  water  on  the  pork;  stir  until 
melted ;  pass   it  through  the  colander,  to  avoid 


bits  of  fibre  ;  add  the  sugar,  molasses,  spice  and 
half  the  flour,  reserving  the  rest  to  rub  in  with 
the  fruit;  then  add  the  soda,  the  remainder  of 
the  flour  and  the  fruit.  This  makes  three  large 
loaves  of  cake.  Put  them  in  greased  pans  lined  with 
paper,  which  needs  no  oiling.  After  baking  the 
cake  three-quarters  of  an  hour  test  with  a  splint 
of  broom  ;  if  done,  the  straw  will  draw  out  clear. 
One-half  the  quantity  makes  one  quite  large 
cake. 

Sauer-Kraut  from  the  white  cabbage  is  more 
delicate  than  that  made  from  the  green  Savoy. 
You  can  tell  it  by  the  color.  It  is  best  to  boil  three 
quarts  at  a  time,  as  the  remnant  can  be  fried  when 
cold.  Boil  slowly  from  four  to  five  hours,  until 
tender.  Keep  a  saucer  of  vinegar  on  the  stove. 
Fry  with  a  lump  of  butter  made  hot  in  the  pan. 

Always  put  Corned  Beef,  when  it  comes  from 
the  table,  back  into  the  liquor  it  was  boiled  in. 
This  is  a  good  rule  for  ham  and  tongue  also.  They 
absorb  much  of  the  rich  fluids  that  have  been 
dissolved  into  the  water.  After  the  meat  has 
been  served  cold  the  second  day,  you  can  make 
corn-beef  hash  of  the  remnants  for  a  breakfast- 
dish,  and  boil  up  the  liquor  into  a  good  bean- 
soup.  Do  this  on  the  afternoon  of  the  second 
day,  and  it  can  be  heated  again  on  the  third  day. 

Dutch-Cake — One  and  a  half  pints  of  milk, 
three  pounds  of  flour,  three-fourths  of  a  pound 
of  butter  or  butter  and  lard  mixed,  three-fourths 
of  a  pound  of  sugar,  a  tumbler  of  baker's  yeast, 
two  teaspoonfuls  of  salt.  Melt  the  butter  and 
milk  together ;  add  the  sugar ;  stir  in  the  flour 
when  the  mixture  is  rather  more  than  lukewarm  ; 
add  a  little  cinnamon  and  nutmeg  after  the  yeast, 
a  wine-glass  of  rose-water  and  brandy  mixed,  a 
pound  of  seeded  or  seedless  raisins  (have  these 
heated  first  in  the  oven)  dusted  with  flour.  Beat 
until  it  comes  clear  from  the  dish.  Let  it  "  rise  " 
in  a  warm  place  about  three  hours  ;  put  it  into 
greased  baking-pans  to  rise  for  another  half  hour 
before  going  into  the  oven. 

Best  Pie-Crust. — Take  two  and  a  fourth  pounds 
of  flour,  one  pound  of  butter,  half  a  pound  of 
lard,  a  half  pint  and  a  gill  of  ice-cold  water, 
two  teaspoonfuls  of  salt,  stirred  into  the  flour. 
Rub  the  lard  fine  through  the  flour,  cut  up  a 
half  pound  of  butter,  and  rub  it  in  likewise;  add 
the  water  ;  make  into  a  paste  ;  roll  out  thin,  and 
spread  the  remaining  butter  with  a  light  touch  : 
it  will  take  three  rollings  in  all.  Do  not  pinch 
down  the  outer  edges  of  the  pie;  let  the  crust  lie 
as  it  falls  on  the  plate. 

Hot  Blackberry  Pudding.— Make  a  batter  of 
a  quart  of  milk  and  a  quart  of  flour,  sifted  ;  four 
eggs;  strew  three  pints  of  hulled  blackberries 
well  with  brown  sugar;  mix  into  the  batter,  and 
bake  in  a  two-quart  pudding-dish. 

Prepared  Orange-Peel  for  Cakes  and  Bon- 
bons.— Weigh  the  oranges  whole,  and  take  pound 
for  pound  of  white  sugar.  Peel  the  fruit  and  cut 
the  rind  into  narrow  ribbons  ;  boil  in  water  until 
clear,  changing  the  water  twice  and  adding,  al- 
ways, hot  water  for  the  fresh  boiling.  Squeeze 
the  oranges  over  a  strainer  ;  let  the  juice  run  into 
the  sugar ;  let  this  boil  up  once ;  add  the  cleared 
orange-peel,  and  boil  for  twenty  minutes  longer. 

Rose-Pink  Jelly. — Wash  two  handfuls  of  car- 
rageen (Irish  moss)  through  two  or  three  waters; 
drain ;  pour  over  it  three  pints  of  boiling  water. 
Let  it  simmer  until  the  moss  becomes  a  pulp. 
Strain,  sweeten  to  taste,  and  add  half  a  tumbler  of 
currant  jelly.   Milk  may  be  used  instead  of  water. 
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Quick-Rising-  Bread,— By  kind  permission  of 
Miss  Juliet  Corson,  the  following  invention  for 
quick-rising  bread  is  given  from  this  distinguished 
authority,  who  says  :  "  If  that  were  the  only 
thing  I  had  ever  done,  I  think  I  should  have 
earned  the  gratitude  of  American  women.  I 
only  wish  I  could  put  it  in  the  hands  of  every 
family  in  the  country."  It  will  interest  Phila- 
dclphians  to  know  that  this  recipe  was  perfected 
at  the  Centennial.  Miss  Corson  had  long  been 
impatient  at  the  length  of  time  required  to  make 
yeast  bread ;  she  had  worked  late  and  risen  early 
to  pinch  the  dough,  and  finally,  by  watching  the 
cookery  of  all  nations  at  the  Centennial,  she  got 
her  determining  hint  that  perfected  this  recipe. 
To  Juliet  Corson  is  due  the  idea  that  cheap  Amer- 
ican dishes  may  be  made  delicious.  She  is  consid- 
ered pioneer  in  that  respect,  and  wherever  this 
"quick-rising  bread"  may  go  it  should  always 
be  remembered  that  she  has  taught  us  to  work 
with  economy  of  materials  as  well  as  of  time 
saved  :  "  When  it  is  possible  to  obtain  fresh  com- 
pressed yeast,  also  called  German  yeast,  an  ex- 
cellent bread  can  be  made  in  about  two  hours  and 
a  half;  the  rapidity  of  the  leavening  or  '  raising  ' 
the  dough  is  advantageous,  because  less  of  the 
nutritive  elements  of  the  flour  are  lost  than  by 
following  the  long  process.  For  two  loaves  of 
bread  use  three  pounds  of  flour,  about  a  quart  of 
water,  two  teaspoonfuls  of  salt  and  an  ounce  of 
fresh  compressed  yeast ;  dissolve  the  yeast  in  a 
pint  of  lukewarm  water;  stir  into  it  sufficient 
flour  to  make  a  batter  thick  enough  to  hold  for  a 
moment  a  drop  let  fall  from  the  mixing-spoon. 
Cover  the  bowl  containing  the  batter,  or  sponge, 
with  a  folded  towel,  and  set  it  in  a  warm  place  to 
rise ;  if  properly  covered  and  heated,  it  will  rise 
to  a  light  foam  in  half  an  hour.  Then  stir  into 
it  the  salt  dissolved  in  a  little  warm  water,  add 
the  rest  of  the  flour  and  sufficient  lukewarm  wa- 
ter to  make  a  dough  stiff  enough  to  knead  ;  knead 
it  five  minutes,  divide  it  into  two  loaves,  put 
them  in  floured  baking-pans,  cover  them  with  a 
folded  towel,  and  set  them  in  a  warm  place  to 
rise  twice  their  height ;  then  bake  them  in  a 
moderate  oven  until  the  crust  is  brown,  and  a 
trussing-needle  or  small  knife  run  into  the  centre 
of  the  loaf  is  clean  and  free  from  dough  when 
withdrawn.  A  little  butter  brushed  over  the  top 
crust  just  before  the  bread  is  done  makes  the  crust 
crisp  and  glossy.  A  pan  of  water  in  the  oven 
gives  the  effect  of  the  Vienna  steam  ovens;  it 
should  be  used  when  the  bread  is  nearly  done. 
!  In  raising  the  sponge  be  sure  that  the  heat  is  not 
sufficient  to  '  scald  '  or  harden  it,  as  that  will  pre- 
vent fermentation  ;  therefore  do  not  place  it  where 
the  hand  cannot  be  held  with  comfort.  Keep  it 
covered  from  draughts.  If  when  it  is  light  it  has 
become  at  all  soured,  as  it  sometimes  will  in  sum- 
mer, stir  into  it,  before  adding  the  balance  of  the 
flour,  a  saltspoonful  of  baking-soda  dissolved  in 
a  very  little  water.  The  dough  made  for  home- 
made bread  can  be  baked  as  raised  biscuit  by 
kneading  in  with  it  a  little  sugar  and  melted 
butter,  or  it  can  be  boiled  in  soups  and  stews  as 
raised  dumplings.  To  test  the  heat  of  the  oven, 
follow  the  method  of  Jules  Gouffe,  the  celebrated 
chef  of  the  Paris  Jockey  Club  ;  the  '  moderate- 
oven  '  temperature  is  that  degree  of  heat  which 
will  turn  ordinary  writing-paper  dark  yellow  or 
I  buff— that  is,  the  color  of  kindling-wood.  Put  a 
J  sheet  of  such  paper  in  the  oven  and  close  the 


door;  if  the  paper  blazes,  the  oven  is  too  hot. 
Arrange  the  dampers  to  lower  the  heat  for  ten 
minutes,  then  again  test  it  with  more  paper.  It 
may  be  necessary  to  try  the  temperature  several 
times,  but  the  time  thus  used  is  well  spent,  be- 
cause it  ensures  the  even  baking  of  the  bread." 

Bread  Sauce  to  Serve  with  Roast  Guineas. — 
Put  the  crumbs  of  half  a  small  loaf  of  bread  in  a 
saucepan  with  half  a  pint  of  milk,  a  small  onion, 
a  bay-leaf,  an  ounce  of  butter  and  a  little  pepper 
and  salt.  Let  it  boil  for  a  few  minutes;  remove 
the  onion  and  the  bay-leaf,  and  serve  hot  around 
the  fowls. 

Potato-Salad. — Rub  a  dish  with  onion  ;  dispose 
on  it  some  hot  boiled  potatoes  cut  in  slices;  beat 
together  three  parts  of  olive  butter  and  one  part 
— more  or  less,  according  to  the  strength  of  it — 
of  tarragon  or  plain  vinegar,  with  pepper  and  salt 
to  taste.  Pour  this  over  the  potatoes,  and  strew 
over  all  a  small  quantity  of  powdered  mint,  pars- 
ley or  capers,  all  together,  finely  minced.  Olive 
butter — which  sells  in  three-pound  cans  at  about 
the  same  price  as  lard — is  quite  indistinguishable 
in  a  potato-salad  from  the  best  olive  oil. 

Uncooked  Flour  has  a  most  unpleasant  taste 
when  you  come  across  it  in  the  inside  of  a  cod- 
fish-ball, a  potato-patty  or  a  cake  of  fried  hom- 
iny. When  the  flour  is  used  to  thicken,  let  it  be 
cooked,  either  in  the  butter  or  the  dripping,  or 
boiled  in  a  little  water,  before  you  stir  it  in.  In 
making  drawn-butter  mash  the  butter  and  flour 
together  and  let  them  heat,  but  not  brown,  in  the 
sauce-pan,  before  adding  the  hot  water.  The 
raw  flour  that  is  stirred  in  upon  melted  butter 
and  hot   water  makes  a  very  poor  sauce. 

In  Cooking  Fruit  that  has  stones  in  it — plums, 
apricots,  green-gages — first  stick  the  fruit  with  a 
coarse  needle ;  this  will  prevent  the  most  of  it 
from  bursting  and  you  will  have  the  delicious 
flavor  of  the  stone.  These  fruits  should  always 
be  boiled  first  with  a  little  water  until  they  are 
quite  tender  before  the  sugar  is  added.  Remove 
all  the  stones  that  have  escaped  and  floated  to 
the  top  before  adding  the  sugar.  If  the  sugar  is 
put  first  to  the  stoned  fruit,  it  is  apt  to  make  these 
shrivel  up  on  the  stone  and  harden. 

New  Jersey  Claret  Jelly  to  Eat  with  a  Roast. 
— Soak  an  ounce  of  gelatine  in  half  a  pint  of  cold 
water  ;  boil  until  dissolved;  a'dd  a  pint  bottle  of 
Jersey  claret,  a  pot  of  currant  jelly,  three-quar- 
ters of  a  pound  of  fine  sugar;  stir  over  the  fire 
till  dissolved ;  beat  the  whites  of  three  eggs,  stir 
them  rapidly  into  the  jelly  ;  continue  boiling  for 
two  minutes,  then  take  it  from  the  fire;  let  it 
stand  for  two  minutes  and  pass  it  through  the 
bag.     It  should  be  clear  and  of  a  pure,  fine  red. 

To  Braise  a  Turkey. — First  peel  and  wash 
two  onions,  one  carrot,  one  turnip  ;  cut  them  in 
thin  slices,  also  a  little  celery,  three  or  four  sprigs 
of  parsley,  two  bay -leaves.  Lay  three  sheets  of 
white  paper  on  the  table;  spread  on  them  the 
vegetables  and  pour  over  two  or  three  tablcspoon- 
fuls  of  olive  oil.  The  turkey  must  be  trussed  as 
for  boiling.  Cover  the  breast  with  thin  slices  of 
bacon  and  lay  the  back  of  the  bird  on  the  vege- 
tables ;  cut  a  few  slices  of  lemon  and  place  on  the 
breast,  to  keep  it  white  ;  tie  the  paper  round  with 
a  stout  string,  then  place  it  to  roast  three  hours. 
In  the  regular  braise-pan  or  oven-roaster  it  will  not 
need  the  paper,  but  must  have  the  vegetables  un- 
der it  and  the  lemon  on  the  breast,  as  above. 

Delicious  Chocolate  to  Serye  with  Dried  Rusk. 
— Put  four  ounces  (each  square  is  an  ounce)  of 
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chocolate,  dissolved  in  a  little  hot  water,  into  a 
bright  saucepan  with  three  large  cups  of  water 
and  two  ounces  of  sifted  sugar  ;  set  it  over  the 
fire.  Beat  the  yolks  of  two  eggs  to  a  foam  in  a 
cup  of  water,  and  stir  them,  with  a  small  tea- 
spoonful  of  rose-water  and  ditto  of  orange-flower 
water,  into  the  chocolate  as  soon  as  it  begins  to 
simmer.  Let  it  stand  over  the  fire,  not  letting  it 
boil,  for  several  minutes.  Then  take  it  off  and 
serve  with  toasted  rusk. 

Orang-e  Cream  Bonbons. — Take  three  cups  of 
sifted  sugar,  one  cup  of  water,  two  tablespoon- 
fuls  of  corn-starch  or  arrowroot,  one  tablespoon- 
ful  of  butter,  one  tablespoonful  of  orange  sherbet. 
Stir  the  sugar  and  the  water  together  over  the 
fire  ;  mix  in  the  corn-starch  smoothly  and  let  it 
boil,  stirring  constantly;  add  the  butter  when  it 
has  boiled  ten  minutes,  and  take  it  immediately 
from  the  fire.  Beat  it  until  it  begins  to  look  like 
cream,  adding  the  orange  flavoring,  a  little  at  a 
time.  Sugar  your  hands,  make  the  cream  into 
small  balls  or  long  rolls,  and  lay  them,  so  as  not 
to  touch  each  other,  upon  oiled  paper. 

Boiled  Pastry  is  more  digestible  than  any  oth- 
er. Take  half  a  pound  of  shortening  (suet  or  lard) 
to  a  quart  of  flour  ;  add  a  half  teaspoon  of  salt,  a 
pinch  of  soda.  Roll  the  pastry  into  a  thin  sheet ; 
spread  with  any  kind  of  fresh  fruit,  and  boil  in  a 
cloth  for  one  hour.  The  shortening  may  be  omit- 
ted on  trial. 

Rice-Croquettes  are  made  with  a  half  pound  of 
old  rice,  boiled  soft  and  dry,  mixed  with  a  table- 
spoonful  of  grated  cheese,  half  a  teaspoonful  of 
powdered  mace  and  a  teaspoonful  of  salt,  with 
enough  fresh  butter  to  moisten  them  into  shape. 
If  cheese  is  disliked,  take  the  yolks  of  two  or 
three  eggs.  Brush  with  yolk  of  egg  and  cracker- 
crumbs. 

Roe-Sauce  for  Mutton-Chops.— Take  out  the 
roes  of  two  large  herrings  just  broiled.  Mix  them 
while  hot  into  a  paste  with  butter,  adding  parsley, 
cayenne  pepper  and  lemon-juice  or  vinegar;  a 
little  grated  onion,  if  to  your  taste.  Spread  over 
the  chops  as  soon  as  broiled. 

Corn-Crust. — One  pint  of  white  or  yellow 
corn-meal,  one  pint  of  boiling  water,  one  and  a 
half  teaspoonfuls  of  salt,  one  teaspoonful  of  su- 
gar, one  egg.  Pour  the  boiling  water  on  the 
j  meal,  sugar  and  salt.  Mix  well ;  stir  in  the 
beaten  egg,  and  spread  the  batter  thinly  over  a 
small  greased  dripping-pan  ;  smooth  it  with  a 
knife  dipped  in  cold  water;  score  it,  and  bake  in 
a  quick  oven. 

Calf's  Heart  and  Beans.— The  dried  lima 
beans  or  broad  beans  soaked  and  boiled  until  ten- 
der are  the  proper  vegetable  to  serve  with  the 
fried  heart. 

A  Good  Little  Salad  can  be  made  from  dande- 
lion-leaves, celery-  or  beet-tops,  salsify-tops,  or 
almost  any  other  of  the  green-leafed  vegetables 
whose  tops  are  commonly  thrown  away.  One 
hard-boiled  egg,  yolk  powdered  and  stirred 
into  two  tablespoonfuls  of  olive-butter,  one  of 
milk,  two  of  vinegar,  with  salt  to  taste.  Cut  the 
white  of  egg  in  rings  and  lay  upon  the  top.  Sal- 
ads are  so  cleansing  to  the  blood  that  people 
should  eat  them  more  frequently  than  they  do. 

Veal  Cutlets  Stewed  with  Celery.— Have  the 
butcher  send  home  the  leg  bone  from  which  your 
cutlets  are  cut.  Boil  the  bone  and  the  trimmings 
of  skin  with  three  or  four  heads  of  celery,  cut 
and  scalded,  a  little  salt,  pepper  and  a  small 
grated  onion.     Strain  the  gravy,  but  return  the 


celery  to  it.  Thicken  with  flour  and  butter,  and 
pour  it,  boiling  hot,  over  the  cutlets,  which  are 
left  to  stew  slowly  in  it  until  quite  tender. 

Baked  Spanish  Onions  leave  no  trace  whatever 
on  the  breath  ;  this  is  a  sign  that  they  are  more 
easily  digested  than  is  the  boiled  onion. 

Turkey,  when  Stuffed  with  French  Chestnuts, 
should  have  a  handful  of  raisins  added,  and 
enough  crumbed  bread  and  butter  to  bind  the 
mixture  together. 

A  New  Mayonnaise,  to  be  made  when  you  are 
cooking  veal-stock  :  Boil  this  down  to  a  stiff  jelly, 
and  use  a  large  half  tumblerful.  Beat  it  until  it 
froths  ;  add  half  a  pint  of  salad  oil,  by  degrees, 
with  three  spoonfuls  of  wainut  vinegar;  season 
with  a  half  teaspoonful  of  salt,  a  saltspoonful  of 
pepper  and  a  pinch  of  sugar.  It  should  make  a 
fair,  beautiful  cream.  This  must  be  beaten  in  a 
bowl  set  on  ice. 

An  Omelette  that  never  toughens  is  made  with 
the  crumb  from  a  large  slice  of  bread  soaked  in 
hot  milk  to  a  paste ;  no  more  milk  than  it  will 
absorb.  Beat  up  the  whites  of  four  eggs  to  a 
froth ;  add  to  the  paste,  with  a  little  salt.  Put 
on  the  fire  a  pan  with  a  tablespoonful  of  butter ; 
as  soon  as  this  gets  very  hot  slip  the  whites  of  the 
eggs  into  the  yolks  and  bread,  but  only  stir  them 
lightly,  do  not  beat;  pour  into  the  pan,  scratch 
from  the  edges  constantly,  turning  over  the 
browning  froth  into  the  centre,  heaping  it  up 
there,  while  at  the  same  time  you  shake  the  pan. 
In  five  minutes  you  should  be  able  to  double  it 
over  and  serve.  When  the  omelette  has  no 
bread,  but  is  made  with  two  eggs  well  beaten,  it 
is  to  be  scratched  in  the  middle  until  it  is  cooked 
sufficiently  to  let  it  set  for  a  minute  to  brown. 

Orange  Cream. — One  pint  of  cream  or  new 
milk,  the  yolks  of  two  eggs,  one-quarter  pound  of 
white  sugar,  three  large  oranges  and  one  ounce 
of  gelatine.  Simmer  the  cream  over  a  gentle  fire 
for  ten  minutes,  adding  the  sugar,  the  fresh-grated 
peel  of  the  orange  and  the  gelatine.  Stir  it  all  the 
time,  then  strain  into  a  jar ;  add  the  well-beaten 
yolks  of  two  eggs.  Keep  the  jar  in  a  saucepan 
of  boiling  water,  stirring  its  contents — always 
one  way — until  it  thickens,  but  do  not  allow  it  to 
boil.  Take  it  off  and  stir  until  nearly  cold,  add- 
ing the  strained  orange-juice  as  you  stir.  When 
all  is  well  mixed,  pour  into  a  well-oiled  mould. 
To  remove  either  ice-cream  or  jelly  from  its 
mould,  wipe  the  bottom  of  the  mould-^which  is 
the  top  of  the  form — with  a  dish-cloth  wrung  out 
of  scalding  water.  This  is  better  than  plunging 
the  mould  into  hot  water,  as  that  frequently  melts 
too  much  of  its  contents.  You  can  keep  the  hot 
cloth  on  top  until  the  form  is  freed  on  your  dish. 

Lemon  Jelly  for  Layer  Cake. — Two  cups  of 
sugar,  the  yolks  of  three  eggs,  the  strained  juice 
of  two  lemons.  Cook  until  thickened  by  setting 
in  boiling  water;  then  add  the  well-beaten  white 
of  the  eggs ;  spread  on  the  cake  while  hot. 

French  Chestnuts  with  Coffee  Sauce.— Peel 
three  dozen  chestnuts  ;  boil  them  in  their  skins 
(not  their  shells)  for  five  minutes  in  salted  boiling 
water;  peel  off  the  skin;  put  them  in  a  sauce- 
pan on  the  fire  with  enough  water  to  cover  them, 
and  two  ounces  of  sugar ;  boil  them  until  quite 
soft  without  breaking.  Put  into  another  sauce- 
pan over  the  fire  four  yolks  of  eggs,  three  ounces 
of  sugar,  a  teacupful  of  black  coffee  and  half  a 
glass  of  cream.  Stir  until  it  begins  to  boil ;  then 
strain  it.  Allow  it  to  become  cold;  pour  it  over 
the  chestnuts  and  serve.
